To His Honor Parrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston 
present the following report of its condition for the year end- 
ing January 31, 1905, being their fifty-first annual report : 

The term of Dr. Henry P. Bowditch, who had served as 
Trustee since May 1, 1894, expired on April 30, 1902. Dr. 
Bowditch was deeply interested in the Library. He gave to 
it much time and faithful service of the highest value. Mr. 
Thomas F. Boyle, of Boston, was appointed a Trustee to 
succeed him, to serve for five years from May 1, 1902. The 
Board was organized in May, 1902, by the re-election of Mr. 
Solomon Lincoln as President and Dr. James De Normandie 
as Vice-President. Miss Della Jean Deery was re-elected 
Clerk of the Corporation. } 

Mr. James L. Whitney, by reason of ill health, resigned 
the office of Librarian, his resignation taking effect January 
31, 1903, and Mr. Horace G. Wadlin, recently Chief of the 
Massachusetts Bureau of Statistics of Labor, was appointed 
to succeed him. Mr. Wadlin assumed the duties of the office 
February 1, 1908. ; 
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The Trustees desire to express publicly their high appre- 
ciation of Mr. Whitney’s fidelity to the duties of Librarian 
and of his intelligent administration of that office. He has 
contributed largely to the stable growth and permanent suc- 
cess of the Library. 

In this report the Trustees have largely followed the order 
of topics presented in previous reports, in order to exhibit 
the comparative condition of the Library in this and preced- 
ing years.

There are appended to this report, as to its predecessors, 
the reports of the Librarian, Mr. Whitney, of the Auditor, 
and of the Examining Committee of Citizens, and the Trustees 
suggest an examination of these by all who desire a more in- 
timate knowledge of the Library than it is possible to present 
in this general report. 

The Trustees report, as usual, a ave expansion of the 
agencies of the Library. In place of one hundred and 
seventeen existing a year ago there are now one hundred and 
fifty-six. They are the Central Library on Copley Square, 
ten branch libraries, twenty-one delivery stations, of which 
eleven contain reading rooms, and also, as places of deposit 
for delivery, thirty-six engine houses, sixteen city institutions, 
and seventy-two schools. There has been a still farther ex-

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pansion of the hours during which some of these agencies are 
kept open. | 

The number of volumes added to the Library during the 
year was 34,635. Last year the number added was 35,835. 
These volumes were obtained chiefly by purchase, but in 
some part by gift and exchange. 

The number of volumes in the Library at the close of the 
year was 830,904. The home use of books for the year was 
1,489,033. During the preceding year the number was 
1,483,513. The Trustees during the past year have con- 
tinued to diminish their purchases of contemporary fiction, 
and to the result of this policy must be attributed some 
diminution of the home use of books, particularly in the 
branch libraries. 

The Trustees have had, as heretofore, the valuable assist- 
ance of a few ladies and gentlemen who have consented to 
read works of fiction, and to express to the Librarian their 
opinion of the value of these books. ‘This service is confined 
to works of fiction, and the final decision as to the selection of 
these rests, as in the case of all books, with the Trustees. 

The report of Mr. Whitney contains an interesting account 
in detail of many valuable acquisitions of the Library during 
the past year. The Trustees have also acquired several valu- 
able historical manuscripts and have published a selection 
in their Bulletin. They do not understand that it is desirable 
for the Library to acquire all similar matter as opportunity 
presents, but they believe that it is desirable that interesting 
documents especially relating to the history of the Town and 
City of Boston properly find a place in it. 

An important change was made during the past year in the 
internal administration of the Central Library. The Binding 
and Printing Departments were removed from the central 
building to commodious quarters in Stanhope street. In this 
way room much needed has been provided and healthful 
accommodation has been substituted for crowded and _ ill- 
ventilated rooms. In addition the Trustees believe that the 
change will result in a saving of money and that work hereto- 
fore done outside the Library can be done by the Library 
force of workmen, although this force has been necessarily 
increased. 

The Trustees have continued the publication of their Bul- 
letins, of annual lists of acquisitions, and of historical manu- 
scripts as heretofore. Nearly all of these publications are 
directed to making available the resources of the Library. 
They have also provided timely lists of books upon topics for 
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the moment engaging public attention, as for instance, — 
lists of books touching the subjects of lectures given at the 
Lowell Institute, and the Quest and Achievement of the 
Holy Grail, Mr. Abbey’s recent decoration of the Library. 

The Special Libraries, including the Allen A. Brown 
Library of Music, receive constant accessions, and the use of 
these libraries increases. <A collection of books printed for 
the use of the blind has been made accessible for their use. 

A course of free lectures on the esthetic development of 
cities was given in March, April, and May. The lecturers 
were Messrs. Albert Kelsey, C. Howard Walker, R. Clipston 
Sturgis, John DeWitt Warner, Edmund M. Wheelwright, 
F. W. Ruckstuhl, F. L. Olmsted, Jr., John Woodbury, and 
Brooks Adams. 

On September 1, 1902, to the regret of the Trustees, Mr. 
Worthington C. Ford resigned his office as Chief of the 
Department of Documents and Statistics. Mr. Ford had 
demonstrated the value of the department. Those who resort 
to it are among the most intelligent of the visitors to the 
Library. The space at the command of the department has 
been enlarged, and the Trustees confidently predict for it an 
increasing usefulness. 

The system of examinations prior to appointment to any 
important position in the Library is maintained, and constant 
effort is made that the examination papers shall be reasonably 
adapted to develop the education required for the service of 
the Library, while yet not unnecessarily technical nor severe. 

The Trustees have granted the use of the Lecture Room 
for the meetings of several societies and associations whose 
purposes touch upon the work of a lbrary.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Board of Trustees: 


The report of the Librarian for the year ending January 
31, 1903, is hereby submitted.* 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


The Library system of agencies comprises : 

The Central Library on Copley Square. 

Ten branch libraries, with permanent collections of books. 

Twenty-one delivery stations (of which eleven are reading 
rooms), and also, as places of deposit or delivery, thirty-six 
engine houses, sixteen city institutions, and seventy-two 
schools, making a total of one hundred and fifty-six agencies, 
as against one hundred and seventeen a year ago. 


FINANCE. 


A record of the receipts and payments for the year is 
to be found in the report of the Auditor of the Library 
(Appendix I.). 


BUILDINGS, EQUIPMENT, AND GENERAL 
ADMINISTRATION. 


Last summer the Bindery and Printing establishments 
were moved from the Central Library to Stanhope street. 
The rooms heretofore occupied by these departments were 
fitted up with a gallery and shelving for the use of the 
Patent and Bound Newspaper departments. 

No other extensive alterations or repairs have been made 
upon the Central Library building during the year. 

The Chief Engineer has reported that the engines, dynamos, 
boilers, pumps, and elevators have worked satisfactorily. On 
July 1 the motors connected with the Bindery and Printing 
Department were transferred to the building on Stanhope 
street. |

CENTRAL LIBRARY BUILDING, COPLEY SQUARE. 
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The high price of coal and the use of bituminous coal for 
some months have added largely to the expense of heating 
and cleaning the building. Of anthracite.coal, 950 tons were 
received during the year, and of bituminous coal, 705 tons. 

Since the changes made not long ago in the arrangements 
for heating the building but few complaints have been made. 


WorKS OF ART. 


A portion of the second section of the mural decoration 
made by Mr. John Singer Sargent for the Library has been 
put in place. It is entitled “The Dogma of the Redemp- 
tion.” Only the frieze and lunette of the wall are covered ; 
the ceiling and two panels of the frieze are not finished. In 
the Monthly Bulletin for March, 1903, is a description of 
this decoration. 

Mr. James M. Ellis has given to the Library a reduced 
copy of the bronze statue “ Hermes Resting,” in the Museo 
Nazionale at Naples. 


Books RECEIVED. 


The following account of the additions to the Library is 
taken from the report prepared by Miss Theodosia E. 
Macurdy, Chief of the Ordering and Receiving Department. 

The accessions to the Library, as distinguished from the 
books that have reached the shelves and excluding mere 
transfers from one department to another, were, for the year, 
34,635 volumes, as against 85,835 in the preceding year.

A distinguishing feature of the additions to the Library for 
the year is the larger representation of the writings of living 
continental authors. These have been recommended for 
purchase by Mr. Thomas S. Perry, who has joined the staff 
of the Library. 

Important books have been obtained from auction sales, 
especially from the John S$. Dwight, the Whitmore, and the 
May collections. Of the 981 books for which bids were 
made the Library secured 719. 

Many of the accessions to the Library are valuable, particu- 
larly those relating to Colonial and Revolutionary times, to 
Boston and New England, the Philippines, the Quakers, 
and the Civil War. ‘There have also been interesting pur- 
chases of Spanish literature, of manuscripts, including scores

of music, and of genealogies. A selection from the titles of 
these works is here given. 


AMERICANA. 


Charles Chauncy. A second letter to a friend; giving a 
more particular narrative of the defeat of the French army 
at Lake-George, by the New-England troops, than has yet 
been published . . . Boston, N. E. Printed and sold by Edes 
and Gill, ... MDCCLYV. This book was bought at the 
Whitmore sale, as was also a copper plate engraving of the 
battle at Lake George entitled “A prospective plan of 
the battle fought near Lake George on the 8th of Septem- 
ber, 1755 . . . in which the English were victorious, capti- 
vating the French general with a number of his men, killing 
700 and putting the rest to flight.” Drawn by Samuel 
Blodget and engraved and printed in Boston by Thomas 
Johnston. 

Thomas Mante. The history of the late war in North- 
America and the islands of the West-Indies, including the 
campaigns of MDCCLXIIL., and MDCCLXIV.,, against his 
Majesty’s Indian enemies. 18 maps. London, 1772. (Col. 
Aspinwall’s copy, with the original bill of sale to him seventy- 
five years ago. ) 

A collection of the best psalm tunes . . . approved of by 
the best masters in Boston, New England, by Josiah Flagg. 
Engray’d by Paul Revere. Printed and sold by him and 
Josiah Flagg, Boston, 1764. Text and music engraved on 
copper. 

The confession of faith, The Larger and Shorter. cate- 
chisms, with the Seripture proofs at large. Philadelphia, 
printed and sold by B. Franklin. MDCCXLV. Bought 
with the Dr. Samuel A. Green fund. 

Roger Williams. Qveries of highest consideration proposed 
to M’. Tho. Goodwin, M'. Phillip Nye . . . and to the 
commissioners from the Generall Assembly (so called) of the 
Church of Scotland; vpon occasion of their late printed 
apologies for themselves and their churches. London, Im- 
printed in the yeare MDCXLIV. 

Robert Baylie (Baillie). A dissvasive from the errours of 
the time. London. Printed for Samuel Gellibrand at the 
Brasen Serpent in Paul’s Church-yard, 1645. Baillie was a 
friend of Roger Williams, and almost the whole of this rare 
tract relates to New England. 

Daniel Clarke Sanders. A history of the Indian wars with 
the first settlers of the United States, particularly in New- 
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England. Written in Vermont. Montpelier, 1812. This 
work, published anonymously, was suppressed, by reason of 
the hostile criticism it occasioned. “So nearly complete was 
the destruction of the book that it was forgotten by those 
who professed to know most of the author, his biographers.” 
(Sabin. ) 

There were also bought fifty views, maps and plans of 
Boston, the most notable being “ A view of part of the Town 
of Boston in New England and Brittish ships of war landing 
their troops, 1768,” engraved, printed and sold by Paul 
Revere; and numerous New England primers and almanacs 
of early date, among them Poor Richard’s almanack for 1738 
and Poor Richard improved for 1771 and 1772. 

To the files of the Massachusetts Gazette and Boston 
Newsletter have been added over one hundred numbers be- 
tween the years 1765 and 1767; to the Pennsylvania 
Gazette 110 numbers between 1779-1783. 

There were purchased fifty volumes of chap book litera- 
ture, Mother Goose and kindred books relating to nursery 
folklore, for the most pait printed in Boston in the early 
part of the last century. 

A collection of books on the Philippine Islands has been 
secured, including a large paper copy of Blanco’s Flora de 
Filipinas, Manila, 1877-80, with four volumes of text and 
two atlases containing 478 colored plates. There were also 
obtained 898 newspapers published by the Filipino insurgents 
during the years 1898 and 1899, “ Reptiblica Filipina” and 
‘La Independencia,” the latter published at Aguinaldo’s 
headquarters. They contain his official orders and procla- 
matiqns. 

Nearly two hundred books and pamphlets on Abraham 
Lincoln and Confederate publications and numerous historical 
documents relating to the Civil War have been added to the 
Twentieth Regiment collection, including the original proc- 
lamation issued by Major-General B. F. Butler, Headquar- 
ters Department of the Gulf, New Orleans, May 1, 1862, 
placing the city under martial law. 

About seventy volumes of early works relating to the 
Quakers were purchased, chiefly from the library of C. C. 
Cresson of Philadelphia, including the writings of Fox, 
Howgill, Hubberthorn and Penn. 


FINE ARTS. 


The Fine Arts collections have been increased not only by 
the accessions of current works, but by some important older 
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publications. A few of the additions made the past year to 
this collection are as follows:

There have been purchased over eight hundred photographs 
at a cost of 4402.57. The subjects illustrate Greek antiqui- 
ties, theatres, temples, etc., California and Colorado scenery, 
public buildings in Germany, Hollyer prints of the works of 
Burne-Jones, Rossetti, Millais, Watts, ete. 


SPANISH BOOKS. 


To the Ticknor Collection a number of rare books have 
been added, among them a copy of Egidio Colonna, Regimiéto 
de los principes . . . Sevilla, 1494; Antonio Torquemada, 
Jardin de flores curiosas, Salamanca, 1570; Celestina, Tragi- 
comedia de Calisto y Melibea, 1589; Costitucids. Com. per 
ordinacio deles Corts generals del principat de Cathalunya 
. .. Barcelona (?) ¢c.1485. (Constitution of Catalonia, in 
black letter.) 

A set of seventy-seven volumes of the official Spanish 
paper, Gaceta de Madrid, 1785-1872 (with omissions), has 
been ordered. These, with what the Library already pos- 
sesses, make a fairly complete file. 


MUSIC SCORES. 


A collection of 175 manuscript orchestral scores, repre- 
senting chiefly the masters of the Italian school, has been 
secured. Mr. Allen A. Brown, in recommending its purchase 
to the Trustees, says: “It seems to me that the acquisition 
of such a large number of scores, most of which are unpub- 
lished, and from the very nature of things hard to find, would 
be well worth your serious consideration. It would enable 
me practically to complete the sets in full score of the works

of Bellini, Rossini, and Meyerbeer, to say nothing of large 
additions to the works of Cimarosa, Donizetti, Paer, Paisiello, 
and many others. Copies such as these are rarely to be met 
with.”

The Library has subscribed to the publications of the 
Goethe-Gesellschaft, the Gutenberg-Gesellschaft, to the Re- 
productions of the 16th century manuscript maps relating to 
early discovery and exploration in America, undertaken by 
Rutgers College, and to the extensive work, translated from 
contemporaneous books and manuscripts, on the Philippine 
Islands, 1493-1803, to be published in fifty-five volumes. 


PURCHASES FOR NEW STATIONS, ETC. 


The only conspicuous purchases of popular books outside 
the ordinary acquisitions were as follows:—(1.) For the 
equipment of Station C (Parker Memorial), a collection of 
reference books, at a cost of $225; four hundred books for 
Station F (Mt. Bowdoin), $435, and a special purchase of 
130 copies representing twelve titles of well-known stories 
(chiefly for children) by Miss Alcott, Aldrich, Lang, Mrs. 
Stowe, etc., at a cost of $150, for the Central Library. 

From the income of the Daniel S. Ford fund a considerable 
purchase was made, principally of the Lang Fairy books. 


FICTION. 


Increasing care is taken in the selection of works of fiction. 
As heretofore, friends of the Library, organized as volunteers, 
have given valuable assistance as readers of such books be- 
fore they are passed upon by the Trustees. The number 
reported on during the past year was 702. Of these, 112 
different works of fiction were purchased. , 

Of the total city appropriation spent for books, twenty- 
seven per cent. ($6,472.94) was used for English prose 
fiction, of which 6,526 copies were obtained, as against 8,014 
copies, at a cost of $7,868.12, the preceding year.

For the Codperative index of scientific periodicals 544 
titles have been catalogued by Mr. John Murdoch. From 
the other libraries which share this work 2,578 cards have 
been received. 

There were printed, headings written for, and filed this 
year for the general and special catalogues of the Central 
Library, 214,856 cards; also 15,402 cards have been sent to 
the branches. 

About three-fourths of the work in progress by the Cata- 
logue and Shelf Departments of transferring all the books 
not fiction from the fiction stack, with the necessary recata- 
loguing and change of numbers, is done. 

The department has also looked up the titles of 5,474 vol- 
umes with a view to their purchase. Since May, 1902, this 
work has been in charge of Mr. Thomas 8. Perry, and the 
above figures represent the number examined by the depart- 
ment, in addition to the work done by Mr. Perry. 

Much work has been done in the preparation of a new 
catalogue of English fiction. In this undertaking help has 
been received from the Issue and Branch Departments. This 
catalogue is to be printed the coming year. A new Branch 
Finding List has been printed, and a new List of periodicals 
currently received has been prepared by Miss Frederika 
Wendté, in charge of the Periodical Room. 

The new and improved lnotype, when received, will in- 
crease the output of the Catalogue Department, and enable 
the work to go forward more regularly and evenly than 
heretofore. 
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SHELF DIVISION. 


The minute statistics of the Shelf Division, as prepared 
by Mr. William G. T. Roffe, the officer in charge, are to be 
seen in Appendix IV. 

The net increase of the Central Library for the year was 
19,204 volumes, and the total number of volumes on January 
31, 1903, was 654,705. The total number of volumes in the 
Central Library and branches was 835,904.

During the past year, the ‘Lowell Institute, through the 
Curator,. Professor William T. Sedgwick, bas furnished for 
publication in the Bulletin selected lists of works illustrative 
of the lectures in course of delivery before the Institute. 
In every case the lecturer has made the list himself, and it has 
then been put into shape with no expense to the Library. 
These lists, though brief, and certainly in no case exhaustive, 
have a certain stamp of authority which they would fail to 
have if they emanated solely from the Library. They are as 
follows : 

The Parthenon, by Mr. Edward Robinson; The expansion 
of Russia, by Professor Archibald Cary Coolidge; American 
literature in the Nineteenth Century, by Colonel Thomas 
Wentworth Higginson; Some problems of modern physi- 
ology, by Dr. Henry Pickering Bowditch; Great English- 
men of the Sixteenth Century, by Sidney Lee, Litt.D., of 
London. 

Other matter aside from the regular display of new titles 
has appeared in the Bulletin, namely, the A%sthetic devel- 
opment of cities (list illustrative of a course of free lectures 
in this Library, March—May, 1902); The Quest and Achieve- 
ment of the Holy Grail (explanation of the paintings by 
Edwin A. Abbey, R. A.); Supplementary list of text-books 
used in the public schools of Boston, and Programme of 
exhibitions by the Fine Arts Department at the Central 
Library. 


*The edition of the Bulletin in June, July, August, and September was 4,000 per 
month. 
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To make the Central Library more and more accessible to 
the whole Library system is one of the chief purposes of the 
Annual List and the Monthly Bulletin. If the public, which 
depends on the branches and reading rooms, would use 
these guides, it would have much readier access to the new 
and better books. By the recent introduction in the Monthly 
Bulletin of titles of new books common to all the branches, 
this publication stands for something more vital to these 
agencies. The Annual Lists will henceforth contain solidi- 
fied lists of the monthly aggregation at the branches. This 
will not only insure a wider use for the Annual List, but will 
serve as a supplement to the latest Branch Finding List, of 
which no new edition is contemplated probably within five 
years. 

Nothing has proved so acceptable to the public as lists 
which furnish what the card catalogue cannot possibly un- 
dertake to do. Especially serviceable are lists of books in 
foreign languages. Our small catalogues of works in the 
Scandinavian, Russian, Polish, French, and German languages 
are in constant use, and revised editions are needed. They 
are not by any means used entirely by those who read only 
fiction in their native tongues. ‘They open up to these in- 
terested readers other departments of literature as no card 
catalogue can possibly do. When anew list is in preparation 
the Library makes up deficiencies and adds new material, 
thus in a measure keeping up with the current demands in 
several important literatures. 

Of the Historical Manuscripts series three numbers have 
been published, while two numbers are ready for the press 
and authorized to be printed. These five numbers complete 
the series projected by Mr. Worthington C. Ford and the 
Editor, and are made up from material first selected from 
manuscripts in the Library for publication in the Monthly 
Bulletin. They have been printed on handsome paper, in a 
limited edition, of 250 copies for each number, and have 
been offered in exchange for equally valuable matter. 
When complete, the work will contain 148 separate letters 
and documents, hitherto unprinted, in the compass of about 
275 pages. 


THE BINDING OF BOOKS. 


It having been decided by the Trustees to use the rooms 
occupied by the Bindery and Printing Establishments for 
the Patent Library, these two departments were moved in 
July to No. 42 Stanhope street, where are suitable and well 
lighted rooms. 
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Arrangements were made to do all of the binding in this 
building, including the repairing and other work heretofore 
done by contract outside. To this end, the force was in- 
creased from nineteen to twenty-seven persons, including a 
clerk and an errand boy. Books and other material are now 
carried back and forth by a special wagon. 

The report of Mr. Ryder, the Chief of the Bader gives 
minute statistics of all work done, with the cost. The total 
expense has been $21,225.93, including $1,284.05 spent for 
moving and for enlarging the plant. It is estimated that 
the sum of $18,259.70 was spent for binding 25,013 books, 
varying in size and in expensiveness of material. 

The transfer of the two departments was made under the 
supervision of Mr. Thomas F. Boyle, one of a special com- 
mittee of the Trustees, appointed for this purpose. 

As heretofore, books bought abroad are bound before they 
are sent to this country. The Library is thus able to obtain 
attractively bound books at a very small cost. 


THE PRINTING DEPARTMENT. 


On the removal last summer to Stanhope street, the Print- 
ing Department found itself in possession of a large and 
comfortable workshop in place of the small and badly venti- 
lated room at the Library building on Dartmouth street. 

On November 14, the Trustees voted that a contract be 
made with the Mergenthaler Linotype Company for a new 
linotype. This third machine, for which the Library has long 
waited, is at last perfected, and it is anticipated that when 
put in operation shortly a decided impulse will be given to 
the printing to be done for the Library. 

Owing to circumstances connected with the removal of 
the plant to its new location, and other unavoidable condi- 
tions, the statistical record of the work of the year must be 
regarded as approximate rather than absolute. Subject to 
this qualification the work of the year, as reported by Mz. 
Francis W. Lee, the Chief of the department, is as follows:

REGISTRATION. 


The tables of statistics prepared by Mr. John J. Keenan, 
the head of the Registration Department (see Appendix VI.) 
show that the number of “live” cards (that is of cards 
which, according to the regulations of the Library, may be 
used by borrowers of books for home use), was 72,815, on 
January 31, 1903, as against 72,902 on January 31, 1902. 

Bonds of indemnity for any loss which may be sustained 
by the Library from the issue of cards to non-resident 
students have been filed by seven additional Boston colleges 
and schools, making a total of fifty-nine.

INTER- LIBRARY LOANS. 


To other libraries 620 volumes have been lent, as against 
461 the preceding year. This Library has borrowed twenty- 
six volumes. It should be understood that it is not intended 
to supply other libraries with popular books, but only such as 
are scholarly or unusual. 


THE IssuE DEPARTMENT OF THE CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


The use of books from the Central Library only, in its 
various departments, as reported by Miss Margaret D.

The daily average of books used at the Central Library 
without the Branch Division has been 1,918 volumes, and 
with that division 2,217 volumes. 

The average Sunday use has been 1,500 volumes. 

The largest week-day issue, without the branches, was 
3,719 volumes, and for any Sunday was 2,557 volumes. 

The loss for the year on books issued for home use was 
forty-four volumes, and for hall use nineteen volumes. The 
delays in the issue of books from the stacks to readers in the 
Bates Hall and Children’s Rooms, while less than at some 
times in the past, are still occasion for annoyance to readers 
and to the officers of the Library. By tests made in Septem- 
ber last it was found that the average time taken to get a 
book to a reader was twelve minutes. ‘There are many rea- 
sons for this delay, the chief ones being the distance of the 
shelves from the reading rooms, and the darkness of the 
stacks. 
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BatTEs HALL. 


By the report of Mr. Oscar A. Bierstadt, the Custodian, it 
appears that in the general reading room work has gone on 
under favorable conditions as to temperature and ventilation. 

It might be expected that with the increase in the number 
of branches and other agencies of the Library, and the throw- 
ing open of the shelves to the public more and more, the 
home use of books at the Central Library would be less. It 
is believed that this has not been the case to any great 
extent. 

While the books missing from the open shelves are fewer 
than in former years, the number is enough to cause solici- 
tude. Their money value, however, is small, and it does not 
seem worth while to exclude the public from all access to 
the shelves. 

The work done by the Bates Hall attendants cannot be 
represented in statistics, as is possible in other departments. 
The chief requisite is to make books accessible to readers, 
not only those who apply in person, but also those who 
seek aid through the outside agencies of the Library, as well 
as by letter. The demands upon the Library in these partic- 
ulars are very numerous. The revision of the reference 
collection of books in Bates Hall it is thought will be com- 
pleted during the coming year. 

The maximum number of readers at any one time in Bates 
Hall was 330. On Sundays and holidays 80,591 volumes 
were used. ‘Throngs visit the Library on Sundays as sight- 
seers, and strict measures for preserving order are adopted. 


SPECIAL LIBRARIES.

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PHOTOGRAPHS. 


Photographs to the number of 805 have been purchased 
and 278 received by gift. The collection now numbers 15,127 
photographs, 320 colored photographs, and 5,956 process 
pictures. 

To the special collections used for exhibitions at the 
branches and schools, have been added 429 pictures. 


CATALOGUES. 


The work of filing under one alphabet the catalogues of 
the Special Libraries in the Barton gallery has been continued, 
and also the entering in the Fine arts catalogue of the titles of 
the printed catalogue of books on Architecture. About 
7,900 cards have been prepared for the combined shelf and 
accession list of photographs and 500 process pictures. The 
catalogue of book illustrations is kept up to date. The print- 
ing of the cards for the Allen A. Brown music library has 
reached the letter N. All important articles on the Fine arts 
in sixty-three different periodicals are indexed by the assist- 
ants in charge of the Periodical Room and the Music Library. 
The titles in eight additional periodicals are to be found in 
the American Library Association Codperative Index. 


SPECIAL COLLECTIONS. : 


- The use of the Barton-Ticknor library continues to increase, 
for the year attaining to the number of 10,984 books and 604 
maps. ‘The average number of volumes issued daily was 
thirty-two. The Allen A. Brown Library of Music contains 
9,189 volumes. Among the interesting recent additions are 
the Songs of Hugo Wolf; also the Songs of Richard Strauss, 
all of whose works the Library now possesses, except those 
written for the piano-forte alone. Of manuscript scores of 
early Italian operas, 285 volumes have been purchased. These 
include sixteen operas by Cimarosa, twenty by Mayer, three 
by Mercadante, fifteen by Paer, fourteen by Paisiello, two by 
Bellini, one by Meyerbeer, and fourteen by Rossini. 

As heretofore, many collections of books have been reserved 
for the use of classes and schools. 

A collection of books for the blind has been placed on 
tables and shelves convenient for use. Current numbers of 
periodicals for the blind have been given by a committee of 
the Women’s Educational and Industrial Union. 
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EXHIBITIONS. 


There have been the following exhibitions of photographs: 
Pictures to illustrate the development of domestic architecture 
(with a lecture by Mr. R. Clipston Sturgis) ; Photographs of 
Germany, with portraits (at the time of the visit of Prince 
Henry of Prussia) ; Photographs of portraits of women (at the 
time of the exhibition in Copley Hall of Portraits of fair 
women); TheSistine Chapel; Photographs of bridges (to illus- 
trate a lecture by Mr. Edmund M. Wheelwright); Dlustra- 
tions of open-air statuary (at the time of a lecture by Mr. F. W. 
Ruckstuhl) ; Photographs of Australia, Tasmania, and New 
Zealand (loan by the Woman’s Education Association); Pho- 
tographs of Normandy and Brittany ; Photographs, colored 
plates, etc., at the time of the coronation of Edward VII.; 
Photographs of Germany (new); Venice; Parks and gardens 
(at the time of the meeting of the American Park and Out- 
door Art Association) ; Landscape painting; Egyptian archi- ~ 
tecture; The Parthenon (to accompany Mr. Edward Robin- 
son’s Lowell Institute lectures) ; Reproductions of drawings 
of the Masters; Roman architecture; The Nativity; Thirty- 
seven photographs of the works of George Frederick Watts; 
Colored reproductions of costumes (at the time of the festival 
of the Copley Society); France, architecture, painting, and 
sculpture; Early Christian, Byzantine, and Moslem archi- 
tecture. 

There have been exhibitions of pictures at the branches and 
reading rooms, changed monthly. 


LECTURES. 


Under the auspices of the Unity Art Club the following 
lectures, illustrated by the stereopticon, have been given: 

Development of domestic architecture, by Mr. R. Clipston 
Sturgis; The Grand Caiion of Arizona, by Mr. Arthur K. 
Peck; The Holy Grail, by Rev. William Lloyd; France, her 
people and her art, by Miss Anna Seaton Schmidt. 

Two lectures, on Story-telling for children, and Fairy tales 
from Hans Andersen, were given by Miss Marie Shedlock. 


VISITS OF CLASSES. 


Schools and clubs in classes have made frequent visits to 
the Library for study and lectures, as follows: 


Schools, 78 visits, 1,054 members. 
Clubs, 52 visits, 824 members. 
Private classes, 88 visits, 1,639 members. 
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To schools and SE 303 portfolios of pictures have been 
sent. 

Miss Grace A. Piecheeck, the chief assistant of the depart- 
ment, resigned August 6. Mrs. Marian L. Chamberlain was 
advanced to her place, and Mr. Walter G. Forsyth was trans- 
ferred from the Catalogue Department. Miss Louise Prouty 
was placed in charge of the Barton-Ticknor room, in place of 
Miss Helen R. Keller, resigned. 


DEPARTMENT OF DOCUMENTS AND STATISTICS. 


Mr. Worthington C. Ford resigned as chief of the Depart- 
ment of Documents and Statistics on September 1, 1902. 
Mr. -Horace L. Wheeler, the first assistant, was in charge 
until the end of the Library year. The following statements 
are taken from his report: 

The crowded condition of the gallery assigned to this de- 
partment has seriously interfered, as heretofore, with orderly 
and systematic work. By a rearrangement of the shelves 
and the removal of duplicates some room was obtained, and a 
distinct gain made in orderliness and therefore in the facility 
with which the wants of inquirers could be satisfied. The 
working force of the department, reduced from three to two 
persons, was found to be inadequate to the demands made 
upon it. 

According to the preceding annual report, the department 
contained 8,541 volumes, exclusive of the collection of docu- 
ments in the Special Libraries. During the year 1,144 
volumes were added, partly new accessions and partly trans- 
fers from the stacks. The reception by gift, through the 
American Statistical Association, amounted to 1,611 volumes 
and parts, and these have been of the same character as those 
heretofore received. Therefore, the collection, exclusive of 
documents in the Special Libraries, is now a statistical, 
economic, and sociological library of almost ten thousand 
volumes. The Department has also received 1,072 pieces 
which have been placed in the Main Library. 

The material which came from the American Statistical 
Association, four years and a half ago, has now been ‘practi- 

cally incorporated ; in the statistical collection. 

The value of the Department of Documents and Statistics 
cannot be estimated by the mere number of those who visit 
it. This number is not inconsiderable now, but is certain to 
be much larger when adequate accommodations for work are 
provided. ‘The importance of the department depends upon 
its resources and the character of the public which it serves. 
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Some inquiries are ‘trivial and some are for unobtainable 
knowledge, but the majority of visitors are intelligent people, 
often experts in some field. 

With the increase of space will come greater facility in the 
use of the collection and its more systematic development, 
together with a consideration of the scope it shall henceforth 
have. 

On February 1, 1903, Mr. James L. Whitney was appointed 
Chief of the Department. 


MANUSCRIPTS. 


Among the interesting manuscripts recently received by 
the Library is an Orderly Book, kept by Colonel Thomas 
Grosvenor, of the Troops of the Connecticut Line, from June 
30, 1779, to October 25, 1782. It is in nine volumes, and its 
great value consists in the fact that it is a consecutive record, 
without a gap, covering doings of a division of the American 
army for the period of time mentioned. 

A manuscript note book of Thomas Prince has been given 
to the Prince Collection by Miss Susan E. Daggett, of New 
Haven, through the Rev. Dr. George A. Gordon. It is 
called “My 5th Writing Book,” and begins May 25, 1718, 
ending June 8, 1722. 

To the anti-slavery manuscripts in the Library, two collec- 
tions have been added, including many letters to Lysander 
Spooner and David Lee Child. 

Mr. Charles P. Greenough has given a collection of deeds 
and other legal documents on parchment (sixty-eight English 
and eight American), chiefly of the seventeenth and eight- 
eenth centuries. 

At the sale of the Library of John 8. Dwight interesting 
autograph letters were purchased, relating to Brook Farm. 
These include letters by Christopher Cranch, George W. 
Curtis, Charles A. Dana, Margaret Fuller, Horace Greeley, 
and Elizabeth P. Peabody. 

The Library obtained the original manuscript found in the 
grasshopper vane on Faneuil Hall, dated May 25, 1742, «To 
My Brethren & Fellow Grasshoppers,” ete. 

From Dr. Samuel A. Green about 800 sermons in manu- 
script, by the Rev. Dr. Abiel Holmes, have been 1eceived. 

Work on the author index of the Chamberlain manuscripts 
was continued by Mr. Worthington C. Ford, and many manu- 
scripts have been mounted. 

Since September 1, 1902, until the end of the Library year, 
the department has been under the charge of Mr. Horace L. 
Wheeler. 
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The publication in the Monthly Bulletin of inedited manu- 
scripts in the Library has been continued. 


THE CHILDREN’S ROOMS. 


In May, Mrs. Gertrude P. Sheffield, who bad been in charge 
of the Children’s Rooms since 1896, resigned. Miss Alice M. 
Jordan, who was appointed Custodian, has continued the work 
of the department under the same general methods as her 
predecessor. 

The report of this officer shows that the growth of the 
spirit of codperation, which has been noticed in other depart- 
ments of the Library, is seen also here. Through the year 
talks have been given to classes coming with their teachers 
from the public schools, on the use of the Library and its 
catalogues and reference books. Arrangements have been 
made for classes wishing to consult books on special subjects. 
Visits to the schools by the Custodian have been helpful. 

Many teachers come to the Library asking for lists of 
books, and children walk long distances to study subjects on 
which they are required to write compositions. 

While encouraging the use of this collection of books by 
the ‘young, it is recognized that for children on whom the de- 
mands of school work are pressing there must be a carefully 
guarded limit. Many children are allowed only one book at 
a time during term time, others do not take any, one boy say- 
ing recently, “ Reading has injured me enough already in my 
school life.” No effort is made to urge such children to use 
the Library, otherwise than in connection with their school 
work. 

The systematic making of picture bulletins has been a new 
feature. The purpose is to call attention to interesting books, 
not fiction, in order that the large issue of stories may give 
way to what is of greater value. 

In the words of the Custodian, “The Children’s Room at 
the Library touches at some point all the work for children in 
Boston. There is no other place which belongs equally to 
children of every nationality, belief, section, and position ; 
consequently the problems which arise wherever children are 
in the city are of interest as affecting the work here.” 

The number of books issued to applicants in the room has 
been 63,993, as against 64,686 the preceding year. The 
number of books issued from the room to the branches was 
12,797, as against 9,511 the preceding year. 
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THE PATENT Room. 


The room formerly occupied by the Bindery and Printing 
Establishments is nearly ready for the use, of the Patent 
Department, and the books will be transferred about the 
first of March. By this change more space and light will be 
obtained, and the patents will be more accessible. 

The numerical list of German patents is practically com- 
pleted. The single numbers of the specifications and draw- 
ings of American patents issued prior to July, 1869, for which 
the sum of one thousand dollars was sent to the Commissioner 
of Patents in September, 1897, have been nearly all received. 

The reference books have been re-classified and numbered. 
A collection of trade catalogues has been made. 

According to the report of Mr. Frank C. Blaisdell, the 
Custodian, as far as a count could be made, 68,335 books 
have been consulted during the year by 3,185 persons.

PERIODICALS. 


Fifty-seven new periodicals have been added to the Peri- 
odical Room and forty-nine have been discontinued or ceased 
publication. 

During the year specimen numbers of 321 new periodicals 
were received, with a request of this Library to buy or 
receive them by gitt. 

Of bound volumes, 30,478 have been consulted by readers, 
and 82,357 unbound back numbers; the use of newly pub- 
lished periodicals is not counted. | 

A new List of current periodicals in the Reading Room is 
ready to be printed. 

The use of the room appears to have been larger than in 
the year preceding. 
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NEWSPAPERS. 


There are 356 newspapers (including duplicates) in the 
Newspaper Room. ‘These find constant use and the space at 
command is at times insufficient. The largest number of 
persons present at any one time was 161. 

Many volumes have recently been bound,and the use of them 
has much increased thereby, the record showing that 19,256 
volumes have been consulted during the year. The rooms 
for bound newspapers are to be connected with the new Pat- 
ent Room, where the volumes can be used more conveniently 
than in their present location. The number of bound vol- 
umes, including duplicates, is 6,256. <A large accumulation 
of unbound matter is being gradually arranged for binding. 

There has been stored at the Brighton Branch a vast mass 
of newspapers and periodicals. These have been examined, 
and all duplicates and other publications not needed have 
been disposed of by sale or exchange. 


LECTURES. 


The third course of free lectures under the auspices of the 
Trustees of the Library was given in March, April, and May, 
1902, in the Lecture Room of the Library, on the Aisthetic 
development of cities, the speakers and subjects being as 
follows: Mr. Albert Kelsey, The city of the future; Mr. 
C. Howard Walker, City streets and squares; Mr. R. Clip- 
ston Sturgis, Small houses and the grounds about them; 
Mr. John DeWitt Warner, Public advertising; Mr. Edmund 
M. Wheelwright, Bridges; Mr. F. W. Ruckstuhl, The 
proper function of open air statuary; Mr. F. L. Olmsted, 
jr, The City of Washington, its plan and its possibilities ; 
Mr. John Woodbury, Water parks; Mr. Brooks Adams, The 
purpose for which a city may reasonably encourage art. 
Most of the lectures were illustrated by the stereopticon. 

The Library Lecture Room has been used for the meetings 
of numerous societies. The first session of the general meet- 
ing of the American Library Association was held here, also 
meetings of the American Oriental Society, the Massachu- 
setts Library Club, and other organizations. 


THE BRANCH SYSTEM. 


The following account of the work of the Branch Depart- 
ment for the year is taken from the report of Mr. Langdon 
L. Ward, the Supervisor of Branches and Stations. 
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USE. 


The total home use of the branches for the year is 752,411 
volumes, a gain of only 6,681 volumes over the year before. 

The percentage of fiction has declined only a little this 
year, with a greatly reduced supply of current fiction. This 
is probably due to the open shelves, and means that the pub- 
lic is reading the old fiction. But it seems evident that an 
improvement in the quality of the reading must eventually 
result from a small supply of fiction and a hberal supply of 
other attractive books. 


. DEPOSIT WORK. 


The branches as centres of distribution have increased 
their work largely. The number of schools which they now 
regularly supply is forty, as against twenty-six a year ago. 
The number of volumes they have sent on deposit is 11,107, 
as against 5,426 in the year 1901. 

The deposit function is comparatively a new one for the 
branches, but it has already proved of value in utilizing to 
the utmost their collections of books, and relieving the Cen- 
tral Library from demands which it could not easily satisfy. 

The branch custodians have been asked to compile a list 
of the institutions of their district, with information about 
them, on cards which are being revised and filed at the Cen- 
tral Library. In general, the relations between the branch 
libraries and the institutions in their districts have been 
greatly strengthened during the year. This tends to increase 
the constituency and to make each branch used. 


INSTRUCTION OF EMPLOYEES. 


In a branch library where duties are necessarily general, 
rather than highly specialized, it is desirable that each attend- 
ant should know accurately all the details of the work. 
Hence a definite system of instruction which could not be 
evaded seemed necessary, and was begun about a year ago. 
This is the method of written question and answer. The 
object is not so much to test knowledge as to get an assur- 
ance that it has been acquired. 

What perhaps differentiates these examination papers from 
others is their practical character. They deal with library 
science only as applied to the Boston Public Library in its 
branch department. This is believed to be a necessary and 
useful limitation. The result is that most of the employees 
feel that the questions instead of being a burden are an 
opportunity. The pipers which have been issued have dealt 
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chiefly with the card catalogue and the Branch Finding List. 
Later, the books of the collections will be taken up, but a 
thorough knowledge of the catalogues and finding lists is of 
the first importance in assisting the public. 


EXTENSION OF HOURS. 


The extension of hours, which was begun in January, 1902, 
has proved valuable. The Jamaica Plain Branch, which did 
not make the change last year, adopted it on December 15th 
last, so that all the branches except West Roxbury are now 
open till 9 P.M. every week-day. ‘The Jamaica Plain Branch 
has also been open on Sunday since January last, and the 
South End and West Roxbury Branches are the only ones 
which remain closed on that day during the winter, the former 
because of its nearness to the Central Library. The statistics 
of Sunday attendance and issue at the branches show a marked 
increase. 


BOOKS AND CATALOGUES. 


The event of the year has been the issue of the consoli- 
dated Branch Finding List, for which preparations have been 
made for a long time. ‘The previous lists have been only of 
accessions since June 1, 1897, but this one, which is the fifth 
of the series, contains all the important titles common to the 
branches, to the number of about 5,500. It represents natu- 
rally the newer books and those most in demand. Instead of 
an annual edition of the Branch Finding List, it will be prac- 
ticable, for three years or more, merely to enter the accessions 
in the Monthly Bulletin, and to publish them in the Annual 
List at the end of each year. 

The new books for the branches number 4,559 volumes for 
the year, as against 6,414 in 1901; the replacements, 2,719, as 
against 2,272 in 1901. Of current fiction there were bought 
only 711 volumes—representing sixty-three titles—as against 
2,187 volumes the year before. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


As usual, a considerable amount of furniture has been pro- 
vided for the branches. Several lunch-rooms for the em- 
ployees have been fitted up. The interior of the South End 
Branch has been replastered and repainted. In addition to 
considerable improvements in light and heating, ventilation 
has received attention, and various devices have been employed 
at certain branches.

EXPENDITURES. 


The cost of the branches has been $04,478.78, as against 
$55,435.90 in 1901. Allowance must be made, however, for 
the binding of the fiction and juvenile books since July, which 
does not appear here. ‘The amount spent for books is 
$1,231.16 less than in 1901. 


SERVICE. 


Besides minor changes in the personnel of the branches, 
including changes of janitors at Brighton, Dorchester, and Ja- 
maica Plain, Miss Alice M. Robinson was appointed Custo- 
dian of the South Boston Branch in March last, in place of 
Miss N. J. Bullard, who had resigned after nearly twenty 
years of service. 

An additional assistant has been employed at the Jamaica 
Plain Branch. 


MISCELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES. 


The branch officers have recently been directed to keep a 
record of the use of each book in their collection by placing 
the stamp of the year upon the book card, which serves as a 
charging slip, and filing the card when it is filled. 

The back numbers of certain foreign periodicals have been 
sent from the Central Library to branches and stations where 
there seemed to be a demand for them, and the practice was 
extended to newspapers this year on the recommendation of 
the Examining Committee. For example, two Greek news- 
papers, one published at Athens and the other at New York, 
are sent regularly to Station P, which is situated in a district 
where many Greeks live. 


SCHOOLS. 


As has been seen, the close of the year 1902-05 finds the 
Library supplying with deposits of books sixty-six public 
schools, as against forty-four at the end of the previous year. 
Many more classes in individual schools are supplied than 
last year, and the exchanges are more frequent. The total 
number of volumes sent to the schools was 12,261, as against 
5,820 in the previous year. 

Appleations for cards have been taken again in nearly all 
the high and grammar schools of the city. The labor and 
time involved have been naturally much less this year. 

Further effort has been made“to provide books suitable for 
school children at the branches and in the deposit collection. 
Books on geography were purchased to meet an insistent

demand, and many very juvenile books on all subjects were 
added. Good books of the latter class are very rare. In 
the case of high schools, the books regularly in demand 
which the branches could not furnish have been systematic- 
ally added to all the branches, as well as an additional copy 
or two to the Central Library. 

Twenty-seven vacation schools and playgrounds were sup- 
plied during the summer, eleven of them from the branches. 

Four evening schools are now supplied with books as 
against none last year. 

With the officers of the city schools there has been con- 
tinued coéperation. The report of the Superintendent for 
the year 1901 summed up thoroughly the work of the 
Library, and helped to increase interest among the teachers. 
He has recently issued a circular recommended by the Com- 
mittee on Codperation, in which special attention is called 
to the instruction in the use of the Library which is given 
in the form of talks by the head of the Children’s Room 
at the Central Library, and to the facilities offered at the 
branches to teachers who wish to bring classes during 
school hours. 

The school children now crowd the branches. As one 
custodian says in her report: “The children are beginning 
to monopolize the branch.”” But this difficulty can be met. 

From a library standpoint the parochial schools may be 
considered public schools. By an arrangement therefore 
with the Supervisor of Parochial Schools, deposits of books 
have lately been sent by the Library to six of them designated 
by him. I have visited each one of these schools. 


STATIONS. 


The stations, schools, institutions, and engine-houses show 
a total circulation of 426,281, a gain of 4,116 volumes over 
the previous year. ‘Twelve stations have lost in circulation. 

The cost of the stations has been $22,074.94, as against 
$20,413.28 in 1901. The expense of Station C (Parker 
Memorial), of the enlargement of Station F (Mt. Bowdoin 
Reading Room), and of a third wagon are the chief 
causes of this increase. 

On March 31 last, Station C, the South End Reading 
Room, was opened at 55 Berkeley street. This raised the 
number of service stations to thirteen. ‘The station occupies 
a large room on the ground floor with space for sixty readers. 
It is we]l supplied with reference books and magazines. The 
room, together with heat and janitor service, was offered to 
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the Library by the Benevolent Fraternity of Churches, and 
the station is therefore a codperative one, like Stations N, §, 
U, and W. The givers also lent a collection of over five 
hundred books, and have provided regularly several news- 
papers. Owing to its nearness to the South End Branch 
and Station P (Broadway Extension) — which badly lacked 
space for readers — Station C was expected to supplement 
these agencies rather than to develop a large circulation of 
its own. And in fact it has been primarily a reading room, 
though the circulation has been respectable, amounting for 
ten months to 8,501 volumes. 

The result in one case of codperation between the Library 
and other organizations may be seen by the following quota- 
tion taken from the Catholic Associate, published by the 
Catholic Young Men’s Association of St. Patrick’s Church, 
which has given rooms, heat, light, and janitor service for 
Station N since its opening in August, 1900: 

“The Association has had no cause to regret its action. 

. There is no need for children in the district to read 
«dime novels’ or for adults to read trash. . . . Go to the 
Library and get a card. ... When no one in the family 
patronizes the Public Library you are paying for what you 
do not use. This may be charitable on your part, but it is 
not altogether creditable unless you yourself have a good 
selection of books at home.” 

At Station W (North Bennet Street Industrial School) a 
new reading room for women and older girls has been 
opened. It continues to be true that this station draws more 
books by several thousand volumes yearly from the Central 
Library than any other station or branch. 

Though 540 volumes have been added this year Re the 
permanent collection of Station B (Roslindale Reading 
Room), yet with less than 5,000 volumes on the shelves it 
could not be expected to maintain the last year’s circulation. 
of 44,870 volumes, more than that of some branches. Yet > 
it has almost done so, the circulation for this year being 
42,779 volumes. Of late the reading room has received 
regularly most of the current books which are sent to the 
branches. 

Station F, the Mt. Bowdoin Reading Room, ae been 
enlarged to ‘double its size, and new furniture has been pro- 
vided. New books to the amount of about 500 volumes 
have been bought. An assistant to the Custodian has been 
engaged, and the hours considerably extended. ‘The circula- 
tion has increased more than 4,000 volumes. General Hazard 
Stevens and other residents of Mt. Bowdoin have given 
‘pictures and plants to the value of $45. 
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Station P (Broadway Extension), has a large circulation, 
amounting this year to 32,019 volumes, and a large number 
of readers. ‘The sanitary conditions, which are very bad, 
were investigated by the Board of Health in October. Some 
additional ventilation has been provided, and the possibility 
of new quarters considered, but the proposed changes were 
not found practicable. Twice the space now occupied would 
be none too much for this reading room. It is, for adults as 
well as children, a real educational force in the district. 
Although the circulation of the station has been a little 
greater for the year, within the last few months it has shown 
a decrease. I quote the following passage from the report 
of the custodian : 

“To this lack of popular fiction nine out of ten of our 
constituents would lay the decrease of circulation. . The 
tenth man, being more observing, would say that the decrease 
would have been much more but for the strength of the 
deposit fiction collection and the effort made to bring forward 
forgotten good old novels. There is a certain satisfaction in 
catering to a people without preconceived ideas who will read 
anything that interests them without reference to the reviews 
of the Bookman or the Nation. They may prefer the last 
book advertised in the street cars, but they will read an 
attractive story of any period.” 

Reference work at the service stations has been encour- 
aged in all practicable ways. From twenty to forty impor- 
tant reference books have been added to the collection at 
each station. The total number of books of reference at the 
ordinary service station is now one hundred and fifty. More 
are needed, but the equipment of the service stations for 
reference work is no longer entirely inadequate. 


SHOP STATIONS. 


On November 1 last, Station K, Bird-street Delivery Sta- 
tion, was discontinued upon the resignation of the Custodian. 
This discontinuance of the station reduces the number of 
shop stations to eight. 


OTHER AGENCIES. 


The institutions supplied number twice as many as last 
year. In connection with the Anna Ticknor Library, circu- 
lars have been sent to a number of institutions, calling atten- 
tion to the opportunity which it offers. 

In August last a collection of books — largely books on 
nature — was sent to a reading room in the Refectory Build- 
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ing at Franklin Park, which had been opened by the Park 
Commissioners. Since then the deposit has been enlarged 
and a delivery of books from: the Central Library three times 
a week has been established. The methods are those of the 
Library, though the expense has been borne by the Park 
Commissioners. 


CENTRAL LIBRARY ACTIVITIES. 


DEPOSIT WORK. 


The various Library agencies have received ou deposit this 
year from the Central Library 31,382 volumes, as against 
28,228 volumes in 1901, a gain of 11 per cent. The de- 
posit collection has gained 4,776 volumes, and at present 
consists of 21,221 volumes, of which 49°, per cent. are 
fiction, as against 16,445 volumes, of which 63 per cent. 
were fiction, a year ago. 

About half the accessions for the year are included in the 
Anna Ticknor Library of more than 2,500 volumes — for- 
merly that of the Society to Encourage Studies at Home — 
which was given by the directors of the Anna Ticknor 
Library Association to form a part of the deposit collection, 
for the benefit of schools, study-clubs and other educational 
institutions. This is a finely selected collection of books, 
planned and excellently adapted for educational purposes. 


THE DAILY ISSUE. 


The daily issue of books on borrowers’ cards sent in from 
the branches and stations amounted this year to 108,554 
volumes, 2,878 volumes, or 2,°, per cent., less than the year 
before. The proportion of unsuccessful cards was 46 per 
cent., as against 45 per cent. in 1901. The percentage of 
fiction is 71,4, per cent., against 80 per cent. 

The smaller total issue is to be attributed to several causes, 
among which are probably a much smaller supply of current 
fiction and a greatly increased supply of standard books at 
the outlying agencies. The percentage of fiction has been 
considerably diminished, and this improvement in quality 
more than offsets the loss in quantity. 

Since July 14 last the fiction and juvenile books have 
been sent to the Library bindery instead of to an outside 
bindery. 
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SHIPPING ROOM. 


On July 1 last a third wagon was engaged for regular 
work. This wagon enables us to care directly for the West 
Roxbury route — that is, the West Roxbury and Jamaica 
Plain Branches and Stations B and C — where the transporta- 
tion was formerly done by a local express. It also-enables 
us to provide for most of the bundle work and the transpor- 
tation between the Bindery and Printing Departments and 
the Central Library, and to deliver directly at many schools 
and places of deposit which it was not possible to reach 
before. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


The following examinations have been held for the graded 
service of the Library, namely: February 15, Grade B (33 
applicants); February 15, Grade C (64 applicants); May 
10, Grade E (57 applicants); September 23, Grade E (00 
applicants) ; October 14, Grade B (18 applicants) ; January 
3, Grade E (40 applicants).

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REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE 
FOR 1902-1903. 


Boston, MASss., February 6, 1903. 
The Board of Trustees of the Boston Public Library: 


GENTLEMEN, —I enclose herewith my report as Chairman of 
the Examining Committee for the last fiscal year. 
The report naturally divides itself into the following subjects : 


Administration. 

Branches and new modes of distribution. 
Catalogues, bulletins and finding lists. 
Finance. 

Printing and binding.

1. Administration. —The Committee hope that some further 
efforts be made to obtain a wider circle of readers, and to this end 
would suggest, if possible, some form of advertising, not, of. 
course, too obtrusive. For example, stations might be more 
prominently placed and fitted on the outside with signs that will 
attract the passers by. Perhaps excerpts from the Monthly 
Bulletin might be advertised in the papers. A conference 
between school supervisors and library authorities is also recom- 
mended, and the advisability of mailing Monthly Bulletins to the 
heads of all educational institutions in the city should be 
considered. 

2. Branches and New Modes of Distribution. — The general 
scheme of codperation between the Library and the schools is 
successful. The Finding List of books common to the branches, 
which has recently been published, has proved most successful. 
The Committee recommend that the number of reading rooms be 
increased, and that more books suitable to children be placed in 
the branches and reading rooms. Foreign newspapers, after 
having served their purpose in the Central Library, it is recom- 
mended be sent to those reading rooms which may find use for 
them. 

3. Catalogues, Bulletins, and Finding Lists. —The Com- 
mittee have no suggestion to make on this subject. The work 
seems to be most satisfactorily performed. 

4, Finance. —The Committee deem it advisable and accord- 
ingly recommend that some means be taken of bringing the 
Library to the attention of persons of wealth, with the hope that 
they will contribute to it. Of the largest gifts to the Library 
nearly all were made years ago, and for the most part the donors 
were non-residents. These bequests, however, have been steadily 
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dwindling. The Public Library, while primarily owned by the 
people of Boston, yet serves the cause of scholarship, and might 
be said in a sense to belong to scholars of every land, and it 
should be the recipient of gifts and bequests from benevolent 
testators, as are the great public charities of the city and vicinity. 

The Committee believe that the Trustees should always have in 
hand a fund with which to take immediate advantage of any offer- 
ing for sale of rare books, particularly such as relate to Boston. 

While it might be difficult at the present time to secure a 
special appropriation for this purpose, yet the Committee see no 
reason why the Trustees should not, temporarily at least, set 
aside, out of the current general appropriation for the purchase 
of books, a fund of five thousand dollars or more, and hold the 
same until the end of the fiscal year for the purchase of such rare 
and desirable books as may be offered. 

5. Printing and Binding. — The Printing Office and Bindery 
were moved during the past summer to commodious quarters at 
42 Stanhope street. The Bindery has a force nearly one-half 
larger than before, and is now able to do nearly all the book- 
binding required by the Library, and do it in a superior manner. 
It seems probable that the increased capacity of the Printing 
Department will involve either the employment of a new pressman 
_ or the purchase of an automatic rotary press.

APPENDIX VIII. 


TRUSTEES FOR FIFTY—ONE YEARS. 


The Hon. Edward Everett was President of the Board of 
Trustees from. 1852 to 1864; George Ticknor in 1865; William 
W. Greenough, from 1866 to April, 1888; from May 7, 1888, 
to May 12, 1888, Prof. Henry W. Haynes; Samuel A. B. 
Abbott, May 12, 1888, to April 30, 1895; Hon. F. O. Prince, 
October 8, 1895, to May 8, 1899; Hon. Solomon Lincoln has 
served since May 12, 1899. 

The Board for 1852 was a preliminary organization; that for 
1853 made what is called the first annual report. At first it con- 
sisted of one alderman and one common councilman and five 
citizens at large until 1867, when a revised ordinance made it to 
consist of one alderman, two common councilmen, and six citizens 
at large, two of whom retired, unless reélected, each year, while 
the members from the City Council were elected yearly. In 1878 
the organization of the Board was changed to include one alder- 
man, one councilman, and five citizens at large, as before 1867; 
and in 1885, by the provisions of the amended city charter, the 
representation of the City Government upon the Board by an 
alderman and a councilman was abolished, leaving the Board 
as at present, consisting of five citizens at large, appointed by the 
Mayor.

There have been two large collections of books included in the 
gifts of the year, and a number of single books of unusual 
importance and interest. The following are noted, alphabetically 
by givers, as representing the most notable of the year. 

The Anna Ticknor Library Association. <A collection of books 
numbering 2,885 volumes, used by the Association to carry on 
the work of the Society to Encourage Studies at Home. The 
_ Executive Committee of the Association decided to discontinue 
their work in April, 1902, and it was voted to give the books and 
some other material to the Public Library, the gift to be known 
as the Anna Ticknor Collection. The collection as a whole is 
particularly strong in English literature and the Fine Arts. 

Anonymous. The Complete Works of Rembrandt, in six 
folio volumes, by Wilhelm Bode, Director of the Royal Gallery, 
Berlin. (Two volumes still to appear.) 

This monumental work is a complete survey of Rembrandt’s 
known pictures, over five hundred in all, gathered from the dif- 
ferent collections of Europe and America, with their history, 
their detailed description and their reproduction by heliogravures, 
arranged in chronological order. 

Anonymous. La Sorellaccia; a legend as related by the moun- 
tain people in the country about Boscolungo, (Published at 
Boston.)

Str, —In conformity to chapter 3, section 24, of the 
Revised Ordinances, I herewith submit the report for the 
Department of Markets for the year ending January 31, 
1903. 

The portions of Faneuil Hall and the Faneuil Hall Mar- 
ket buildings, which are used for market purposes, are in 
good condition, and the repairs which have been made by the 
city under the direction of the Superintendent of the Depart- 
ment of Public Buildings and such as have been made by 
the lessees at their own expense have been of such a perma- 
nent nature as to require only small expense for ordinary 
repairs during the present year. 

Under the appropriation made in 1902, plans were pre- 
pared by the Department of Public Buildings for renovating 
and improving the toilet rooms in the basement of Faneuil 
Hall Market. The work has been commenced and when 
completed, as it will be at an early date, a great improvement 
will be accomplished in providing for a want which has been 
needed for many years in this busy section of the city. 
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The Department of Public Buildings has also nearly com- 
pleted the renewal and rearrangement of the wires for elec- 
tric lighting in a portion of the market which with much of 
the wiring in the stalls and cellars had been condemned as 
unsafe by the Department of Wires. Such of the wiring as 
came within the premises occupied by the lessees has been 
renewed at their own expense to the satisfaction of the 
department, the city caring for such as comes in the passage- 
ways of the market building. 

The installation of the electric light in the market building 
was first done in 1890, and was approved by the inspectors 
of the Edison Electric Light Company, and the Board of 
Insurance Underwriters. Experience has shown the neces- 
sity of improved methods of construction, and when the work 
which is being done by the Department of Public Buildings 
is completed every element of danger will have been removed, 
so far as the best methods can provide. 

The rentals due the city have been promptly paid, and the 
regulations for the government of the market cheerfully com- 
plied with. 

During the year I have condemned and destroyed as unfit 
for food, nine hundred and eighteen (918) pounds of poul- 
try; two hundred and thirty-eight (238) pounds of mutton ; 
three hundred and ninety (890) pounds of fish; one hun- 
dred and ninety-two (192) ducks and other small game; 
two hundred and seven (207) rabbits; seven (7) carcasses 
of venison ; forty-three (43) bushels of potatoes; four hun- 
dred and five (405) baskets of berries; and have sent large 
quantities of fruit and vegetables to the dumping scow. 

The police assigned to the Market Department have made 
ninety-seven (97) arrests for the following offences: Drunk- 
enness thirty-two (32); larceny and embezzlement forty-one 
(41); picking pockets two (2); assault and battery twelve 
(12); cruelty to animals ten (10). 

The annual income from rents of stalls, cellars, and outside 
stands under the lease which expired March 31, 1902, was 
$84,999. 

By order of the City Council it was provided that new 
leases should be granted for five (5) years to date from 
April 1, 1902, and the rentals apportioned so that the income 
to the city would be 30 per cent. more than the amount 
received under the leases which expired March 31, 1902; 
in accordance with which order the amount now received 
for the above premises is $110,552. 

But the full amount of this increase does not appear in 
the receipts for 1902, as one quarter’s rent (from January 1, 
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1902, to April 1, 1902) was received under the lease which 
expired March 31, 1902.

Of the winter concerts, eleven were given in February and 
March, 1902, completing the winter season of 1901-2, and 
eighteen were given to February 1, 1908, beginning the 
winter season of 1902-3. The number of concerts given 
during the year from the funds of the Music Department 
was sixty-seven. The Municipal Band also paraded on 
June 17, and gave two concerts on July 4; and special 
orchestras were organized for the reception to the French 
Embassy on May 81, and for the exercises at Faneuil Hall 
on July 4. The expense on these five occasions was defrayed 
from other funds.

WINTER CONCERTS. 


As in the previous year, a regular orchestra of nine players, 
assisted by a vocal soloist, gave concerts in school halls and 
other convenient places during the winter months. Latterly 
an instrumental solo has been contributed at each concert by 
some member of the orchestra. Concerts upon this plan are 
varied at rare intervals by others with enlarged orchestra, 
two such having been given during the year. A feature of 
this winter’s work has been the opening of several new halls

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STATISTICS OF CASES AIDED. 


The number of families assisted by us in the year was 
2,420, a decrease of 217 families from the previous year. Of 
these, 290 families resided in other cities and towns, but had 
retained their settlement in this city ; and we received pay- 
ment for aid rendered to 172 families residing in Boston 
whose legal settlement was elsewhere. eS 

The number of new cases aided during the year was 514, > 
a.decrease of 8 from the year previous. The total number 
of cases dealt with since 1864 is 36,8384. 

The number of official visits made by our visitors during 
the year was 22,916, of which 17,682 were made in the homes 
of the poor, and 5,234 for information.

The sum of $72,408.34 has been given directly to the poor, 
to which should be added the sum of $38,170.68 paid for 
burials, the sum of $5,128.54 paid for support of the Tempo- 
rary Home, and the further sum of $9,792.19 paid for sup- 
port of the Lodge for Wayfarers, making a total of 
$90,499.75 actually paid out by the Overseers of the Poor 
from the tax levy for the direct relief of the poor. We have 
also disbursed as trustees the further sum of $24,213.26 to 
the various pensioners and beneficiaries adjudged worthy and 
falling within the provisions of the trusts.

THE WAYFARERS’ LODGE. 


The past winter was one which taxed the wood yard to 
its fullest capacity. Our trade in wood was tremendously 
increased by reason of the coal famine during the months of 
December and January, and we found it impossible to meet 
all the demands made upon us. We were forced to hire men 
to saw and split wood, in addition to utilizing, as always, the 
labor of the wayfarers and order men. It was extremely 
difficult to get seasoned wood suitable for our customers, and 
the committee spent much time in securing it. The amount 
of wood sold and delivered by us in the months of December 
and January was 9558 cords, 5 feet and 4 baskets, which 
corresponds to sales in the same months a year ago of 278 
cords. 

Evidence of general prosperity and of the small number of 
unemployed in Boston at the present time is found in the 
statistics of able-bodied male applicants to the Overseers of 
the Poor who worked in the wood yard for supphes furnished 
their families. In the last year only 190 such applicants 
were given work, whereas in the year 1901 there were 3809, 
and in the year 1900 there were 899; while, if we go back to 
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the years of the hard times, we find that in 1893 there 
were 728 and in 1894 there were 1,130. It should be added 
that the work test is applied to all able-bodied applicants 
without exception. 

Special efforts were made to codperate with private 
societies in securing work for the inmates of the Lodge, and 
some slight success was achieved, but we do not feel satis- — 
fied with the progress yet made in this direction, and hope 
to accomplish something more during the coming year.

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City TEMPORARY HOME FOR WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 


We are glad to report the Home in good condition. The 
house has been thoroughly cleaned by the inmates, and minor 
repairs have been made. 

Hifforts have been made to reduce the number of habitual 
vagrants and drunkards who apply to the Home. Many have 
been sent to the almshouse after a careful investigation of 
their histories, and new rules have been made for the improve- 
ment of the Home and for the benefit of the women who go 
there. 

A rule has been printed and hung in the office stating 
that “ Any woman coming here under the influence of liquor 
thereby renders herself liable to be refused admittance to the 
Home.” 

Rules have been printed and hung in the nursery as aids 
in enforcing better care of the children and of the room. 

The committee gratefully acknowledges the receipt of 
boxes of clothing from Messrs. O. W. Piehler, Messrs. Geo. 
E. Plummer & Co., Messrs. Conrad & Co., and Messrs. R. 
H. White & Co. They are also gratefully indebted to the 
Boston Sewing Circle for clothing, for pies, cakes, etc., to

of our regular visitors, having redistricted the entire city in 
order to bring about this result. An office, at which a 
visitor is in attendance at regular times, has been established 
in each district at which applications for aid can readily be 
made. In this way the whole city is thoroughly covered by 
our visitors, who report daily at our central office, so that 
our secretary is constantly in touch with every part of the 
city. Our work is thus thoroughly organized and every 
portion of the city is cared for by trained visitors. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


By chapter 218 of the Acts of 1902 the cost to Boards of 
Health of caring for people having contagious diseases, such 
as smallpox, diphtheria, etc., in hospitals or otherwise, can 
be collected by the Boards of Health in the several cities 
and towns in the Commonwealth, and the settlements of the 
persons so cared for by the Boards of Health are to be 
determined by the Overseers of the Poor. This law has 
entailed upon our settlement clerk a large increase of work, 
and has necessitated our employing an additional clerk in 
the central office. 


STATE. CASES IN City HOSPITAL. 


A conference was had with the State Board of Charities 
and the City Hospital Trustees in order to arrive at some 
more satisfactory arrangement for determining the extent of 
the hability of the State for unsettled cases cared for at the 
City Hospital. Asa result of this conference the city will 
undoubtedly hereafter obtain a much larger return from the 
State than heretofore. 


THE COAL FAMINE. 

_ The strike of coal miners in Pennsylvania caused a serious 
coal famine in Boston during December and January, and 
we were put to a great deal of extra expense by the increased 
price of coal, and also by the necessity of providing teams to 
deliver the coal to our poor families. Our custom has 
always been to ask bids from retail coal dealers throughout 
the city at the beginning of the season, and to contract with 
them to supply our needs in quarter-ton lots through the 
four months of December, January, February and March, at 
a price which included the cost of delivery. This year we 
sent out proposals for bids as usual, but none of the local 
dealers had any coal to furnish us. This obliged us to 
purchase our coal in bulk, and also to team it ourselves by 
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means of private teams hired for the purpose. We were 
enabled, hy tbe courtesy of one of the large dealers, to 
deliver anthracite to all our cases during the time of the 
stress, and as soon as possible returned to our former practice 
of delivering through the local dealers. Our thanks are due 
to the City Superintendent of Streets and his deputies, who 
kindly assisted us by giving us the free use of many of their 
teams at times when it was impossible to secure enough 
private teams to promptly deliver the coal to our applicants. 
The solving of this coal problem involved a great deal of 
extra work by our department, and work was done overtime 
and even on Sundays. We feared lest we should receive a 
great many more applications for aid on account of the coal 
famine, but such was not the case. On the contrary, the 
number of families aided by us in the months of December 
and January last was one hundred and fifty-one less than in 
the corresponding two months a year ago. 


Trust FuNDs. 


The total amount of the trust funds in our charge as a 
corporation is now $776,352,81. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the Pember- 
ton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears Charity, the 
Moses Hunt, the Goodnow, the Holton and the Thayer 
Funds is 238, five less than on February 1, 1902. During 
the year 21 have died, 2 have gone to insane asylums, 3 have 
gone to homes, 2 have withdrawn, and in 3 cases we have 
stopped the pensions which we had been giving. Twenty- 
six new names have been added. 

We have paid during the year from the Boylston Educa- 
tion Fund $5,215.73. 

For the details of the various funds held by us, showing 
receipts and expenditures since February 1, 1902, see state- 
ment submitted herewith. Extracts from the wills estab- 
lishing these trusts will be found at the end of this report. 


FINANCIAL STATISTICS. 


The reports of the Secretary and Treasurer, submitted here- 
with, show receipts and expenditures during the last’ twelve 
months in detail. A schedule of the personal property in 
our hands February 1, 1903, is also annexed.

Pemberton Fund.— This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the present 
time from “A. B.,”’ Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, Alice 
Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pember- 
ton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Sam- 
uel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, “A Citizen of 
Boston,” Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Hig- 
ginson, Walter E. Hawes, William B. Spooner, Rebecca A. 
Goddard, and Matilda Goddard. The most important, how- 
ever, of the bequests was from Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., 
whose will was proved June 25, 1782, and for that reason his 
name has been given to the fund. The income of this fund 
is to be expended, at the discretion of the Overseers, in semi- 
annual payments to the poor of the city. 

Boylston Relief and KHducation Funds.—These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One portion 
of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “poor and decayed 
householders of the town of Boston, not under fifty years of 
age, persons of good character, and reduced by the acts of 
Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or other vice.” 
The other portion to be applied to the “nurture and instruc- 
tion of poor orphans and deserted children of the town of 
Boston until 14 years of age.” 

Mason Fund.— A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by will 
dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually “to the 
standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, or by 
whatever other name called;” interest to be added until one 
is appointed. ‘The interest is now paid semi-annually towards 
the salary of the chaplain of the House of Industry. 

Dexter Fund. — A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, “for supplying with firewood or coal 
such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not supported in 
the almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Overseers 
of the Poor.” | 
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Jeffries Fund. — A bequest by David Jeffries, former Town 
Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786: “ Income to be applied 
to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and sugar, for the 
refreshment of those persons who, in the providence of God, 
are or shall be reduced and obliged to take shelter in the 
almshouse, after having lived reputably; the Overseers of the 
Poor to be judges as to the persons, but always giving the 
preference to the pious poor.” 

Iucy Bullman Charity. — Consists of an estate on Cam- 
bridge and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the pos- © 
session of the City of Boston, in accordance with the will 
of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, 
January 9, 1882, in which it is provided that, upon the death 
of certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the 

yity of Boston upon the condition that the estate should 

never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the poor. 
By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor, Jan- 
uary 4, 1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Over- 
seers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity.—I1s a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended “in aid and for the support of citizens or 
families who may have seen better days, and for charity in all 
its forms in such a manner as may best tend to alleviate the 
sufferings of human life and render the condition of the poor 
more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
City of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city May, 1861: ‘Income to be expended in the purchase. 
of fuel, to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
husbands, before their decease, had resided in Charlestown 
at least one year, and the said widows still continuing to 
reside in Charlestown at the time of receiving said bounty. 
Income payable annually to the Trustees of the Charlestown 
Poor Fund.” 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A _ bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: “ Income 
to be annually expended forever in purchasing and distrib- 
uting provisions among poor and indigent Protestant families 
in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving or other holidays, 
or just previous to such holidays, to the end that such poor 
Protestant families may have the means, in some degree, of 
enjoying such holidays incommon with their fellow-citizens ; 
and I specially direct that in such periodical distributions 
unmarried Protestant females who are poor and needy shall 
receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other articles 
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of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem to be the 
most conducive to the comfort and happiness of that lone 
class of citizens.” 

Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: ‘Income 
to be annually expended, in whole or in part, as necessity or 
circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town 
in providing good and plentiful meals on Thanksgiving day 
or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of said Brighton.” 
If the whole of said income shall not be required to be so 
expended, then the surplus shall be added to the principal, 
and if such principal shall ever become thus augmented to 
three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest or 
income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing said fes- 
tive meals on said holidays, may be expended by said Select- 
men for the comfort of the Protestant paupers of said Brighton 
in such manner as said Selectmén shall judge best and most 
conducive to the comfort and happiness of such paupers. 

Stoughton Poor Fund. — A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. Wil- 
liam Stoughton, who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave 
£50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved 
by the care of the Selectmen, the income to be distributed to 
the most needy inhabitants. , 

Goodnow Fund.— A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to be 
paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of Boston 
and its assigns, “to be invested and the income applied for- 
ever to and for the relief, assistance, and support of the poor, 
sick and infirm in said city, not supported by the said city in 
its almshouse, in such manner as the said city, or the goy- 
ernment or officers thereof, may deem most judicious, but 
without reference to the religious faith or belief of those who 
may apply for or need the assistance of this fund.” Five 
thousand dollars, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund.— A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of a 
person named in the will) “for the support and maintenance 
of poor, worthy, Protestant, single women of Boston, who 
have arrived at the age of 50 years (not including widows), 
paying to each of such women during her life the sumof one 
hundred dollars in semi-annual payments. Upon the mar- 
riage of any beneficiary under this will no further payment 
of money is to be made to her, nor is any further payment of 
income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy 
of help under this trust.” 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute.— “The income to be 
devoted to the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute 
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residents of that part of said Boston which was Charlestown.” 
Ten thousand dollars, received March 7, 1889, has been 
invested in a City of Boston note. 

Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund. — “ Income to be annually 
appropriated for the benefit and use of Protestant widows and. 
single women, without distinction of color, preference always 
to be given to those who have seen better days.”

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


Hon. PATRIcK A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — The Board has the honor herewith to submit this 
report for the year ending January 31, 1908. 

But one addition to our park area was made during the 
year: One and six-tenths acres, including parts of the pri- 
vate ways known as Reservoir road and Wade street, were 
added to Chestnut Hill park by a taking made November 12, 
1902, which makes the area of that park in charge of this 
Board 55.4 acres. ‘The area under the control of the Metro- 
politan Water and Sewerage Board is 160.65 acres, of which 
122.7 acres is in water. 

To the playgrounds the following additions were made: 

On May 16, 1902, 88,668 square feet of land in East Bos- 
ton, bounded by Cottage, Gove, and Lubec streets, and pri- 
vate lots on Maverick street, were taken for a playground 
for Ward 2, aud subsequently, on January 6, 19038, the 
Board took a further area of 79,126 square feet, which 
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included a part of Lubec street, making the whole area of 
the playground 3.85 acres. 

On June 26, 1902, the Board took 9.6 acres of land on 
Washington street and Florence street, between Forest Hills 
and Roslindale, and near the land previously taken from 
Harvard College for a playground. ‘This last-named land 
was given back to the college, in accordance with its desire, 
and under the provisions of chapter 187 of the Acts of 1901. 

On December 8, 1902, the Board added to the Columbus- 
avenue playground 4,397.4 square feet of land on Camden 
street, occupied by stables. This land was enclosed on three 
sides by the playground. It is hoped that the buildings may 
be found useful in connection with the work of the play- 
ground. 

Oak square, Brighton, containing 9,796 square feet of 
land, formerly used for school purposes, was transferred to 
this department by the City Council March 24, 1902. The 
removal of the building and the grading of the site have 
made a marked improvement at this important street junction. 

A contract was made December 2, 1902, for a building 
with lockers and shower-baths for the athletes, and sanitary 
accommodations in the basement at First-street playground, 
and plans for other much-needed sanitary and shelves build- 
ings are under way. 

Further appropriations are needed to make some of the 
playgrounds better serve the purpose for which they were 
acquired, as some of them are not yet provided with desir- 
able conveniences and facilities for play. 

A handsome fountain, designed by Mr. Guy Lowell, has 
been placed at the Westland avenue entrance of the Fens. 
This we owe to the generous bequest of Mrs. Ellen C. John- 
son, in memory of her husband, Jesse C. Jolnson, and to the 
intelugent and unremitting labors of her executrix, Mrs. 
Robert S. Russell. 

A playground is needed in Jamaica Plain and one in the 
Centre street district, and much more space should be added 
to the Prince-street playground. A playground in the 
neighborhood of the Fellows-street playground, for the older 
youth, would be of much public benefit. The Board can 
only repeat its suggestion to our rich and public-spirited 
citizens that no better gift can be made to our city, and no 
more enduring monument obtained for the giver than a 
playground. 

The pollution of the water in the Fens by the sewage dis- 
charge from Stony Brook menaces the health of the residents 
in this part of the city, and is an annoyance to visitors to 
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this park. It is a serious obstacle to the improvement of 
the neighboring territory. This matter has received careful 
consideration by this Board. We have called attention to it 
in previous reports and in communications to the Mayor and 
the Board of Health. This Board is powerless in the mat- 
ter, which now rests with the Street Department. The 
report of the Commission on the Charles River dam, 
appointed by a resolve of the Legislature of last year, is 
awaited with interest, as it. will deal with this question as 
well as others affecting the Fens basin. No time should be 
lost in giving at least temporary relief to.the Fens basin from 
the foul water which now enters into it. This is a most 
difficult and serious problem to the Park Department of 
Boston. 

Full details of the work of the department during the year ° 
will be found in the accompanying reports of our Superin- 
tendent and Engineer.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To CHARLES E. STRATTON, LABAN PRATT AND JAMES 
M. PRENDERGAST, Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN, — I herewith submit a report of the work 
performed, under the direction of your Board, during the 


year 1902. 
FRANKLIN PARK. 


The improvement in the old woodlands of Franklin Park 
‘resulting from the careful and continued thinning out of all 
overcrowding trees and the pruning off of dead and diseased 
branches is very marked. ‘This is especially noticeable in 
the greater spread of branches in the trees and in the 
increase of desirable undergrowth. A considerable area of 
woodland has been cleared of tree weeds, notably in the 
woods opposite and west of the Overlook, on Juniper Hill, 
and in the woods bordering Morton street. On account of 
insufficient funds little was done the past season in adding 
loam to the sterile parts of the old woods. This is regret- 
table, and it is to be hoped, in the interests of the future, 
that sufficient money will be given the Board to permit the 
carrying on of this work. 

Thinning out in the plantations was continued, as in past 
years, to allow room for the full development of trees and 
shrubs. A large part of the material removed was used in. 
preparing new plantations, and the remainder was sold. 

The larger part of the work of the past season in Franklin 
Park, however, consisted in the preparation of ground for 
planting and in the care of the young plantations. These 
plantations, owing to the dryness of the three preceding 
seasons, required constant cultivation and the application of 
mulchings for the conservation of moisture in the ground. 
This work extended generally over the entire system of 
parks, and, in consequence, the trees and the shrubs are in 
good growing condition. 

The wall on Walnut avenue, between Seaver street and 
the entrance to Franklin Park, was completed last spring, 
and the slopes behind the wall were graded and _ planted. 
The construction of the widened street at this point by the 
Street Department would improve very much this important 
entrance to the park. 


Ba 
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The drainage of the Nazingdale hollow was extended into 
Ellicottdale, and spurs were carried into the wet spots. It 
is expected that this will complete the tile-drainage of the 
golf course. The beech plantation near the Refectory also 
was tile-drained. 

The public have shown much interest in a small collection 
of native wild fowl colonized at Scarboro’ Pond. In view of 
this arrangements have been made for additions to the 
number of species. The location is an admirable one for 
this purpose, as the pond contains three islands well suited 
for nesting and for protection from dogs. The pond is also 
a favorite resort of the public. 

Several pieces of iron and wood-working machinery have 
been purchased for our repair shops. Our equipment now 
enables us to do all our repair work at home, including 
machine and blacksmith work, horseshoeing, carpentering, 
plumbing, painting, pipe-work and harnessmaking. 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


The usual care of the roads and walks was continued. 


OLMSTED PARK AND RIVERWAY. 


Along the Riverway and the shores of Leverett Pond the 
work of extending the loam bed to the water’s edge is in 
progress. This work will be completed in time to allow of 
the planting in the spring of shrubbery nearly to the shore 
line. Semi-aquatic plants will be planted along the shores. 
This treatment, by softening the present hard shere line, will 
greatly improve this beautiful piece of water. 

The eight pairs of European swans purchased and placed 
in Jamaica Pond, and the native geese and ducks, proved 


very attractive to our many visitors. 


THE FENS. 


The subject of the Fens is a discouraging one, not alone 
from the foul condition of its pond, but from the fact that 
its horticultural possibilities are curtailed by a lack of loam . 
and by the sterile underlying gravel. 

By constant tilth, shrubbery may be kept in good growth, 
yet trees cannot attain fair proportions under such conditions. 
From time to time additions of loam should be made until 
the accumulated depth is sufficient in body to afford nutrition 
for large growth, and, at the same time, to conserve the 
moisture, which is now quickly absorbed by the gravelly 
subsoil. 
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The trees bordering the drives have had additions made to 
their loam beds until they now have a continuous bed of 
loam eight feet wide by three and one-half feet in depth. 
Further additions of loam will be required before a fine 
avenue of trees can be expected. Appropriations for increas- 
ing the depth of soil in the Fens would be a wise measure, 
in view of its importance to the future. 


COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


The improved appearance resulting from the thinning out 
of the trees on the eastern end of Commonwealth avenue is 
clearly apparent. The remaining trees, many of them good 
specimens, can be seen in their individuality, and they now 
have more opportunity for the spread of their branches than 
when they were closely crowded. A thinning out of the 
younger trees, between Dartmouth street and Massachusetts 
avenue, was made during the past season. ‘These trees had 
erown to a point where their branches were beginning to 
intermingle, and serious crowding and damage would soon 
have resulted. This portion of the avenue is underlaid 
mostly with porous gravel, which has a covering of loam not 
exceeding twelve or thirteen inches in thickness. These con- 
ditions certainly are not conducive to a growth of fine trees. 


CHARLESBANK. 


This useful park continues to draw large numbers of 
people. The mounds are reserved for women and children ; 
the men, however, have free access to the walks and the 
seats on the river front. The gymnasium at the east end is 
for men and boys, the other at the west end for women and 
children. Competent teachers are in charge of the gymna- 
siums, those for the women’s gymnasium being under the 
direction of the Massachusetts Emergency and Hygiene 
Association. Large numbers enjoy the skating furnished on 
the men’s gymnasium grounds. : 


Woop ISLAND PARK. 


Tree growth on Wood Island continues to be satisfactory 
in spite of its exposure to strong winds; and the number of 
visitors, influenced by the improved conditions, increases with 
each year. The gymnasium, ball grounds, cricket grounds, 
tennis and foot-ball grounds and skating fields have been 
kept in good condition, and have been largely. patronized 
during the past season. 
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CHARLESTOWN HEIGHTS. 


Outside of the regular maintenance of the grounds, no 
work of importance was done at this park during the past 
season. Being located opposite a large school-house, and 
being a favorite resort for a considerable number of pupils, 
the upkeep is relatively large and is out of proportion to the 
extent of the grounds. 


MARINE PARK. 


In spite of its exposed position this valuable and _ beauti- 
ful breathing place is assuming quite a wooded appearance. 
The condition of the trees and shrubbery, like that at Wood 
Island Park, proves that the bleak shores and islands of the 
bay can be clothed with foliage. 

No work other than that of maintenance was done the 
past season, with the exception of the planting of shrubbery 
in various places around the ponds. 

On account of the coolness of the past summer bathers 
were not so numerous as during preceding summers. The 
band concerts given in July and August were attended by 
very large numbers of people. The steamboat service be- 
tween Castle Island and the public landing received the 
usual patronage. 


STRANDWAY. 


The work of filling, grading and road-making was con- 
tinued on the Burnham wharf property. Sufficient ground 
was graded to form a good ball field of three diamonds, 
which were much used, as were later the three acres which 
were flooded for skating. The work of filling out into the 


bay by the teams of the Sanitary Department is still in 


progress. 
CHESTNUT HILL PARK. 


Outside of the regular maintenance work little was done 
in this park except the pruning and thinning out of the old 
woodlands. Some planting also was done, and preparation 
made for further planting in the spring. The acres added by 
purchase to the north border will permit of a wider planted 
belt, where a border screen is much needed. 


BERNERS SQUARE. 


In this newly acquired park some thinning of the trees 
was done. A small appropriation will suffice for grading 
and drainage. 
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DORCHESTER PARK AND WEsT RoxBuURY PARKWAY. 


Overcrowding and diseased trees were thinned out. At 
West Roxbury Parkway the fine white oaks near Weld 
street were pruned of dead and diseased limbs. ‘The ordi- 
nary maintenance of the wild bridle-path was continued. 


THE NURSERY. 


In the Franklin Field nursery a quantity of nursery stock 
from seed beds was set out last spring. The stock generally - 
is in good condition, and affords a varied assortment of trees 
and shrubs from which to draw for planting. The newly 
broken ground was sowed to oats and millet for a forage 
crop. Subsequently the ground was twice ploughed, and it 
is now in fine condition for nursery work. ‘To determine 
the species best adapted for golf greens and other games 
requiring a tough turf, a collection of grasses was sown in 
the nursery last spring (for experiment and observation). 


FRANKLIN FIELD. 
(77 Acres.’ 


The Stratton street and Blue Hill avenue borders of Frank- 
lin Field were graded, and reinforced in places with addi- 
tional loam, for the belt of trees varying in width from forty 
to sixty feet to be planted in the coming spring. These 
trees will serve as a protection and a background for the 
field. 

The Street Department having completed the drainage 
conduits early last spring we were enabled to level up and 
throw the whole field open to use. Subsequently this 
department filled the old open ditch along the Talbot avenue 
side, and prepared the ground along its course for a row of 
trees. 

As set forth in recent reports the field generally is uneven 
from unequal settlements in the original grading. The work 
of regrading is too expensive to be undertaken under our 
maintenance appropriation. 

The ball field is in increasing demand. On Saturday 
afternoons, especially, the whole area is occupied by base- 
ball and cricket teams. About forty acres were flooded last 
winter for skating. 
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CHRISTOPHER GIBSON PLAYGROUND. 
Dorchester Avenue and Park Street. 


(5.8 Acres.) 


In the triangle, or children’s corner, some simple apparatus 
was set up, which consisted of swings, swinging ladders and 
teeter boards. A small shelter pavilion was also built, a 
basket-ball outfit was supplied, and tennis courts were laid 
out. The games were carried on under the superintendence 
of a teacher, and this effort to interest the children and 
direct them in their play proved quite successful. The ex- 
pense was light, and the results would fully justify the 
extension of this branch of playground work. 

The field was well patronized during the season, com- 
mencing with base-ball, running through tennis, quoits, and 
ending with skating in winter. 


SAVIN Hitt BEACH. 
Springdale Street, Dorchester. 


(18.6 Acres.) 


The bathing-house at this beach contains thirty-one rooms 
for women and fifty-four for men. The number of bathers 
last season was 65,500. The accommodations were found to 
be inadequate, and at times several persons had to occupy 
one room. ‘The beach is well sheltered, and very popular 
with the residents of the neighborhood. Additional rooms 
are needed. 


NEPONSET PLAYGROUND. 
Neponset Avenue, 


(18 Acres.) 


No work other than that of maintenance was done on this 
playground. Settlements of the marsh under the filled part 
of the ground continue to give trouble. The ball field, how- 
ever, was kept in fairly good condition. The skating field 
was flooded as usual. 


Mystic PLAYGROUND. 
Chelsea Street and Mystic River. 


(2.3 Acres.) 


Swings, teeter boards, ladders, and sand boxes were in- 
stalled early last season at one end of the playground. A 
small pavilion was also built for shelter. This section was 
fenced off from the remainder of the playground by a woven 
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wire fence. A teacher was employed, and this resulted in a 
crowded children’s corner. 


CHARLESTOWN PLAYGROUND. 
Main and Alford Streets. 


(14 Acres.) 


The filling of this playground is not fully completed. 
There is, however, sufficient smoothly graded ground for 
present demands, including an area of 2.2 acres for flooding 
for skating in winter. 


RoGers PARK. 
Lake and Foster Streets. 


(6.9 Acres.) 


The slope on the Foster street side of this park was planted 
with shrubs last spring, and some filling and grading was 
done on the playground. More, graded space is needed, as 
this playground is much frequented by the young men of 
the neighborhood. ‘To obtain this space it will be necessary 
to carry underground the brook now crossing the park. 
Other needs of this park are filling for the pond and play 


ground, also sanitary conveniences and a shelter. 


NortH BRIGHTON PLAYGROUND. 
Western Avenue and Harvard Street. 


(14 Acres.) 


No work other than that of maintenance was done at this 
playground the past season. An extension of the graded 
area is needed for playground purposes, as are also fences 
and the preparation of the ground for the planting of trees 
around its border. A shelter and sanitary building is also 
much needed. The skating field on this playground was 
flooded the past winter. 


BILLINGS FIELD. 
Lagrange, near Centre Street, West Roxbury. 


(11 Acres.) 


The work of planting the slope at Bellevue street and 
“orading and seeding the tennis courts was completed last 
spring. The Lagrange street border also was graded and 
prepared for planting with trees. Under-drainage was laid 
in various wet places, which, with the deepened outlet across 
Lagrange street, very much improved the grounds. A _bog- 
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hole under one portion of the field gives trouble by settling, 
and repeated filling has not yet found a solid bottom. The 
grounds were flooded as usual last winter forskating. Sani- 
tary and shelter accommodations are needed. 


ROSLINDALE PLAYGROUND. 
South Walter and Rolhert Streets. 


(3.7 Acres.) 


During last spring this playground was finely graded and 
seeded, making a very good field for ball playing. The 
grounds are popular and much used. On this account it 
was found necessary to remove the two large willows which 
stood in the centre of the playground and interfered with 
the games. A sanitary and shelter building is needed here, 
as are also a division fence between the Pearce property and 
the playground, and a retaining-wall on Robert street. A 
skating area of 1.6 acres was provided last winter. 


COLUMBUS—AVENUE PLAYGROUND. 
(4.8 Acres.) 


The smoke and dust of the neighboring railroad have 
proved too severe for the tender foliage. of the Norway 
maples planted around the borders. No work of construction 
was done during the past season. 

The same arrangement as to the management of the play- 
ground that obtained last year has been continued. ‘The 
Park Department keeps charge of the ordinary maintenance 
of the grounds and the skating field, while the Civic League 
is allowed to assume the management and expenses of the 
games. The grounds were largely attended during the 
season. 


PRINCE-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
Prince and North Bennet Streets. 
(0.4 Acre.) 


No work other than that of maintenance was done here 
during the past season. 


FIRST—-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
First and M Streets, South Boston. 


(4.6 Acres.) 
On account of the great difficulty experienced in holding 


water on this playground, and the consequent unsatisfactory 
results, further effort to form an ice field for skating has 
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been abandoned until a proper bottom can be made. In the 
mean time the Strandway playground, which contains a good 
field for ice, will serve this district for skating. 

Bleachers with a seating capacity of 500 have been erected 
in the ball field. 


FELLOWS-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
Fellows and Hunneman Streets. 


(0.85 Aere.) 


The introduction into this playground of apparatus for 
children’s use made it at once popular. Instead of playing 
on the sidewalks, as had hitherto been their preference, the 
children swarmed into the playground. Children’s allotment 
gardens were laid out and planted, and each owner of a plot 
vied with the other in bringing forth results. <A little sur- 
reptitious changing of plants was done occasionally, yet a 
fair show remained to the end of the season, when the plants 
were taken by the children to their homes. The teacher, as 
at the other playgrounds, contributed largely to the success 
of the experiment. Sanitary accommodations are needed 
here, also an open-sided shelter over the sand boxes. 


WARD Two PLAYGROUND. 
Cottage Street, near Maverick Street, East Boston. 


(3.8 Aeres.) 


A portion of the new playground acquired by purchase 
during the past year was roughly graded, and a base-ball field 
laid out for use last spring. This playground is conveniently 
situated for a well-populated district. Sanitary and shelter 
accommodations, fencing, and ground preparation for planting 
bordering trees are its needs. 


Forrest Hints AND Mt. HorpE PLAYGROUND. 
(9.6 Aeres.) 


This playground, acquired by purchase during the past 
season, 18 conveniently located for the‘ Forest Hills, Roslin- 
dale and Mt. Hope districts. The ground is nearly level, 
and will require comparatively little labor to bring it into 
good condition for use. By using a six-ton steam roller last 
season two fairly good diamonds were made and equipped 
with backstops. ‘The field was used also for foot-ball games 
last fall. An appropriation is needed for grading and for 
a sanitary building. 
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OAK SQUARE. 
Brighton. 


(0.22 Acre.) 


This small triangle, which was turned over to the Park 
Department by the City Council last season, contained an 
old school building. This has been removed, and the 
asphaltum flooring of the yard has been taken up. There 
are a few good trees on the triangle, and for their benefit 
some gravel was removed from the surface and loam substi- 
tuted. A little additional loam is needed to finish the 
grading in readiness for seeding. The construction of a few 
seats under the shade of the trees will make a pleasant 
resting place. 


SPORTS AND PASTIMES. 


An increased interest in golf was manifested the past 
season. The total attendance at the Franklin Park lnks 
was 47,469 as against 31,007 the previous year. The six- 
hole course for beginners proved of great service in relieving 
the nine-hole course from overcrowding, much of which had 
been caused by the slow play of novices in the game. 

The increased demand for tennis courts necessitated the 
laying out of a number of new courts in various parts of the 
park system. Weenow have over one hundred courts in 
operation, which, on Saturdays and holidays, are all in use. 

The past winter did not prove a satisfactory one for skat- 
ing. Quickly alternating periods of frost, thaw, or snow 
made the maintenance of ice for skating very difficult. The 
following table gives statistics in detail :

Several matched games were played, which were watched 
with interest by many people. 

At the various playgrounds, base-ball, foot-bal], and cricket 
games were amply provided for, and largely attended both 
by players and spectators. Forty-four 1egularly equipped 
diamonds were maintained by the department. The Frank- 
lin Park playground, in addition, furnished accommodation 
for from twelve to fifteen games for boys and young men. 

Details of measurements of work performed during the 
past season will be found in the report of the engineer. 

Your Superintendent desires to note his appreciation of the 
able services of C. E. Putnam, engineer, and Messrs. J. B. 
Shea and J. W. Duncan, assistant superintendents, in the 
execution of the work of the department.

DEAR Sir, — The following report for se year ending 
January 31, 1903, is submitted : 


COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


Curbs across ends of planting spaces

A new wearing floor has been laid on the bridge at 
Charlesgate, and the drive at Hotel Somerset has been 
changed to make a carriage entrance to the hotel. 


THE FENS. 

The deposit of foul mud and sewage in,the Fens Pond is 
probably as large as it was before the pond was partly 
cleaned in 1898, and, should the coming summer be unusu- 
ally warm, the condition of the pond will be worse than ever 
before. 

The cleaning of the pond will be very expensive, and, if 
done while the pollution of Stony Brook is allowed to con- 
tinue, will give only partial relief, and that will be tempo- 
rary. With the present quantity of pollution entering the 
pond it is impracticable, it not impossible, to maintain cur- 
rents sufficient to prevent the fouling of the water and the 
continuous accumulations of deposits of foul mud. 

The foul-flow conduit, often recommended by the Park 
and Street Departments, should be built at once, and imme- 
diately after it is built the pond should be thoroughly 
cleaned. It can then be easily kept clean and attractive, 
and, if the Charles-River dam is not built, will become, what 
it was designed to be, a salt-water basin surrounded by salt 
marshes; or, if the dam is built, it will become what will be 
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much better, a sluggish fresh-water stream, flowing between 
low banks covered with a luxuriant vegetation. 

The drinking fountain and ornamental gateway that is 
being erected at Westland entrance, under the will of the 
late Ellen C. Johnson, is nearly completed. 


RIVERWAY. 


A new wearing floor has been laid on the Audubon-road 
bridge, and the approach to Longwood bridge has been 
widened and surfaced. 


OLMSTED PARK. 


A floating island of barrels and timber, covered with loam 
one foot in depth, has been placed in Jamaica Pond for a 
nesting place for the water fowl. 

Ten tennis courts have been laid out at Pine Bank, near 


Perkins street.

ARBORWAY. 


A new wearing floor has been laid on the bridge over 
Stony Brook. 


FRANKLIN. PARK.

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FRANKLIN FIELD. 


The drainage ditch along Talbot avenue has been filled, 
and the grading and loaming of that side of the field has 
been completed. 


STRANDWAY. 


Two wharves and about thirty old buildings have been re- 
moved from the land recently taken near Mercer street. 
The grading and loaming of Columbia road across this land 
has been nearly completed, and the Telford foundation has 
been laid on 1,000 linear feet of the driveway. At the head 
of Old Harbor street there is an area of about 70 acres of 
flats and marsh inside of the harbor line that can be filled. 
This is an excellent location for a large athletic field.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE MASSACHU- 
SETTS EMERGENCY AND HYGIENE ASSOCIATION 
IN CHARGE OF THE WOMEN’S AND CHILDREN’S 
DIVISION AT CHARLESBANK. 


Boston, January 5, 1908. 
To the Honorable Board of Park Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN, — The gymnastic and educational work at 
Charlesbank continues with unabated zeal, though we have no 
new features of special interest to report to you for this, the 
twelfth year of our superintendence of the place. 

During the summer season, from May 15 to October 1, the 


number in the gymnasium on a hot day at noon varied from 


two or three to two hundred or more on a fine Saturday 
afternoon. On the playground there were slightly fewer 
than last year, owing probably to the number of cool, misty, 
damp days. At times, however, several hundred appeared 
there and in the sand-boxes, one hundred and twenty-five 
often playing together in a single game at one time. 

There were the usual class lessons for beginners and for 
advanced work, as well as the free or voluntary gymnastic work, 
one class in the middle of the summer meeting at 6.30 P.M. 
The “Little Beginners’” class met on Saturday mornings, 
with an enrolment of sixty-two and an average attendance of 
twenty-four, but the “ Big Beginners” had a hundred and 
eighteen names on their roll. The devices of plays in the 


sand-boxes and of games, gymnastic and otherwise, were end- 


less. The kindergarten occupations and the dolls’ dress- 
making classes were unusually successful. The hurdy-gurdy, 
provided once a week by a friend, in the summer, was as 
much enjoyed by the mothers as by the dancers. 

Books, magazines and games have been given by many 
friends, though more are always wanted, which occupy and 
amuse the children in hot summer days as well as in winter, 
after the class work is over. 

Spray baths were used by large numbers of the children 
who wore bloomers. One thousand seven hundred and 
eleven baths were taken from June 1 to September 9, exclu- 
sive of those taken by the women after class work, of which 
no record is kept. 
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Owing to the illness of Miss Cutler for many weeks, her 
place was filled by Miss Agnes Otis Brigham, whose assist- 
ants were Miss Mannship, Miss Haskell and Miss Phelps. 
In the autumn, Miss Cutler resumed her position and is in 
sole charge of the winter work, when all the movable 
apparatus is placed in the large upper hall. 

From October 1 to May 15 there are two evening classes 
for grown-up girls, and two morning classes for women and 
four classes for children (three in the afternoons when school 
is over and one on Saturday mornings), who, after their 
regular gymnastic exercise, are allowed the delights of 
“scrapping”; that is, of pasting printed anecdotes, verses 
and pictures in scrap books, each child having her own hero 
or heroine, McKinley, Lincoln, Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
Queen Victoria being favorite subjects for enterprise. This 
side development of Charlesbank under the guidance of Miss 
Cutler, which yet is not allowed to interfere with its legiti- 
mate work, is bringing large influences for good into the 
lives of the children. 

Miss Crowley is the pianist for the winter classes, her 
salary being borne by the association and the piano being 
lent by a friend. 

The committee is very grateful for the wise attention 
given by Mr. Pettigrew and his assistants to the interests of 
Charlesbank and for their readiness to confer with your 
committee in all helpful ways.

Hon. Patrick A. COoLLins, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


_Sir,— The Pauper Institutions Trustees respectfully 
present herewith their report for the financial year ending 
January 31,1903. 

Organization. — This department has remained constituted 
as previously reported. On May 1 the Board organized 
for the ensuing year by the election of Mrs. Alice N. Lincoln 
as chairman, and of Mr. Walter Hunnewell as secretary. 

Change in the Service of the Boston office. —In April the 
Trustees received the resignation of Mr. Parker B. Field, 
executive agent of the Board from November, 1898, who 
left this department to take a position in a private institu- 
tion. On May 7, Miss Isabel F. Gerrish, stenographer 
and clerk since October, 1897, became executive clerk of 
the Board, and Miss Mary A. McGinley was appointed ste- 


nographer on the same date. 
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Organization at Long Island.— 'The almshouse and 
hospital at Long Island is, as last year, under the charge of 
Dr. Arthur S. Hartwell, superintendent. 

After consultation with the superintendent and with the 
Visiting Medical Staff, the resident medical service of the 
hospital has been reorganized. For several years previously 
the responsibility for the care of patients in the hospital had 
been divided between two physicians, one of whom filled 
also the office of assistant superintendent of the institu- 
tion. Since January 1, 1903, this responsibility rests solely 
on the first medical officer, Dr. Simon F. Cox, who has four 
house officers working under him, while the general duties 
relating to the whole institution are performed by the 
assistant superintendent. This position is now filled by 
Mr. George F. H. Murray. 

Maintenance Appropriation. —'The appropriation for the 
maintenance of the Boston Almshouse and Hospital at Long 
Island for 1902 was $114,500, of which $114,358.27 was 
expended, leaving a balance of $141.78. The income for the 
institution was $4,045.05, which would make the actual cost 
$110,313.22. The average number of inmates (hospital, 
men’s and women’s buildings) was 678, which would give 
$3.13 as average net cost of each inmate per week. 

Since February 1, 1901, the accounts have been so kept 
that the maintenance expense of each department of the 
institution is known, and the relative expense of an inmate 
living in the men’s or women’s building, and a patient in 
the hospital, can be estimated. . 

The weekly per capita cost of inmates of the almhouse is 
$2.38. The weekly per capita cost of hospital patients is 
$6.37. 

Reasons for Increased Cost of Maintenance of Almshouse and 
Hospital at Long Island.— ‘Two causes contribute to the 
increased per capita cost at Long Island. First, the develop- 
ment of the hospital and medical service; Secondly, the 
changed character of the population. 

The number of inmates remaining at Long Island on 
January 31, 1903, is 7388 as against 992 on the same date 
in 1893, a decrease of 25 per cent. in ten years; while in 
the population of the city there has been an increase of 25 
per cent. during the same years. In. inverse ratio to the 
decrease in population there has been an increase in the per 
capita cost per week from $1.64 in 1892-93 to $3.13 in 
1902-08. In addition to the larger cost for fewer numbers, 
which is true in regard to any institution, the population at 
Long Island is an increasingly feeble one, and more paid 
assistance is therefore required. 
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Among the 788 persons on Long Island on January 31, 
1908, the proportion of sick persons is unquestionably larger 
than in 18938. It is largely due to the operation of the 
vagrant law of 1898, under which vagrants may be com- 
mitted for an indeterminate sentence under two years to 
the State Farm at Bridgewater, that the numbers are lower 
than formerly.* This elimination of the vagrant works a 
double good. Itis for the good of the individual vagrant, 
because enforced labor is the best regimen for him, and is 
more likely to spur him into self-support than life in an 
almshouse, where the standard of required work is necessarily 
low. It is good for the almshouse, because it removes a 
turbulent element and maintains a more even and stable popu- 
lation. It leaves the almshouse, however, without the work- 
ing power of the able-bodied men and women, who were 
formerly counted on for much daily labor, and the officers of 
the almshouse find it impossible to get the work done as 
formerly by a small paid staff of officers and many inmate 
helpers. (See chart on page 50.) Fewer inmate workers 
are available, and more paid officers are a necessity, resulting 
in the increase of the per capita cost. 

That expenditure of money is best, however, which best 
secures its end. We believe that the increased per capita 
cost of almshouse inmates is justified if we can secure 
thereby the welfare of hospital patients, and a comfortable 
and peaceful home for old people. 

Nurses’ Home and Training School.— The new Home for 
Nurses, which was opened on June 12, is pleasantly situated, 
and provides comfortable rooms and a pleasant parlor over- 
looking the sea. It affords a comfortable home for the 
nurses, whose work involves unremitting effort, courage and 
patience, and is, perhaps, of a more depressing character than 
nursing in a more general hospital, inasmuch as many of these 


*In the report of the Superintendent of the Almshouse for the year 
ending January 31, 1894, he says: ‘‘From my observation the in- 
crease (in admissions and the daily average) is not among the worthy, 
deserving class of our inmates, but from men of another stamp, young 
and able-bodied, some of them wishing to work, but the majority 
determined to do as little as possible.’ . . . ‘Of 969 men admitted 
during the past year (1893-4) 702 were not over forty-five years of age, 
and most of them strong and healthy, with trades.” . . . ‘The 
presence of this large body of lawless young men, under no particular 
restraint, makes it very uncomfortable for the old men.’’ 

It should be noted that the year 1893-4 was one of exceptional dis- 
tress from want of employment throughout the country, and that the 
proportion of able-bodied men in the almshouse during that and the 
succeeding year was undoubtedly affected by the fact. Since 1894-5 
the number of admissions shows general decrease, with slight fluctua- 
tion, as is shown in table on page 40. 
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patients are dying in old age after sad lives. The effort to 
comfort and cheer, as well as care for the physical welfare 
of a patient, taxes both mind and body, and we earnestly 
desire to secure as healthy and happy lives as is possible for 
our nurses. That the Training School is doing satisfactory 
work is indicated by the desire of the Superintendent and 
Superintendent of Nurses to secure graduate nurses from 
our own school for head nurses in the hospital, and by the 
fact that of fifty-three graduates of the school, forty-five are 
reported at work, as shown on pages 21 and 22. 

Opening of Hospital Wing. — The new wing of the hospital, 
for patients suffering from pulmonary tuberculosis, was 
opened November 18, 1902. It contains fifty-one beds, and 
the cost to the city of building, equipping and furnishing this 
wing was $45,152.48, or $885.83 per bed. 

Five members of the Joint Standing Committees of the 
City Government on Finance and on Public Institutions 
visited Long Island on the occasion, and inspected the new 
wards. 

The new wing has two wards, containing twenty beds_ 
each, on the ground floor, so placed as to receive as much 
sunshine as possible, with separate dining-rooms for. each 
ward. There is also a diet kitchen with a small electric 
cooking plant. 

On the second floor there is a smaller ward with eleven 
beds, occupied by men in a less advanced stage of the 
disease. The wards are heated by both direct and indirect 
radiation, and are provided with stationary tubs and shower 
baths. ‘The plumbing is isolated from the wards. 

So great is the pressure upon any hospital admitting 
patients suffering from pulmonary tuberculosis that, although 
the Superintendent bas devoted the three new wards to male 
patients, several male phthisical patients and all the female 
phthisical patients remain in the main hospital. Thus we have 
not accomplished the object of placing all patients suffering 
from pulmonary tuberculosis in a separate wing of the hospi- 
tal, as we had hoped when, in December, 1900, the request 
was made for an appropriation for such construction. 

At that time there appeared every probability that a 
municipal hospital for the treatment of tuberculosis would 
be built, and that at Long Island we should henceforward 
receive a lessened, rather than increased, proportion of con- 
sumptive patients. This proposed hospital was not built, 
and the proportion of tuberculous patients to patients suffer-_ 
ing from other diseases has greatly increased. 

The ruling of the Boston Board of Health, by which con- 
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sumption is considered a “dangerous and infectious disease,” 


; which should be isolated under the law, sends to us a certain 
- number of quarantined cases. Unquestionably, too, and 


fortunately, the growing interest in the eradication of tuber- 
culosis has induced persons, who formerly would have lived 
and died at home, to go to a hospital, either for the chance 
of recovery themselves or to avoid exposing their families 
to contagion. It is presumably to this cause that we chiefly 
owe the increase of tuberculous patients at Long Island 
beyond any estimate which could have reasonably been made 
in December, 1900. 

The report of the Visiting Staff will show how serious 
they consider the present inadequacy of accommodation for 
such patients, involving, as it does, danger to others. 
Persons already suffering from other diseases, and whose 
vitality is, therefore, lessened, are especially open to infec- 
tion, and in justice to them we need to increase, as soon as 
possible, the accommodations for tuberculous patients. 

Need of More Hospital Accommodation.— The need of 


further general hospital accommodation is still great. In 


two infirmary wards in the men’s building and two in the 
; ots 
women’s building there are 100 men and 120 women, most 
of whom should be in the hospital. These men and women 
are seen daily by a doctor, and a nurse is in attendance at 
the men’s building three times during the day to give out 
medicines, change surgical dressings, etc., while in the 
women’s building this is done by one of the matrons. 


_- The conditions in these.infirmary wards are not, however, 
true hospital conditions. 


Recently the pressure on the women’s building to receive 
new inmates, as well as patients sufficiently convalescent to 
be transferred from the hospital, was so great that ten beds 
were made up in the hall on the second floor. At the same 
time the infirmary wards on the first floor could not contain 
all the feeble or crippled women, some of whom were so in- 
firm that the matron was obliged to consult one of the doc- 
tors before sending them to the upper dormitories. 

Changes in Administration Building. — The space left 
vacant in the hospital by the removal of the nurses is used 


for the resident doctors, giving them better quarters than 


heretofore. More room and accommodation is still needed 
in the hospital building, however, the front portion of which 
now serves as administration building for the island, but is 
inadequate for the purpose. 

A request will be made during the ensuing year for a loan 


of $7,500 to enable us to make such changes as are neces- 


’ 
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sary, the Superintendent’s plan being to build a new front to 
the present hospital, affording rooms for administration, 
dining-room, and dispensary. The rooms in the present 
building, thus set free, could be used for hospital purposes. 

Need of New Dining-room and WSewing-room in_ the 
Women’s Building. — The capacity of the women’s building 
has been strained to the utmost during the past year. 
The dining-room is too small for the present number of 
inmates, which may now be regarded as a normal population, 
likely to increase with the growth of the city population. 
The tables have to be set three times for each meal, occasion- 
ing much extra work, and also giving colder and less attrac- 
tive meals to those last served. Itis earnestly hoped that an 
appropriation for central kitchen and connecting subways, and 
for the enlargement of the dining-room may be granted, that 
there may be relief from the present inconvenient conditions, 
which no administrative efficiency can render satisfactory. 
The majority of the occupants of this building are 
infirm old women, some of them lame from chronic rheuma- 
tism, and some of them paralyzed. ‘To gain sufficient room 
on the main floor of the building for those too infirm to go 
safely over the stairs, it became necessary to turn to dormi- 
tory use the ward used recently for a sewing-room, and to 
place the sewing-room, at all events for the present, in the 
basement. The superintendent has adapted this basement, 
as well as its location will permit, by laying a wooden floor 
over the cement, with air space between, and installing steam 
coils and electric light. Although the room can be made: 
thoroughly warm and dry, it is difficult to ventilate it, and 
the daylight is insufficient. It is not, and cannot be, a sat- 
isfactory sewing-room. 

Occupation. — More effort has been made by officers’ than - 
is apparent in the results, to interest inmates and patients in 
occupation. Those who respond to such stimulus, or who do 
not need it but naturally seek occupation, are noticeably 
happier and more content than their fellow-inmates who sit 
with hands folded—but the latter are not aware of this. 
Many of them have been paralyzed, and are in consequence 
languid and inert. Many feel that they are tired after the 
work and unsuccess of life, and take perhaps more enjoy- 
ment in quiescence and inaction than appears possible to us. 
It is difficult to interest some even in occupations that 
usually give pleasure, such as the care of birds or plants. 
Nevertheless, it is the earnest desire of the Superintendent 
and of the Trustees to interest more of the population in 
work; so far as is possible in productive work for the insti- 
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tution, and when that cannot be secured, in occupations that 
shall at least give pleasure and interest to the worker). 

Classification. — The classification of a large almshouse is 
by no means the simple matter that the word implies. The 
physical condition of inmates has to be taken into account; 
—if a man is too feeble to go over the stairs, or if he 
should be especially guarded from draughts, or if he is 
able to walk but a few steps, his place must be chosen 
with reference to his disability, whatever has been his pre- 
vious record.. Also, the present behavior of inmates must be 
as much taken into account as their past civil history, and 
justice (which they can recognize as justice) must be done 
to each. 

If, however, classification is difficult to arrange in a great 
group of people associated together by the fact of sharing a 
common home, a degree of natural classification arises as 
spontaneously as among the passengers of a great steamer on 
an ocean voyage. In each ward of the women’s building 
are one or two women who are ready to read aloud the 
morning paper to the others. The head matron arranges 
that the first reading of the daily paper shall be assigned 
week by week to each ward in turn. One of these women 
who thus contributes directly to the pleasure of others is 
very deaf. Each of the blind men and women have one or 
more friends voluntarily devoted to their care and comfort. 
One blind man is read to by five or six comrades and they 
also take daily walks with him. Several of the feeble-minded 
are befriended in the same way. 

There are always in the population certain men and 
women who, by their unconquered interest in the drama of 
life, whether on a wide stage or a narrow one, keep up the 
spirits of all about them. ‘There are many, too, who, removed 


- from the temptation of drink, are like men and women freed 


from slavery; their good qualities, formerly obscured, 
reassert themselves, and they are kind, patient, and uncom- 
plaining, and among them are many good and cheerful 
workers. 

Classification by institutions rather than 7m institutions is 
being more and more secured by the removal of different 
groups of persons to special homes or institutions. The State 
Hospital for Epileptics, the Massachusetts School for the 
Feeble-minded, with its Custodial Department, the Massachu- 
setts State Sanatorium for incipient tuberculosis, and the 
Medfield Insane Asylum for the chronic insane, receive some 
patients who would formerly have been retained in an 
almshouse. We hope that the accommodations for the 
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adult feeble-minded in the Custodial Department of the 
Massachusetts School may be yet further increased, to keep 
pace with the needs of the community. We have still in the 
almshouse several young feeble-minded women and men, 
who would be more appropriately placed in that department, 
where their limited powers might be more fully drawn forth 
and utilized and their lives thereby made the happier. 

There are now in the Almshouse at Long Island and in 
that at Charlestown 17 blind persons, of whom 12 are 
blind only, 2 are blind, with defective hearing, and 5 are 
blind and deaf. Nine of these are over fifty years of age. 
For young or teachable blind persons an almshouse cannot 
be a fitting home. Each officer and each matron in such an 
institution has as much as he or she can do, and cannot 
devote the time to teaching the small industries and »occupa- 
tions which the blind should learn as soon as possible after 
the loss of sight. Each month that passes in inactivity 
lessens their power of learning and also their desire to learn. 
Under the act which provides for the instruction of the adult 
blind in their homes by the Perkins Institution and Massa- 
chusetts School for the Blind, we have had the valuable help 
of teachers from that institution, but in several cases too long 
a time had elapsed since the loss of sight, and the instruction 
had to be abandoned. Also, this instruction cannot be given 
daily. . 

There is now at Long Island a blind man of gentle and 
good character, forty-five years of age, who from fourteen to 
twenty years of. age was at the Perkins Institution for the 
Blind, but who has passed twenty-two and a half years 
of his life in the almshouse. He has had a friend in 
the almshouse, of good character and education, who 
devoted himself to his comfort. This friend was always 
beside him to help him, and his death, two years ago, 
was an irreparable loss. He has also had a kind friend 
outside the institution who for a number of years con- 
secutively went nearly every week to Long Island to 
read to a little group of blind men, and through her he has 
heard and enjoyed such books as Chittenden’s ‘“ Reminis- 
cences of Lincoln,” ‘“* David Copperfield,” ete. He is used 
to his daily life, and can make his way about the familiar 
buildings and grounds, and since the death of his friend 
another man has stayed by him faithfully. He is now in ill 
health, and the Superintendent thinks that removal or change 
might be too much for him. But had he been able to go at 
twenty-one, when he first entered the almshouse, into some 
institution for the training of the blind, his life might have 
been a happier one. 
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In the same way it is desirable that no young or teach- 
able deaf person should be retained in an almshouse, where 
there can be no adequate teaching. There is in the alms- 
house at Long Island a woman now over forty years old who 
is generally accounted deaf and dumb. Her mother died 
at Long Island, and she herself has been in and out of the 
almshouse during the last ten years. She is busyall day, 
and the head matron says “we could not keep house with- 
out Mary.’ She can hear a little, and can make herself 
understood by those who have known her long. The matron 
thinks that when she first entered the almshouse she might 
have been capable of being taught to understand and 
express herself with tolerable clearness, and thus perhaps 
have been self-supporting. 

Rutland Patients. — The city has maintained this year ten 
patients in the Massachusetts State Sanatorium at a total 
cost of $1,284.59. These patients are suffering from incip- 
lent tuberculosis, and are unable to pay for their own 
support. 

Although our accommodation at Long Island for phthisical 


- patients is now increased, as before reported, we cannot 


accommodate all who.apply, and, as it is evident that the 
sanatorium at Rutland, receiving only incipient cases, and, 
with a maintenance cost of $9 a week per patient, must be 
able to afford conditions which our hospital, with a main- 
tenance cost of $6.87 a week per patient, cannot afford, we 
would urge the desirability of maintaining at the State San- 
atorium certain patients suffering from incipient phthisis 
who apply to the City of Boston for treatment. 

The Almshouse at Charlestown. —- This is in itself a cheer- 
ful building, allowing of something much nearer to home 
life than is possible at Long Island. This homelike character 


‘is borne out by the steady fulfilment of the same duties by 


various elderly men and women, whose places in the house- 
hold activity are well known and acknowledged, and who 
acquire the sort of dignity which attaches to work well 
done. 

There are a number of women who sew and mend well, 
and 128 pairs of stockings were knit by eleven or twelve of 
them during the year. 

Among about eighty women, there are usually hardly 
more than seven or eight capable of doing a half-day’s work 
at washing or ironing; sometimes fewer. Possibly forty 
more of the women are able to ,wash and iron their own 
clothing, which is both a satisfaction to them and a help to 
the institution. The laundry machinery, installed during 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE BOSTON 
ALMSHOUSE AND HOSPITAL, LONG ISLAND. 


Lone IsLAnD, Boston HARBOR, January 31, 1903. 
To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 


I have the honor to submit to you my report of the Boston 
Almshouse and Hospital for the year ending January 31, 
1908. 

On February 1, 1902, there were in the institution 720 
inmates, 227 of these being hospital patients. Eight hun- 
dred and forty-three persons have been admitted during the 
year, making a total of 1,563 persons cared for. The mini- 
mum population, on June 19 and August 12 and 138, 1902, 
was 622, and the maximum population, on January 31, 
1903, 771, averaging 678. These figures show an increase 
of 6.26 per cent. over the average population of the previous 

ear. | 
: During the past year two important additions have been 
made to the hospital. The new home for nurses was opened 
during the summer, and the new hospital wing for patients 
suffering from pulmonary tuberculosis was occupied in the 
fall. 

These two buildings have added much to the progress of 
this hospital. Each nurse, with the exception of proba- 
tioners, is provided with a separate room, well furnished, 


_ well lighted and well ventilated, which not only adds to her 


comfort, but is an important factor in the promotion of 
good health, so necessary to this class of workers. The 
occupation of this building made vacant one of the cottages, 
which was poorly constructed and intended only for occupa- 
tion in summer. This has been demolished, leaving one 
other cottage, which was put in repair, and is now occupied 
by the farmer and his family. 

The new wing of the hospital is, perhaps, the most im- 
portant improvement which has been undertaken. during late 
years. It provides three excellent wards for the care and 
treatment of tuberculosis. Each ward is furnished with a 
sun-room, where patients who are able to be out of bed can 
sit during the day to read or play games. In addition to 
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this the wards are so placed that they are filled with light 
and sunshine both morning and afternoon. The hospital 
consists of a central building, two stories in height, and two 
wings, containing a diet kitchen and dining-rooms for patients. 
Above the dining-rooms for patients there is a ward con- 
taining eleven beds which was originally intended for women, 
but owing to the large number of male patients to be accom- 
modated, this ward, as well as the two on the ground floor, is 
used for the treatment of cases of phthisis among men. 
Single rooms are provided for the advanced cases, by which 
their last days may be made more comfortable. 

After the removal of all the patients to the new hospital 
wards, Ward B, which had previously been occupied by them, 
was thoroughly renovated, and all measures possible, short 
of reconstruction, were taken to disinfect it and put it ina 
clean condition. 

The removal of partitions and changes in plumbing have 
much improved the male wing, so that better hygienic con- 
ditions can now be maintained. 

In the hospital the house staff has been assigned the 
quarters previously occupied by the nurses, and with the 
reconstruction of bath-rooms, and installation of shower 
baths, it has given the staff comfortable and homelike quar- 
ters. 

Owing to the increase in the number of admissions to 
the women’s dormitory, it was necessary to equip a sewing- 
room in the basement of that building, using the old one for 
award. The present sewing-room cannot be well lighted, 
and, being in the basement, is not an ideal one, for obvious 
reasons. 

The old wooden sewers, from the men’s and women’s 
buildings, have been replaced by iron outlets, extending from 
the crest of each bank to a point below mean low-water mark, 
so that the sewerage, instead of remaining on the beach, 
causing foul odors and an unsightly appearance, is carried 
away by the tide-water. 

Two new boilers of 150 horse-power each have been 
added to the power station, making a total of six boilers. 

The fire apparatus is in charge of the chief engineer and 
head farmer. Fire drills are held monthly, and the fresh 
and salt-water systems are used alternately. The former 
fire extinguishers have been replaced by modern ones in the 
old buildings, and the new buildings have been supplied, so 
that with these and the fresh-water standpipes inside and 
both salt and fresh-water hydrants outside, the institution is 
well protected against fire. 
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I wish to call your attention to several changes and addi- 
tions which seem necessary in order to keep pace with the 
demands made upon this institution. 

A recreation-room where the male inmates can gather, 
which would combine a smoking-room with facilities for 
playing games, should be constructed. The removal of the 
present smoking-room would improve the atmosphere of 


the building and provide the feeble old men with a well- 


lighted room in place of the damp, dark basement which is 
used at present. 

The women’s dormitory should be provided with a dining- 
room large enough to accommodate all the inmates at one 
sitting, whereas it is now necessary to set the tables three 
times for each meal. It not only requires extra assistance, 
but the food cannot be kept hot and in proper condition to 
be served to those eating at the last table. 

The hospital is without a receiving-room, which is a 
serious handicap. Patients should not be taken directly 
from the ambulance to the ward, but should be received in 
a separate room, and, after examination by a physician, be 
transferred to the proper ward. This could readily be done 
in one of the basements of the present hospital, where sepa- 
rate rooms could be constructed and fitted with baths and 
toilet-rooms. ; . 
~ The operating-room is too small to accommodate the opera- 
tors and the nurses who are to receive the operating-room 
training. It is not aseptic, and therefore is unsatisfactory. 

At present there are three separate kitchens for as many 
buildings. This divides the responsibility of cooking, causes 
more waste, needs more oversight, and, for these reasons, is 
unsatisfactory and expensive. Should a kitchen be con- 
structed, it should be connected with other buildings by 


_ means of passageways, which would allow food to be trans- 


ported without exposing it to the cold, and would serve as 
a means of communication between the several buildings, 
especially in the winter months. 

The institution has quite outgrown the facilities for 
administration. I therefore urge that a suitable administra- 
tion building be constructed in connection with the present 
hospital building, to be used for executive work only, 
to consist of offices for the Superintendent, the resident 
staff and the clerks. 

Four years ago a building providing for a power plant, 
bakery and laundry was constructed, but was only two- 
thirds finished on account of lack of funds. It is quite 
necessary that this be completed. The present laundry facili- 
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ties are meagre, and the work demanded of this department 
has increased very materially, especially since the new 
buildings have been occupied. ‘The ironing could then be 
done in its proper department, and a suitable assorting room 
be provided. 

As has been frequently pointed out by the staff there is 
need for increased hospital accommodation. All of the 
female patients, and several male patients suffering from 
phthisis, are still in wards of the old hospital. It is quite 
evident that if the present rate of increase in the admissions 
of tuberculous patients continues there must be further pro- 
vision made for their proper, housing. It is an injustice to 
other patients that they should be subjected to the risk of 
contracting this disease. 

While pointing out the present needs of the Boston Alms- 
house and Hospital, which are very urgent, I would state 
that the two new buildings completed during the year, 
together with the improvements previously mentioned, have 
done much to increase the efficiency of the institution. 

I wish to express the appreciation of the inmates, patients 
and officers for the untiring efforts of the chaplains in their 
ministrations to those in their care. 

To the many individuals and societies who have supplied 
us so liberally with literature, we express our thanks. 

The officers have been faithful in their endeavors to pro- 
vide for those in their care, and the success of the institution 
is due largely to their faithful work. 

In concluding this report, I wish to acknowledge the con- 
stant support you have given me in the administration of the 
institution.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE BOSTON 
ALMSHOUSE FOR WOMEN AND AGED 
COUPLES, CHARLESTOWN.

Boston, MAss., January 31, 1903. 


To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 


The following report of the Almshouse for Women and 
Aged Couples, for the year ending January 31, 1903, is 
respectfully submitted : 

Few changes have taken place during the year; the popu- 
lation has been somewhat increased, and the general health 
record has been unusually good. Good order has prevailed, 
and there has been willing performance of daily duties on the 
part of the inmates. 

We have greatly appreciated the new steam laundry machin- 
ery which has been installed, giving much better results and 
relieving many hands for other duties. The whole house has 
been kept in order by minor repairs. 

The widening of the street on both sides in front of the 
institution deprived us of 6,748 feet of land, and necessitated 
moving back the lodge and building a new fence on the 
institution side. A new fence will have to be placed on the 
garden side in the spring. 

Our garden was unusually successful both in the quality 
and quantity of its produce, and we have raised tomato, cab- 
bage, and celery plants, and lettuce for early use in a hot-bed. 

We would again most cordially acknowledge the kind min- 
istrations of the clergymen, who are always so ready to come 
to us, and thank the many friends who have given us fre- 
quent and very pleasant entertainments. 

I would recommend that during the coming year the large 
women’s dormitory on the fourth floor be improved in various 
ways, and that beds with springs and mattresses, such as we 
now have in the infirmary wards, replace the present straw 
beds throughout the entire house. 

I wish especially to thank my officers for their good and 
loyal work through the year. 

My grateful acknowledgments are due the Board for their 
sympathy and support.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING MEDICAL STAFF OF THE 
LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL. 


Boston, January 31, 1908. 
To the Pauper Institutions Trustees: 


The past year has been one of continued progress. The 
patients have been more carefully studied, the details of their 
diseases more systematically recorded, and the hospital has 
been used more than heretofore for purposes of medical 
teaching, to the benefit of patients, of the cause of medical | 
education, and of the community at large. It has been a 
source of gratification to the Visiting Staff to observe the 
constantly widening influence of the hospital and a deepen- 
ing public interest in its aims. We have from time to time 
alluded to the injustice of a law which places the chronic 
sick in a different social category from those acutely ill. 
We hope that public sentiment may in time be aroused to a 
realization of this injustice, leading to action which will ulti- 
mately establish the City Hospital for Chronic Diseases on a 
medical rather than on a social basis. The general question 
has been further complicated during the past year by legisla- 
tion regarding notification in cases of tuberculosis of the 
lungs‘ and the enforced isolation of many such cases at this 
hospital. 

The opening of a detached building containing fifty-one 
beds for the treatment of patients with tuberculosis has in 
a measure relieved the congestion of the wards of the general 
hospital. ‘This building is, however, already insufficient for 
the demands made upon it; it accommodates no women and 
not all the men. ‘The result is that both men and women 
with tuberculosis are still in the general wards —a source of 
danger to other patients. In justice to patients already in 
the hospital, no more persons with tuberculosis should be 
admitted. If more are sent by the authorities, immediate 
action should be taken to increase the facilities for their 
proper treatment. ‘There should be no delay in the con- 
struction of new and adequate wards. If this be not done, 
the situation will soon be the same as before the construction 
of the new hospital for tuberculosis. We would therefore 
urgently recommend either that the number of patients suf- 
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fering from tuberculosis be sharply limited, or that speedy 
provision be made for the proper care of an increased number. 

The statement made in our report for 1901 still holds 
good: ‘ When the new ward for tuberculosis is completed, 
patients suffering from that disease should no longer be 
admitted to the general wards, nor should any persons with 
tuberculosis be allowed to remain in the Almshouse Depart- 
ment. The separation of this from other diseases should be 
complete and should be so maintained.” 

A further matter to which we wish to call the attentiou 
of your Board is the present method of transportation of 
patients to and from Long Island. Investigation has shown 
that discomfort and hardship, if not actual suffering, have 
been occasioned by the inadequate provisions made for the 
conveyance of the sick. Delay in reaching Long Island is 
inevitable, and patients, often in late stages of disease, are sub- 
jected to this often dangerous delay, regardless of the degree 
of their illness. ‘The present system is wholly out of accord 
with our idea of care of the sick; such inadequate provision 
for their comfort would not be tolerated in the hospital 
wards, and should not be during their.transportation from 
the city to the hospital. 

In our last report we urged the necessity of a special 
pathological building. The need for such a building, which 
should combine the purposes of a morgue and a laboratory, 
increases with the general developments of the various 
departments of the hospital. It is to be hoped that work on 
this building may soon be begun and hurried to completion. 

Several changes have taken place in the Visiting and 
Resident Staff during the past year. Dr. Franklin W. 
White, after a faithful service, resigned his position of 
Assistant Visiting Physician, because of stress of other pro- 
_ fessional work. Dr. Edwin A. Locke has been appointed in 
his place. Dr. George A. Waterman has been appointed an 
Assistant Visiting Neurologist. The position of Assistant 
Physician at the hospital has been abolished and its former 
incumbent, Dr. J. G. W. Knowlton, has begun private practice 
in Boston. Dr. George C. Wilkins, Assistant Superintendent 
and Physician, resigned January 1, to enter private practice 
at Manchester, N. H. Dr. Simon F. Cox has received the 
appointment of First Medical Officer to the hospital. The 
Resident Medical Staff will hereafter consist of the First 
Medical Officer and four House Officers. 

The nursing and general care of the patients has been 
increasingly satisfactory, and the general efficiency and use- 
fulness of the hospital thereby enhanced. 
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Finally, we beg to express our appreciation of the con- 
tinued codperation of your Board with the Visiting Staff, 
without which the further development of the hospital would 
be impossible.

DrAR MApAm, —I have the honor to submit my report 
as Visiting Physician of this institution for the year ending 
January 31, 1903, briefly, as follows: . 

The health of the inmates has been generally good; no 
epidemics have prevailed, and there have been but few cases 
of acute disease. As in past years some cases have been 
transferred to the Long Island Hospital for treatment. 

There were five deaths during the year; of these, 4 were 
females and 1 male, from the following causes: Chronic 
diarrhoea, 2; apoplexy, 1; Bright’s disease, 1; valvular 
heart disease, 1; average age of decedents, 76 +. 

I have again to thank you and the chief matron, Miss 
Phillips, for the cordial codperation given me in caring for 
the health of the inmates.

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LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL TRAINING SCHOOL FOR 
NURSES. 


This Training School is established to give a systematic 
two years’ course of training and practice to women desirous 
of becoming professional nurses. 

The school is connected with the Boston Almshouse and 
- Hospital on Long Island, in Boston Harbor. The hospital 
_ buildings are new and modern in all their appointments, and 
contain three hundred beds. 

The Superintendent of the Almshouse and Hospital has 
the general supervision of all matters relating to the school, 
and application for admission should be made to him. The 
Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge of all 
the nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed in the 
wards, and also is responsible for the instruction and manage- 
ment of the pupils in the Training School. 

The course of training requires two years, and includes 
general medical, surgical, maternity and infant nursing. 

A fixed course of instruction is given, including lectures 
and demonstrations on practical points by the medical and 
surgical staff, recitations on these and from text-books, but 
chiefly the daily instruction from the Superintendent of 
Nurses and the graduate head-nurses, and the accurate daily 
drill in the wards and operating-room. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing bed and body linen, managing of 
helpless patients in bed, etc.; bathing, prevention and dress- 
ing of bed sores; the making and applying of bandages, 
applying of fomentations and poultices and minor dressings, 
cupping, the administration of enemas, and use of the feimale 
catheter. The pupils are also given lessons in massage. 
Maternity nursing is taught by practice in the confinement 
rooms, which includes digital examination of patients. In- 
struction is also given the pupils how to act in the various 
emergencies which arise in childbed. Pupils are taught how 
to cook and serve food for the sick in a proper manner, the 
feeding of helpless patients, and the feeding and preparation 
of food for infants. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods of 
supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick-rooms in 
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a proper manner, and the way to take care of sick-rooms for 
the best good and comfort of the patient; in keeping all 
utensils and appliances perfectly clean and disinfected; in 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, res- 
piration, expectorations, the secretions and state of the skin; 
of mental conditions as to delirium, dementia, etc.; of the 
condition as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet or of stimulants 
and medicines, and in the managing of cases of senility and 
senile dementia. Pupils are taught the administering of 
medicines and the application of external remedies; how to 
take notes on cases, the making up of a nurse’s record, and 
the reports to the attending physician. 

Candidates will be received between the ages of twenty- 
one and thirty years. They must be of sound health. They 
should send a brief personal history, and give the names and 
addresses of responsible persons, not of their own kin, who 
know their good character and capabilities. Upon the 
approved recommendation of the Superintendent they will 
be received for four months on probation. 

At the end of the fourth month candidates, if considered 
satisfactory to the authorities in charge of the hospital, are 
permitted to join the school upon signing an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of two years, and to conform 
to all rules. 

The right is reserved by the authorities of the hospital to 
terminate at any time the connection of any pupil for ineffi- 
ciency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, or for any 
other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

While the education and training which are afforded are 
intended to be a full equivalent for their services, there is 
given the pupils, toward defraying their necessary personal 
expenses, ten dollars per month during the first year and 
twelve dollars per month for the second year. 

If pupils successfully fulfil the requirements for the full 
term of two years, and pass the necessary examinations, they 
will, upon the termination of their service, receive the diploma 
of the hospital. 

There are no fixed dates for the beginning of ser- 
vice, but accepted candidates may enter whenever vacan- 
cies occur. Pupils are required after they join the school 
to wear the Training School uniform and regulation shoes.

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RULES FOR ADMISSION TO THE LONG ISLAND 
HOSPITAL 


Persons eligible to care in the hospital at Long Island, Boston 
Harbor, are as follows: 

1. Any person who has a legal settlement in the City of 
Boston and stands in need of relief and is ill. 

2. Any such person who, if well, could be supported at his 
home, but who, being ill, needs special medical or surgical care 
which he cannot afford to provide. 

3. Any person having no settlement in Boston and who is 
too ill to be removed to the city or town of settlement (or to a 
State institution, if without a settlement), and who is in need 
of immediate relief. 

The question of settlement will be determined by the Institu- 
tions Registration Department, 28 Court square; office hours 9 
to 5 o’clock; on Saturdays 9 to 1 o’clock. Any person able 
to walk should apply at that office. An ambulance and carriage 
are at the disposal of that office, and will be sent for persons 
unable to walk to carry them to the boat. 

Cases of contagious illness, such as scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
etc., are nof received at Long Island, but should be referred to 
the City Hospital. Persons in the last stages of disease should 
not be subjected to the fatigue and exhaustion of the journey to 
Long Island. 

In the case of a person who does not speak English it is desir- 
able that he should be accompanied by a friend who can interpret 
when he makes his application at 28 Court square. 

It is very desirable that application should be made the day 
before it is intended that the person should go to the hospital, or, 
if an emergency case, before 12 o’clock, in order that the settle- 
ment may be investigated and the ambulance or carriage sent, if 
necessary. A person applying at this office too late for admis- 
sion on the same day will be sent to the Wayfarers’ Lodge (men), 
or to the City Temporary Home (women). 

The executive force of the hospital at Long Island consists of 
a first Medical Officer and the four House Officers, who have im- 
mediate charge under the direction of the Superintendent and 
Resident Physician and the Visiting Medical Staff. There is a 
Training School for Nurses, with a Superintendent of Nurses 
and assistant, seven head nurses and thirty-six probationers or 

pupil nurses.

Chapter 395 of the Acts of 1897, as Amended by Chapter 451 
of the Acts of 1897. 


AN ACT TO ESTABLISH SEPARATE DEPARTMENTS OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON FOR THE CARE OF CHILDREN, PAUPERS, INSANE PER— 
SONS AND CRIMINALS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The Children’s Institutions Department, the Pau- 
per Institutions Department, the Insane Hospital Department and 
the Institutions Registration Department, of the City of Boston, 
are hereby created as departments of said city, and shall be under 
the charge of the officers herein designated therefor. Said offi- 
cers shall be citizens or taxpayers of said city, and shall be 
appointed by the mayor of said city without confirmation by the 
board of aldermen. The provisions of chapter two hundred 
and sixty-six of the Acts of the year one thousand eight hundred 
and eighty-five, and of all other acts relating to the depart- 
ments of the City of Boston, or the officers or employees thereof, 
except as otherwise herein provided, shall be applicable to said 
departments and the officers and employees thereof. 

Secor. 2. Each of said departments, except the Institutions 
Registration Department, shall be under the charge of a board of 
seven trustees, at least two of whom shall always be women; 
during the current year one of said trustees for each of said 
departments shall be appointed for the term of five years, two for 
the term of four years, one for the term of three years, two for 
the term of two years and one for the term of one year, begin- 
ning with the first day of May in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-seven; and hereafter in the year in which any term or 
terms shall expire a trustee or trustees shall be appointed for the 
term of five years, beginning with the first day of May in the 
year of appointment; any vacancy occurring among said trus- 
tees shall be filled by appointment of a trustee as aforesaid for 
the remainder of the term. Said trustees shall serve without 
compensation, but all expenses reasonably incurred by them in the 
performance of their duty shall be paid by said city if approved 
by a recorded vote of the board of which the trustee incurring 
such expense is a member. ‘They shall organize on the first 
Monday of May in each year, or as soon thereafter as may be, by 
the choice of a chairman who shall be one of their number, and of 
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a secretary who may or may not, at their discretion, be one of 
their number. No such trustee, nor any person in the employ 
of any of said trustees or departments, shall be interested in a 
private capacity, directly or indirectly, in any contract or agree- 
ment for labor or for articles furnished for any of said depart- 
ments. 

Sect. 3. The board of trustees for the Children’s Institutions 
Department shall be known as the trustees for children, and shall 
have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relating to 
children, or to any institution or place in which they are confined 
or detained or cared for, including the House of Reformation, now 
conferred by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institu- 
tions commissioner of the City of Boston, except as to children 
lawfully committed to or detained in institutions established for 
the care and custody of the adult insane paupers and criminals. 

Sect. 4. The board of trustees for the Pauper Institutions 
Department shall be known as the pauper institutions trustees, 
and, except as otherwise provided by section three of this act, 
shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relat- 
ing to poor and indigent persons, or to any institution or place 
in which they are confined or detained or cared for, now conferred 
by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the City of Boston. 

Sect. 5. The board of trustees for the Insane Hospital Depart- 
ment shall be known as the insane hospital trustees, and shall 
have the general care and control of the Boston lunatic hospital 
established by the City of Boston under the provisions of chapter 
one hundred and thirty-one of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, and all other hospitals that said city has 
established, or may hereafter establish, for the care or treatment 
of the insane, and the same shall hereafter be known as the Bos- 
ton insane hospital; and said trustees shall have all the powers 
relating to the insane and to the institutions in which they are 
confined, conferred by the statutes of the Commonwealth upon 
the institutions commissioner of the City of Boston. 

Sect. 6. The Institutions Department of the City of Boston 
shall hereafter be styled the Penal Institutions Department, and 
the institutions commissioner shall hereafter be styled the penal 
institutions commissioner, and he shall continue to have, exer- 
cise and perform all the powers and duties now conferred by 
the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the City of Boston not conferred by this act upon 
any other officer or board of trustees. The penal institutions 
commissioner may, with the approval of said mayor, appoint one - 
assistant. 

Secr. 7. The Institutions Registration Department shall be 
under the charge of the institutions registrar, who shall investi- 
gate all questions relating to the settlement of paupers, to the com- 
mitment of the insane, or to the agency for discharged prisoners, 
or to any rights, duties or liabilities connected therewith, and 
report thereon to the department interested ther ein; and shall per- 
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form such services relating to the accounts and to the collection, 
registration and tabulation of statistics relating to said depart- 
ments, or any of them, as may be required of him by said mayor 
or by the officer or trustees in charge of any of said departments, 
with the approval of said mayor. Said registrar shall receive an 
annual salary of three thousand dollars, or such other salary as 
may be fixed by ordinance. 

Sect. 8. Said mayor shall quarterly, in the months of June, 
September, December and March, and at such other times and at 
such places as he shall appoint, hold conferences, at which may 
be present said penal institutions commissioner, said institutions 
registrar, two members of each of the aforesaid boards of trus- 
tees, to be selected by such boards severally, and two members 
of the board of overseers of the poor, to be selected by such 
board, to consider any subjects relating to the work of said 
departments, or of any two or more of them, or to the co- 
ordination of such work, and at said conferences said mayor 
shall preside. 

Secr. 9. The City of Boston may take and hold any real 
or personal property which may be given, granted, bequeathed 
or devised to and accepted by it for the benefit of any one or 
more of said departments or of the persons under the care thereof. 
Such property or the income thereof shall be used, applied and 
disposed of according to the lawful directions of the donor thereof, 
by the officers in charge of such department or departments. 

Srot. 10. Any ofiicers or employees of the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston, whose tenure of office or 
position may be affected by this act or the carrying out thereof, 
may be appointed to similar positions in said city at any time 
within six months of the passage of this act, without civil service 
examination or enrolment. 

Sect. 11. No veteran holding an office in the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston shall be removed or suspended, 
or shall, without his consent, be transferred from such oftice or 
employment, except after a full hearing before the mayor, and at 
such hearing the veteran shall have the right to be present and 
to be represented by counsel. Such removal, suspension or 
transfer shall be made only upon the written order of the mayor.

These tables will show an increased average in the number 
of inmates at Deer Island, as compared with previous years, 
and a decreased cost in the maintenance of same. ‘The 
number of prisoners remaining in the charge of this depart- 
ment on February 1, 1902, was 1,240 — 796 at the House of 
Correction, Deer Island, 608 men and 188 women; and 444 
at the House of Correction, South Boston, 876 men and 68 
women. On February 1, 1903, the number of prisoners at 
the House of Correction, Deer Island, was 1,202 —956 men 
and 246 women. 

The number of commitments to the House of Correction, 
Deer Island, for the year 1901-2, was 6,769 — 5,808 men and 
961 women —and to the House of Correction, South Boston 
742 — 528 men and 214 women; a total of 7,511 to both in- 
stitutions. For the year 1902-8, the number of commit- 
ments to the House of Correction, Deer Island, was 7,158 — 
6,178 men and 980 women —.and to the House of Correction, 
South Boston, 416 — 289 men and 127 women; a total of 
7,074 to both institutions. This number would seem to 
show an increase of 63 commitments over the year 1901-2; 

but 403 of the commitments to Deer Island were transfers 
from the South Boston House of Correction, so that there is 
really a large decrease in the number of commitments to 
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both institutions for the year 1902-3 as compared with 
1901-2. This falling off in the number of commitments 
enabled us, in the early part of last June, to begin the 
transfer of all prisoners confined at the House of Correc- 
tion, South Boston, to the House of Correction, Deer Island. 
These transfers continued until October 4, 1902, when the 
last prisoner from the South Boston institution was trans- 
ferred to Deer Island, and the House of Correction, South 
Boston, was abandoned as a prison. ‘These transfers were 
made without friction, and the prisoners took to the new 
situation with as much satisfaction as could be expected. 
In addition to the regular Deer Island cases, commitments 
are now regularly made to the House of Correction, Deer 
Island, of the class of prisoners formerly sent to the House 
of Correction, South Boston. ‘The removal of these prisoners 
added materially to the number of prisoners at the House 
of Correction, Deer Island, and, while it does not tax 
that institution to the limits of its capacity, still there is 
now a larger number there than at any time for several 
years. | 

The office of Medical Director was abolished July 1. 

In November, 1902, the following-named gentlemen were 
appointed as the Consulting Staff of the Deer Island Hos- 
pital: George F. Jelly, M.D., Prof. William T. Council- 
man, M.D., Charles G. Dewey, M.D., William H. Devine, 
M.D., Edward M. Plummer, M.D., James G. Mumford, M.D., 
and Alexander Quackenboss, M.D. They are to advise 
with the physician in charge, consulting when necessary, 
and give the benefit of their skill and experience in main- 
taining the high standard of the hospital. They give their 
services without pay. 

The concentration of all the steam-heating and electric- 
light plants in one building is very much needed, both as a 
matter of convenience and of economy. Upon investigation, 
I am satisfied that the cost of making this change would be 
more than paid for in the saving of fuel, which now, because 
of the scattered condition of the different plants, is very 
much greater than it need be. 

The contract for rebuilding the wharf at Deer Island has 
been awarded, and the work is already under way. 

A school for illiterates has been established at Deer Island, 
and is under the charge of the same instructor who taught 
them at the South Boston House of Correction. 

The new building for the House of Correction, Deer Island, 
is nearing completion, and we hope to have it finished during 
the present year. It is my desire to commence at once to 


all 


. —— 
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build a laundry and work-room, with steam-heating plant, 
for this institution, as provided in the original plans. 

The work of releasing on probation is carried on in the 
same manner as heretofore. Prisoners who have shown 
evidences of a desire to reform, and who are able to care for 
themselves, or have friends who will look out for them, are 
released on probation, and I am pleased to say that but a 
very small number of these have broken the conditions of 
their parole and have been returned to the institution. 

Prisoners are employed at the same industries as formerly, 
and, with the necessary work about the Island and its 
different buildings, all inmates who are > able are kept in con- 
stant employment. 

The religious services, Catholic and Protestant, are con- 
ducted as usual, the services of the clergymen of both 
denominations being readily obtained, and their advice and 
counsel have been of great advantage to many of the 
inmates. 

Mrs. Florence Garrettson Spooner continues, at the Deer 
Island institution, her good work, which was of so much 
benefit to the women prisoners at the South Boston House of 
Correction. Her interest in these unfortunate people is 
untiring. With a kind heart and desire to aid by her 
counsel in prison, and material assistance after leaving, 
many a helpless woman has been encouraged to live an 
upright Christian life. May she continue for many years as 
friend and aid to these unfortunates. 

The Steamer J. Putnam Bradlee is constantly employed, 
making trips daily, covering Deer Island, Long Island and 
Rainsford Island, carrying all the subsistence and material 
for manufacturing, as well as officers, prisoners and others 
connected with the various institutions. It has been about 
thirty years in the service,and I can only renew the recom- 
mendation of my predecessors, that the department is very 
much in need of a new steamer. The “ Bradlee” has earned 
its right to retirement, and the City of Boston should have a 
larger and more up-to-date steamer in which to do its ever- 
increasing work among these islands and the institutions 
connected with them. During the year the “ Bradlee” was 
used for the purpose of carrying children to and from Long 
Island, under the bequest known as the Randidge Fund. It 
would, in my judgment, be a little hazardous to continue the 
work of the Randidge Fund with the Steamer J. Putnam 
_ Bradlee, and I would suggest that, for the coming season, 
some other means be provided for the conveyance of these 
children to and from Long Island. 
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The abandonment of the House of Correction at South 
Boston as a prison has removed what has been, for more than 
fifty years, an objection to the people in the neighborhood in 
which it was located, and to others interested in prisons. 
Grand Jurors, Boards of Directors, City Councils and my 
predecessors have repeatedly condemned it as an unfit place 
in which to keep prisoners, and efforts have frequently been 
made in the direction of a change, and it was with great 
pleasure that we were enabled this year, for the reasons 
stated, to remove the prisoners and abandon the institution. 
In doing so the city was obliged to dispense with the 
services of the officers of that institution, many of whom 
have been connected with that and other institutions for a 
long term of years. ‘They have rendered faithful services to 
the city, and, in that connection, I think it but fair to say a 
word in relation to the master, Col. John C. Whiton, who 
has for more than twenty-five years been connected with this 
department, discharging his duties in a thoroughly competent 
and satisfactory manner. 

Mr. Herbert S. Carruth, Assistant Commissioner, and all 
the officials connected with the department, have shown an 
harmonious interest in its work, aiding greatly in the dis- 
charge of same, and much of its success is due to them.

DEAR Srr,—I have the honor to submit my annual 
report of this institution for the year ending January 31, 
1908. 

The building now being erected for the female prisoners 
on the bill opposite the building at present occupied by 
them will, when completed, answer our requirements for a 
long time to come. Had a laundry been annexed to this 
building in accordance with the plans drawn, it would be 
still better. Such an annex should be built. 

During the year there were 403 prisoners — 351 male and 
52 female — transferred to this institution from the House of 
Correction, South Boston. 

With the exception of a school-teacher and a clothing- 
cutter for our “ industries,” our salary list is no larger. 

The results from the farm have been very satisfactory. 
Our live-stock is in good condition, and there have been no 
signs of an epidemic. ‘The following table shows the farm 
products :

DEAR Srr, — I respectfully submit a report of my work as 
Chaplain, J.ibrarian and Director of Music of this institution 
for the year ending January 31, 1908. 

The result of the year’s work is encouraging. Many of 
the inmates have shown an interest in a better life, and I 
believe some have made lasting reformation. 

The regular services have been held at this and Long and 
Rainsford Islands each Sunday. My time has been devoted 
to visiting the sick and attending to the spiritual wants of 
the inmates. I have interviewed a great many individual 
prisoners, especially so since the arrival of those transferred 
from the House of Correction, South Boston. Many of the 
prisoners seek aid in obtaining work when they leave here; 


. some come to me with a view to being pardoned. Every 


worthy case is faithfully attended to. 
The library continues as a source of pleasure and instruc- 


tion to the inmates and officers. It has at present 6,000 


volumes, including text-books of many classes and grades, 
popular fiction, biography, science, history, exploration, 
books in the languages and certain weekly and monthly 
publications. We have covered and added to the library 800 
books. Credit is due Mr. George W. O’Donnell for the 
faithful performance of his duties in the library. 

A school for male inmates who can neither read nor write 
has been established. In it those prisoners whose sentences 
are long enough to allow of their learning to read and write 
are instructed by Mr. Timothy IF’. Crowley. 

The church choir is composed of male inmates, and they are 
interested in their work. Miss Clara W. Baker, organist, 
is ever present to assist the choir services. 

I very much appreciate the gifts of books, papers, etc., 
from the Hospital Newspaper Society. 

Thanking you for the encouragement you have given me, 
I enter hopefully upon the duties of the present year.

Of the 264 cases of delirium tremens treated in the 
Observation Hospital during the year, twelve died. Of the 
forty-seven cases of phthisis pulmonalis, three died. Sixty- 
four cases of syphilis received treatment in the hospital. 

Thirty-four children have been treated at the hospital 
during the year. One child died of meningitis, and one of 
pneumonia. Five births have occurred, three males and two 
females. One of these was still born. 

Thirty-four thousand, three hundred and sixty-four treat- 
ments have been given to out-patients during the year. 

Hight prisoners and twenty-three observation cases have 
been committed from this institution to hospitals for the 
insane. One prisoner at the expiration of his sentence was 
transferred to Foxboro’, 
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A post-graduate course is given at the Training School 
for Nurses at this hospital, the nurses all having had pre- 
vious training in other hospitals. 

Our Consulting Staff has increased from two to seven 
members during the past year. This will undoubtedly be an 
advantage to the institution. 

Dr. Simon F. Cox, who was Second Assistant Physician, 
resioned January 1, 1903. 

Dr. Carson and Dr. Gay are at present assisting in the 
hospital. 

The new steam sterilizer will greatly facilitate our surgical 
work.

Island. ‘Transfers were made from time to time in squads of 
about sixteen until October 4, when the last removal of 
prisoners occurred, and since which date no person has been 
committed.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


PRINTING DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1902-1903. 


OFFICE OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF PRINTING, 
Boston, MaAss., May 1, 1908. 
Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Pursuant to law — section 24, chapter 8, of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1898, and order of City Council, January, 
1903 — I herewith respectfully submit a detailed report of 
the business of the Printing Department of the City of 
Boston for the financial year beginning February 1, 1902, 
and ending January 31, 1903. 

The total receipts of the department for the past year 
amounted to $179,931.72, the total expenditure being 
$170,688.03, showing the gross gain to be $9,243.69. The 
net value of the plant, February 1, 1902, was $46,268.61. 
Allowing for depreciation at the rate of 10 per cent. 
per annum, the net value of the plant on February 1, 
1903, was $41,641.75. The net gain for the year was 
$4,616.83. 

The total amount for printing, binding, etc., charged 
to the various departments during the past year was 
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$179,931.72. The standard which has been followed in charg- 
ing the departments for printing is the price charged for the 
same class of work by private printing firms working under 
the Typographical Union rules. It may be added that the 
demands made upon this department to furnish a greater 
output is rapidly increasing year after year. As the city 
grows the demand for printing increases. 

A glance at the operations of this office will show the rate 
of increase. For the year commencing February 1, 1896, 
and ending January 31, 1897 —the last year under the con- 
tract system —the total cost for printing, as charged to the 
city, was $137,371.12. In 1897 the Municipal Printing Plant 
was organized under my supervision. During the first 
financial year, from March 1, 1897,to January 31, 1898 (eleven 
months), the total value of the work executed for the 
various departments was $112,670.10. In the year 1898-99 
it was $143,834.73; 1899-1900, $128,515.10; 1900-01, 
$150,890.17 ; 1901-02, $172,826.31; and during the past 
financial year, as shown in detail by the annexed statement, it 
amounted to $179,931.72. The pay-rolls of the department 
during the corresponding periods show the amount paid to 
employees:

I respectfully call attention to the increase in the pay- 
roll during the financial years 1900-01 and 1901-02, compared 
with the preceding years and the past year, and also com- 


pared with the amount of work performed in the same 


years. This large increase took place under the superin- 
tendence of another manager of the department. The 
increase, in my judgment, was due chiefly to two things: 
First, to the operation of the eight-hour work-day, which 
went into effect in all the departments of the city on 
December 14, 1899, and, secondly, to the appointment of 
supernumerary officials. An explanatory statement may be 
necessary at this point. I served as Superintendent of 
Printing when the printing plant was established in 1897, 
and aided materially in its organization, directing its busi- 


ness up to the month of June, 1900, when I was removed ~ 


and another superintendent appointed. To aid the latter,

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new officials were created — an assistant superintendent and 
a purchasing agent. When appointed by your Honor again 
to take charge of the department in January, 1902, the 


‘services of the new officials were dispensed with, without 


impairing in the slightest degree the efficiency of the real 
working force of the plant. 

Respecting the effect of the eight-hour work-day con- 
tributing to advance the cost of operation to the city, as 
compared with the nine-hour work-day, it is quite obvious that 
it does so, and it has a like effect in every department of the 
city; but I am of the opinion that it affects this department 
with greater force than the others in which a large amount of 
ordinary labor is employed. In my annual report for the 
year ending January 31, 1900, after observing carefully the 
first seven weeks’ operation of the plant under the eight-hour 


_work-day, I said: ‘None of the private printing estab- 


lishments have less than a nine-hour work-day. ‘The dif- 
ference in working time will undoubtedly make a material 
difference in the product of an establishment such as the 
printing plant — more of a difference, in my judgment, than 
it would make in the field of what is generally termed 
unskilled labor. Roughly estimated, the difference in produc- 
tion will be about 11 per cent.” Now, after watching 
closely for over a year the effect of the short work-day in 
this department, I regard the estimate then made as practi- 
cally correct. 

Yet, notwithstanding the eight-hour day, and the fact that 
only the same rates have been charged for printing, etc., as 
would have been charged by private concerns working on 
a nine-hour basis, this department shows a net gain to the 
city during the past year of $4,616.88. In estimating, 
private printing establishments invariably figure to make a 
profit of at least 15 per cent. If any public department is 
carrying superfluous help, as sometimes happens, such as I 
have noted in relation to this department during 1900-01, it 
will fail to render services equivalent to its cost.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1902. 


February 1, 19038. 
Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — In accordance with section 24, chapter 3, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1898, I beg to submit the following 
as the annual report of the Public Buildings Department for 
the year ending January 31, 1908: 

This department has the care and custody of the Ambu- 
lance Station, South Boston, of all buildings in use for city 
offices, market purposes, halls for public meetings, and the 
several county buildings; also, hired buildings or parts of 
the same for city offices, county courts, ward-rooms, and 
armories; also, contracts for and supplies fuel for all depart- 
ments of the city and county not otherwise provided for; 
this includes the Police, Fire, Park, Health, Bath, Public 
Buildings, Library, Public Grounds, Cemetery, and Market 
Departments, the Street Department, and Paving, Sanitary, 
Street Cleaning, Sewer, and Bridge Divisions of the same, 
and the Quarantine Station at Gallop’s Island; also, the 
police and fire-boats. Requisitions are made by each depart- 
ment as needed, the quantity and quality is weighed and 
inspected, and certified to by an employee of this depart- 
ment. 
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Because of the fact that the several departments of the 
city have in their charge complete electrical plants for gen- 
erating power, light, etc., it was deemed advisable, after the 
abolition of the Electrical Construction Division and the 
Repairs Division, to employ in this department an electrical 
engineer, who practically had the supervision of the installa- 
tion of nearly all this apparatus, including the plants on all 
ferry-boats, Insane Hospitals (Austin and Pierce Farms), 
City Hospital, Parental School, and all the various institu- 
tions located on islands in the harbor, the various drawbridges 
propelled by electricity, and the plant at the Pumping Station, 
Cow Pasture. 

His duties being to furnish other departments, free of 
expense to them, at their request, with plans and expert 
advice on all matters pertaining to this line of work, also the 
frequent testing of the candle power of the incandescent 
lamps furnished the city, in order that the correct standard 
of the same may be maintained, and the city receive the full 
advantage of the light charged for; the department also 
employs a painter, two carpenters, and two general elec- 
tricians whose duties are to look after the emergency work 
in their respectives trades on the various buildings and offices 
in charge of this department. 

The following buildings, or parts of same, are hired for 
municipal purposes : 


For Offices. 


Estates numbered 82, 62-64 Pemberton square; rooms 
904, 905, 917 to 923 inclusive; 927 and 928 Tremont 
Building; building at Mattapan ; and rooms 610-616, in- 
clusive, Huntington Chambers. 


For Armories. 


No. 120 Tremont street; Congress Hall, Charlestown ; 
Bacon Hall, Roxbury ; and No. 180 Columbus avenue. 


For Ward-rooms. 


Spellman Hall, Gray’s Hall, South Boston; Winthrop 
Hall, Dudley-street Opera House, Roxbury ; Tomfohrde 
Hall, Minton Hall, and Dorchester Hall. 


For County Purposes. 


Rooms 201-210 Pemberton Building, for Court of Land 
Registration. 
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The Architect Division was transferred from the Engi- 
neering Department on May 11, 1900,and made adivision of 
the Public Buildings Department, with the expectation that 
the several departments of the city would consult with this 
department as regards the plans, specifications and expert 
advice relating to building construction, heating and ventila- 
tion on any contemplated buildings or alterations, which 
during the past year the departments have not taken advan- 
tage of, and the work of this division has been confined to 
the preparation of plans,,etc., for this department alone. 
This division is equipped to handle much of the work of the 
different departments which is now being done by other 
architects, and I trust that advantage will be taken of the 
opportunity offered. 

The Ambulance Station is located on National street, 
South Boston, on land leased of the Carney Hospital. The 
two ambulances have rendered valuable assistance to this 
district during the past year. ‘The station is kept open day 
and night and calls answered at any hour. 

The ambulance has been called to all sections of the city 
by parties desiring to be treated at the Carney Hospital.

It is now customary for the City Council to appropriate 
funds for repairs, alterations, etc., of the Fire, Street and 
Police Departments buildings, direct to the several depart- 
ments, they having charge of the carrying on of the repairs on 
the same. 

The following will give a general idea of the repair work 
done on the various buildings in charge of this department 
during the past year: 


City Hall. 


Gutters and roofs repaired and all the joints resoldered ; 
repairing roof of underground vault on account of leak- 
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age under the ventilators of same, necessitating the 
removal of earth and applying tar and paper, also con- 
creting over same and resetting ventilators; painting 
of various rooms and hallways throughout building, 
including offices of the Street Commissioners, Water 
Department, rooms of the Common Council; carpenter 
work, repairing dormer windows, sheathing up checks of 
same, new bed mouldings around roofs of same; car- 
penter work in closets of fourth-floor toilet-rooms, sheath- 
ing up small rooms for Street Commissioners, and laying 
new and repairing old flooring in various parts of build- 
ing on account of installing new plumbing fixtures, 
casing pipes and general jobbing; new window sashes 
put in office of Clerk of the Common Council, and 
repairing lockers of the Common Council and fitting 
keys to doors of same, and general fitting up of room 
for janitors; resetting of marble tiling in corridors and 
toilet-rooms; remodeling of fourth-floor toilet and 
installation of entire new set of bowls and urinals; 
running hot water to wash basins in offices of the 
Engineering Department, Lamp, Street, City Clerk’s and 
other departments, and new wash bowl in Water Income 
Division ; general repairs on steam-heating apparatus, 
including blow-off pipe from boiler; installing new 
water-filtering tanks in the Treasurer’s and Collecting - 
Departments ; extensive installation of electric-lighting 
apparatus in the various corridors and offices of the 
City Auditor, Collecting, Assessing and City Clerk 
Departments, including a number of new fixtures; new 
steel-constructed filing cases installed in underground 
vault for records, etc., of the Auditing Department. 


Old Court House. 


General repairs on roof: painting corridors of entire build- 
ing, two coats of oil paint; changing over offices for 
City Coilector; laying new floors in offices of the Health 
Department, and painting all walls of same; building 
fireproof vaults for Registry Department, which in- 
cluded mason work, placing of iron beams and applying 
mixture of concrete over expanded metal on ceilings; 
general repairs on plumbing and heating system through- 
out building; painting and whitening of rooms in base- 
ment; enlarging private office of the Building Department; 
laying new floors and painting; sheathing walls and lay- 
ing new floors in blue print room.

~ New building, corner of Columbia road and Bird street, 
fast nearing completion, plastering being done, and 
heating apparatus installed; the building is piped for 
gas and wired for electric lighting; a thorough system 
of plumbing, with toilet-rooms, shower-baths and swim- 
ming pool; building is fitted up for purposes of Branch 
Library, gymnasium, and also for use as a ward-room 
on street floor, all apparatus being of the most approved 
style. 


New Roxbury Court House. 


This building was completed and accepted July 26, 1902, 
andthe keys of same turned over to Judge Solomon A. 
Bolster by His Honor Mayor Collins. It is substantially 
built, as described in annual report of this department 
for 1901, and is well plumbed, lighted and heated, and 
will care for the demands of the district for a number of 
years to come. 


Auditing Department Vault, City Hall. 


This underground vault has been fitted up complete with 
the latest approved steel-constructed filing and docu- 
ment cases, and electric lights installed in the same.

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Since the commencement of the tabulation of this report, and 
after some of the tables of deaths had been made up and printed, 
three bodies of drowned persons were discovered, — all of whom, 
judging by the circumstances surrounding their disappearance, 
should be included in the total mortality of 1902, making the 
total 11,000 deaths instead of 10,997, the number upon which 
the tables are based. ‘These decedents were all males, white, and 
married; one was 40 years of age, one 46 years, and one 25 
years ; one was born in Ireland of Irish parentage, one in Norway 
of Norwegian parentage, and one in Massachusetts, parentage 
unknown; two resided in Boston and one in Cambridge; two 
were laborers and one a sailor; the native of Norway was acci- 
dentally drowned, and of the other two the cause was returned 
as ‘* Found Drowned.” 


It having been requested that some notice be taken of the ratio 
of deaths to number of living persons of each age-period noted 
by the census of 1900.

2.63 per cent. 

The population of Boston, being estimated at 588,713, the 
following table, based on that estimate, will show the mortality 
in different classes of the population and the death rates of each. 
The death rate, based on the whole number of deaths occurring 
in the city, was 18.78.

The rate of mortality in 1902 was .92 per cent. less than the 
rate for 1901. 

Decedents were divided as to sex as follows: Males, 5,668; 
females, 5,329 — a decrease in the number of deaths of males, as 
against those for 1901, of 240, or 4.06 per cent.; the decrease 
in deaths of females was 68, or 1.26 per cent. 

The number of decedents who were residents of Boston was 
9,900 (5,038 males, 4,862 females), or 156 less males and 52 
less females than in 1902. 

The number of non-residents who died in Boston was 853, or 
33 less than in 1901. 

The number of deaths recorded with residence unknown was 
244 (131 males and 113 females), a decrease of 67 (48 males and 
19 females) from the record of 1901.

Greatest and Least Mortality in Wards. —The greatest 
mortality in any ward occurred in Ward 6 — the number of deaths 
was 628, or 5.71 of the total mortality of the city, and 6.34 per 
cent. of the total mortality of residents of Boston; the lowest 
mortality was in Ward 4, 240, or 2.18 per cent. of the total 
mortality of the city, and 2.42 per cent. of the total mortality of 
residents of Boston. The greatest mortality on the basis of 
ward population occurred in Ward 7, 2.59 per cent., and the 
lowest in Ward 22, 1.30 per cent. In Ward 7 there was one 
death to every 38 persons, and in Ward 22 one death to every 
77 persons. 


GREATEST AND LEast Mortaity oF CHILDREN IN WARDS. 


The greatest number of deaths of children under 1 year of age 
in any ward was in Ward 6, 192, or 9.22 per cent. of the total 
mortality less than 1 year of age; the least number of deaths in 
this class for any ward was 27, in Ward 11, or 1.29 per cent. 
The greatest number of deaths in 1901 of this class was 157, in 
Ward 6; the least number in 1901 was 380, in Ward 11. There 
was a greater number of deaths of infant males in 1902 than in 
1901, and a smaller number of deaths of infant females than in 
1901. The total infant mortality amongst residents of Boston 
in 1902 was 2,081; in 1901 it was 2,074. 

The greatest mortality among children under 5 years of age in 
any ward was 295, in Ward 6, or 9.51 per cent. of the total 
mortality of children under 5 years of age, and the least mortality 
in this class was in Ward 11, 46, or 1.48 per cent. The total 
mortality of infants in the city, including non-residents and those 
whose residence was unknown, was 2,268, or 20.62 per cent. of 
the total of all deaths in the city; the whole number of deaths of 
children 5 years of age and under was 3,376, or 30.67 per cent. 
of the total of all deaths in the city. 


ApDULT MortTALITY. 


Between the ages of 20 and 70 years there were 5,625 de- 
cedents, or 51.15 per cent. of the total mortality in the city; the 
number was 98 less than in 1901. The greatest number of 
deaths of any age-period within these years was 638, in the 60 to 
65 year period; this number was 11.34 per cent. of the total 
mortality of the city between the ages of 20 and 70 years. The 
greatest number of deaths in any age-period between 20 and 70 
years in 1901 was 643 in the 385 to 40 year period, and this 
number was 11.23 per cent. of the total mortality in the city 
between those ages. There were 1,369 persons who died at a 
greater age than 70 years, or 12.45 of the total mortality; the 
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number of decedents of more than 70 years of age in 1901 was 
1,391, and this number was 12.3 per cent. of the total mortality 
of that year. 


SEXES AND AGE—PERIODS. 


There were 5,668 male decedents, and 5,329 female decedents 
in 1902; there were 1,215 males less than 1 year of age, and 
1,053 females of the same class, the former were 11.04 per cent. 
of the total mortality of all ages in the city, and the latter 9:57 
per cent.; the whole number of males who died at 5 years of age 
or less was 1,783, or 17.12 per cent. of the total mortality and 
31.45 per cent. of the total mortality of males for the city. 
There were 2,973 male decedents between the ages of 20 and 70 
years, or 52.45 per cent., and 574 males were 70 years of age or 
more at time of death, or 11.02 per cent. of the total, mortality 
of males in the city. 

The whole number of females who died at the age of 5 years or 
less was 1,593, or 29.89 per cent. of the total mortality of females 
of all ages in the city. The whole number of male decedents in 
the city between the ages of 5 and 20 years was 338, or 5.96 per 
cent. of the total mortality of males—this was 19 less than in 
1901; the whole number of female decedents of the same class 
was 289, or 5.42 per cent. of the total mortality of females — 
this number was 67 less than in 1901. 

Of the male decedents between the ages of 20 and 70 years 
there were 2,973, or 52.45 per cent. of the total mortality of 
males, or 103 less than in 1901; of the females of this class 
there were 2,652, or 49.76 per cent., or 5 less than in 1901. 

The male decedents of 70 years of age and over were 574 in 
number, or 10.12 per. cent. of the total mortality of males, and 
14 more than in 1901; the females of 70 years of age and over 
were 795 in number, or 14.90 per cent., and 36 less than in 1901. 


Deatus or CoLorEeD Persons. (Tas ie II.) 


There were 358 colored decedents in 1902, an increase of 9 
over the number for 1901; this includes all other than white 
persons, and among them were 21 Chinese and 2 Japanese. 
There were 201 males and 157 females. -These deaths were 
3.25 per cent. of the total mortality of the year; 53 were less 
than 1 year of age, or 14.8 per cent.; 94 were less than 5 years 
of age, or 26.25 per cent. ; 213, or 59.22 per cent. died between 
the ages of 20 and 70 years.

Sexes and Age-Periods. — There were 9,900 deaths recorded 
of residents of Boston; there were 5,038 males and 4,862 females. 
The whole number of deaths under 1 year of age was 2,081, which 
was 21.02 per cent. of the total mortality of the residents of 
Boston. As to sex, there were 1,126 males and 955 females; 
the males were 22.35 per cent. of the total mortality of male 
residents, and the females were 19.64 per cent. of the total mor- 
tality of female residents. 

The whole number of decedents under 5 years of age was 3,102, 
or 31.33 per cent. of the total mortality of residents, showing 
that nearly one-third of the deaths in Boston are of children 5 
years of age or less; there were 1,648 males, or 32.71 per cent. 
of the total mortality of male residents, and 1,454 females, or 
29.90 per cent. of the total mortality of female residents. 

The whole number of deaths of residents between the ages of 
20 and 70 years was 5,060, or 51.11 per cent. of the total mor- 
tality of residents of Boston; there were 2,663 males, or 52.85 
per cent. of the total mortality of male residents, and 2,397 
females, or 49.3 per cent. of the total mortality of female 
residents of Boston. 

The number of decedents of 70 years or more was 1,273, or 
12.85 per cent. of the total mortality; there were 528 males and 
745 females, the males being 10.48 per cent., and the females 
15.32 per cent. -» Of the total mortality of residents of Boston, 
males and females respectively. 

The greatest number of deaths of residents in any 5-year 
period was 581, in the 60 to 65 year period. 


DEATHS OF NON-RESIDENTS. 


The number of persons who died in Boston that resided else- 
where was 853, or 7.75 per cent. of the whole number of deaths 
recorded; there were 499 males and 354 females; 86, or about 
10 per cent., were less than 1 year of age; the greatest number 
of these deaths for any 5-year age-period was 152, at 5 years or 
less. 

The deaths of non-residents in Boston were 33 less than the 
number for 1901. 


DEATHS. — RESIDENCE UNKNOWN. 


The deaths recorded with residence unknown were 244 in num- 
ber, or 67 less than in 1901; of these, 131 were males and 113 
females; 122, or 50 per cent., were less than 5 years of age; the 
greatest number in any adult age-period (5-year) was 16, in the 
40 to 45 year period.

Of the residents of Boston who died in 1902, 5,203 were sin- 
gle, or 137 less than in 1901; 2,973 were married at time of 
death, or 84 less than in 1901; 1,661 were widowed, or 2 more 
than in 1901; 33 were divorced, 7 more than in 1901; and of 
30 the conjugal condition was unknown. 

Deaths of Single Persons, Adults. — There were 1,556 per- 
sons above the age of 20 years who died unmarried; as the total 
number of persons who were 20 years of age or more at time of 
death was 6,243, the unmarried persons who died at the age of 20 
years or more was 24.92 per cent. of the whole number of dece- 
dents above the age of 20 years; of these 901 were males and 
655 were females. The oldest unmarried male decedent was over 
90 years of age; there were 3 unmarried female decedents of the 
same age-period. 

Deaths of Married Persons. — There were 2 ,973 persons 
married at the time of death, or 30 per cent. of the total mor- 
tality of residents ; of these 1,664 were males and 1,309 females ; 
the married males were 33.02 per cent., and the married females 
26.8 per cent., of the whole number of males and females 
respectively. Of married males less than 20 years of age 
there were none; of married females less than 20 years of age 
there were 8; of married males of 90 years of age or 
more there were 4, including 1 over 95 years of age; of married 
females over 90 years of age there were none. ‘The greatest 
number of married decedents (both sexes) in any ward was 154, 
in Ward 6. 

Preponderance of Sex, by Age-Periods.— In considering the 
deaths of married persons, by groups of age-periods as to pre- 
ponderance of sexes, it is found that the total of the first three 
periods — 20 to 24, 25 to 29, and 30 to 34 years, is 221 males 
and 389 females, an excess of 168 females in a total of 610, or 
27.54 per cent., ‘the oreatest excess of females in either of these 
age-periods was 56, in the 30 to 34-year period. In the second 
group of age- periods, 35 to°39, 40 to 44, and 45 to 49 years, 
the totals are 461 males, 424 females, an excess of males for 
this group of 37, in a total of 885, or 4.18 per cent. In the 
next group of age-periods, 50 to 54, 55 to 59, and 60 to 64 
years, the total number of deaths is 862, and the excess of males 
is 242, or 28.07 per cent. ‘The next group are the deaths in the 
65 to 69, 70 to 74, and 75 to 79-year periods, the total is 525; 
the males are 360, the females 165; the excess of males is 195, 
or 37.14 per cent. The final grouping includes the deaths in the 
80 to 84, 85 to 89, 90 to 94, and 95 years and over periods, 
with a total of 83 deaths, and an excess of 57 males, or 68.67 
per cent. 

Number of Deaths of Married Persons of Hach Sex Before and 
After the Age of 50 Years. —The deaths were recorded of 682 
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married males and 821 married females between the ages of 20 
and 50 years (there is also included among the females the deaths 
of 8 before the age of 20). The total of both sexes was 1,503, 
and the excess of females was 139, or 9.24 per cent. The num- 
ber of deaths recorded of married persons of both sexes of more 
than 50 years of age was 1,470; there were 982 males and 488 
females; the excess of males was 494, or 33.6 per cent. 

By the above statement in the deaths of married persons of 50 
years and under the females were in excess about 94 per cent. 
and over that age the males were in excess a little more than 33 
per cent. . 

The greatest number of deaths of married males for any age- 
period was 195 in the 50 to 54 year-period, and of married 
females was 184 in the 30 to 34 year-period. 

Deaths of Widowed Persons. — There were 1,661 deaths of 
widowed persons in 1902; there were 501 males and 1,160 
females; the males were 8.01 per cent. and the females 18.55 


per cent. of the whole number of deaths of persons over 20 years. 


of age. 

Preponderance of Females among Deaths of Widowed Per- 
sons, by Age-Periods. —In every age-period the deaths of 
widowed females exceeded those of widowed males, and in all 
but the 25 to 29, and 45 to 49 year-periods, the excess was very 
great; in the 30 to 34 year-period it was 71.8 per cent. in the 
35 to 39 year-period it was 35 per cent., in the 40 to 44 year- 
period it was 28.5 per cent., in the 50 to 54 year period it was 
52.8 per cent., in the 55 to 59 year-period it was 42.6 per cent., 
in the 60 to 64 year-period it was 34.5 per cent., in the 65 to 69 
year-period it was 37.9 per cent., in the 70 to 74 year-period it

The widowed males who died before reaching the 50th year 
were 73, or 14.56 per cent., the females 128, or 11.03 per cent.

The greatest number of deaths of widowed persons in any age- 
period was 235 in the 65 to 69 year-period ; there were 73 males 
and 162 females. 

The greatest number of deaths of widowed males in any age- 
period was 73, in the 65 to 69 year-period, and of widowed 
females 165; in the 70 to 74 year-period. 

Deaths of Divorced Persons. —'The number of persons who 
were divorced at time of death was 33, 12 males, 21 females; of 
the males 5 were less than 50 years of age, and none were over 
75 years; of the females, 10 were less than 50 years, and none 
had reached 70 years. 

Deaths: Conjugal Condition Unknown.— The number of 
decedents whose conjugal condition was unknown was 30, 23 
males and 7 females.

The number of persons whose deaths are recorded in Boston, 
in 1902, whose residence was elsewhere, was 853, there were 499 
males, 354 females; the total number was 7.75 per cent. of the 
total mortality of Boston, the males being 8.8 per cent. and the 
females 6.6 per cent. of the total mortality of males and females 
respectively. 

Of these non-resident decedents above the age of 20 years, 189 
were unmatried, 114 males, 74 females; 338 were married, 214 
males, 124 females; 103 were widowed, 42 males, 61 females; 6 
were divorced, 3 of each sex, and of 2 the conjugal condition was 
unknown ; these were both males; 85 were under 1 year of age, 
47 males, 38 females; 34 were between 1 and 2 years of age, 21 
males, 13 females; 32 were between 2 and 5 years, 15 males, 17 
females; 64 were between 5 and 20 years, 41 males, 23 females, 
and of these 1 each male and female were married. 

Deaths: Non-Residents, Single Persons, Adults. — There 
were 188 unmarried decedents of 20 years of age or more, 114 
males, 74 females; of these, 110 died before reaching their 35th 
year, 67 males, 43 females; 44 died between the ages of 35 and 
50 years, 29 males, 15 females; 19 between 50 and 65 years, 11 
males, 8 females ; 13 between 65 and 80 years, 5 males, 8 females ;

DECEDENTS OF GREATEST AGE, AGGREGATE, AND AVERAGE AGES. 


The greatest age attained by any decedent in 1902 was 107 
years; this was a female, born in Boston, and both her parents 
were born in Maine. ‘There were 2 decedents reported at the 
age of 100 years, both females, 1 born in Ireland of Irish 
parentage, and 1 colored, whose birthplace and the nativity of 
whose parents was unknown. One at 98 years, a female, born 
in Ireland of Irish parentage; 1 male and 1 female at 97 years, 
‘both born in Ireland of Irish parents; 3 at-96 years, 2 males, 1 
female; 1 male born in Maine, parent nativity unknown; 1 born 
in Massachusetts, as were also his parents. There were 4 deaths 
at 95 years, all females; 1 born in Boston, as also her parents ; 2 
born in Massachusetts, where both parents of one and the 
mother of the other were born, and 1 born in England of 
English parentage. The aggregate ages of all decedents in Bos- 
ton, aged 1 year or more, was 372,010 years; the average age 
was 42.63 years; the aggregate ages of the males was 184,720 
years, of the females 187,290 years; the average age of the male 
decedents over 1 year of age was 41.48 years, of the females 43.84 
years. Of course the inclusion of infants in these aggregates and 
averages would materially lower the average age, as the infant 
mortality is almost one-fifth of the total mortality of the city.

Of the 9,900 deaths of residents of Boston, 1,148, or 11.5 per 
cent. of the total mortality, were returned as having died from 
phthisis ; this number is 106 less than the record for 1901, and 
.85 per cent. less than the percentage for that year. 

The deaths from pneumonia were 1,190 in number, or 30 less 
than in 1901, and about 12 per cent. of the total mortality of 
residents of the city. It is again the leading cause of deaths as 
in 1900. 

The table shows the principal causes of death in each of the 
wards, and of non-residents and those whose residence was 
unknown, and the report of the Boston Health Department for 
1902 gives this information according to the Bertillon system of 
classification. 


DEATHS BY VIOLENCE, ACCIDENTAL, SUICIDE, AND HomiIcIDE. 
, (Taste TX.) 


There were 451 deaths from accidental causes, 79 suicides, and 
31 homicides recorded in 1902. This is an increase of 10 
accidental deaths, and 8 homicides, and a decrease of suicides by 
14, compared with the record of 1901. Of the accidental deaths, 
358 were males, 93 females, an increase of 9 males and 1 female, 
as compared with the record of 1901. Of the deaths by suicide 
60 were males, and 19 females, a decrease of 5 males and 9 
females from the number of each in 1901. Of the homicides 
there were 19 males and 12 females, the number of males is the 
same, and there was an increase of 8 females as compared with 
the record of 1901. 

Deaths by Violence, Residents of Boston.— Of the 451 
accidental deaths recorded, 836 were of residents of Boston, an 
increase of 10; there were 254 males and 82 females, an increase 
of 9 males and 1 female over the respective numbers for 1901. 

Of the 79 suicides, 64 were residents of Boston or 8 less than 
in 1901; there were 50 males and 14 females, an increase of 3 
males and a decrease of 11 females, as compared with 1901. 

Of the 31 cases of homicide, 17 were residents of Boston, or 
1 less than in 1901. Of these 10 were males, and 7 were 
females, a decrease of 4 males, and an increase of 3 females as 
compared with 1901. 

Cause of Accident, Method of Suicide, and Manner of Homi- 
- cide.— The returns are not always explicit as to the above 
details, but from such information as is given on the returns the 
table has been compiled; it leaves much to be desired, but the 
fault is with the original source of information and not with this 
department. 

Accidents on railroad lines or cars (both steam and electric) 
are the greatest in point of numbers of any on the list; they 
number 86, as against 68 in 1901; the deaths by drowning are 
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55, as against 46 for 1901; the deaths attributed to *‘ falls” are 
67, as compared with the record of 64in 1901. The number of 
deaths due to burns and scalds is returned as 63, or 9 less than 
in 1901. The other causes of accidental deaths and number of 
cases of each may be found in Table IX. 

Suicide, Method of. — Self-destruction by the use of firearms 
leads the list of cases of suicide with 27, or 3 more than in 1901; 
they were all males. The remainder of the methods of self- 
destruction, with number of cases of each may be found in 
Table IX. 

Homicide.—In the deaths by homicide, the use of firearms 
caused the greatest number, 12, an increase of 3 over the number 
of 1901; there were 5 by cutting or stabbing, the same by violent 
blow or push, 2 by electrocution (legal),-and of 7 the manner 
was not given or is unknown.

—The number of decedents classified under the heading United 
States includes all of American birth, except native Bostonians, 
and numbers 2,360, or 21.45 per cent. of the total mortality of 
the city; the males were 1,236, or 21.86 per cent. of the total 
mortality of males for the city; the females were 1,124, or 21.09 
per cent. of the total female mortality of the city. ; 

Boston-born Decedents. —There were 4,772 decedents who 
were born in Boston, or 40.65 per cent. of the total mortality ; 
2,543 were males, or 44.81 per cent. of the total male mortality 
in the city, and 2,229 were females, or 41.82 per cent. of the 
total female mortality of the city. 

Deaths: All Native-born.—The whole number of native- 
born decedents (including those born in Boston) was 7,132, or 
64.55 per cent. of the total mortality of the city; the males num- 
bered 3,779, or 66.67 per cent. of the total mortality of males; 
the female decedents numbered 3,353, or 62.93 per cent. of the 
total mortality of females. 

Deaths : American-born Decedents ; Greatest and Least Num- 
bers by Wards. — The greatest number of deaths of natives of 
the United States in any ward was in Ward 20, 406, 194 males, 
212 females; this number included 118 males and 130 females 
who were natives of Boston; the males were 5.13 per cent. and 
the females 3.87 of the total mortality of American decedents, 
male and female respectively. The least number of decedents 
of American birth in any ward was in Ward 4, 149, 82 males and 
67 females; the males were 2.17 per cent. and the females prac- 
tically 2 per cent. of the total mortality of American birth, males 
and females respectively ; of these, 149, 66 males and 47 females, 
were natives of Boston.

Foreign-born Decedents. — The number of deaths of natives 
of other countries was 3,734, or 33.94 per cent. of the total 
mortality. There were 1,815 males and 1,919 females; the 
males were 32.02 per cent., and the females 36.01 per eent. of 
the total mortality of males and females respectively. 

The foreign nativity most largely represented in our popula- 
tion and mortality is Ireland. ‘The deaths of natives of Ireland 
were 1,912 in number, or 17.38 per cent. of the total mortality, 
and 51.2 per cent. of the total mortality of foreign-born dece- 
dents. 

The number of deaths of persons born in Ireland was 69 less 
than in 1901. There were 836 males and 1,076 females. 

The greatest number of deaths of natives of Ireland in any 
ward was 179 in Ward 13, this was 9.3 per cent. of the total 
mortality of natives of Ireland. 

-The least number of deaths of natives of Ireland in any ward 
was in Ward 10, 28 in number, or 1.4 per cent. of the total mor- 
tality of natives of Ireland. 

The natives of the British provinces of North America are the 
next in point of numbers among the decedents of foreign birth ; 
in 1902 there were 765 of these, or 1 more than in 1901, this was 
about 20.5 per cent. of the total mortality of the foreign-born ; 
the greatest number in any ward was 52, in Ward 1, or about 7 
per cent. of the total mortality of this class; the least mortality 
in any ward was 13 in Ward 5, or 1.7 per cent. of the total of 
this class. 
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Great Britain is represented by 338 decedents, or 9.05 per 
cent. of the total foreign mortality; the greatest number of these 
in any ward was 21 in Ward 20, or 6.2 per cent. of the total 
mortality of this nativity; the least number was 5 in Ward 4, or 
1.4 per cent. of the total mortality of this class. There were 30 
more decedents of this nativity than in 1901. 

There were 186 natives of Germany among the decedents of 
1902, 2 less than in 1901, this number was 4.9 per cent. of the 
total foreign mortality. The greatest number of these deaths in 
any ward was 30 in Ward 22, or 16 per cent. of the total number 
of German decedents. In Wards 5 and 25 there are no deaths 
of Germans recorded. : 

The deaths of natives of Italy were 181 in number, or 4.8 per 
cent. of the total mortality of foreign-born decedents, and 1.6 
per cent. of the total mortality of all nativities; the greatest num- 
ber in any ward was 113, in Ward 6, or 62.4 per cent. of the 
total mortality of Italians. 

There were 123 deaths of natives of Russia, Russian Poland, 
and Finland in 1902; this is 12 less than the number of deaths 
of the same class in 1901; this is 1.11 per cent. of the total 
mortality of the city, and 3.3 per cent. of the total mortality of 
the foreign born; the greatest number of these deaths in any 
ward was in Ward 6, 31, or 25.2 per cent. of this class. 

The decedents of no other nativity specified in the table 
amounted to 1 per cent. of the total mortality of the city.

These may be found by a reference to the report of the Health 
Department, showing the causes of death, classified according to 
the Bertillon system, and showing the nativity and parent nativity 
of the decedents. Some statistics regarding the decedents who 
were natives of Boston are herewith given, as they are not to be 
found elsewhere, and may be deemed of importance as relating 
to a class whose lives were more directly influenced by local 
atmospheric and sanitary conditions than all other classes of 
decedents.

There were 4,772 natives of Boston recorded among the deaths 
in this city in 1902, or 43.38 per cent. of the total mortality of 
the city; this was a decrease from the record of 1901 of 198; 
there were 2,543 males and 2,229 females; the males were 44.86 
per cent. and the females 41.82 per cent. of the total mortality 
of the males and females respectively ; 2,106 of these decedents 
were less than one year of age, or 44.13 per cent. of the 
decedents of native birth; there were 1,189 males and 967 
females; these numbers were 44.74 per cent. and 42.93 per cent. 
of the males and females, respectively, who were natives of 
Boston. 

Deaths from 1 to 5 Years of Age.—The whole number of 
deaths of natives of Boston, between the ages of 1 and 5 years 
was 939, or 8.53 per cent. of the total mortality of the city, and 
20.1 per cent. of the decedents who were natives of Boston; this 
was 105 less than the number of the same class in 1901; there 
were 476 males and 463 females, or 18.71 per cent., and 20.77 
per cent. of the male and female decedents who were natives of 
Boston respectively. 

Deaths between 5 and 20 Years of Age.— The anal number 
of deaths of natives of Boston, between 5 and 20 years of age, © 
was 378, or 76 less than in 1901, and 3.44 per cent. of the total 
mortality of the city, and 7.92 per cent. of the decedents who 
were natives of Boston; there were 205 males and 173 females, 
or 8.06 per cent., and 7.76 per cent. of the male and female 
decedents who were natives of Boston respectively. 

Deaths: All Ages Above 20 Years. —'The whole number of 
deaths of natives of Boston, above the age of 20 years, was 
1,349, or 12.26 per cent. of the total mortality, and 28.26 per 
cent. of the decedents who were natives of Boston. There were 
723 males and 626 females; the males were 28.43 per cent. and 
the females 28.08 per cent. of the total mortality of male and 
female residents of Boston respectively.

— The 
“Sy greatest number of deaths from any cause was 634, from pneu- 
hee monia, 9 less than in 1901; these 643 deaths was 13.47 per cent.

Infant Mortality. — The greatest number of deaths under 1 
year from any specified cause was 259, from pneumonia; this 
was an increase of 15 over the number for 1901; the percentage 
of deaths from this cause of the total mortality of children less 
than 1 year of age was 12.29 per cent.; this number was also 
20.49 per cent. of the total mortality from this cause of all ages. 

Marasmus is the cause of death recorded for the next highest 
number of decedents from any specified cause, the number being 
195, or 9.26 per cent. of the total mortality less than 1 year of 
age, and 73.3 per cent. of the total mortality from this cause of 
all ages. 

Cholera infantum is returned as the cause of death in 141 
cases, or 6.69 per cent. of the total mortality less than 1 year of 
age, and 79.66 per cent. of the total mortality from this cause. 

Bronchitis, with 100 deaths, is the cause of 4.74 per cent. of 
the infant mortality, and these deaths are 30.6 per cent. of the 
total mortality from this cause of all ages. . 

Of the deaths from the other causes specified, there were 17 
from phthisis, 35 of diseases of the heart, 103 of meningitis, 30 
of apoplexy, 2 of nephritis, 2 of typhoid fever, 25 of diphtheria, 
3 of scarlet fever, 22 of smallpox, 5 accidental, and 9 of unknown 
causes. 

Deaths from 1 to 5 Years, Natives of Boston.— Pneumonia is 
the cause of death of the greatest number from any specified 
cause; of children from 1 to 5 years of age, the number was 224, 
and the percentage of deaths from this cause, of the total mor- 
tality from all causes of decedents of these ages, was 23.85, and 
17.72 per cent. of the deaths from this cause of all ages. 
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The cause of deaths next highest among those specified in the 
table is diphtheria; from this cause there were 93 deaths, or 
about 10 per cent. of the total mortality of these ages, and 47.45 
per cent. of the total mortality from this cause of all ages. 

Meningitis is next in order with 131 deaths, or 18.84 per cent. 
of the total mortality of these ages, and 33.5 per cent. of the 
total mortality from this cause of all ages. 

Scarlet fever is given as the cause of 39 deaths in this class, 
or 4.26 per cent. of the total deaths between 1 and 5 years, and 
46.4 per cent. of the total number of deaths from this cause. 

Of the other specified causes of death, there were 35 from 
phthisis, 85 from bronchitis, 17 from diseases of the heart, 23 
from marasmus, 7 from nephritis, 25 from cholera infantum, 2 
from appendicitis, 27 from smallpox, 28 accidental deaths, and 
4 from unknown causes. 

Deaths from 5 to 20 Years, Natives of Boston.— There were 
67 deaths from phthisis, or 17.72 per cent. of the whole number 
of deaths from 5 to 20 years, and 5.46 per cent. of the total 
mortality from this cause. 

Diseases of the heart caused the next greatest number of deaths 
in this class of decedents; there were 38, or about 10 per cent. 
of the total from all causes, and 3.13 per cent. of the total mor- 
tality from this cause of all ages. 

There were 34 deaths from diphtheria, 35 from pneumonia, 14 
from scarlet fever, 8 from appendicitis, 7 from .nephritis, 5 from 
smallpox, 4 from bronchitis, 13 from typhoid fever, 2 from maras- 


‘mus, 35 from accidents, 1 suicide, and 2 from unknown causes. 


All Ages Above 20 Years, Natives of Boston. —'There were 
369 deaths from phthisis, which is the largest number from any 
specified cause in these ages; this number was 27.35 per cent. of 
the total mortality above the age of 20 years, and 3.02 per cent. 
of the total mortality from this cause of all ages. 

Deaths due to diseases of the heart numbered 202, or 14.23 
per cent. of the total of deaths above 20 years of age, and 16.63 
per cent. of the total mortality from this cause of all ages. 

Pneumonia is given as the cause in 104 cases, or 7.48 per 
cent. of the total mortality above 20 years of age, and 8.22 per 
cent. of the whole number of deaths from this cause of all ages. 
The deaths from bronchitis were 22, meningitis 13, apoplexy 69, 
marasmus 2, nephritis 59, Bright’s disease 19, cancer 56, typhoid 
fever 16, diphtheria 4, scarlet fever 1, appendicitis 14, small- 
pox 14, accident 41, suicide 11, homicide 1, and from unknown 
causes 8.

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MARRIAGES IN BOSTON IN 1902. 


There were 6,172 marriages recorded as having taken place in 
Boston in 1902. This number is 1838 less than the record for 
1901. 

In 5,977 cases both contracting parties were white; in 166 
cases both parties were colored; in 25 cases the groom was 
colored and the bride white, and in 4 cases the groom was white 
and the bride colored. 

Seasons. — June was the month in which the greatest number 
of marriages took place, 802 being the record for the month; 
the least number was in March, 277. The greatest number of 
marriages for any quarter-year period was 1,764, in the second 
quarter of the year; the least number was 1,257, in the first 
quarter. 

Marriages by Religious and Civil Officials. —'There were 
5,155 marriages performed by clergymen of the various religious 
denominations and rabbis, and 1,017 by justices of the peace. 


Residents and Non-Residents. 


The number of persons who were recorded as having married 
in Boston in 1902 was 12,344; of these, 10,452 were residents 
of Boston, or 1 in every 56.32 of the population. The marriage 
rate was 17.7 per 1,000 of population. 

The non-residents married in Boston were 1,892 in number. 

In 4,772 marriages both parties were residents of Boston. 

In 474 marriages both parties were residents elsewhere in the 
United States. 

In 286 marriages the grooms were residents of Boston and the 
brides residents elsewhere in the United States. 

In 658 marriages the grooms were residents elsewhere in the 
United States and the brides were residents of Boston. 

There were 2 marriages between grooms who were Boston 
residents and brides residing in foreign countries. 

In 12 marriages the grooms were foreign residents and the 
brides were residents of Boston. 

In 12 cases the grooms were residents of the United States 
elsewhere than in Boston and the brides were residents of foreign 
countries. 

In 4 cases the grooms were residents of foreign countries and 
the brides residents of the United States elsewhere than in Boston. 

In 2 cases the groom and bride were residents of a foreign 
country. 
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Marriages of Colored Men and White Women. 


There were 25 cases of marriage between colored men and 
white women, and 4 marriages of white men to colored women. 
Clergymen ofliciated in 12 cases of these mixed marriages, the 
balance being performed by justices of the peace. 


Marriages: AGEs oF Grooms AND Brives. (TaBLe XVI). 


In 2,768 marriages, or 44.84 per cent. of the whole number, 
the groom and bride were in the same division of age. 

The number of grooms of 25 years of age and less was 1,743, 
or 28.24 per cent.; the number of grooms between 25 and 35 
years was 3,247, or 52.60 per cent.; so that about 81 per cent. 
of all the grooms were married before reaching the age of 35 
years. The number of grooms who were minors was 63, or 1.02 
per cent. of the whole number of grooms. 

The number of brides who had not reached the age ot 25 years 
was 3,182, or 51.55 per cent. of the whole number of brides; the 
number of brides who had reached ages between 25 and 35 years 
was 2,361, or 38.25 per cent.; so that 89.81 per cent. of all the 
brides were married before reaching the age of 35 years. 

The number of brides who were less than 18 years of age was 
120.

There were 1,125 grooms who were born in Boston, or 18.22 
per cent. of the whole number of grooms; there were 44 less 
Boston-born grooms than in 1901; 604 married brides who were 
born in Boston, 257 of the brides were born in the United States 
outside of Boston, 85 were born in Ireland, 114 in the British- 
American provinces, 80 in Great Britain, 11 in Germany, 7 
Italy, 1 in Russia, 4 in Sweden and Norway, 2 in Austria, 1 
in Portugal, 1 in Holland, 1 in Belgium, 2 in Denmark, and 5 
in other countries not specified in the table. 

The grooms born in the United States (exclusive of those born 


in Boston) were 1,948, or 31.56 percent. of the whole number of | 


grooms; there were 90 less grooms of this nativity than in 1901; 
of their brides, 505 were born in Boston, 944 were born in the 
United States outside of Boston, 117 were born in Ireland, 296 
in the British-American provinces, 53 in Great Britain, 8 in Ger- 
many, 6 in Russia, 10 in Norway and Sweden, 1 in China, of 
white parents, 1 in France, ] in Switzerland, 2 in Denmark, 1 in 
the West Indies, and 8 in other countries not specified in the 
table. 
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American Brides and Foreign Grooms. 


There were 682 American-born brides (including Boston) who 
married men of foreign birth. Of these grooms 80 were born in 
Ireland, 284 in the British-American provinces, 125 in Great 
Britain, 88 in Germany, 5d in Italy, 31 in Russia, 24 in Norway 
and Sweden, 6 in France, 1 in Turkey, 5 in Austria, 6 in Portu- 
gal, 2 in Holland, 1 in Switzerland, 4 in Denmark, 6 in Cuba 
and the West Indies, and 14 in other countries: not specified in 
the table. 

There were in all, 8,073 grooms of American birth, or 49.77 
per cent.; this was 134 less than in 1901. There were 2,992 
brides of American birth, or 48.46 per cent.; this was 14 less 
than in 1901. 

The number of marriages in which both parties were American 
born was 2,310, or 87.41 per cent. ; the number was 57 less than 
in 1901. 


Marriages Between Natives of the Same (Foreign) Country. 


The figures in large type diagonally arranged across the table 
represent the number of marriages in which both parties were of 
the same nativity. 

Six hundred and twenty-one gooms were born in Ireland, 
and 497 married brides born in Ireland, or 80.03 per cent. 

Seven hundred and seventy-four grooms were born in the 
British-American provinces, and 896 married brides of the same 
nativity, or 51.42 per cent. 

Two hundred and forty-five grooms were born in Great Britain, 
and 48 married brides of the same nativity, or 19.59 per cent. 

One hundred and seventeen grooms were born in Germany, 
and 55 married brides of the same nativity, or 47 per cent. 

Four hundred and ninety-three grooms were born in Italy, and 
419 married brides of the same nativity, or 85 per cent. 

Four hundred and forty-two grooms were born in Russia, and 
376 married natives of the same country, or 85.06 per cent. 

Two hundred and four grooms were born in Norway or Sweden, 
and 155 married natives of the same countries, or 75.98 per cent. 

Fourteen grooms were born in France, and but 1 married a 
native of the same country, or 7 per cent. 

Sixteen grooms were born in Turkey, and 14 married natives 
of the same country, or 87.6 per cent. 

Forty-five grooms were born in Austria, and 26 married natives 
of the same country, or 57.7 per cent. 

Kighteen grooms were born in Portugal, and 8 married natives 
of the same country, or 44.44 per cent. 

Five grooms were born in Holland, and 2 married natives of 
the same country, or 40 per cent. 

Nine grooms were born in Belgium, and 5 married natives of 
the same country, or 55.55 per cent. 
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Kight grooms were born in Switzerland, and 4 married natives 
of the same country, or 50 per cent. 

Two grooms were born in Greece, and 1 married a native of 
that country, or 50 per cent. 

Twenty-one grooms were born in Denmark, and 10 married 
natives of that country, or 47.6 per cent. 

Ten grooms were born in Cuba and the West Indies, and 1 
married a native of the West India Islands, or 10 per cent. 

Fifty-five grooms were born in countries not specified in the 
table, and 22 married natives of countries not specified in the 
table, or 40 per cent.

NumBer oF Marriace. (Taste XVIII.) 


There were 5,408 grooms and 5,451 brides who married for the 
first time; it was the second marriage of 570 grooms and 502 
brides, the brides and all the grooms but 4 being widowed, and of 
those 4 no statement was made as to whether they were married or 
divorced. Jt was the second marriage of 144 divorced grooms 
and 191 divorced brides, and the third marriage of 50 grooms 
and 23 brides, 36 of the grooms being widowers and 14 divorced, 
and of the brides 17 were widows and 6 were divorced. 

There were 2 widows married for the fourth time. 

Of the 5,408 grooms married for the first time, the brides of 
4,996 were also married for the first time, the brides of 287 were 
widows marrying the second time, 4 were widows whose third 
marriage it was, 116 brides were divorced and marrying the 
second time, and 4 were divorced and marrying the third time. 

Of the 570 widowed grooms (including the 4*)-marrying the 
second time, 360 married brides whose first marriage it was, 166 
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married widows whose second marriage it was, 8 married widows 
who were marrying for the third time, 1 married a widow whose 
fourth marriage it was, 32 married divorced brides whose second 
marriage it was, and 1 married a divorced bride whose third 
marriage it was. 

Of the 386 widowers marrying the third time, 12 had brides 
whose first marriage it was, the brides of 19 were widows whose 
second marriage it was, 2 married widows whose third marriage 
it was, 2 married divorced brides whose second marriage it was, 
and 1 married a divorced bride whose third marriage it was. 

Of the 144 divorced grooms marrying the second time, 76 mar- 
ried women who had not previously been married, 26 married 
widows whose second marriage it was, 3 married widows whose 
third marriage it was, and 39 married divorced brides whose 
second marriage it was. 

Of the 14 divorced grooms who were married the third time, 
the brides of 7 had not previously been married, of 4 the brides 
were widows whose second marriage it was, 1 married a widow 
whose fourth marriage it was, and 2 married divorced brides 
whose second marriage it was. 


Marriages of Divorced Persons. 


There were 144 divorced grooms and 191 divorced brides mar- 
ried for the second time, and 14 divorced grooms and 6 divorced 
brides married for the third time; or 3855 divorced persons were 
married in Boston in 1902. 


Marriage of Divorced Persons — Percentage. 


The divorced persons of both sexes married in 1902 were 355, 
or 3.07 per cent. of all. There were 41 cases of marriage where 
both parties had been divorced, 158 cases where the grooms had 
been divorced, and 197 cases where the brides had been divorced, 
including the 41 cases previously quoted.

‘This num- 
ber was 381 less than the record for 1901. 

These may be classified generally, as regards the residence of 
the parents, as follows: Parents residing in Boston, ward 
known, 14,821; males, 7,566, females, 7,255; ward unknown, 
237; males, 124, females, 113; born in Boston of non-resident 
parents, 454; males, 227, females, 227. 

Total number of children born in Boston, and recorded in the 
year 1902, 15,512; males, 7,917, females, 7,595; parents resid- 
ing in Boston and children born elsewhere, 37; males, 19, 
females, 18, 

There were 675 still-biiths which are not included in the above 
total. 

The birth-rate for 1902 was 26.384 per thousand of population, 
or one in every’ 37.95. 

The ward in which occurred the greatest number of births was 
Ward 6, 1,507; this was an increase of 71 over the number of 
births in this ward in 1901; the number of births in this ward 
was 9.7 per cent. of the total number for the city. The ward in 
which occurred the least number of births was Ward 10, 263; 
this number was 10 more than the least number of births in any 
ward in 1901, which was 253 in Ward 11. 

The male births were in excess in all wards except 4, 6, 13, 14 
and 17. 

The greatest number of births for any month, parents residing 
in Boston, was 1,328, in January; the least number was 1,091, 
in April. 

The greatest number of male births for any month was 681, 
in January; the least number was 559, in April. 

The greatest number of female births in any month was 660, 
in August; the least number was 532, in April. 

The greatest number of births for any season, or quarter-year 
period was 8,860 in the third quarter of the year, July, August 
and September; the least number for any quarter-year period — 
was 3,375 in April, May and June. 

The quarter-year in which the greatest number of male births 
occurred was the third, July, August and September, the number 
being 1,958; the greatest number of female births for any 
quarter-year period was 1,902, in the third quarter of the year. 

The ward having the greatest number of births was Ward 6, 
1,507, or 10.1 per cent. of the total number of births, and 4.6 
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per cent. of the population of the ward, or one birth to every 21 
of the population. This ratio is the same as in 1901, and the 
increase in the number of births in the ward is 71; the ward hay- 
ing the least number of births is Ward 10, 263, or 1.7 per cent. 
of the total number of births, and one in every 88 of the 
population.

There were 318 births of colored children recorded in Boston 
in 1902, or 29 more than in 1901: Of these 309 were of residents 
of Boston, of 6 the parents were non-resident, and of three the 
parents’ residence was unknown. 

The births of colored children were practically 2.0 per cent. of 
the whole number of births in the city. 

Of these births, 177 were males and 141 females. 

Five were recorded as yellow, or Chinese, and of these, 5 were 
male, and 2 females. 

The greatest number of these births in any month was 36, in 
August; the least number, 20, in February. 

Ward 18 is credited with the greatest number of colored births 
in any ward, 73, or 1 more than in 1901. The males were 36, 
the females 87. In Wards 1, 5, 14, 16 and 23 there were no 
colored births. 

The yellow or Chinese births were all in Ward 7.

In 12 cases of twins both parents were born in Boston; in 13 
cases both parents were born in the United States, exclusive of 
those born in Boston; in 80 cases both parents were born in 
Ireland; in 11 cases both parents were born in Italy; in 5 cases 
both parents were born in the British-American Provinces; in 13 
cases both parents were born in Russia; in 4 cases both parents 
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were born in Sweden and Norway; in one case each, both parents 
were born in Great Britain, Germany, Austria, West Indies and 
Denmark. 

In 21 cases the father was a native of Boston, and in 31 cases 
the mother was a native of Boston. In 3 cases the father was 
born in Boston and the mother in the United States outside of 
Boston, and in 10 cases the mother was born in Boston and the 
father elsewhere in the United States. 

There were 86 fathers and 48 mothers born in Ireland; 12 
fathers and 11 mothers born in thé British-American Provinces ; 
12 fathers and 12 mothers born in Italy; 14 father and 13 
mothers born in Russia; 4 fathers and 5 mothers born in Nor- 
way and Sweden; and 4 fathers and 3 mothers born in Great 
Britain. 

The American-born fathers of twins are 32.7 per cent. of the 
whole number of fathers of twins; the Irish-born fathers of 
twins are 22.2 per cent. of the whole number of fathers of twins;

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WARD STATISTICS, 1902. 


The following pages give the more important vital statistics and 
population, also a comparative analysis for the years 1900-1901, 
1902, together with the area, number of dwellings to the acre, 
number of persons to a dwelling (the facts as to families and 
persons to a family and to a dwelling being the same as in the 
report for 1901, no figures being available for this year), and 
number of persons to the acre, or density of population, for each 
of the wards in the city; also the principal causes of deathin each. 

It must be borne in mind that the population is estimated, and 
that the figures based upon the statement of population are not 
absolute or accurate, but it is believed that they may be relied 
upon for general purposes as giving a reasonable statement of 
the conditions. The areas are from the report of the City Engineer 
for 1896, or directly following the establishment of the present 
ward lines, and the figures regarding the dwelling-houses are taken 
from the report of the Assessing Department for the year 1902, 
and is a statement of the number of dwellings in existence on 
May 1 of that year. 

The series of maps published with this report will give the 
highest and lowest grades in each ward, and some of the interme- 
diate grades, notably on the main thoroughfares, and of any con- 
siderable elevation above the average grade. The grade numbers 
on the maps, and the brief topographical descriptions of each 
ward, have been supplied by the City Engineer’s Department. 

The maps will also show the original areas and bounds of the 
different cities and towns that are now parts of the city, as also 
the original area and bounds of the old town. 

The ward areas in the statistics are land areas only, flats and 
water not included ; neither are parks or cemeteries or other large 
tracts not devoted to residential purposes excluded ; the density 
is reckoned on the total land area. 


The statistics regarding families and dwellings are from the 


United States Census reports for 1900, but the ratios will probably 
hold good for 1902 for all general purposes. In some cases the 
census reports have differed materially with the report of the 
Assessing Department regarding the number of dwellings in the 
ward, as the definition of the word ‘‘ dwelling’’ has evidently a 
different sense as used by the census authorities from that used 
by the assessors; consequently, where the census figures for 1900 
regarding the number of dwellings in a ward have been greatly in 
excess of the figures of the Assessing Department for 1901, a 
discrepancy which would lead to erroneous conclusions regarding 
the number of single houses in a ward, this discrepancy has been 
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adjusted in several cases by subtracting the excess of dwellings 
according to the census report from the number of ‘‘ one ”’ family 
buildings in the same report, as the census authorities designate 
any place of habitation, even if it be but one room, a dwelling; 
and that method of presentation would show a far greater number 
of single dwellings, as the term is generally understood, than is 
actually the case. The result of this adjustment may not be 
accurate, but it is more nearly so than the census report would 
indicate, particularly relating to single dwellings.

Topography. — The East Boston portion of the ward is gen- 
erally of good elevation, consisting of two hills, one rising to 85 
feet, on which is located the Reservoir; another at the south- 
eastern extremity, rising to about 50 feet. A depression almost 
to tidewater exists southeast of the tracks of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad. 
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The section known as Breed’s Island consists of practically 
one large hill, whose maximum height is above 160 feet, sloping 
abruptly westwardly, and gradually eastwardly to the water. 

Almost one-half of this section of the ward is low, being little 
above marsh level. 

This is very largely a residential section, with the exception of 
the shore front, and contains 86 acres of park land and 10 acres 
of cemetery area.

Boston Proper (Old Boston). 


The area of the original Boston at the time of settlement in 
1630 was less than 1,000 acres;* the greatest length of the 
peninsula being from Roxbury line north-northeast to the old 
fortification on the Neck, one mile and thirty-nine yards, and 
from thence to the Winnisimet ferry, one mile and three quarters 
—in all, about two miles three quarters and two hundred and 
thirty-eight yards. 

The greatest breadth of the old town at the same time was 
from a point about the present location of Foster’s wharf (on 
Atlantic avenue) to the northwesterly end of Leverett street, or 
about one mile one hundred and thirty-nine yards. 

There was no important addition to the inhabitable area of the 
town until the filling of the Mill pond, about 1807, which occu- 
pied the space at present bounded in part by Prince, Endicott, 
Leverett and Causeway streets, gave an additional fifty acres or 
thereabouts to the land area of the original town. ‘There have 
been other additions made from time to time, notably on the 
water front, that is, the harbor side, but none so extensive as the 
one just mentioned, and they have mostly been utilized for busi- 
ness purposes, while a large portion of the ‘* Mill pond” land 
was occupied by residences for many years, and a portion of it is 
now so occupied. 

There is no precise account of the population of Boston for 
nearly a century after its settlement. In 1638 it is spoken of as 
being ‘‘ rather a village than a town, consisting of no more than 
20 or 30 houses.” In 1675 the inhabitants were estimated at 
4,000; in 1686 the taxable polls (16 years and upwards) were 
1,447; in 1698 the inhabitants were estimated at 7,000; both 
estimates probably being too great; the estimate of 1698 is prob- 
ably that of Cotton Mather in his ‘‘ Magnalia” 1.31 ‘* seven 
thousand souls of us, at this hour living on the spot.” 

Kstimates of the population in 1704 at 6,750, and in 1720 at 
11,000, are given for what they are worth. 

The early immigration practically ceased in 1640, and during 
the ten years since the settlement of the town 21,200 passengers 
had landed here, and about 4,000 families. 

The first enumeration now known was made in 1722, by Eneas 
Salter, by authority and direction of the selectmen. He reported 
10,567 ‘* beside those who had died or removed out of the 
town.’’ 

On Bonner’s map of Boston, dated 1722, it is stated that there 
were in the town at that time ‘‘ near 12,000 people.’’ In 1735 
the population was estimated at 16,000.

On account of the smallpox another census was taken in 1752, 
which gave 14,190 whites, 1,541 colored —total, 15,731. In 
1754 a colonial census of negroes was taken, which shows the 
number of slaves in Boston at that time to have been 989. 

The first efforts to take a general census in Massachusetts, so_ 
far as legislative records show, were made in 17638, and the 
result is shown in the colonial census of July, 1765, as follows:

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In July, 1775, the population of Boston, as shown by a census 
taken by order of General Gage, was 6,573; and in 1776, at the 
close of the siege of Boston, a census ordered by the General 
Court gave the population of the town as 2,719 (Shattuck says 
these were whites only). 

In 1777 the whole number of males sixteen years of age and 
over was 2,863, but deducting the colored, those at sea and in 
the army, there were but 1,878, and many of these were ** old, 
infirm, and decrepit.” 


In 1781 the number of polls was 2,260, representing a popu- 


lation, estimated on that number, of about 10,000. 

In July, 1784, the General Court ordered a census of the 
ratable polls in Massachusetts, and the population of Boston, 
estimated on this census, was 15,780, the number of polls being 
3,174. 

The following table gives the number of polls at different 
periods, and estimates of the population at about the same time :

Thus it will be seen by the above table and the preceding ~ 


statements regarding the population that between the settle- 
ment of the town and the peace of 1788, about one hundred and 
fifty years, the increase of the population was not marked, the 
estimate for 1780 being not more than two and a quarter times 
that of 1680, when the town, although fifty years old, may still 
be said to be in its infancy, and for forty years, from 1730 to 
1770, the population might almost be called stationary. 

The number of houses in Boston in 1719, according to Daniel 
Neal, who wrote a description of the town in that year, was about 
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3,000; this statement is consistent with that of Bonner’s map, 
before alluded to, which says near 3,000 in 1722; but there is a 
wide difference in the computation of the inhabitants, Neal making 
it about 20,000 and Bonner 12,000. The census of 1742 gives 
the number of houses as 1,719, and the number of warehouses as 
166; so that, if the census of 1742 is in any degree accurate, 
there must have been a very much greater’ average of persons to 
a dwelling in that year than in 1722, as the population is given 
as 4,000 greater. 

The number of dwelling houses in 1784, by actual enumeration, 
was 2,178. A writerin the ‘‘ Columbian Magazine,”’ of Philadel- 
phia, describing the Boston of 1787, states that it is ‘* supposed 
to contain 3,000 houses and 18 or 20,000 inhabitants,’’ but the 
statement is made elsewhere that in 1789 the number of dwellings 
was 2,235, and the population, on the basis of 1790, was 17,880. 

From the various statements given it may be determined that 
the average population of Boston for the first ninety years of the 
18th century was probably not more than double the figure at the 
close of the 17th century, or 13,500 for the former and 6,700 
for the latter date. The maximum number of dwellings during 
the whole period from the settlement of the town until 1790 was 
probably no greater than the number given in 1789, or 2,235. 

A table showing the number of houses and stores in given 
districts, together with the estimated population of these districts, 
is herewith appended.

Thus the population had increased from 1722, the year of the 
first regular census by town authority, to considerably more than 
twice the number, according to the U. S. census of 1800, the 
town meanwhile retaining practically the same habitable area as 
at the time of settlement. 

Soon after 1800 commenced the additions to the town area by 
filling various water areas and the reclamation of marshes, etc., 
and annexations of territory, which will be referred to under 
their respective heads. - 

The population of Boston Proper, or the old town site, for the 
census years from 1800 to 1900, inclusively, is given in the 
following table :

Charlestown. 


One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
settled in 1629. It was not until about 1842 that the bounds of 
that district, which was annexed to Boston as the City of Charles- 
town in 1874, were finally settled. The area of the old town was 
subject to many changes during the period between its settlement 
and annexation, but after its incorporation as a city in 1847 the 
area remained intact, and the act of annexation added 586 acres 
to the habitable area of the City of Boston. There is no record 
of the population in the earlier years of its history; in 1636 
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there were 72 who had wives and children, and up to 1640 
there were admitted into the town one hundred and twenty-seven 
persons. Frothingham says that in 1640 the population was 
not far from 1,000. In 1658 a list of shares in the wood and 
common lands on Mystic river side shows that upwards of 200 
families resided in the town at that time. ‘There seems to be no 
authentic statement of the population until 1789; in 1727 there 
were 412 ratable polls, which would seem to indicate a population 
of about 2,000, and just previous to the conflagration of June 17, 
1775, various authorities place the number of houses at from 
three to five hundred, and the population at from two to three 
thousand. It is from 1777 that the growth of the town must be 
reckoned, as it was almost totally destroyed in the conflagration, 
and the rebuilding had barely commenced in this year, nor did it 
become general until after the peace in 1785; at the close of 
this year there were 999 inhabitants, 978 whites and 21 colored, 
and 160 dwellings. A census of the town was taken in 1789, 
the result showing a population of 1,579, of which 867 were males 
and 812 females. 

By the U. S. Census of 1790 the population of Charlestown 
was 1,583; there were 749 white males, 809 white females, and 
288 families. 

The population of Charlestown for the U. S. Census years 
from 1800 to 1900 inclusive, is given in the following table:

South Boston. 


This district, originally a part of Dorchester, was early known 
by its Indian name of Mattapannock, and within a few years 
after the settlement of Dorchester, as Dorchester Neck and Dor- 
chester Point; it became part of Boston in 1804, and at that 
time contained about 560 acres. In 1637 the ‘* Neck,’’ as it was 
generally called, was set apart as pasture land for the cattle of 
the Dorchester towns-people, by vote of the town, and although 
there is no existing record of the first dwelling house built on the 
peninsula, itis probable that there was none until 1660. The 
district retained its distinctive character as a farming and 
orazing section for about 150 years after this date, and at the 
time of annexation was inhabited by only 10 families, about 60 
persons, and there were but 19 persons who paid a poll tax as 
residents of the place. In 1810 the number was 354, and in 
1825 it had increased to 1,986. In 1835 the population was 
5,595. 

The population of the South Boston district for the U. S. Cen- 
sus years from 1840 to 1900, inclusive, is given in the following 
table :

East Boston. 


The largest island of those which go to make up the present 
district of East Boston, Noddle’s Island, was placed umder the 
jurisdiction of Boston on the 7th of December, 1636. The area 
of the island at this time was estimated at 1,000 acres, and the 
flats about it at 1,200 acres or more; but by a survey made by 
William Taylor in 1801 it was found to contain but 666 acres of 
upland and marsh, and the flats surrounding it amounted to 
nearly 1,500 acres. 

The entire district now known as East Boston, embracing 
Noddle’s, Breed’s and Wood Islands, reclaimed marsh land, and 
flats, contains about 1,685 acres. 

In 18338, the year of the incorporation of the East Boston 
Company, which was formed for the development of Noddle’s 
Island into a residential and business section, there was but one 
dwelling-house upon the island, and at no time previous to that 
date was the island used for any purposes but farming and 
grazing, and the only inhabitants were the owners of the farms, 
or their tenants, never more than a few individuals, and requiring 
at the most not more than half a dozen dwellings. On June 10, 
1775, the Provincial troops destroyed all the buildings on the 


island; and the statement was made by Thomas Greenough, the ~ 


husband of one of the heirs of a former proprietor, that the loss 
consisted of 3 houses, 1 mansion house, 6 barns, 1 stable, and 
1 store (probably storehouse), all valued at £2,060. 

The census of the island for 1833 was 3 males, 5 females. 

In 18384, 16 single dwelling-houses and a brick block were 
built, beside buildings for various business purposes. 

In 1835, 21 dwellings were erected; there were 6 births, 4 
marriages, and 8 deaths. 

In 1836, there were 8 births, 1 marriage, 10 deaths. 

The following statistics, while not official, and perhaps not 
complete, are no doubt nearly so, and are interesting as the 
only record known of the vital statistics of East Boston in the 
earlier years of its development as a residential section :

Dorchester. 


One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
the land where the earliest settlements were made, was known by 
the Indian name of Mattapan. ‘The boundaries and area of Dor- 
chester were changed so frequently, and as only that part of the 
old township which was annexed to Boston is generally known 
by that name, it will be sufficient to state its area at the time of 
annexation, which was 5,614 acres. 

Of the population of Dorchester in the earlier years of its 
existence but little is known. ‘There were 140 persons in the first 
company that made settlement in Dorchester, and the greater 
part of these it is evident took up land and built habitations 
within the limits of that part of Dorchester which is now a part 
of Boston. The same is true probably of most of the arrivals 
for the years immediately succeeding the first settlement of 
the town. In 16386 nearly half of the inhabitants removed to 
Connecticut, and their places were filled by fresh arrivals from 
England, but from almost constant departures for other towns 
and settlements, and new additions from the home country and 
other parts of the colony, the population did not vary in size 
very much for a hundred years or more. 

The births in the town from 1657 to 1734, a period of seventy- 
eight years, were 2,416, while the deaths in the same period 
were only 921, which shows that many who were born in Dor- 
chester must have died elsewhere. The ratable polls in the town 
in 1641 were ‘‘ not less than six score or thereabouts,’’? which 
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multiplied by five, would give 600 inhabitants. In 1692 there 
were seats provided in the church for 171 men and 180 women, 
and as every one was expected to attend church there were evi- 
dently 351 persons of adult age, or nearly so, and it is fair to 
presume that there were as many at least younger children, so 
that the population would not be far from the figure quoted for 
1641, or fifty years earlier. In 1727 there were 252 ratable 
polls. This would give on the same computation as above made, ~ 
including 17 slaves, 1,277. There were 117 houses at that time. 
By the census of 1765 Dorchester is shown to have 1,323 whites, 
and 37 colored persons; of the former 6385 were males and 688 
females. There were 204 houses in the town, and 245 families. 
In 1776 there were 1,550 inhabitants in the town, including 35 
negroes and mulattoes. The population of Dorchester for the 
U. S. Census years from 1800 to 1900, inclusive, is shown in 
the following table:

Roxbury. 


One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
and the sixth town incorporated in Massachusetts. Official date 
of settlement, September 28, 1630. Like most of the early town- 
ships its boundaries and area were subject to numerous changes, 
and when annexed to Boston it contained about 2,700 acres, 
which was about one-third of the area of the town at the close of 
the Revolutionary War. 
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The first estimate of the population of Roxbury is made from 
Edward Johnson’s statement, that in 1652 there were near upon 
120 dwellings in the town. These would ordinarily accommodate 
about 700 persons, and that is believed to be a fair estimate of 
the population at that time. The number of inhabitants increased 
very slowly for the next hundred years, and in fact must have 
been stationary for the greater part of that time, as the colonial 
census of 1765 gives the population as 1,487, or about double 
the number in 1652; this includes 80 colored persons. Of the 
1,407 whites, there were 662 males and 745 females. There 
were at the same time 212 families and 212 houses according to 
this census. No data is found to definitely fix the population at 
any period between the dates given. : 

The white population of Roxbury in 1776 is stated as 1,433. 
In 1778 the polls were 372, which would indicate a population of 
1,860. In 1781 there were 330 polls, which would give an esti- 
mated population of 1,650; and in 1784, the number of polls 
being 430, the population may be reasonably settled as being 
about 2,150. ; 

The U. S. Census of 1790 gives the population as 2,226. Of 
these 1,076 were white males and 1,110 white females; there 
were 287 houses and 351 families. The population of the Rox- 
bury district in the U. S. Census years is given in the following 
table, from 1800 to 1900, inclusive. Previous to the annexation 
of Roxbury to Boston in 1868 the figures are absolute, as given 
by census returns, but subsequently the population is estimated, 
as heretofore explained.

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West Roxbury. 


Originally part of Roxbury, from which it was set apart and 
established as a separate town in 1851. A part of Dedham was 
annexed in 1853, and in 1874 the town was annexed to Boston, 
its area at that time being 8,078 acres. ‘There are no figures 
available as to the population of West Roxbury before 1855. At 
that time it was 4,812, in 1860 it was 6,310, in 1870, 8,686. 
The population for the succeeding census years is given in the 
table of ‘* Population of Boston Proper and Annexations.”’ 


Brighton. 


This section was a part of Cambridge, known formerly as ** Lit- 
tle Cambridge”’ until February 24, 1807, when it was set apart and 
incorporated as the town of Brighton. Very little information is 
available as to its population in early times. In the ‘‘ Cambridge 
List of persones and estates taken in the Month of August, 
1688,” the population of this part of Cambridge is given as 35. 
In 1777 the number of persons is given as 309 whites, 12 blacks ; 
ratable polls, 66 whites, 4 blacks. The area of Brighton at the 


time of its incorporation was 2,660 acres, 81 rods. On January 


27, 1816, a small portion of Cambridge was annexed, and when 
the town was annexed to Boston in January, 1874, the area was 
2,277 acres. The population of Brighton at the date of the an- 
nexation was 4,967. The population of the Brighton district 
from 1810 to 1900, in the U. S. census years, is given in the fol- 
lowing table :

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS. 


Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


DEAR SiR, — In accordance with the provisions of chap- 
ter 473 of the Acts of 1901, the Board of Schoolhouse Com- 
missioners submit herewith their first annual report. No 
report was made for the half year from July 1, 1901, to 
January 31, 1902, and this report covers the whole period 
during which the Board has been in existence.

POWERS OF THE BOARD. 


According to the Act creating this department (chapter 
473 of the Acts of 1901) the Board exercises, subject to cer- 
tain restrictions, all powers and authority with regard to taking 
of land, construction and furnishing of new school buildings, 
and the repairs and alterations of old school buildings. 

In matters of planning and construction the Board act with 
the advice of the School Committee and the Superintendent 
of Schools, but do not require their approval. 
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In the selection of land for school purposes the Commis- 
sioners have sole authority, but the purchase of land is in the 
hands of the Street Commissioners. In taking land the 
Street Commissioners are not allowed to purchase at a price 
more than 25 per cent. above the average of the assessed 
valuation for three years. This Board can request the Street 
Commissioners to acquire the property, either by purchase or 
by a taking, and the Street Commissioners are obliged to act 
accordingly. For land other than the increase of a lot they 
must advertise, but are not bound to the parcels offered. 

It lies wholly with this Board, then, subject to the approval 
of the Mayor, to take final action as to the selection of land, 
the selection of architects, the character, accommodation, 
construction, finish, and equipment of new buildings, the 
laying out of grounds, the repairs and renewals of old build- 
ings and the making of all contracts for this work. 

At the time of the passage of this Act there was a great 
lack of school accommodation, owing to the fact that new 
buildings had not been erected, sufficient to meet the annual 
increase. All over the city children were in unsuitable 
rented quarters. The Board was obliged under the Act to 
determine before January, 1902, what new buildings were 
required, and what additions in old buildings or grounds were 
needed to accommodate the overflow existing at that time. 
This list was submitted to the School Committee December 
18, 1901, and is as follows:

The following paragraph was annexed to the report: 


‘¢'The Commissioners in submitting the foregoing having merely 
suggested in a general way the locations which seem desirable, 
but without attempting absolutely to fix them. As a particular 
instance of this we refer to the Normal and Girls’ Latin Schools. 
While the Commissioners believe them to be necessary, they have 
as yet to determine definitely where they shall be located. We 
have not made any absolute decision in the matter, and the fore- — 
going is subject to such revisions as may hereafter seem 
necessary.’ 


Furthermore, a report of the Board of Health, made to the 
School Committee in 1900 (Document No. 6), showed that 
many buildings were in an unsanitary condition, and a report 
from the Fire Commissioner made in 1900 (Document No. 16), 
showed that many were ill equipped with facilities for egress 
in case of fire.

THE RESOURCES OF THE BOARD. 


Under the provisions of chapter 400, Acts of 1898, as 
amended by chapter 448, Acts of 1901, the ordinary 
resources for school purposes are now $38.40 on each one 
thousand dollars of the valuation on which the appropriations 
of the City Council are based. Of this, forty cents is for 
new buildings and twenty-five cents for repairs. The former 
amount, forty cents, would have been wholly inadequate to 
_ meet the emergency. 

The Act establishing this department therefore provides 
for the issue of bonds during the year 1901 and the succeed- 
ing three years, to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000 in 
each year. This was subsequently (chapter 386, Acts of 
1902) increased to $1,500,000 for 1902 and the two succeed- 
ing years. ‘This amount is therefore solely for the purpose 
of making the buildings and the accommodation what they 
should have been on January 1, 1902, and does not purport 
to provide for the annual increase during the four years 
covered by the appropriation under the Act, which would 
normally be met by the forty cents on the tax rate. 

Under this Act $1,000,000 was appropriated in 1901, and 
$1,000,000 in 1902, and later in the same year the additional 
$500,000 permissible under the Act was appropriated.

THE ORGANIZATION: OF THE BOARD. 


In accordance with the Act Mayor Hart appointed as 
Commissioners Frederic O. North for three years, John H. 
Colby for two years, and J. Payson Bradley for one year, 
from June 1, 1901. The Board organized June 24, with 
the election of J. Payson Bradley as Chairman and Horace 
B. Fisher as Secretary. 

At the time of the passage of this Act the repairs and 
maintenance of schoolhouse property was in charge of a 
Schoolhouse Agent, under the direstion of the School Com- 
mittee. Almost the first act of the Board was to take on the 
office and working force of the Schoolhouse Agent. The 
Commissioners secured rooms in the building No. 276 Tre- 
mont street, previously occupied in part by the Schoolhouse 
Agent and his assistants, but the increase in work compelled 
them to seek larger quarters, and on May 1, 1902, they 
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moved to the Walker Building, 120 Boylston street. It is 
believed that they have now sufficient room to do properly 
the work of the department. 


IV. 


THE DUTIES OF THE BOARD. . 


The immediate duties of the Board in June, 1901, might 
be roughly classed under four heads: 

1. To provide accommodation for the children then in 
rented quarters, and for the annual increase of children who 


would otherwise be without schools in the September follow- - 


ing. (Referred to as Accommodation.) 

2. To improve the existing sanitation, and provide proper 
facilities in case of fire in the older buildings. (Referred to 
as Sanitation.) 

3. To do the ordinary repairs,and make good deficiencies 
of past years. (Referred to as Repairs.) 

4. To complete and make ready for occupation the new 
buildings begun by the School Committee. (Referred to as 
Completion.) 

These four heads will be considered in detail under “The 
Execution of the Work,” in the following section: 


NG 
THE EXECUTION OF THE WORK. 


(1.) ACCOMMODATION. 


To provide accommodation, as it was evident that no per- 
manent buildings could be erected in the two months before 
school opened, the Board decided, rather than make the at- 
tempt to hire quarters, to build portable schools, one-story 
buildings, capable of containing fifty children each, and so 
constructed as to make it a simple matter to take them apart, 
move and erect them elsewhere as occasion might arise. 
Forty-nine such buildings were erected in the summer of 1901 
and thirty-two in the summer of 1902. They are wooden 
buildings, and highly undesirable in thickly populated dis- 
tricts; and it is hoped that the permanent buildings to be 
completed in the autumn of 1903 may make further * port- 
ables” unnecessary. 

The immediate needs thus provided for, the Board was 
ready to proceed to the erection of new buildings, but were 
of the opinion that they ought not to proceed therewith until 
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action had been taken by the School Committee, as appears 
in the following communication from this department to the 
committee : 
CITY OF BOSTON,

To the School Committee, City of Boston : 
The Act of the Legislature establishing the Schoolhouse Depart- 


ment, after making provision for the organization of the depart- 
ment and setting forth its powers and duties in a general way, 


provides that the Board shall, in addition to its other duties, ‘* as 


speedily as possible, request the Street Commissioners to take 
land for, and shall construct and furnish, and prepare yards for, 
such Normal and other new buildings as prior to the year 1902 
shall be determined by said Board to be required at that date, for 
the accommodation of school children, in addition to the school 
buildings heretofore contracted for . . . ,” but the Act further 
provides, ‘‘ nor shall said Board request the Street Commissioners 
to take any land except within the limits of a school district, 
which shall first be designated by the School Committee . . .” 
This latter provision, which in effect states that the School Com- 
mitttee shall first designate the districts within which new school- 
houses are to be located, prevents this department from proceed- 
ing with new buildings until your committee sees fit to take the 
matter up. 2 
This department has now been in existence about four months, 
and the Commissioners have in that time, to the best of their 
ability, organized it to do all the work devolving on the depart- 
ment, but up to the present time we have been obliged to confine 
our efforts entirely to the matters of repairs and sanitation on old 
buildings and providing temporary accommodations. We are 
impressed with the serious fact that there are to-day a very large 
number of children housed in rented quarters and in portable 
buildings, and that before any considerable number of new build- 
ings can be completed the situation will be much worse than it is 
at the present time. The citizens have evidently: expected that 
this department would meet this issue of providing adequate and 
permanent school accomniodations fairly and at an early date. 
Under the terms of the Act creating this department, this work 
must all be blocked out within the next fifty days, but we find 
ourselves powerless to act in the premises, and while we have no 
desire to interfere with the workings of the School Committee, 
we feel it right that we should call your attention to the fact that 
we cannot proceed with this work, as was intended, until your 
committee shall have taken the initiative, as was contemplated by 
this Act. Although your committee must be even more familiar 
with the situation than are we, and the present necessity for new 
schoolhouses, still we desire to impress upon you anew the 
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importance of speedy action, and we most respectfully request 
your committee to designate at the earliest possible time the 
districts within which, in your opinion, these new schoolhouses 
should be located.

But, as no action was taken thereon by the committee, 
and as the Commissioners were, as before stated, obliged to 
determine before January, 1902, what new buildings were 
required, the list submitted to the committee December 18, 
1901, was prepared. 

The Board decided to take up the following eight items, 
and, that all might proceed at once and as rapidly as possible, 
entrusted the work to eight architects. 

Item 7.* A primary building in the Christopher Gibson 
District. Land for this was purchased on Westville street, 
an area of 30,370 square feet, for which $9,111 was paid. 
Messrs. Maginnis, Walsh & Sullivan were appointed archi- 
tects, and they planned a fifteen-room building, with one 
large and two small kindergartens, basement play-rooms and 
ample playgrounds. ‘The building was let on a single con- 
tract for $122,178, and is under forfeit to be finished July 
31, 1908. 

Item 8. A large grammar school in the Roger Clap Dis- 
trict. Land was taken on Columbia road, an area of 50,075 
square feet, for which $26,750 was paid. Mr. James Mul- 
cahy was appointed the architect, and prepared plans for an 
eighteen-room building, with cooking school and manual- 
training room, an assembly hall, basement play-rooms, play- 
grounds on the rear, and graded and planted grounds on the 
front. The building was let in four contracts aggregating 
$183,878. The general contractor is under forfeit to finish 
August 25, 1908. 

Item 1. A grammar and primary building in the Phillips 
District. For this land was purchased on Norman street, an 
area of 24,889 square feet, the price of which is not yet 
settled. The land was taken by eminent domain, as it could 
not be bought at a figure 25 per cent. above the assessed val- 
uation. Messrs. Everett & Mead were appointed architects, 
who planned a building containing thirty class-rooms, manual- 
training room and cooking school, a ground-floor hall or play- 
room, small yards, and a roof playground. The building 
was let in four contracts aggregating $319,720, and is to be 
completed February 6, 1904. 


* The numbers refer to the list of December 18, 1901, as given on page 2. 
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Item 6. A primary school in the Martin District. Land 
was bought on Huntington avenue and Kenwood road, an 
area of 27,923 square feet, for which the Board paid $36,300. 
Messrs. Wheelwright & Haven were appointed the archi- 
tects, and prepared plans for a twelve-room building, with a 
cooking-room and a manual-training room, two play-rooms 
and a playground. The building was let in four contracts 
for the sum of $148,761, and is to be finished, under a 
forfeiture clause, October 31, 1908. 

Item 4. A primary school in the Emerson District. 
Land was bought for this on Horace and Byron streets, East 
Boston, an area of 17,500 square feet, for which the Com- 
missioners paid $12,050. Messrs. Whitman & Hood 
were appointed the architects, and made plans for an eleven- 
room school building, with cooking school, manual-training 
room, play-rooms and playground. The building was let in 
four contracts for the sum of $122,916, and is to be com- 
pleted about September 7, 1908. 

Item 2. A grammar school in the Lowell District. Land 
for this school was purchased on Heath street, an area of 
38,215 square feet, for which the Commissioners paid 
$22,940.83. Messrs. Shepley, Rutan & Coolidge were 
appointed the architects. They made plans for a building 
containing nineteen class-rooms, cooking school and manual- 
training room, a hall, play-rooms and playgrounds, and a 
sodded and planted fore-court on the street. The building 
is let in four contracts for $214,065, and is to be completed 
about February 1, 1904. 

Item5. A primary building in the George Putnam District. 
Land for this was bought on School street, West Roxbury, an 
area of 35,941 square feet, for which $13,841.49 was paid. 
Messrs. Andrews, Jaques & Rantoul were appointed archi- 
tects, and prepared plans for a twelve-room building with 
basement play-rooms, playgrounds, and a large planted area 
to the south and east. The building is let in four contracts 
for $122,056, and is to be completed about February 1, 1904. 

Item 9. The addition to the Girls’ High School, with gym- 
nasium, etc., was given to Messrs. Wales & Holt to design, 
but on finding that other needs were more pressing, it was, 
with the approval of the Principal, postponed, but the land 
was taken. 

In all these buildings there has been great delay in getting 
the drawings ready for contracts, due in large part to the 
Commissioners being unfamiliar with the work, and finding no 
standard among the existing buildings which could be safely 
followed, nor any settled policy in the School Committee. 
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This standard they have sought to establish, and the 
School Committee have in a measure settled a policy, so 
that there is now some uniformity of requirements and of 
construction in schools of the same grade. ‘To accomplish 
this many changes were necessary in the plans submitted, 
and the Commissioners wish to take this opportunity of 
acknowledging their indebtedness to the architects who have 
thus worked for them, redrawing and correcting completed 
drawings and rewriting specifications. They feel that a dis- 
tinct step has been made in the direction of a standard of 
excellence and uniformity, and that in the future the work 
will be much simplified. 

During the summer of 1902 the Commissioners began the 
consideration of further work, and the Superintendent of 
Schools being away and the Committee on School Houses hold- 
ing no meetings during the summer, they followed the gen 
eral lines laid down by the Committee on School Houses 
and completed certain purchases already contemplated or 
approved. 

Item 41. Land for an addition to the present Chapman 
Grammar Schoolhouse, an area of 8,650 square feet, was 
taken, but the price is not yet adjusted. 

Item 42. Land for an addition to the present Hancock 
School lot, an area of 2,268 square feet, was taken, for which 
$22,500 was paid. 

Item 34. Modified to mean an extension of the Long- 
fellow School. To accommodate this the Commissioners 
bought land of an area of 8,923 square feet. Messrs. 
Walker & Howe were appointed architects, and plans are 
being prepared for the addition. 

Item 15. Land was taken enlarging the Ware lot in the 
Ehot and Hancock Districts, an area of 6,419 square feet, 
the price of which is not yet adjusted. The total area now 
available here (Ware lot and addition) is 12,858 square feet. 
The Commissioners appointed Messrs. Winslow & Bigelow 
the architects of the new building on the Ware lot, and gave 
them the instructions of the Committee on School Houses as 
to accommodation. ‘The building is to contain twenty-two 
rooms, a small hall, play-rooms, and new sanitary for the 
Eliot School. 

Item 11. The Commissioners took land, enlarging the 
Charlestown High School lot, an area of 2,878 square feet. 
The total area here available is 16,380 square feet. 

Item 19. The Commissioners took steps toward the 
enlargement of the Mechanic Arts High School. This prob- 
lem requiring study before the land was purchased, the Board 
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appointed Messrs. Wheelwright & Haven, who built the 
present building, to be the architects. The addition to the 
Mechanic Arts High is to accommodate the academic part of 
the school, and is to contain class-rooms for 1,200 pupils, a 
hall, chemical and physical laboratories, a lecture-room, 
Senicers: and lunch-rooms. 


(2.) SANITATION. 


The second purpose for which the large appropriation was 
given was for the improvement of the sanitary condition of 
the old buildings and for decreasing the fire risks. Thirty- 
one schools have been supplied with modern plumbing, 
replacing dry vaults, flush vaults, and defective plumbing. 
After consultation with the various authorities, in the light 
of the experience of others elsewhere, the Commissioners are 
inclined to favor, for closets in primaries and grammars, the 
type known as latrines, a trough of porcelain or porcelain- 
lined enamel, each section vented, the whole flushed auto- 
matically with a large body of water; a slate partition 
between the sections, either with or without half-doors, as 
may in each case seem best. A short-hopper closet with 
full or half-bend cast-iron and large local ventilation has also 
been found very satisfactory and no more expensive. In 
high schools, and also for masters’ and teachers’ toilets, a 
good wash-down closet is found most suitable; for urinals, 
slate floor, trough, and back slab and local ventilation. In 
primaries, partitions making stalls may be omitted for greater 
facility in cleaning, but in schools of higher grade they may 
be desirable. Slate sinks are preferable to porcelain, and 
stream drinking-fountains placed in the corners promise a 
satisfactory supply of drinking water, which is more impor- 
tant than facility for washing. 

All this work is based on a carefully drawn uniform speci- 
fication, which allows all the chief manufacturers to compete 
on equal terms. This work of renewing sanitation is going 
steadily forward on the lines laid down by the report of the 
Board of Health. 

In the following schools new sanitation, plumbing, etc., 
were installed, as noted below:

Allston District — one set of 4, one set of 6, porcelain latrines, 10 
feet slate urinals, new plumbing throughout, yard drainage, 4 
eatch-basins, removal of old vault in yard; cost $4,302.63, 
finished in September, 1902. 
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ATHERTON ScHoor. Eight-room primary building, Christopher 
Gibson District — 4 new slate sinks, 2 galvanized sinks, 2 cess- 
pools in yard, 1 water-closet, 1 lavatory bowl, new drain from 
foundation wall throughout building into yard, new water pipes ; 
cost $2,708, finished in December, 1901. Twenty-two short- 
hopper closets, removal of Fuller & Warren cremating system 
closets, new plumbing throughout; cost $3,477.16, finished in 
September, 1902. 


Apams Scnuoor. Thirteen-room grammar building — a complete 
rearrangement of heating and ventilation with slight changes in 
sanitation incident thereto; cost $10,065.95, finished in October, 
1902. 


Aaron Davis ScHoot. Twelve-room primary building, Dear- 
born District — 26 wash-down closets, 18 feet slate urinals, yard 
drainage, 4 catch-basins, removal of old vault in yard, new 
plumbing throughout; cost $6,933.93, finished in July, 1902. 


BENNETT SCHOOL AND BENNETT ANNEX. Seven-room gram- 
mar and six-room primary buildings — 42 wash-down closets, 55 
feet slate urinals, yard drainage, 4 catch-basins, new plumbing 
throughout, removal of old flush vaults; cost $17,582.29, finished 
in October, 1902. 


Cuartes C. Perkins Scuoot. Eight-room primary building, 
Prince District — 25 short-hopper closets, 37 feet slate urinals, 
removal of Fuller & Warren cremating system closets, new 
plumbing throughout; cost $5,458.48, finished in October, 1902. 

Cook Scuoort. Six-room primary building, Franklin District — 
1 wash-down closet, partly new plumbing, new furnace-room, 
furnace pipes, cold-air box, new stairs etc.; cost $1,766.95, fin- 
ished in August, 1902.

Four-room primary school, 
Agassiz District — seat attachments removed in closets in base- 
ment, new valves with chains and pulls put in; cost $115, fin- 
ished in September, 1901.

Ten-room grammar building —4 new 
catch-basins in yard, new iron drain from same, yard repaved ; 
cost $913, finished in September, 1901. Also new iron drain 
from foundation wall to sewer, with trap and brick manhole; 
cost $458, finished in November, 1901.

-—new ball-cocks throughout building, hot water to master’s and 
teachers’ rooms, and repairs to water-closets, wash-bowls and 
sinks; cost $504, finished in May, 1902.

Kindergarten building, Comins Dis- 
trict — 1 new water-closet, piping for same, sheathe walls and 
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ceilings of toilet-room, cementing entire cellar, removal of old 
outhouse in yard; cost $375.20, finished in September, 1901.

Three-room primary building, Quincy 
District —new plumbing throughout, 1 wash-down closet, 10 short- 
hopper closets, 104 feet slate urinal, yard drainage, 1 catch-basin, 
removal of iron latrines and slate trough urinal, new iron stairs, 
electric light and general repairs; cost $7,124.11, finished in 
November, 1902. 

We tis Scooot. Twelve-room grammar building—3 wash- 
down closets, 24 short-hopper closets, yard drainage, 3 catch- 
basins, new plumbing throughout; unfinished; contract price, 
$7,306. 

Wintsrop Scuoor. Fourteen-room grammar school— new 
water-closet for janitor’s use, drain from same, 38-inch vent 
through roof; cost $288, finished in September, 1902. 


Note. — In some cases the new sanitation was in the basement, 
in others a separate outside building was erected for its accommo- 
dation. In all cases the prices given are the total cost of the 
work, including all trades. A date for completion was fixed in 
most cases and a forfeit and bonus clause enforced; under this 
most of the work was done at one time; some was finished 
before time and a bonus paid, some was delayed overtime and a 
forfeit exacted.

All this work, on new buildings, new sanitation, and for 
fire protection, is chargeable against the appropriations, which, 
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for 1901-1902, aggregated $2,500,000. These appropria- 
tions will, in the opinion of the Commissioners, undoubtedly 
be sufficient to pay for both the work already completed and 
contracted for and leave a balance sufficient to cover the 
cost of land, No. 15 (Eliot and Ware) and No. 19 (land 
for Mechanic Arts High School addition). 

There is a great deal of work the need for which is 
imperative. The Normal School is in wholly unsuitable 
quarters. The Girls’ Latin is in expensive rented quarters. 
The outlying districts are growing so rapidly that in many 
places accommodation is entirely inadequate, and the wooden 
portables are an undesirable makeshift for permanent quar- 
ters. Under these circumstances the Commissioners urge 
that the appropriation for 1903 be the full amount provided 
for by the Act. 

For a more detailed statement of the new buildings and 
the work of installing new plumbing, see “Notes on New 
Buildings” (Appendix I.) and “ Description of New Sanita- 
tion” (Appendix II.). 


(3.) REPAIRS. 


In June, 1901, the Commissioners attempted to lay out a 
schedule of the repairs most needed, and estimated the cost 
at $220,000. Under the appropriation of 25 cents per 
$1,000 for repairs, $261,718.86 was available in 1901, but of 
this amount the sum of $260,400 was appropriated by the 
School Committee. Of this latter amount, $152,445.79 was 
expended by the Committee on New Buildings (which at 
that time had charge both of construction and of repairs), 
in the first six months, leaving the Board $134,797.20 for 
the remaining six months, and the ordinary repairs call for 
an expenditure of about $10,000 to $12,000 per month. 
Under these circumstances, much that should have been 
done during the summer of 1901 was postponed, thus adding 
to the burdens of the next summer, when, in the short period 
of about two months, the bulk of the repairs had to be done. 
The amount for 1902 was $277,059.81, and this would have 
been quite inadequate but for the fact that $50,000 of the 
appropriation for Land and Buildings for schools was used 
to cover the cost of cleaning and whitewashing, which seemed 
a sanitary necessity rather than an ordinary repair, and the — 
fact that the shutting off of the heat in the Christmas holi- . 
days postponed work which was arranged for that season. 

It would be impossible to attempt to schedule the work 
done under the head of repairs. Many of the older but 
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fairly good school buildings had been neglected, especially 
externally, for years; and as the funds (in many cases) would 
not allow of repairs within as well as without, it was con- 
sidered more important to make walls and roofs tight and to 
repair and paint outside woodwork. There was much 
repairing to be done on heating plants which could not be 
postponed. The most important of these items were new 
boilers in the Roger Clap, the English High, the Girls’ High, 
the Brighton High, and new heating and ventilating plants 
in the Adams School. These items alone cost $33,488.99. 
Of the total number of 214 schools, not including portables, 
there were special repairs on 202 to an amount of over $150 
each, and the portables of 1901 were in most cases painted 
again. Besides these repairs there was a mass of petty re- 
pairs which were of daily occurrence. Very much still 
remains to put the schools in good condition, and until this 
is done no reduction in the appropriation for repairs would 
be desirable. 


(4.) COMPLETION. 


Under the Act creating this department the School Com- 
mittee were given the option of completing the buildings then 
in process of construction, or turning them over to this 
department for completion; and not until February 11, 1902, 
were these matters turned over to this department, when the 
School Committee voted: “ That all unfinished matters in 
connection with the taking of land, the erection and furnish- 
ing of buildings, and the preparation of yards, now in charge 
of the School Committee, including the expenditure of the 
unexpended balance of appropriations heretofore made, now 
available for such purposes, are hereby transferred to the 
Board of Schoolhouse Commissioners, in accordance with sec- 
tion 6, chapter 473 of the Acts of 1901.” 

The unexpended balance of appropriations so transferred 
amounted to $206,290.85, but the outstanding obligations 
were substantially of the same amount, and there were still 
many things in connection with the buildings unprovided for. 
The principal buildings, thus turned over incomplete, were 
the South Boston High, the Dorchester High, the Iva Allen, 
the Roger Wolcott, the Winship, the Chapman and the 
Bigelow Schools; in some cases merely the grounds, in 
others their equipments, were incomplete. The additional 
money necessary for the completion of these buildings had 
to come out of the appropriation made by the School 
Committee for new buildings, and of about $446,000, 
that might have been appropriated for new schoolhouses, 
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$90,000 was appropriated, it being supposed at the time that 
this amount would be sufficient, with the unexpended balance 
received from the School Committee, entirely to finish up 
and complete the buildings in question; but as a matter of 
fact a further appropriation will be needed for this same 
purpose. 

The buildings to be completed were as follows: 


1. The South Boston High School. Readjustment of 
the ventilation, not designed to operate except when the 
boilers were running; the grading and planting of the 
grounds; petty repairs in the building, due to various causes, 
but largely to the many delays in construction. This work 
has been partly finished. The grounds in front have been 
drained, graded, and planted at a cost of $7,837.40, and plans 
made for the treatment of the grounds in the rear in con- 
nection with the monument. 

Between the school and the monument on Dorchester 
Heights there were the remains of the stone-lined wall of 
the old reservoir. ‘The opportunity to make a fine approach 
to the monument from the school grounds, and at the same 
time to increase the area available for the school, was excep- 
tional. The matter has been brought to the attention of the 
Mayor and the Governor; and the Superintendent of Public 
Grounds has also given his hearty co-operation. The archi- 
tects of the school and of the monument, Mr. Hale and 
Messrs. Peabody and Stearns, have jointly made a scheme 
for this work, and it is hoped that the funds will be avail- 
able for completing it. 

2. The Dorchester High School. Plans have been made 
for the grounds about the school, but before a satisfactory 
scheme was reached the small balance remaining of the 
$90,000 appropriation and the lateness of the season made — 
it undesirable to go on with the work. Beyond petty re- 
pairs, no money has been expended here. 

3. The Ira Allen School. The yard was ungraded and 
the portion to be occupied by an addition in a dangerous 
condition, making grading necessary. A new, deeper sewer 
near the school made it desirable to change the sewer con- 
nection. The grading and the sewer connection have been 
done (chargeable to the second appropriation), at a cost of 
$2,745.05. ; 

4. The Roger Wolcott School. Of the extensive grounds 
of this school no portion was graded, and plans were made for 
yards at the rear, and a low fence, hedge and lawn, with trees 
on the front. This work has been contracted for at a cost 
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of $7,791, but is not yet complete. Occupancy developed 
troubles in the heating and ventilating plant, somewhat like 
those at the South Boston High School. Some of these have 
been remedied. It was found that the roof had been con- 
structed in technical violation of the buildings laws, and the 
_ Commissioners were obliged to expend, for making such 
alterations as would conform to the requirements of the 
Building Department, $420.75, 

5. The Winship School. The yards were not graded 
nor asphalted, but the front was finished with a wall and 
fences. Unfortunately the street had been laid out by the 
Board of Survey to be lowered in places nearly four feet. 
The Commissioners were obliged to remove the fence and re- 
grade the front and hedge it. ‘The yards were paved, and the 
whole of the work done at a cost of $8,510.50. There was 
the same trouble with the roofas in the Roger Wolcott 
School, which the Commissioners were obliged to make good. 

6. The Chapman School. The School Committee con- 
templated taking more land for yards, and no grading had 
been done. The Commissioners have taken the land, as 
previously stated, but the ground is not yet cleared. 

7. The Bigelow School was like the Chapman School. 
The Commissioners finished the grading and paving about 
the building as it stood at a cost of $2,806, and then bought 
the additional land, but have not as yet graded or paved this 
portion. As inthe Roger Wolcott and the South Boston 
High schools, there has been difficulty with the heating 
plant. Certain more obvious defects in workmanship have 
been made good by the contractors, Messrs. Lynch & Wood 
ward. More radical defects in the system have _ been 
remedied at a cost of about $800. 

The difficulty in fixing the responsibility for bad workman- 
ship or serious defects in many cases delayed the execution 
of repairs. In two cases the contractors had failed. In 
nearly all cases, the South Boston High, the East Boston 
High, the Bigelow, the Winship, and the Ira Allen Schools, 
there were claims for damages for delay on the part of the 
contractor, and this notwithinstanding that the contracts 
had forfeiture clauses which were never formally released 
and that in some cases the contractors received special accom- 
modation in their payments. In the South Boston High and 
the East Boston High the awards for delay were made by 
the architects and allowed by the Committee on New Build- 
ings. These amounts were as follows: South Boston 
High, $11,522.60; East Boston High, $9,200.39. In each of 
these cases, and in that of the Dorchester High School, the 
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architect also made claim for extra compensation. The 
claims on the South Boston High and the Dorchester High 
were allowed by the Committee on New Buildings and paid 
later by this Board. Suit was brought by the architect of 
the East Boston High for the sum of $8,175, but this suit 
was settled for $3,800. After the settlement of these claims 
similar ones were made on the Bigelow, the Winship, and the 
Ira Allen Schools. The School Committee denied that there 
was any ground for a claim; but the architects of the Big- 
elow and Winship approved the contractors’ claims; the 
Law Department advised the Commissioners that under the 
contract the architect was sole judge. ‘These claims were 
therefore paid, and the architects then claimed extra compen- 
sation for their services. In the case of the Ira Allen, the 
architect refusing to serve, he was discharged, and Professor 
Chandler appointed in his place. He found that the contract- 
ors had no claim and would award no damages. ‘The 
amount for delay awarded to contractors and architects on 
these schoolhouses were as follows:

In connection with the amounts that were paid on the 
Roger Wolcott and the Winship sehools, to make good 
obvious violations of the building laws, the Commissioners 
are inclined to think that architects working for the City of 
Boston should be responsible for any expense in which they 
involve the city through non-compliance with the definite 
building laws of the city.

FURTHER WORK OF THE BOARD. 


Colonel J. Payson Bradley, who was elected Chairman of 
the Board on its organization, found it would be impossible 
for him to serve out more than the year for which he was 
appointed, and, in fact, very difficult to do even that; and 
feeling under the circumstances that his successor ought to 
familiarize himself with the department, particularly with 
reference to the new buildings, as soon as possible, sent in 
his resignation to Mayor Collins, which was accepted as of 
May 1, 1902, and on the same day Mr. R. Clipston Sturgis 
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was appointed to serve out his unexpired term, and was 
elected chairman for the balance of the year. 

Colonel Bradley approached the arduous duties of his 
position with his well-known enthusiasm and singleness of 
purpose, and by his uniform courteous and untiring efforts 
secured the esteem of his associates, his subordinates, and all 
those who had business with the office. His enforced with- 
drawal wa’s received with sincere regret. 


VI. 


REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS’ INVESTIGATION 
IN OTHER CITIES. 


Between the 9th and 24th days of October, 1901, the 
Commissioners visited New York, Philadelphia, Washington, 
Chicago, Toledo, St. Louis, Cleveland, Buffalo, and Roches- 
ter for the purpose of examining their school buildings; and, 
while a detailed account of the trip will be found in Appen- 
dix VII., the Commissioners desire to put in concrete form 
the general conclusions which they drew from this trip, and 
whichare therefore embodied in the following paragraphs. 

As to schoolhouse lots, it is desirable, when the value of 
the land permits, to take sufficient ground to have play- 
grounds about the building. When it is not possible to 
have ample playgrounds, it is necessary to make provision 
for this in the building, either by setting aside the basement 
floor for this purpose, or by utilizing the roof as a garden, or 
by a combination of these two plans. 

The best building material seems to be red brick. The 
buildings should be of fireproof construction, and this is 
being adopted in every city where it is felt that the 
finances will warrant it. Wooden floors in corridors are not 
desirable; either terrazzo, cement, or rock asphalt are 
preferable. The tendency is toward wider corridors. 

The school-rooms should have wooden floors, maple being 
in every way Satisfactory. It is better to have the class- 
rooms lighted from one side, although some authorities, 
notably those of Cleveland, do not believe in it. There 
should be separate rooms for the children’s clothing, with 
entrances from the class-rooms rather than from the corri- 
dors. The school-room doors should contain plain glass 
panels, in order that the master, when passing through the 
building, may have ageneral oversight of the school without 
actually opening the doors. Painted burlap for dados, both 
in corridors and class-rooms, has the unqualified support of 
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the authorities in Chicago and St. Louis, where it is used 
extensively. It is found advantageous to omit all thresh- 
olds. 

Stairways are generally being built of iron with treads of 
wood, slate, marble, North River stone, or asphalt. The two 
latter are preferable to the others, in our opinion. Teachers’ 
retiring rooms are provided in all modern school buildings. 
Both bookcases and teachers’ closets should be built into 
the rooms. 

The sanitaries should have asphalt floors. The walls 
should be either painted or of enamelled brick. Latrines are 
used very extensively outside of Boston, and might well be 
used in any of the primary schools in Boston, and possibly 
in some of the grammar schools. The tendency is to do 
away with high partitions and in many cases to omit doors. 

The twin stairway in New York is particularly interesting 
and worthy of use when circumstances permit. We found 
that Boston was doing more in the way of gymnasia and 
bath facilities than any other city, with the possible excep- 
tion of New York. Assembly halls, in grammar schools at 
least, are not a general feature in schoolhouse construction, 
but in many places a system of sliding partitions is employed 
so that the whole or a greater part of a single floor can be 
thrown into one room. 

The type of school furniture used in Boston, namely the 
individual desk and chair, we found nowhere else, except in 
Washington. It should be said that the Boston type was 
approved by those with whom we talked, the claim being 
made that- it was not used on account of the increased 
expense. 

Telephone systems connecting the master’s room with the 
various rooms in the building, while adopted in Boston, were 
not found in any other city. In New York, a system of 
speaking tubes is used, and even that was not considered 
absolutely necessary. ‘The use of platforms in class-rooms 
has been practically abandoned. 

In many places tilings are used, both in corridors and in 
class-rooms, but not with very great success. Quite exten- 
sive use is made of stamped-steel ceilings. 

The ventilating systems are almost as various as the styles 
of schoolhouse architecture. The general tendency seems to 
be to use the blower or plenum system either absolutely or 
in connection with the gravity system. In many places 
where an elaborate fan system is in use, it is not operated 
except when steam is carried in the boilers for heating 
purposes. 


Rees 
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From the standpoint of economical and satisfactory con- 
struction, it is desirable to complete schoolhouses under as 
few contracts as possible. In most places the janitors are 
called upon to make all the ordinary repairs. In some 
places they do the general work of cleaning furniture. To 
obtain satisfactory results, the janitors’ service should be 
under the control of those having charge of the repairs on 
the buildings. 


VIII. 


THE POLICY OF THE BOARD IN MATTERS OF 
CONSTRUCTION AND EQUIPMENT. 


Since the time of Mr. Wheelright’s tenure of the office of 
City Architect there has been a great lack of uniformity in 
the schools of Boston, and a general tendency to’ more 
elaborate plans, varying according to the taste of the archi- 
tect, the wishes of the master, or the influence of individuals 
in the School Committee. Besides mere matters of orna- 
mentation there have been constantly increasing demands in 
the way of additional features, gymnasia, baths, kinder- 
gartens, cooking rooms, wood-working rooms, and facilities 
for evening work. The demand for these. things in new 


_ buildings has also led to the attempt to provide them for the 


older buildings. 

There is, no doubt, a popular demand for a more extended 
use of the school buildings and yards. ‘This necessitates the 
installation of increased lighting facilities, an increased use 
of the heating and ventilating apparatus, and in many cases 
the installation of baths and gymnasia. The Commissioners 
personally believe that this may be a wise movement, but one 
that should be understood fairly by the citizens, and pro- 
vision be made for meeting the increased expenses thereby 
made necessary. 

Since the total amount which the School Committee is to 
receive, under present circumstances, for the support of the 
public schools is $3.40 on a thousand, of which 65 cents is 
disposed of for repairs and current growth, any increase in 
the charges for maintenance will result in decreasing teachers’ 
salaries, to say nothing of the demand upon this board for 
money out of the 65 cents for pfoviding these additional 
facilities. It may be a question whether or no the matter of 
baths should not be left largely to the Bath Department, and 
the question of gymnasia to the Park Department. 

The Board has taken the ground that many of these ques- 
tions, with reference to the actual physical requirements of 
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the buildings, should be passed upon by the School Com- 
mittee, and to that end a communication was addressed to 
the School Committee, and, after a conference with that com- 
mittee, and fully explaining our views, not only with reference 
to the question of rooms but also as to the general style and 
character of the buildings, a reply was received in the shape 
of an order passed by the committee, of which the follawing 
ig a Copy: 


‘¢The Committee on School Houses report that they have lately 
been consulted by the Schoolhouse Commissioners with regard to 
certain questions that have arisen in connection with new school 
buildings about to be erected by that Board, more especially as 
to the necessity or expediency of extending the plans of grammar 
schoolhouses to include accommodations and conveniences be- 
yond those usually provided, but suggested by architects and 
masters as essential to a modern schoolhouse. 

‘This is a matter deserving serious attention for several reasons. 
Not only is the initial cost of a building to be considered, but the 
cost of maintenance is of no less importance, especially in view 
of the fact that the annual expense of operating the school plant. 
is steadily and largely increasing, and in much greater ratio than 
the valuation of the city upon which school expenditures are, 
under the present statute, based. 

‘¢ Your committee have personally visited a number of school- 
houses, including those recently completed, as well as others of 
an earlier date, but comparatively modern, and have also obtained 
the opinion of the Superintendent upon the subject, and as a 


result of their investigation are of the opinion that a grammar — 


schoolhouse should, in addition to the hall, class and dressing 
rooms, contain a master’s room, a teachers’ room, and a store- 
room for books; by the latter is meant a room in which text-books 
and books for supplementary reading may be stored. If the 
school possesses a library, it can be kept in bookcases placed 
either in the master’s office, in the hall, or in the teachers’ room, 
or in all. Rooms for woodworking and cookery should be pro- 
vided wherever rooms for these purposes do not exist in the 
immediate neighborhood. Neither a sub-master’s office, nor 
separate reception-rooms, nor recitation-rooms, nor a drawing- 
room, nor a sewing-room, nor a laboratory, appear to be essential. 
They are luxuries which can be dispensed with, and which ought 
to be dispensed with, under existing circumstances. It is also 
believed that a gymnasium and baths are not necessary except, 
perhaps, in certain of theymore congested quarters of the city. 
In a primary building one teachers’ room and a small storeroom 
for books are all that are essential in addition to the class-rooms 
and dressing-rooms. 

‘¢'The adoption of a definite policy with regard to schoolhouse 
construction would tend to produce a certain general uniformity 
and correspondence between buildings of the same class erected 
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in various parts of the city, not necessarily in their architectural 
features, for here may well be allowed considerable latitude for 
the exhibition of taste and skill on the part of the various archi- 
tects, but desirable from an economic standpoint. It is, of 
course, clear that there is a certain type of excellence in con- 
struction and material which the city ought reasonably to conform 
to in new buildings, far in advance of that followed twenty or 
even ten years ago, but it should not be forgotten that with a 
fixed and limited amount available for additional permanent 
accommodations, increase in cost of construction involves a cor- 
responding decrease in the number of pupils to be accommodated, 
and consequently no one building should be allowed materially to 
exceed in cost the standard which may be established for guid- 
ance in making additions to the school plant during the next few 
years. 

‘¢ Thus your committee believe, and the Board of Schoolhouse 
Commissioners agree, that the new schoolhouses about to be 
erected should be plain, substantial structures, built in the most 
substantial manner, devoid of unnecessary or extravagant orna- 
mentation, but attractive and tasteful from an architectural 
standpoint, the exterior walls to be, in general, of plain red 
brick, with a reasonable amount of granite or sandstone trim- 
ming, and the interior fittings such as will meet the requirements 
of durability and fitness for the several purposes for which they 
are intended, without being unnecessarily expensive. 

‘¢ In conclusion, your committee recommend that a copy of this 
report be transmitted to the Schoolhouse Commissioners as 
expressive of the views of this Board upon the subject herein 
discussed.” 


The Commissioners have notified the architects that this 
met with their approval, and have asked them to govern their 
plans accordingly. 

Following on these lines, and making use of the various 
good plans and specifications submitted by the architects now 
working for the Board, the attempt is being made to draw 
up a model specification which shall serve as an outline 
on which the architect may write his specification, and as a 
guide to show what quality of material and workmanship is 
considered suitable for school work, and to supplement this 
by drawings of those details which repeat themselves in all 
schools, and which need never vary except when some im- 
provement is made. This would apply to the finish of doors 
and windows, the base, blackboard finish, bookcases, ward- 
robes, the arrangements in the sanitaries, etc. Still more 
desirable is it to have somewhat uniform systems of heating 
and ventilation, not only because they must in any case con- 
form to a standard, but that the operation and repairs of the 
plants may be simplified. With this end in view the Board 
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appointed Messrs. French & Hubbard to advise with them 
and take charge of all heating and ventilation, either in the 
new or the old schools. The same firm lay out all new elec- 
tric work, so that in the buildings now under contract the 
heating plants are somewhat similar, and are all of the same 
grade of efficiency. ‘The superintendence of competent engi- 
neers Should prevent the recurrence of such difficulties as 
developed in the South Boston High, the Roger Wolcott and 
the Bigelow schools. ‘The Commissioners feel sure that the 
saving in restudies and delays effected by this systematizing 
of the work will enable the architect to relinquish half of his 
percentage on the domestic engineering without loss. 


IX. 
GENERAL DEDUCTIONS. 


Aside from the general requirements in regard to sim- 
plicity in the character of the exterior of the buildings, which 
has been previously noted in the communication addressed to 
the Commissioners by the Committee on School Houses, the 
Commissioners find that cornices with heavy projection and 
roots of steep pitch are alike undesirable... It is evident that 
with the necessity for windows extending to the ceiling line, 
a cornice with heavy projection will either cast a shadow on 
the windows of the top story, or if raised sufficiently above the 
windows to avoid this, will be enclosing more space above 
the ceiling than is necessary for non-conducting purposes ; 
and that a pitched roof is undesirable unless the space in the 
roof can be utilized for an assembly hall, which in the case of 
primary buildings is not required. 

The Commissioners therefore suggest that where a flat 
roof is adopted the cornices should be simple, with slight 
projection, and the parapets of so little elevation above the 
roof as to make it not extravagant to flash them completely 
with copper on the inside; and that where a pitched roof is 
used, which serves merely as a covering for the building, it 
should be of as low an angle as is compatible with a tight 
roof, and the eaves of such projection and height above the 
windows of the upper story as not to interfere with their ight. 

The following general conclusions have been drawn as a 
guide towards a standard: 

Primary rooms should be about 24 by 382 feet, to accom- 
modate 50 desks. This in some cases could be reduced, 
and for ungraded classes in the foreign districts, where 
older children are in lower grades, the size of desk 
would be increased and. the number of them diminished. 
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The largest primary desks are 21 inches wide; they are 
spaced with an aisle from 15 to 17 inches, and 284 inches 
apart from back to back. Grammar rooms are 26 by 32 feet 
for 50 children. The desks are 24 inches wide, the aisles 
17 inches, and the desks 34 inches apart from back to back. 
The Commissioners are now studying these sizes, which may 
be modified. The children’s desks and chairs are the subject 
of a special report, prepared for the Commissioners from the 
best authorities by Dr. Frederic J. Cotton, which will be 
found in Appendix VIII. High schoolrooms are sometimes 
the same as grammar, but may vary, and with desks up to 
26 inches wide. The total area of the building on a class- 
room floor should not be more than double the area within 
the walls of the class-rooms on that floor. The height of the 
rooms, when lighted from one side, should not be less than 
13 feet, the windows should extend to the ceilings, and 
should contain a glass area equal to 4 of the floor area — 
roughly from 160 to 175 square feet, measured inside the sash. 

The coat-room should be adjacent to the school-room at 
the teacher’s end, and have two doors opening into the school- 
room for circulation, but none into the corridor. The teacher 
has thus more perfect control of the class. The Primary 
School in the George Putnam District is an example of this. 

Corridors should be wide, at least 10 feet for a 6-room 
floor plan, and with external light. Staircases should be 
fairly wide, but preferably not over 5 feet, and with risers 
not over 6% or 7 inches, and even less in primaries. 
Where toilet-rooms are in the basement it is desirable to 
arrange the stairs so that those coming in and going to the 
toilet-rooms will not meet on the stairs those going up to 
class-rooms. In most cases it is advisable to have basement 
entrances, with convenient thoroughfare through the toilets 
to the staircases. The staircases in daily use should be the 
fire-escapes, and should therefore be easy of access and fire- 
proof. 

The toilet-rooms in general are in the basement, but the 
plans of the primary school in the Phillips District, and the 
primary in the George Putnam District, are examples of dis- 
tributed toilets on the various floors. In the latter building 
the height of two class-rooms serves for three stories of 
toilets, ete. The special fixtures recommended are described 
elsewhere; in general, the simplest forms, the most easily 
cleaned and adapted for thorough ventilation, are the most 
sanitary. Ease of cleaning should be a prime consideration 
in the school generally; and a hospital base, a minimum of 
wood-finish in the rooms, and the simplest detail on the stairs, 
are desirable. 


s 
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The bookcases should be of the simplest description, but 
with movable shelves, dust-proof, and locked. The teachers’ 
desks should be of hard wood, with a plain flat top. Desks 
for primary teachers should have one set of drawers, those 
for grammar school teachers two sets of drawers, with slide, 
and rail on back. 

The furniture for masters’ and teachers’ rooms should be 
a roll-top desk, a lounge, either rattan or covered with an 
easily cleaned material, a few simple chairs, a bookcase and a 
good Brussels carpet. An opportunity for a gas or electric 
stove in the teachers’ room is generally advisable, where 
there is no cooking-school. 

The following letters issued to architects embody these 
requirements, and also outline the duties and compensation 
of the architects and the relations between the architect and 
the engineer. 


LETTER TO ARCHITECTS. 


Gentlemen, — You are hereby invited to accept the appoint- 
ment of architect for 
and your appointment is confirmed by the Mayor. In considera- 
tion of the fact that the Commissioners will lay down the require- 
ments at the outset, will furnish information for the specification, 
will employ engineers to lay out heating, ventilation and electric 
work, and write the specification therefor, and that the working 
specifications will be printed by the city, the commission paid 
will be 24 per cent. on the cost of the domestic engineering and 
5 per cent. on the cost of the remainder of the work. 

The architects will be called on to furnish to the Commission- 
ers, for filing here, one set of tracing-cloth drawings, at 4 scale, 
floor plans, elevations and sections, and such details at a larger 
scale as may be necessary to explain the specifications ; two sets 
of blue prints, on cloth-mounted paper, and one set of blue prints. 
for the Building Department; also one set of tracing-cloth plans 
from which blue prints can be taken for the contractor. (These 
prints will be taken by the Commission.) Also one correct and 
complete set of specifications as copy for the printer. 

The services of the architects will be the usual full service, 
including specifications, full-size details and superintendence of 
the building complete; but the engineers will further superintend 
the domestic engineering. Oncompletion of the work the tracing- 
cloth set on file in this office is to be corrected to agree we all 
changes made during construction. 

Payments will be 24 per cent. on signing of all contracts, 
except those for heating, ventilation and electric work, and there- 
after 24 per cent. on the amount of certificates issued each month 
on all contracts. 

In regard to employing Messrs. Hollis French and Allen Hub- 
bard as consulting engineers, we beg to notify you that we shall 
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expect this firm to examine the plans prepared for schoolhouses, 
to make complete drawings of the heating, ventilation and elec- 
trical work, and complete specifications, which shall form a basis 
for contracts. Messrs. French & Hubbard will also superintend 
the execution of this work. 

All payments in connection with this work will be on certifi- 
cates issued by your office, but accompanied in each case by cer- 
tificates of Messrs. French & Hubbard as vouchers. 

We enclose herewith general information regarding your 
building. 


GENERAL INFORMATION. 


PLANNING (1.) Size will be 24 by 32 Primary, and 
SCHOOL- 26 by 32 Grammar, and not less than 13 feet 
pe Nek in clear. 


(2.) Windows will be on the long side for 
left-hand lighting; they will contain not less 
than 4 of floor area, about 160 feet for a room 
24 feet wide; neither double run of sash nor 
double glazing will be required except in cases 
of unusual exposure, but an approved dust-proof 
weather strip; the head close to the ceiling, the 
sill about 2 feet 6 inches from floor.

(8.) Heat and Vent.—Heat direct. Ven- 
tilation through fixtures, back of urinals, and 
13 square inches local vent in water-closet. 


(1.) Water-Closets.— (a.) The basement 
water-closets for primary and certain grammar 
schools are approved wash-out vitreous earthen- 
ware or enamel iron latrines, or short-hopper 
closets; elsewhere a heavy wash-down closet, 
all as specified by the Commissioners, 13 square 
inches local vent from each section of closet, 
automatic flush. 

(6.) Slate partitions for latrines resting on 
top of range, 5 feet 6 inches high and about 4 
feet wide; for closets 8 inches above floor, 5 
feet 6 inches by 6 feet high, and 4 feet wide, in 
both cases supported at ends with iron pipe 
from floor to ceiling. No doors. (These may 
be added later.) 

(2.) Urinals. —The urinals will be of slate, 
floor-slab and trough, and back 4 feet 6 inches 
high, without partitions, flushed automatically 
with {~-inch perforated pipe, vented at bottom 
(opening 10 square inches for each 16 inches 
length) into space behind back. For all these 
the Commissioners will supply blue prints. 

(3.) Piping.—(a.) Cast iron must be in 
trenches in basement, running trap with direct 
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SPECIAL 
ROOMS. 
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indirect fresh air inlets, clean-outs at every 
change of direction; soils and vents exposed as 
far as possible, no asphaltum, but oil-tested red 
lead and three coats paint. 
(6.) Supplies exposed as far as possible; 
where covered may be lead, elsewhere brass, 
no n. p. Hot water for janitor’s use in base- 
ment, and, if convenient, for master’s and teach- 
ers’ toilets. Supply from boiler, and from 
summer boiler, if any, or from a gas-heater. 


(1.) Manvuar TRAINING-ROOM.—(@.) Area 
of room should be from 900 to 1,100 square feet, 
for twenty-eight to thirty benches. 

(b.) Good Light. — Where grade varies the 
room should be located at the lowest corner, 
and the windows should be as near full length 
as possible. Light should come on two adjacent 
sides. 

(c.) Artificial Light. — Artificial light 
should be provided in six groups of four lamps, 
near ceiling, 

(d.) Heat and. Ventilation.— Heat and 
ventilation should receive the same consideration 
as in other rooms. A little direct radiation is 
generally found necessary. 

(€.) Stock-room. — Stock-room should con- 
tain at least 80 square feet. It is preferable 
that it should be long and narrow, as it is wall 
space that is desired. Two 18-inch shelves 
should run around the room, 5 feet 6 inches and 
6 feet from the floor. 

(f.) Wardrobe. — Small wardrobe is suffi- 
cient, only wall space for thirty hooks being 
needed. 

(g.) Teachers’ Closet.—Where possible, the 
teachers’ closet should be large enough to be 
used also for storage of finished work, and 
should be fitted with all shelving possible, as 
well as with the customary coat-hooks. An 
area of 40 square feet is adequate. 

(h.) Wall Cabinet. — A wall cabinet, sim- 
ilar to the bookeases in the other rooms, should 
be built in wall. , 

(i.) Blackboards. — Blackboard space of 
about thirty running feet is needed. 

(j-) Wall Space.—Blank wall space of 
about twenty-eight feet is needed for work-racks, 
6 feet 6 inches high, and 2 feet deep. (These 
work-racks themselves might well be included in 
the contract.) 
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(k.)  Wash-bowl.— A wash-bowl or sink 
would be a convenience, but not a necessity. 

(1.) Arrangements. —'The stock-room, stor- 
age-room, teachers’ closet, and even the 
work-racks, may be placed at a distance from 
the class-room if necessary, but the arrangement 
shown in the accompanying blue-print is much 
preferable, and should be followed wherever 
possible. The passage to the room should be 
carefully screened from the sanitaries. 

(m.) Hinish of Room.—'The room should 
be finished as an ordinary school-room. 

(n.) FHurniture. —The furniture comprises 
twenty-six to thirty benches, same number of 
stools, four display frames, about 6 feet long 
and 380 inches wide, demonstration steps and 
guard-rail as shown in plan, teachers’ desk, 
table 4 feet by 24 feet, with unfinished top, one 
desk chair and two common chairs. The work- 
racks which have been mentioned above may be 


- considered either as fittings or furniture, and 


the number of compartments depends upon the 
number of boys by whom the room is likely to 
be used. Some additional shelving may occa- 
sionally be required in the class-room. 


(2.) Cooxinc Room.—(a.) Should have 
an area of from 1,000 to 1,200 square feet; 
the lesser area may be used if a recess is pro- 
vided for ranges, boiler and wood-box. 

(6.) Windows. — As much light as a class- 
room, but not necessarily left hand; if located 
in a corner, light from two sides. 

(c.) Heating and Ventilation. — Less heat 
is required than in a Class-room, but the venti- 
lation should be the same, with additional vent 
from the demonstration ranges. 

(d.) Interior Finish. — Similar to school- 
rooms, blackboards 4 by 10 feet back of teach- 
er’s desk. Walls and ceilings painted in oils. 
A basement room may have painted brick walls. 

(e.) Wardrobes. — Provision for 24 pupils; 
clothes hooks in separate lighted closets and 
small teacher’s closet. 

(f.) Fittings. — Work benches. Accom- 
modation for 24 pupils, allowing not less than 
4 square feet to each, and fitted with compart- 
ment for utensils, bread-board in recess and gas 
stove set on a brass plate; arranged in the form 
of an ellipse, with access to centre from two 
sides; top of pine 26 inches wide, open under- 
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neath and supported on pipe standards. One 
section detached and fitted as demonstration 
bench; benches to have a clear space of 4 feet 
all around. Dining table (furnished under 
another contract) is to be set in centre of 
elipse, or other space if available. 

(g.) Dresser.—10 feet long in 3 sections, 
4 adjustable shelves and glazed “sliding doors at 
top; one nest of 3 drawers and 2 cupboards on 
lower part. 

(h.) Luel Box. —In two compartments, 
each about 24 inches square and 30 inches deep, 
with hinged lids; small shelf in one section. 

(7.) “Bookcase. Paste to those provided 
in class-rooms. 

(j.) Cold Air Box.— Attached to sill; 
holes bored for air circulation; hinged lids. 

(k.) Sink. —Of soapstone. 60 inches by 
22 inches by 74 inches, with 24-inch back; two 
cold and two hot water cocks; waste connec- 
tions to grease trap (see instructions for plumb- 
ing); drip shelves 24 inches long at each end of 
sink. Sink should be near ranges. 

(1.) Hot Water Boiler.— (See instructions 
on plumbing). 

(m.) Coal and Gas Ranges. — Allow the 
sum of $150 for the purchase of; contractor to 
make all connections. 

(n.) Tile.—The floor space occupied by 
the ranges and the wall space back of them (in- 
clude sides if in recess), to a height of 6 feet, 
place 6-inch unglazed red tile. 


(3.) KinpprGartEeN. — Placed on first floor 
in a regular class-room, preferably a corner 
room with a south or southeast exposure, and 
an adjoining room with an area of about 200 
square feet, connected by a door at either end 
of dividing partition; if a corner class-room is 
used, light from two sides; the smaller room 
should be well lighted. The other general 
arrangement and fittings of rooms should be 
similar to the regulation class-room, except that 
a tack-board covered with burlap at top of black- 
board should be provided. Two ordinary book- 
cases, or one large one, should be provided in 
class-room. A store closet with 12-inch shelves 
should be provided for kindergarten supplies, 
and a clothes closet sufficiently large for the 
apparel of three teachers should be provided ; 
the wardrobe should be of the regulation pattern, 
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except that clothes hooks should be arranged 
not higher than 2 feet 8 inches from floor. It 
would be convenient but not essential to provide 
a water-closet of a low-down pattern and a slate 
sink adjoining kindergarten. 

On the floor of main kindergarten regulation 
circles and lines for kindergarten games should 
be painted in parti-colors. (See standard plan). 


(1.) Heat Ducts for School-rooms. — (a.) 
Size. Allow about 1 square foot area cross 
section for each ten occupants. 

(6.) Location in corner room to be within 10 
feet of outside wall. 

(c.) Location in room with one outside wall 
to be on inside wall near middle. 

(d.) Opening to be about 8 feet above 
floor. 

(é.) Opening to be about 25 per cent. larger 
than area of duct. 

(f.) No guard will be put in. 

(g-) The opening will be finished inside like 
adjoining wall. 

(2.) Vent Ducts for School-rooms.— (a.) 
Size. Allow about 1 square foot area cross 
section for each ten occupants. 

(6.) Location in corner room at inside corner 
of room, and where possible on same wall as 
heat-duct. 

(c.) Location in room with one outside wall 
to be on inside wall near middle. 

(d.) The opening will be full size of vent- 
duct. 

(e.) The floor will be carried into the bottom 
of duct and base-board carried in around. The 
inside of duct to be finished to match adjoining 
wall. 

(f.) No guard will be put in. 


(1.) Heat Ducts for School-rooms, —(a.) 
Size. Allow about 1 square foot area cross 
section for each sixteen occupants. 

(6.) Location in corner room to be within 10 
feet of outside wall. 

(c.) Location in room with one outside wall 
to be on inside wall near middle. 

(d.) Opening to be about 8 feet above 
floor. 

(e.) Opening to be twice the area of duct. 

(f.) No guard will be put in. 

(g.) The opening will be finished inside like 
adjoining wall. 
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(1.) Vent Ducts for School-rooms.— (a.) 
Size. Allow about 1 square foot cross section 
for each sixteen occupants. 

(6.) Location in corner room at inside of 
room, and where possible on same walls as heat- 
duct. 

(c.) Location in rooms with one outside wall 
on inside wall near middle. 

(d.) The opening will be full size of vent- 
duct. 

(e.) The floor will be carried into the bottom 
of duct and base-board carried in around. The 
inside of duct will be finished to match adjoining 
wall. 

(f.) No guard will be put in. 


(a.) Each doorway into toilet-rooms is to 
have an opening, either through lower panels with 
register face or underneath the door, equal in net 
area to the size of vent-duct from room. 

(6.) Size of vent-duct from toilets to be 
equal to 12 square inches for each closet, and 
each 16 inches of urinal space. 


(a.) Each room to have a vent duct 1% 
square feet area cross section, with top and bot- 
tom registers. 

(6.) ‘The doorway into rooms at end furthest 
from vent-duct is to have free opening from 
school-room provided as for toilet rooms, so that 
air can pass from school-room through wardrobe 
and out vent-duct. 


(a.) Service. —'This should enter basement 
underground. The main switch cut-outs and 
meter should be as near entrance of service as 
possible. If all conduits are to be concealed, 
space should be provided above ceiling for a 24 
inch pipe from service switch-board to each end 
of a large building, or one pipe to the centre of a 
small building. Near each end of a large building, 
or near the centre of a small building, either an 
open shaft at least 24 inches by 30 inches or a 
slot in the wall 4 inches deep and 24 inches wide, 
should be provided from a point just above base- 
ment ceiling to a point above ceiling of top floor. 
Architraves and doors for cut-out cabinets should 
be furnished by general contractor. 
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X. 
FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


The Commissioners have carefully considered the desir- 
ability of publishing a detailed financial statement, and have 
concluded that they were not justified in embodying in this 
special report information which is accessible by reference 
to the Auditor’s Report. They have, however, appended a 
brief statement showing how the three appropriations of 
$1,000,000, $1,000,000, and $500,000 have been expended. 
(See Appendix III.) A short statement of the expenditures 
for repairs corresponding with that in the Auditor’s accounts 
is given in Appendix IV., and a detail statement of expendi- 
tures for repairs by schools. <A brief statement showing how 
the balance handed over to the Board by the Committee on 
New Buildings and the $90,000 appropriated in 1902 have 
been expended is given in Appendix V. Any further details 
in regard to the expenditures in any of these departments 
will be gladly furnished by the Commissioners. 


XI. 


CONCLUSION. 


Thus is briefly reviewed the work that has been done: 
first, to meet those needs which actually existed in January, 
1902; second, to put the schools in more sanitary condition ; 
third, to repair the older buildings; and fourth, to complete 
the schools handed over by the School Committee. In many 
respects the Commissioners feel that they have fallen short 
of their duty, but especially they feel that they have neg- 
lected the equipment of the older schools with means of 
escape in case of fire, owing to the utter impossibility of 
attending to all the matters that seemed imperative. They 
have also perforce neglected items of enlargement or addi- 
tion, or new buildings, which, being outside the list, can be 
eared for only by the amount appropriated for current 
growth, which was not this year available. 

They have also been faced by various problems in regard 
to which a fair decision has been extremely difficult. Under 
present conditions it is necessary to advertise for city work, 
and it must be acknowledged that many of the city’s best 
mechanics will not estimate under those circumstances. To 
those who are willing to come forward and bid for the city’s 
work the Commissioners feel under some obligation, as for a 
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favor received, for these men give their time to figure in 
sharp competition, and do work for the city at prices cer- 
tainly lower than those current for similar work. When 
selecting men to bid on repair work under $2,000, the Com- 
missioners feel not only justified but bound in common fair- 
ness to invite the men who are willing to bid for the adver- 
tised work. | 

The report would not be complete without some reference 
to the labor unions, who are constantly asking for more 
definite recognition. . In the spring the Commissioners gave 
the representatives of the Building Trades Council a hear- 
ing on their request to have the city work restricted to 
union labor. It was explained that this was illegal, even if 
desirable, and that the present contract, which insisted on the 
current rate of wages and number of working hours, insured 
fair treatment for all men who worked for the city. 

The advertisement for bids further states that the Com- 
missioners reserve the right to give preference to a bidder 
who agrees to pay union wages. This seems to be all that 
can fairly be asked, and the Commissioners are fully deter- 
mined to see that these terms are complied with by the con- 
tractors, and have done their best to follow up the various 
charges that have been made by the labor unions as to viola- 
tions of these terms. In most cases the charges have not 
been definite and have not been substantiated, but in one case 
a deliberate violation of the terms of the contract was thus 
ex posed. 

When, however, an organization attempts to criticise work- 
manship on a building which is being executed by the Com- 
missioners under competent architects, it is distinctly outside 
of its province. Every unwise or intemperate action on the 
part of representatives of labor is a drag on the progress of 
the labor organization and its best interests. When member- 
ship in a union is a guaranty of ability, when a union card 
means honest, faithful and efficient workmanship, every 
employer will want union men; but if that point is ever 
to be reached, only the very best representatives of labor 
should be the leaders. ‘The Commissioners are ready at any 
time to hear any complaints or requests presented in due form 
by the labor organizations, but unless complaints are well 
founded on fact, and unless requests are reasonable, such hear- 
ings do more harm than good. 

In attempting to utilize to the best advantage the force of 
the Schoolhouse Agent, the Commissioners moved with cau- 
tion, endeavoring to avoid mistake. In laying out new 
sanitation for the old buildings, architects were appointed at 
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first as in the new work, but after six months’ experience it 
was found that the Board could handle this work to better 
advantage in their own office. They increased the draught- 
ing force, and now all plans and specifications for this work 
are executed on a uniform basis. Finding constant need of 
the services of an engineer, they have established an engi- 
neering branch in the draughting-room, and now make all 
surveys for new or old work and grading or planting plans 
for the old buildings. 

The force of inspectors was continued as under the School- 
house Agent, but finding it inadequate to cope with the 
greatly increased amount of repair work and to superintend 
the new sanitation, they increased the force with a superin- 
tendent of construction, and provided more horses and wagons 
for the summer of 1902. As soon as the rush of this work 
was over the horses and wagons were sold and the districts 
of the inspectors rearranged so as to make them more com- 
pact and dispense with the necessity of supporting a stable. 
It remains to be seen whether the summer work can be car- 
ried on under these conditions. At present the system seems 
to work well, and the masters report a more prompt attention 
to their requisitions for repairs. 

During the summer, when the School Committee do not 
meet, the Commissioners missed greatly the advice and 
assistance of the Committee on Schoolhouses. In _ the 
autumn the Board asked for some arrangement whereby 
frequent consultation might be possible, and at the sugges- 
tion of the President of the School Committee the Board 
agreed to attend the meetings of the Committee on School- 
houses. Since October, 1902, one or more of the Commis- 
sioners have been present at the meetings of the Committee 
on Schoolhouses, whenever matters affecting the Board were 
to be discussed. 

The Board further felt that without intimate association 
with the masters it would be impossible to handle to the 
best advantage the many problems coming before them. 
They have therefore tried to visit the masters at the schools, 
and to receive them personally at their office; but as the 
mass of work interfered somewhat with this they have 
called one, and expect to call more, conferences of masters at 
their office. The advice and assistance of the masters can- 
not but prove of great value to the Board in its work. 

Some special experiments were made with a view to de- 
termining the best form of artificial light, with the result that 
the Board has decided on the use of light reflected from 
a white ceiling. The engineers have designed a special 
fixture to give the desired result. 
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From the Corporation Counsel the Commissioners have 
received much valuable help and advice. The old form: of 
contract included in all cases a date and a forfeit, even where 
a number of contracts and divided responsibility made its 
enforcement impossible. In place of this we have first a 
contract with a date, and a forfeit and bonus clause, when a 
single responsibility for completion makes the clause opera- 
tive; and another form without either a forfeit or bonus, but 
the power left with the officer to exact damages for unneces- 
sary delays. All the summer sanitation work was on the 
first basis, and the time clause was strictly enforced. One 
of the new buildings is let on a single contract and has a for- 
feit and bonus of twenty dollara day. One other, in which 
the general contractor named a date for completion as a part 
of his bid, has a similar time clause; but the other contracts 
were advertised without a date, which became a subject of 
agreement between the contractor, the architect, and the 
Board, before the contract was awarded. In these cases the 
Board has the usual power to take the work out of the hands 
of the contractor if his work is not prosecuted with due dili- 
gence. All these matters have necessarily taken much 
time that another year can be devoted to the actual business 
in hand. 

The Commissioners cannot close this report without a 
grateful acknowledgment to his Honor, the Mayor, for his 
steady and powerful support of everything which has made 
for the efficiency and authority of this department; and for 
the benefit of his sound and wise advice which has in many 
cases saved the Board from making mistakes and helped to 
establish standards and precedents which shall serve as a 
guide for the future work of the Board of Schoolhouse 
Commissioners.

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APPENDIX I. 


NOTES ON NEW BUILDINGS. 


PRIMARY SCHOOLHOUSE, CHRISTOPHER GIBSON DISTRICT, WEST- 
VILLE STREET. 


This building is located on Westville street, with Bowdoin square 
and Head street on two sides and the lot line in the rear. The 
building, therefore, has streets on three sides, its own ample 
yard on the fourth, and is assured of permanentlight. The build- 
ing covers an area of 13,250 square feet, and stands on a lot con- 
taining 30,370 square feet, which drops sharply to the east, leav- 
ing the basement above grade at the south and the east. The 
kindergarten, a one-story building, occupies part of the space at 
the rear, the remainder is divided into two brick-paved play- 
grounds, and the areas on the front are laid down in grass. 

The basement contains the boiler and coal rooms, the toilets 
for the boys and girls, two large play-rooms and two small play- 
rooms, which are so arranged that the portion toward the east, 
where they are above grade, can eventually be used for two addi- 
tional class-rooms. In the L at the rear there is one large kin- 
dergarten room, 35 feet square, and two smaller rooms, 18 by 20 
feet. On the first and second floors there are six rooms each, 
with wardrobes and emergency closets. There are, therefore, 
twelve class-rooms, three kindergartens, and two more unfinished 
rooms, seventeen in all when complete. 

The building is constructed of brick exterior walls, with steel 
columns for bearing partitions inside, and divided with partitions 
of expanded metal and plaster. The floors are fireproof, steel 
beams, with concrete arches. The roof is a pitched timber frame, 
covered with slate, and separated from the top story by the con- 
crete arches of the ceiling. The building is therefore of practi- 
cally fireproof construction. 

The area of the building on the first floor above the kindergar- 
ten is 8,527 square feet; the school-rooms on this floor have an 
area of 4,680 square feet. Its cubical contents are 516,624.18 
cubic feet. The building has been let in a single contract, includ- 
ing all trades, for the sum of $122,178, making the cost per cubic 
foot $0.23. The cost per class-room, counting the three kin- 
dergartens as two rooms, is under $9,000 apiece, but there are 
two more rooms available at a slight additional cost. 

Heating and Ventilating. — System: The system adopted for 
this building for steam is gravity. For airit is gravity, together 
with a small fan for the kindergarten department, which is 
located at a grade lower than other class-rooms, making it imprac- 
ticable to carry out the gravity system for air and set the radia- 
tion low enough to return water to the boilers by gravity. By 
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the use of the fan we are able to get radiation up sufficiently high 
above the water line of boilers to get the return water back with- 
out the aid of a pump. There is a 42-inch fan, run by a three- 
horse-power electric motor, designed for this school. 

Boilers: There are two horizontal steel tubular boilers with a 
total of about 140 horse-power. There is also one boiler for 
furnishing steam to aspirating coils when the large boilers are not 
in use, commonly called the Summer Boiler. This boiler is a 
9-section No. 2 Mercer cast-iron sectional. 

Radiation: There is a total of 6,553 feet of radiation, made 
up of direct radiators of plain pattern and indirect gold-pin radi- 
ators. 

Temperature Control: Automatic temperature control is pro- 
vided for the kindergarten department only. The temperature is 
to be controlled in the other class-rooms by means of hand mix- 
ing-dampers, controlled by the teachers in these rooms. 

Electric Work. — This building is wired throughout for slobtens 
light, and here as in all other buildings the fixtures are included 
in the contract, those in the class-rooms being arranged to give 
reflected light from the ceiling, which the Commissioners have 
found to give the most equable light and the least trying to the 
eyes. There is a system of electric clocks and bells. The figures 
are: 260 outlets, 503 lamps, 16 clocks, and 23 bells. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL IN THE ROGER CLAP DISTRICT, COLUMBIA 
ROAD. 


This schoolhouse is located on Columbia road, near Edward 
Everett square. The building covers an area of 15,042 square 
feet, and is situated on a lot containing 50,075 square feet. It 
has the light on Columbia road on the front, has ample light on 
the east and north, and on the west is 16 feet from the lot line at 
the nearest point, a distance constantly increasing, so that per- 
manent light is practically assured on all sides. The playgrounds 
are at the rear, to the north of the building, and the whole of the 
area on the other three sides is graded and sodded, but no plant- 
ing is at present included. 

The basement contains a boiler-room, coal-areas, toilet-rooms 
for the boys and girls, two large play-rooms, manual-training 
room and cooking-room. ‘The fittings of both these latter are 
included in the contract price. 

There are ten class-rooms with wardrobes on the first floor, and 
on the second floor eight class-rooms with wardrobes, a master’s 
and a teachers’ room, janitor’s closet, and emergency toilets. On 
the third floor, occupying the greater portion of the space, is the 
assembly hall. 

The construction is fireproof throughout, the outside walls of 
brick and the dividing partitions metal and plaster, covering steel 
columns. ‘The floors are of steel beams and concrete arches, and 
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the roof steel frame, boarded and slated. The extérior of the 
building is of common red brick and limestone with a slated roof. 
The area of one floor is 15,256 square feet, and the area of the 
class-rooms on that floor 8,060 square feet. The cubical contents 
of the building are 894,941 cubic feet. The building was let in 
four contracts, aggregating $183,878, making the cost per cubic 
foot about $0.20. The main toilets are vented through the 
fixtures, an opening of 13 square inches from every closet, and 
an equal amount from every 16 running inches of the urinal. 

Heating and Ventilating. — System: 'The system for steam is 
gravity. ‘The system for air is gravity. 

Boilers: There are two 100-horse-power Worthington water 
tube boilers. There is also one eleven-section No. 2 cast-iron 
sectional Mercer boiler, for summer boiler. 

Radiation: There is a total radiation of 11,6394 feet made up 
of direct radiators and indirect gold-pin radiators. 

Temperature Control: Automatic temperature control is to be 
installed for the manual-training and cooking school-rooms. 
The temperature of other class-rooms is to be controlled by means 
of mixing dampers controlled by the teachers in the various 
rooms. 

Electric Work. — This building is furnished throughout with 
electric light, electric programme clocks, bells, and a complete 
system of telephones. This latter the Commissioners have not 
thought it desirable to install, except on schools above the pri- 
mary grade. ‘There are 464 outlets, 931 lights, 28 clocks, 27 
bells, and 23 telephones. 


PRIMARY SCHOOLHOUSE ON NORMAN STREET, PHILLIPS DISTRICT. 


This school is located on the corner of Norman and South 
Margin streets. It covers an area of 17,890 square feet and 
stands on a lot containing 24,889 square feet, with light on three 
sides and a large area at the rear, above the ground floor. 

It should be noted that the Commissioners were met here by a 
special problem, namely, the need of very large accommodation 
for children and the very large cost of the land; they have there- 
fore based this building somewhat on the lines of the New York 
schools, providing unusual accommodation for play-rooms within 
the building itself, and supplementing this and the small yards 
by occupying the whole of the roof as a playground and so pro- 
tecting it as to make it entirely safe. 

The building contains, in the basement, coal-bins and toilet- 
room, and on the ground floor, a few steps down from the level 
of the street, a large play-room adapted for use as a hall, 
thoroughly lighted and thoroughly ventilated; a small gymna- 
sium, toilet-rooms for the boys and ete storeroom and janitor’s 
office. 

Upon the first, Pencad: and third floors, which are alike, there 
are eight class-rooms with their wardrobes, and emergency toilets, 
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a room for the master, and two teachers’ rooms, with their private 
toilets. 

On the fourth floor there are six class-rooms, manual-training 
room, cooking school, and toilets sufficient in number to serve as 
emergency toilets for this floor, as well as for the use of the 
children in recess, who are dismissed to the roof. 

The whole of the roof is occupied as a playground for the 
children, and is completely protected and enclosed by parapet 
walls and wire. 

The building is of steel construction, first-class throughout. 
The exterior is of common red brick and limestone, with a small 
amount of terra-cotta. 

The total area of one floor, above the basement, is 13,732.56 
square feet, and the total area of class-rooms on one floor is 
6,492 square feet. The total cubical contents of the building is 
1,300,792 cubic feet. The costof the land was $59,839, and the 
awarded contracts for the building, which will cover all trades, 
except furniture, aggregate $319,720, making a cost per cubic 
foot of about $0.24, reckoned from the bottom of the cellar or 
eround-floor concrete to the highest part of the roof. 

Heating and Ventilating. —System: The system adopted for 
this building for steam is a combination gravity and pump; that 
is, during the hours when school is in session the water will be 
returned to the boilers by means of the pump. At night, when 
the fires are banked, the steam pressure will be dropped, and 
by means of by-pass valves the water can be returned directly 
to the boilers. For air, there is a 12-foot plenum fan, run 
by a steam engine at twenty-five pounds pressure. When this 
pressure is required for running the engine, steam for heating 
the building will be taken through reducing pressure-valve to the 
heating system, so that about five pounds will be the maximum 
pressure on the heating system. 

The ventilation is stimulated by means of aspirating coils, 
heated by exhaust steam from the steam-engine. 

_ Boilers: ‘There are two 144-horse-power Worthington water- 
tube boilers provided for this building. 

Radiation: There is a total of 9,548 feet of radiation divided 
up into pipe coils for primary heater, direct cast-iron radiators 
and indirect cast-iron supplementary heaters. ; 

Temperature Control: Automatic temperature control is pro- 
vided in the shape of thermostats to control valves on the pri- 
mary coil to maintain an even temperature of air from the primary 
coil, and thermostats in the various rooms to control valves on 
the supplementary heaters for the various class-rooms. There 
are to be no hand mixing-dampers in this building. 

Electric Work.—This building is equipped with electric light 
throughout, with electric programme clocks, with bells, telephone 
system, and an elevator. The building is exceptional, being 
mixed grammar and primary, containing a large number of rooms 
and has more stories than is usual in Boston. It was there- 
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fore thought desirable to install a telephone system and also to 
put in a small elevator. The cost of this latter was $3,500. 
There are 573 outlets, 1,246 lamps, 36 clocks, 43 bells, 36 tele- 
phones, and 1 elevator. 


PRIMARY SCHOOLHOUSE IN THE MARTIN DISTRICT. 


This building is located on level ground on the corner of Hunt- 
ington avenue and Kenwood road. The total area occupied by 
the building is 12,025 square feet, and the lot has an area of 
27,923 square feet. The building follows the lot line, and re- 
ceives all its light from the playground, which is enclosed by the 
two wings of the building. Permanent light for all the rooms is 
thus assured. The playground is divided from Huntington 
avenue by a high brick wall, and fifteen feet of the space on Ken- 
wood road is reserved as a planted area. ‘The remainder of the 
open space is paved in brick. 

The basement contains a boiler-room and coal-storage, small 
play-rooms for the boys and girls and their toilets, the manual- 
training room and cooking school. 

The first and second floors contain six class-rooms each with 
their wardrobes and toilet-rooms. 

The construction of the building is of brick exterior walls, 
steel columns, and metal and plaster partitions. The roof is of 
timber frame, boarded and covered with flat asphalt roof. The 
exterior is of common red brick and sandstone. The yards are 
enclosed by brick and iron fences and gates. The area on one 
floor is 12,190 square feet, and the area of the class-rooms on 
one floor 4,507.52 square feet. The building contains 652,630 
cubic feet. The contracts aggregate $148,761; making the 
cost per cubic foot $0.23. 

Heating and Ventilation.— System: For steam, gravity. 
For air, a plenum fan is to be installed, run by an electric motor 
of 10-horse-power. 

The ventilation is stimulated by means of aspirating coils. 

Boilers: There are to be two 15-section No, 54 Mills cast- 
iron sectional boilers. There is also to be one 9-section No. 2 
Mercer cast-iron sectional boiler for summer use. 

Radiation: There is a total of 5,144 feet of radiation for 
this building, divided into primary coils, indirect gold-pin 
radiators, supplementary heaters and direct radiators. 

Temperature Control: Automatic temperature control is pro- 
vided for this building. There are thermostats to control the 
temperature of the air coming from primary coil, and also ther- 
mostats in the various rooms to control the valves on supplemen- 
tary heaters. 

Electric Work. — The building is wired for electric light, and 
fitted with electric programme clocks, and with bells. There are 
334 outlets, 612 lights, 18 clocks, and 24 bells.

PRIMARY SCHOOLHOUSE, EMERSON DISTRICT. 


This building is situated on the corner of Horace and Byron 
streets in East Boston. ‘The building covers an area of 10,234 
square feet, and stands on a lot containing 17,500 square feet. 
There is therefore not very much land to spare for the purposes 
of the yards, and as it was necessary to have both the cooking- 
room and the manual-training room as well as the play-rooms, 
in the basement, it was thought desirable to put the heating ap- 
paratus in a sub-basement. The building comes up to the street 
line on Byron street, and has a slight set-back from Horace street, 
where the chief entrances are, which is laid out in grass and 
hedged, and has two playgrounds at the rear. 

The sub-basement contains the heating apparatus and storage 
for coal. The basement contains the play-rooms for boys and 
girls, one large room divided in the centre with an iron railing ; 
the boys’ and girls’ toilet-rooms, the manual-training room and 
cooking-room, with their wardrobes. It should be stated that 
both of these rooms are well lighted, and that they will conse- 
quently be available for future school-rooms when the manual- 
training and cooking schools, not usually a part of primary 
buildings, are removed to their proper quarters. 

On the first floor there are five class-rooms, a large kindergar- 
ten and a small kindergarten, and a teachers’ room, with ward- 
robes and emergency toilets, a toilet for the kindergarten and 
for the teachers. 

On the second floor there are six class-rooms, wardrobes, and 
emergency toilets. 

The construction of the building is fireproof throughout. The 
exterior bearing walls are of brick, the interior bearing partitions 
partly of brick and partly columns and girders, the partitions of 
terra-cotta, the floors of steel frame with concrete and expanded 
metal arches, and the roof of the same, covered with an asphalt 
composition. The exterior is practically brick throughout, brick 
pilasters, with a brick entablature and parapet. 

The area of one floor is 9,821.37 square feet, and the area of 
the class-rooms on one floor 4,489.46 square feet. ‘The contracts 
aggregate the sum of $122,916, making a cost per cubic foot of 
$0.24, the cubical contents being 510,386.54 cubic feet. 

Heating and Ventilating. — System: For steam, gravity; for 
air, gravity. 

Boilers: There are two horizontal steel tubular boilers, 45 
horse-power each, for this building. There is also one ten- 
section No. 2 Mercer cast-iron sectional boiler for summer use. 

Radiation: There is a total of 6,900 feet of radiation, divided 
into gold-pin indirect radiators, direct radiators and coils. Aspi- 
rating coils are to be placed in vent-flues. 

Temperature Control: The temperature is to be controlled in 
the various rooms by means of hand mixing-dampers controlled 
by the teachers. No automatic control of school-room tempera- 
ture is provided. 
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Electric Work. —The building is wired for electric light, and 
fitted with electric programme clocks and with bells. There are 
246 outlets, 477 lamps, 15 clocks and 21 bells. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLHOUSE IN LOWELL DISTRICT, HEATH STREET. 


This schoolhouse is located on Heath street, with two survey 
streets proposed, one on either side of line. The building covers 
an area of 12,345 square feet, and is on a lot containing 38,215 
square feet. It is located within ten feet of the rear of the lot 
line, but with this exception has ample permanent light on all 
sides. The light at the rear affects nothing except the corridor. 
The playgrounds are on either side and at the rear, and will be 
entered eventually from the side streets. The area on the front 
of the building, the whole length of the Heath-street frontage, 
is graded and sodded, and is eventually to have ornamental 
planting. 

The basement contains boiler-room and coal-storage, a play- 
room for the boys and girls, undivided, and so arranged that it 
can be partitioned, boys’ and girls’ toilets, manual-training room 
and cooking-room. On the first floor there are six regular class- 
rooms, one ungraded room, master’s room and teachers’ room 
and toilets. On the second floor there are eight class-rooms, 
coat-rooms and emergency toilets. On the third floor there are 
four class-rooms and an assembly hall covering the area of four 
class-rooms and the corridor between the same. The building 
has a total of nineteen class-rooms, cooking-room and manual 
training room. : 

The construction is fireproof throughout, the outside of brick, 
the main partition bearing walls of brick and the smaller parti- 
tions of terra-cotta. The floors are of steel frame, with terra- 
cotta arches and the roof of steel frame, book-tile and asphalt 
roof. The exterior of the building is of common red brick, with 
limestone ashlar in the basement and limestone trimmings. The 
groups of windows are framed with steel and covered with 
ornamental cast iron. 

The area of one floor is 12,132.48 square feet, and the area of 
the class-rooms on that floor is 5,665.29 square feet. The cubical 
contents of the building are 856,777.38 cubic feet. The contracts 
aggregate $214,065, making a cost per cubic foot of $0.24. 

Heating and Ventilating. — System: For steam, gravity; for 
air, gravity. 

Boilers: There are two 100-horse-power Worthington water- 
tube boilers provided for this building. There is also one eleven- 
section No. 2 Mercer cast-iron sectional boiler for summer use. 

Radiation: There is a total of 11,595 feet of radiation. This 
is divided into indirect gold-pin radiators, direct radiators and 
coils. Aspirating coils are placed in vent-flues. 

Temperature Control: Automatic temperature control is to be 
installed for cooking school and manual training rooms. The 
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temperature of all other rooms is to be controlled by means of 
hand mixing-dampers controlled by the teachers. 

Electric Work. — This building is furnished throughout with 
electric light, electric programme clocks, bells and a complete: — 
system of telephones. There are 367 outlets, 774 lamps, 24 
clocks, 30 bells and 24 telephones. 


PRIMARY SCHOOLHOUSE IN GEORGE PUTNAM DISTRICT. 


This schoolhouse is located on School street, West Roxbury. 
The building covers an area of 10,570 square feet and stands on 
a lot containing 35,491 square feet. The blind alley, Boylston 
place, comes up to the rear of the lot, and as the building was 
placed lengthwise on the lot to obtain the best exposure for the 
rooms, the architects have planned for a thoroughfare from 
Boylston place to School street. This leaves ample area for 
two playgrounds, while the building is completely surrounded 
with grass and trees. No attempt has been made to shut in the 
playgrounds, which, opening as they do from a foot-path which 
is a thoroughfare, are accessible at all times. It is distinctly an 
experiment whether such an open playground can be properly 
restricted in its use so that the privilege will not be abused and 
the property of the city not be injured. In connection with these 
accessible playgrounds the basement is so arranged that, if 
desired, the play-rooms, and even the toilets adjoining them, can 
also be left open without allowing the children access to other 
portions of the building. 

The basement contains the play-rooms and toilets already 
referred to and the heating apparatus and coal storage. The 
children have two direct means of entrance to the basement, from 
which they can reach the first floor by three different staircases. 

On the first floor there are six class-rooms, and it will be noted 
that each room has what the Commissioners consider the ideal 
arrangement, left-hand light, entrance door near the end where 
the teacher sits, the wardrobe at the same end, with double hung 
doors. In this school the experiment is being tried of dividing 
the toilet-rooms among the various stories instead of concen- 
trating them in the basement, and advantage has been taken of 
the height of the two stories of class-rooms to obtain three 
stories, in the space occupied by the toilets, in the same height. 
Two of these floors are occupied by toilets and the other by the 
teachers’ room and stock-room. ‘The second-floor plan is the 
same as the first, containing six class-rooms. 

The area of one floor is 10,520.41 square feet, and the area 
of the class-rooms on the same floor is 4,446 square feet. The 
cubical contents of the building are 517,035 cubic feet. The 
contracts amount to $122,056, making a cost per cubie foot 
of $0.23. 

The construction is fireproof throughout. The outside walls 
and interior bearing walls are of brick, and the smaller partitions 
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of terra-cotta. The floors are of steel frame with terra-cotta 
arches, and the roof of steel frame and asphalt composition 
roofing. ‘The exterior of the building is of common red brick 
and limestone, the ornament being concentrated on the main 
central doorway and the bay over it. 

Owing to the fact that the path in front of the school is a 
thoroughfare, as already referred to, the Commissioners felt 
justified in going to some expense in connection with the 
entrance to this thoroughfare, and the walls bounding the school- 
yard lot on this side; they have therefore included in the con- 
tract ornamental gates in brick and iron at either end, shelters 
with seats in the two playgrounds, and a drinking fountain on the 
playground wall in the centre. The whole of this work is 
included .in the contract. ‘Taken as a whole, this building con- 
forms more nearly than any other thus far designed with the 
ideal of the Commissioners as to what a primary school building 
should be. 

Heating and Ventilating.—System: For steam, gravity. 
For air, gravity. 

Boilers: There are two 15-section No. 54 Mills cast-iron 
sectional boilers provided for this building. There is also one 
8-section No. 2 Mercer cast-iron sectional boiler for summer use. 

Radiation: There is a total of 6,540 feet of radiation, divided 
into direct radiators, indirect gold- -pin ‘betase: and coils. 
Aspirating coils are placed in vent “flues. 

Temperature Control: The temperature of air in class- 
rooms is to be controlled by the teachers by means of hand 
mixing-dampers. No automatic temperature control is provided. 

Electric Work. — The building is wired for electric light, and 
fitted with electric programme clocks and with bells. There are 
257 outlets, 441 lights, 13 clocks, and 18 bells. 


Note. — All figures in regard to cost are subject to varia- 
tion, as no building is complete, and changes may alter the cost. 
In all cases, however, the cost includes the complete building, 
with all trades, and all the grading, draining, paving, and plant- 
ing of ground, in some cases covering a considerable area. No 
attempt has been made to separate the cost of the grounds from 
the cost of the building. In most of the buildings the contracts 
are divided, and under these circumstances a forfeiture contract 
is difficult to enforce, and therefore generally inadvisable. In 
one case, the primary building in the Christopher Gibson Dis- 
trict on Westville street, there is a single contract and a forfeit- 
ure and bonus clause of $20 a day. 

In view of the urgent need of new schools the Commissioners 
have no hesitation in saying that it would be to the advantage of 
the city if all their contracts were on this basis. A single con- 
tractor assumes responsibility for all the trades, and exceptional 
ability or diligence on his part will earn him a bonus which it is 
well worth while for the city to pay.

DESCRIPTION OF NEW SANITATION. 


FIVE TYPICAL EXAMPLES. 


WELLS SCHOOL, BLOSSOM STREET.— GRAMMAR SCHOOL FOR GIRLS. 


Pupils’ Closets. —'The new sanitaries for this school are in a 
part of the basement and consist of twenty-four short hopper 
closets, put in according to the.following specification : 


Closets for pupils. — To be of short hopper type; bowls oval, of A-1l 
vitreous earthenware, porcelain finish, with raised local vent 13 square 
inches capacity, with cast-iron S or 4S trap, enamelled on the inside; 
connection between bowl and trap made with putty and white lead and 
fastened together with cast-iron double circular flange with brass bolts. 
Local vent to be connected to galvanized vent by nickel-plated copper 
pipe full area of vent on bowl. Pine tanks to be painted one coat of 
paint; lined with 16-ounce tinned copper; fitted with goose-neck syphon 
valve, with air breaker, high-pressure ball-cock and #-inch pet-cock, 
fitted for 4-inch iron size brass pipes, and to extend within two inches 
of bottom of tank, iron extension lever, when extending through wood 
partition, to have finished brass plate, through which lever is to work, 
with extra heavy brass chain and ring; flush pipe to be 14-inch brass 
tubing, with threaded ell at bottom and slip joints on bowl connection 
and bottom of tank, seat to be square front, of ash, with piece to wall, 
no covers, supported at back with wrought-iron knees fastened through 
slate partition to wood cleat on back of same with brass screws, front 
to be supported on #-inch iron size brass pipe, with rough brass flange 
on ends, bolted to partition. 

- Water-closet partitions. — Build slate partitions, back, sides and ends, 
as shown on plans and details. Partitions tobe1 inch thick; bottom, top 
and butt joints sawed square and ground; the joints of backs to centre 
on partitions and to be reénforced with a1 by 6-inch strip; to be secured 
at all angles by heavy polished brass knees and bolts; front of par- 
titions to be secured by heavy brass straps bolted to slate and to 
14-inch iron pipe standards the full height of basement story with a 
flange bottom set 3 inches in concrete and a flanged top screwed to a 
3 by 4-inch hard-pine piece, with bevelled edge and lag-screw to floor 
joists. 

Teachers’ and Janitor’s Closets. — There were three plain 
wash-down closets for teachers and janitor placed in separate 
rooms in the building, the janitor’s closet being in the basement 
and one closet for teachers’ use on each of the next two floors 
above. These closets were put in according to the following 
specification : 


Closets. — To be plain wash-down pattern made of A-1 heavy vitreous 
earthenware (porcelain finish); outlet to be 4 S, rough brass bend, with 


- connection joint in water; to have connection for seat ventilation of 


finished brass pipe through wall with brass flange and 13 square inches 
in area ; to be fastened to floor with long square head finished brass lag- 
screws, with washer; to have a plain heavy hardwood seat (with 
cover) and to be hinged to earthenware with heavy finished brass post 
hinges.

Finished tanks.—To be supplied from plain hardwood tank 8 gal. 
capacity, lined with 16-ounce tinned copper, fitted with 14-inch goose 
neck syphon valve with syphon breaker, galvanized-iron lever and extra 
heavy brass chain and plain pull; with high pressure ball-cock of best 
make ; flush pipe to be 14-inch polished brass pipe, 18 gauge, with slip 
joint connection at earthenware and rubber washer under tank ; flush 
pipe to have shins t finished clamp and bumper securely fastened to 
wall. 


Sinks. — There are four slate sinks and one galvanized-iron 
sink installed. The slate sink in the basement is supplied with 
a drinking font as per specification : 


Sinks. — Material to be as specified under ‘‘Slate,’’ to be of sizes 
shown with 1 ft. 6 in. back supported on heavy galvanized-iron scroll 
brackets ; to waste through a 6-inch brass cesspool into 14-inch heavy 
finished brass S trap; vent to be 14-inch brass connected into main 
vent from waste. Use no union connections on sewer side of trap. To 
have one cock every 15 inches. Cocks to be wheel handle, self-closing 
and on pressure side of cock reduce water-way to prevent water splash- 
ing ; provide.two cup hooks for each cock with lag-screw through slate 
into wood. 


Drinking Fonts. — The specification for drinking font is as 
follows : 


Stream fountains. — To be polished brass ; self-closing device ; to be 
1 inch below top of sink and 6 inches across top ; supplied through 4-inch 
branch controlled by $-inch key cock under each, fitted with union con- 
nections and wire gauze strainer as directed. 


Lavatories. —The lavatories, of which there are two, one in 
the master’s toilet and one in the teachers’ toilet on first floor, are 
as specified : 


Bowls. — To be 14 by 17 inches, bolted to slab, specified under 
‘¢Marble,’’? with finished brass basin bolts, fitted for two cock holes ; 
supported on finished brass brackets ; backs and ends to be {-inch thick ; 
each bowl to be fitted with cold water, cocks to be wheel-handle, self- 
closing of polished brass ; fitted with basin plug and chain, to waste 
through 14-inch S trap with clean-out waste connection to wall, 14-inch 
vent from crown of trap to general vent system ; piping and trap to be 
of polished brass. 

Material.— All marble to be best white Italian, free from defects, stains, 
etc., to be well wrought, moulded, and exposed parts polished. All 
parts to be brass bolted and copper wired securely together and set in 
plaster of Paris. 

Lavatory bowls. — To have tops 1} inch thick, of sizes shown on plans, 
cut for size bowls specified, with rounded edge into same ; outside edges 
moulded, dished with holes cut in raised parts for securing basin cocks, 
plugs, and chains ; backs and ends to be 12 inches high with top edge 
bevelled. 


General Description. — The cast-iron soil pipes, traps, fittings, 
and clean-outs are 4, 5 and 6-inch extra heavy pipe, the main 
lines being 6-inch decreasing to 4-inch on branches and on lines 
to catch- basins. 

In the floors of sanitaries for pupils floor washes are © placed, 
and the asphalt floors pitched toward them.

Pupils’ Closets. — One range of four seats of the enamelled-iron 
syphon range type was installed in a portion of the basement, 
according to the following specification : 


Iron latrines. — Latrines will be enamelled-iron automatic syphon of 
approved design, with local vents equal in area to 13 square inches for 
each section, with hardwood seats with heavy finished brass hinges, 
with covers. The range tobe flushed through brass perforated {inch 
pipes front and back, supplied from automatic iron flushing cistern of 
a capacity of eight gallons per seat, through cast-iron flushing pipe 
with double cast-iron outlet trap with air pipe to tank and brass clean- 
out in floor 


Slate Partitions. —The slate partitions around latrines have 
already been described under Wells School. 

Teachers’ Closets and Urinals. — The teachers’ closet and lava- 
tory bowl are the same as those described. under Wells School, 
and the urinal the same as in the Skinner School, described later, 
but 12 feet in length. 

Slate Sinks. — There are four new slate sinks and one heavy 
galvanized-iron sink for janitor’s use, put in as follows: 


Furnish and set up four substantial slate sinks with 16-inch backs. 
The sinks are to be supported on heavy galvanized-iron brackets, scroll 
design; size of sinks, 20 inches by 30 inches by 6 inches, carefully rab- 
beted and secured together and drilled for supplies and wastes. Furnish 
brass chains and two aluminum drinking cups and nickel-plated brass 
chain to each and every sink. AJ] compression cocks in connection 
with sinks to be wheel-handle pattern, self-closing, nickel-plated brass. 
Sinks to waste through 6-inch nickel-plated strainer into 14-inch brass- 
cast rough trap. No union connections allowed. All joints to be rigid. 


There is one heavy galvanized-iron sink for janitor’s use, 18 
by 36 inches, supported on galvanized-iron frame and legs, and 
fitted with new supply #-inch hose-bibb cock, 4-inch side-screw 
trap and 14-inch 4-pound lead waste and vent. 

The new supply pipe system is of iron-size brass, of American 
Tube Works make. 


PARKMAN SCHOOL, BROADWAY, SOUTH BOSTON.— PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


General Description. —'The new sanitaries for this school were 
placed in a new building in the yard, and consist of two ranges 
of wash-out type, having six seats each, a urinal thirty-one feet 
in length, one galvanized-iron sink and a lavatory bowl in teach- 
ers’ room. The slate for water-closet partitions and urinals has 
already been described under ‘‘ Scholars’ Closets ’’ in the Wells 
School, and ‘‘ Urinals ” in the Skinner School. The marble and 
lavatory bowls are given under ‘* Lavatories ’”’ in description of 
Wells School. 

Following is the specification for the enamelled-iron latrines 
and enamelled-iron sink: 


Pupils’ Sanitaries. — There will be two sets of enamelled-iron wash- 
out water-closet ranges with hardwood hinged seats, perforated brass 
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flushing pipes at front and back; wood tanks, lined with copper, cistern 
and brackets, copper flushing pipe with cast-iron outlet trap, and brass 
clean-out in floor. The ranges will consist of six seats each. Partitions, 
etc., to be as above specified. 

Sinks. — Furnish and set up in same location as present sinks, which 
are all to be removed, three substantial, heavy enamelled cast-iron sinks 
with 16-inch backs; sinks to be supported on heavy galvanized-iron 
brackets, scroll design. These sinks are to be 17 inches by 24 inches by 
6 inches. Furnish brass chains and two aluminum drinking cups to 
each and every sink. All compression cocks in connection with sinks 
to be of wheel pattern, self-closing, nickel-plated brass. Sinks to waste 
into 6-inch nickel-plated strainer into 14-inch brass cast rough trap. No 
union connections allowed. All joints to be rigid. 


SKINNER SCHOOL, FAYETTE STREET.— PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


Pupils’ Closets.—In this school, which accommodates both 
boys and girls, there were two new sanitaries put in in opposite 
ends of the basement. In the girls’ side there are ten seats in 
one range, of the porcelain syphon type, as per following specifi- 
cation. In the boys’ side was installed one range of same type 
and a urinal twelve feet in length. 


Water-closet Ranges. — Furnish and set where shown on plans one 
range of ten seats and one range of six seats; to be porcelain water-closet 
range, with cast-iron partitions with adjustable standards; to have ven- 
tilating extension end and to have hardwood seats and covers, painted 
cast-iron flushing cisterns with brackets, flush-pipe, outlet trap and air- 
pipe, as per plate. 

Urinals. — Provide and set where shown on plans, in best manner, in 
boys’ sanitary, one slate urinal, as per detail; to be of best Monson slate 
or its equivalent, as may be approved. No ribbon or shalley slate will 
be allowed. All exposed surfaces to be planed and rubbed smooth; 
back and ends to be 1 inch thick, ploughed to receive {-inch flush-pipe, 
etc., and to have 4-inch cap all around; exposed edges to be rounded; 
put together in best manner as to make tight joints in elastic cement; 
to be clasped and stayed with finished brass angles and screws, nickel- 
plated where exposed; also placea green slate trough, 6 inches by 16 
inches, with 8-inch gutter, properly inclined to outlets, bedded in Port- 
land cement. All slate joints to be rabbeted and backed with a piece 
of slate 3 inches wide; lay a floor-slab 23 inches wide by 12 inches thick, 
planed smooth, surface flush and inclined with asphalt floor, so as to 
perfectly drain into gutter, with drip-moulding at gutter edge; support 
on l-inch by 1-inch iron sleepers every two feet; the space between to 
act as vent-duct. At outlets of urinal trough fit 8-inch bell-crowned 
brass strainers with extra heavy brass connections to cesspool to a 
3-inch running-trap having accessible brass clean-out. Make all the 
necessary connections with vent and sewer pipes. On the urinal pro- 
vide and neatly place, with suitable supports, in firm position, where 
indicated, a flushing pipe of polished annealed brass pipe, perforated 
every + inch by smoothly bored openings for flushing urinal, supplied 
from #-inch iron-size brass pipe twice the length of flush-pipe, controlled 
by one valve; ends to be provided each with suitable air cushion and 
stopped by screw plug; provide two wire brushes witb sectional handles 
the full length of urinal flush-pipe. On the supply to flush-pipe pro- 
vide a 4-inch hose-bibbed key-handled cock. 


PORCELAIN AUTOMATIC SIPHON RANGE, SKINNER SCHOOL. 


With galvanized-iron partitions. The modified approved form has local ventilation 
Jrom each section, and slate partitions. 
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CLOSETS, GEORGE PUTNAM SCHOOL. 


An approved wash-down closet, with wood partitions. 
now used instead. 


Slate partitions are 
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DOUBLE URINAL, SHERWIN SCHOOL. 


An approved double bank of slate urinals, with ventilation and without partitions; and 
drinking fountains. 


SLATE URINALS, VENTILATED AT BOTTOM, BENNETT SCHOOL. 


The partitions are of approved form, but are considered unnecessary and undesirable. 
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Slate Sinks.— There were eight new slate sinks installed — 
two in the basement and two on each of the three floors above. 
The specification for these sinks follows : 


Slate sinks to be constructed, as shown on detail sheet, of best Mon- 
son slate or its equivalent, acceptable to the Commissioners. Each sink 
fitted with one #-inch self-closing rabbet-ear hose-bibb nickel-plated 
cock, flange and nipple, except in basement, where each sink will have 
three cocks. Slate sinks to waste into brass cesspool through a 6-inch 
nickel-plated strainer with a 14-inch iron-size nickel-plated brass waste 
into a 4-inch hand-made 8-pound lead pot trap provided with nickel- 
plated brass side-screw clean-out; fitted to make waste connections and 
set below water line of trap, which is to be vented from top into iron 
vent-pipe and to waste through 4-pound lead pipes into iron pipe. The 
flange of trap-screw to be of sufficient size to cover hole inslate. No 
factory-made traps will be allowed. Sinks in basement to be supported 
on galvanized-iron legs or brackets of selected design; provide on each 
sink two nickel-plated brass hooks with expansion bolts to hold drink- 
ing cups. 


GEORGE PUTNAM SCHOOL, COLUMBUS AVENUE. 


General Description. — The sanitaries for pupils in this school 
were placed in a building erected for the purpose, and consist of 
both boys’ and girls’ sanitaries. Pupils’ closets are same as 
teachers’, only without cover, the girls’ having thirteen seats and 
the boys’s ten seats and a urinal 19 feet 6 inches long. There 
‘ were two wash-down closets put in, one in néw master’s room 
and one in new teachers’ room. 

Six slate sinks and one galvanized-iron sink for janitor’s use 
were installed, and the master’s and teachers’ sanitaries each had 
one lavatory bowl. The specification for the various fixtures 
follows: 


Water-closets. — To be plain wash-down pattern, made of A-1 heavy 
vitreous earthenware (porcelain finish); outlet to be 4+ S, rough 
brass bend, with connection joint in water; to have connection for seat- 
ventilation of finished brass pipe through wall, with brass flange, and 
13 square inches in area; to be fastened to floor with long square-head 
finished brass lag-screws, with washer ; to have a plain heavy hardwood 
seat (no cover), and to be hinged to earthenware with heavy finished 
brass post hinges. 

Sinks. — Provide and set where shown, in secure manner, the several 
slate sinks. Those in the basement and other stories to be clear Monson 
slate ; all to be made per detail, supported on brass legs on galvanized- 
iron brackets. To be supplied with water through nickel-plated rabbet- 
ear or other approved self-closing cocks, four each in the basement and 
two each in the stories above; attach to each cock a nickel-plated star 
filter with glass body. To waste through nickel-plated 6-inch cesspool 
strainer into 14-inch iron-size brass waste and hand-made 8-pound lead- 
pot trap, 6 inches in basement and 4 inches in stories above; all to have 
nickel-plated side-screw clean-out, fitted to receive waste connections, 
set below the water line, and ventilated from top with 14-inch 4-pound 
lead into iron-pipe waste. The trap-screw to be of proper size to cover 
the hole cut in the slate. Put under each sink and set in the floor a 
dished, slate slab, as shown. Provide and tightly secure by expansion 
bolts to back risers of the several sinks strong nickel-plated brass cup 
hooks, six each in the basement and four each in the stories above. 
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Janitor’s Sink. — Put janitor’s sink in basement, of heavy galvanized- 
iron, 18 inches by 36 inches by 6 inches, supported on galvanized-iron 
legs; provide the same with #-inch brass hose bibb, 5-inch side screw- 
trap, and 14-inch 4-pound lead waste properly trapped. 

Urinal. — Provide and put up in best manner, where shown on plan, a 
slate urinal of the best Monson slate, having a trough of Matthews’ 
Vermont green slate, 16 inches by 6 inches, properly inclined to outlets. 
Backs, ends, and cap of l-inch rounded edges, floor slab 13-inch by 23 
inches, inclined to gutter, to rest firmly on tar-dipped iron sleepers 
1 inch thick. Slate surfaces exposed are to be planed and sand-rubbed 
smooth, to be put together with brass clamps, standards and bolts. 
Floor and trough to be bedded in best Portland cement, joints rabbeted 
and made tight in elastic cement. The back slab to receive the flush- 
ing-pipe as shown. Nearthe centre of the urinal trough put in two 
8-inch bell-crowned brass strainers, with extra deep brass cesspool, 
connected to two 3-inch running traps, having brass clean-out. Make 
connection with vent and sewer-pipe in a thorough manner. Properly 
secure in two sections a {-inch annealed polished brass flushing-pipe, 
with smooth bored perforations every ? inch, free from rough edges 
inside, each end to have air-cushion stopped with brass screw-plug. 

Lavatories.— Provide and set complete two lavatories with high back 
and end risers, and self-closing nickel-plated basin cocks for cold water. 

Slate Sinks. — Provide and set in acceptable manner floor slabs under 
the lavatories of the first floor of suitable sized, dished, Italian marble, 
14 inch thick, with 1-inch back and end risers, 24 inches in height. 

Provide and place in proper manner under each water-closet in sanita- 
ries, with edge to edge, neatly-jointed, dished floor slabs, 14 inch thick, 
24 inches by 30 inches, with a 24-inch slate back-riser, 1 inch thick, the 
entire length of the water-closet back as indicated and directed, and 
each end as wide as the floor slab, the same to be rabbeted into the 


latter in careful manner and made tight. All to be of Monson or other ° 


approved clear slate; all holes neatly drilled and all surfaces, where 
exposed, to be planed smooth. 


Note. — In the new sanitation described above an entirely new 
system of waste and supply pipes was installed. The soils, 
vents, traps, clean-outs and drains in each case were entirely new 
(except one vertical stack in the Skinner School) and of extra 
heavy cast-iron. The supplies, including pipe fittings, valves, 
shut-offs, etc., were entirely new and all of brass. The pipes of 
iron-size brass. 

New fixtures were put in in all cases throughout, with the 
exception of one water-closet on the top floor of the Skinner 
School, and three teachers’ closets in the Parkman School.

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APPENDIX VII. 


NOTES ON SCHOOLS IN OTHER CITIES. 


The Schoolhouse Commissioners, before undertaking the con- 
struction of the large number of school buildings required to 
furnish the necessary school accommodation in Boston, thought 
it expedient to visit other cities and study the methods adopted, 
so far as schoolhouses are concerned; and as the ordinary routine 
work of the department was progressing favorably, and the 
Commissioners were awaiting action of the School Committee, 
without which no buildings can be undertaken, it seemed advis- 
able to take the matter up at once. Accordingly the Commis- 
sioners left Boston on Wednesday, October 9, and returned on 
Thursday, October 24,1901. During that time they examined 
school buildings in New York, Philadelphia, Washington, St. 
Louis, Toledo, Cleveland, Buffalo, and Rochester. 

They undertook in each case to get in touch with the officials 
directly concerned in the construction and repairs of school 
buildings, and in almost every city visited they had extended 
interviews with these parties, and discussed many questions 
relating to the work in hand. 

It should be stated in a general way at the outset, that in no 
_ city visited are the conditions exactly similar to those confront- 
ing the Commissioners in Boston. Here we have the school 
buildings divided practically as follows: primary buildings for 
the accommodation of both boys and girls; grammar buildings 
for boys and grammar buildings for girls; high schools for boys 
and high schools for girls, — at least in the city proper. While in 
most all of the cities visited there are but substantially two 
classes of buildings, namely, grammar schools for both boys and 
girls (including in the same building those which in Boston are 
put in primary buildings), and high schools for both girls and 
boys. It is also true that in most cities visited the building laws 
are much less stringent than in this city. 

From this it will be seen that schoolhouses, taken as a whole, 
can be built and maintained more cheaply where the different 
grades are combined in one building, and where less fireproof 
construction is required, and where the general requirements of 
the building laws are less severe. 

In every city visited we found a very great interest expressed 
in the schoolhouse problem, and all parties endeavoring to secure 
- the best and largest accommodations for the least expenditure of 
money; but it was claimed there were insufficient funds at their 
disposal to meet properly the demands made upon them. We 
found that in all the larger cities visited there are at the present 
time insufficient accommodations to allow each child of school 
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age to have a full day’s attendance at school. In many places 
it was necessary to give part of the children instruction in the 
morning and another part in the afternoon; thus using the same 
accommodations twice, and giving one half day’s instruction to 
each division. 

After a careful examination, and making many inquiries, we 
came to the conclusion that the best results are obtained where 
there is the least political influence brought to bear upon the 
school question. 

New York. —In New York City we visited the ofticers of the 
Board of Education and, on the recommendation of Mr. John 
Jasper, Borough Superintendent of Schools, visited grammar 
schools on 103d street, on 119th street and Madison avenue, 
Scammel and East Broadway, Grand street, and the high school 
on 115th street. In New York there is one Schoolhouse 
Architect, who supervises or prepares all plans; and in carrying 
out his policy one general scheme of buildings has been adopted, 
including style of architecture, heating, ventilation, and arrange- 
ment of rooms, both in the new buildings and, so far as possible, 
in those which have been remodelled. It has been decided that 
it is more economical to acquire lots in the middle of blocks than 
to purchase corner lots, that land can be purchased much more 
reasonably in this way, and that the buildings can be so planned 
that they will not be affected by the erection of other and pos- 
sibly taller buildings adjacent to the schoolhouse sites. To 
accomplish this, what is known as the ‘* H type ” of building has 
been adopted, in which the outer sides are simply blank walls, 
with all the rooms opening either toward the street or upon the 
two courtyards formed by using the H plan. In general the 
corridors run along the blank walls and are lighted by putting 
glass in the doors of the school-rooms and by sashes in the upper 
part of the walls separating the school-rooms from the corridors. 
Most of the buildings are very large, some of them containing as 
many as fifty-six classes, one building being used for all grades 
of pupils. Almost all are built of light brick with light stone 
base-courses and terra-cotta trimmings. 

No land is taken for play-yards in addition to the areas 
included within the lines of the building. The first floor in all 
buildings is occupied for play-rooms except what is required for 
the installation of the heating and ventilating plant and sanitaries. 


This is true even of some buildings which have been erected on 


corner lots, where the two exterior walls of the buildings are 
placed on the sidewalk line. 

In two of the buildings visited play-rooms are provided in the 
upper part of the buildings. In one what is known as a ‘‘ roof 
garden’’ has been adopted, made by putting a waterproof 
flooring over the entire top of the building, and carrying up the 
external walls about six or seven feet above the line of the roof. 
In order to enable the children to play games of certain kinds a 
wire netting is stretched upon a light framework over the entire 
top of the building and connected with the top of the external 
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walls. Trap-doors leading into receptacles below the level of the 
roof, containing steam pipes, are provided for melting the snow 
which may lodge upon the roof. In the other type the whole 
upper story of the building is left as one large room opening into 
the roof, divided by a partition to separate the boys’ part from 
that used by the girls. The windows are protected inside by 
heavy wire screens. 

In New York no space is set apart especially for assembly 
halis. An arrangement of sliding partitions has been adopted 
by which several class-rooms may be thrown into one. Under 
this plan the students of one floor at a time can be assembled. 
‘This is done to economize space and to avoid the expense of 
building an additional story for an assembly hall. 

The class-rooms are not as large as in most other cities, rang- 
ing from twenty-five feet square to twenty-five by thirty feet. 
No particular attention is paid to securing the light from one 
side, and in most rooms the windows are grouped. 

In New York an ingenious type of stairs has been adopted, 
known as the ‘‘ Twin Stairs,” on the X plan, which provides for 
two sets of stairs in the space usually occupied by one; one part 
is used by the boys and one part by the girls. All buildings are 
fireproof throughout. The stairs are built with iron stringers 
and risers, with North River stone treads and landings. As 
before stated, the use of the sliding partition is general. It is 
a large partition, running on iron trucks suspended from the 
ceiling, used to separate one class-room from another, and in 
many instances to separate class-rooms from the corridors. 
Rock asphalt floors are used in corridors and in play-rooms. 
As no separate rooms are provided for clothing, the clothing is 
usually hung in the corridors, enclosed within wire screens. 
All walls have hard finish, and are left white, and most of the 
buildings are finished in soft pine, shellacked. 

In the sanitaries the latrine system is almost exclusively 
adopted. There are no doors to the toilet-closets and the parti- 
tions between them run from twelve inches above the floor about 
half way to the ceiling. Slate urinals are in general use, but 
in a few schools individual porcelain urinals have been installed. 
There are no hospital rooms, but there are separate rooms for the 
teachers. 

The ventilation is by the Sturtevant Blower System, with the 
intakes on the third floor. Blowers are used only when the 
steam heat is on. Speaking tubes are used rather than tele- 
phones, and these are restricted practically to those running from 
the principal’s room to the corridors on each floor. Manual 
training, cooking schools and gymnasium rooms are on the top 
floors. 

Slate blackboards are used exclusively. We saw no movable 
or portable boards. ‘There are no platforms for the teachers, but 
in many of the rooms a high chair is provided for the teacher. 

All furniture is of the combined type, that is, with a seat and 
desk on the same irons. 
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Philadelphia. — In Philadelphia we called at the office of the 
Board of Education and met the Superintendent of Schools, 
Dr. Brooks (in Philadelphia there is no school architect), and 
upon his recommendation visited the Girls’ Grammar School, the 
Boys’ High School, a mixed school, and a school on Fitzwater 
street. 

Most of the buildings are built with iron stairways enclosed in 
brick walls. When fire escapes are used they are located inside 
the building, being really iron stairways with stone treads en- 
closed in brick walls, having two types of entrances, one from 
the building, the other from the balconies running along the 
outside of the building. The iron ‘‘ twin” staircase is used here 


in the buildings occupied by both girls and boys. The finish. 


generally employed is yellow or North Carolina pine. Stamped- 
steel ceilings are used in almost every instance; and tiling is 
used for dados in most of the buildings, and in many cases in the 
school-rooms. This is not found satisfactory. Rubber tiling is 
used in some corridors in the high school buildings, and this also 
is unsatisfactory. The heating and ventilating is done by a 
blower system, with the in-takes close to the ground. 

Sliding partitions are used exclusively in many schools, and in 
some, where the corridors are separated from the class-rooms by 
permanent walls, movable partitions are used between the several 
rooms, in order to enable all the rooms on one side, so connected, 
to be thrown into one. ‘This is not approved by the teachers on 
account of the noise. 

One of the buildings examined was square in plan, with a cen- 
tral opening in the hallway, running clear to the roof. ‘There 
are no playgrounds connected with this building, the whole upper 
floor being used for this purpose. The latrine system is used in 
many of the buildings. No particular attention is paid to lighting 
school-rooms from one side. Many of the schools have individual 
electric lighting plants, but we could not find that this was an 
economical system to adopt. ‘Teachers’ rooms and _ teachers’ 
dining-rooms are adopted. Maple floors are used in school-rooms. 
Many of the schools have sand-gardens in the basements for the 
use of the smaller pupils. ‘These are not, however, highly endorsed 
by the persons in charge of the buildings, and in one school that 
we visited the sand had been removed. ‘There are no platforms 
in the school-rooms. Ante-rooms are provided for the children’s 


clothing, similar to those in Boston, but the rooms are in no case 


plastered, the brickwork being painted. 

Washington. —In Washington we called upon Mr. A. T. 
Stewart, Superintendent of Schools, and had a lengthy interview 
with him in regard to the situation in Washington. The problem 
there is a peculiar one. ‘There is no special fund for school 
purposes. All the property in the District is taxed, and then 
Congress adds to the amount so raised an equal sum, and this is 
spent for District purposes under the direction of the Commis- 
sioners. There is for this reason much less money expended for 
school purposes than there otherwise would be. The great problem 
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then has been to build cheaply, and a large number of eight- 
room buildings have been constructed. Two-thirds of the school 
children are white and one-third black, and separate pees are 
used for the two classes. 

We visited the High School in the Georgetown District, the 
Grant School in the centre of the city, and the Bruce and Hub- 
bard schools in the newly-settled section on Columbia Heights. 
The High School is an imposing-looking building on elevated 
land, costing about $100,000. 

No attention is paid to lighting class-rooms from one side. 
Stamped-steel ceilings are used almost exclusively; but it was 
claimed that the noise made on the floor above was very objection- 
able in the room below. The buildings are not fireproof. The 
iron stairways, enclosed in brick walls, have slate treads, and no 
fire escapes are used. ‘The floors are made of rift pine, treated 
with an anti-dust oil, which is highly endorsed by all janitors 
with whom we talked. ‘The sanitaries are fitted up with individual 
‘closets, but of a less expensive pattern than those used in Boston. 
Ground glass is used as a writing surface in the sliding black- 
boards for special work in certain rooms. The only shower baths 
seen, so far, were connected with the gymnasium in the High 
School buildings. There are no ante-rooms, clothing being kept 
in lockers in the corridors for the girls and in the basement for 
the boys. The buildings have flat roofs. There are no platforms 
in the rooms, and the Boston style of furniture is used. There is 
a teachers’ room, and an arrangement is provided in the basement 
for lunches for the scholars. 

In the schools for the secondary grades the same style of stair- 
ways are used, the most satisfactory being built with thirteen-inch 
treads and six-inch risers. The walls are plastered, including 
the blackboards. Landings with mosaic floors are used in some 
buildings. The ante-rooms are on the Boston plan. An ingen- 
ious style of drinking fountains is used, similar to some of those 
found in our parks, where a person drinks from a jet of water, 
no cups being necessary. These buildings are covered by flat, 
tinned roofs which, however, do not work te ane They 
also have teachers’ rooms. 

Both the latrine and individual closets are used. In these, 
in some cases, the partitions are of iron. The latrine system in 
some cases was used for both closets and urinals. Over the 
closets a sheet-iron ventilating shaft is run through the toilet- 
room with an intake over each compartment. ‘This is not con- 
nected with the blower system, however. (Gas is used to create a 
draught in these shafts and also in the ventilating flue over the 
urinals. The ventilating fans are run by a gas engine, reported 
to work satisfactorily. No provision is made for avoiding cross- 
lights in the rooms. Anti-dust oil is applied to the floors, as in 
High Schools. Rooms in general are thirty feet by thirty-six . 
feet, there are no assembly halls, and the rooms are separated by 
sliding partitions. The Boston style of furniture is used, and 
no platforms for the teachers. Some of the eight-room buildings 
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are heated by furnaces, and in others they are heated by a com- 
bined direct-indirect steam-heating system. Some yards have a 
granolithic pavement and some are not paved at all. Several 
schools have no yards. ‘The janitors in the Washington schools 
make all ordinary repairs, and during the summer months are 
obliged to be in attendance at the schoolhouses and do all neces- 
sary work to get the buildings in proper condition for opening in 
the fall. 

Chicago. —In Chicago the Commissioners called upon Mr. 
Edwin G. Cooley, Superintendent of Schools, who arranged to 
have one of his draughtsmen in the School Architect’s Depart- 
ment take us to schools which he considered typical. We visited 
and closely examined two grammar and one high school. 

Under the Chicago building laws schoolhouses may be con- 
structed with fireproof corridors and iron stairways enclosed in 
brick walls, and the rest of the interior of the building of ordinary 
wooden construction. Cement floors are used in corridors and 
upon the stair-landings, with wooden treads on the stairs. 
Cement floors were pronounced satisfactory and inexpensive. It 
is claimed that they are not only more durable, but are practi- 
cally noiseless. All the rooms are lighted from the left side, and 
generally all windows are grouped. 

Each class-room in the grammar schools was provided with an 
anteroom, opening from the class-room without a door, and with 
no opening from the anteroom to the corridors. ‘The reason for 
putting no door at the opening between the class-room and the 
anteroom is, that in the system of ventilating provided, the inlet 
is in the class-room and the outlet in the ante-room, which is 
designed to make a continuous circulation. 

The floors in the school-rooms are of maple, usually in about 
four foot lengths. ‘This is done to save expense, it being claimed 
that the floors, after a few months wear, look as well as those of 
better quality of lumber, and as the short lengths are of little use 
to the mill, they can be purchased at a very low price. No floor- 
ing of first quality was used except in the master’s room. 

The School Board does nothing towards tinting the walls in the 
grammar schools. In what was called the model schoolhouse, 
the walls were tinted, through a private enterprise, on a well- 
developed scheme. Buff and yellow tints were used on rooms 
not having direct sunlight, and green on rooms exposed to the 
sun. In the new buildings prepared burlap is used as a dado or 
wainscoting. It is treated, after being laid, with two coats of 
lead and oil paint, and the results are very satisfactory. It is 

easily kept clean, presents an artistic appearance, and prevents 
injury to the plaster underneath, and was highly approved by 
masters and janitors. 

None of the grammar schools have a room especially set apart 
for an assembly hall; in some, however, rolling partitions are 
adopted, but not with entirely satisfactory results. All the 
corridors are made very wide, a standard width of eighteen to 
twenty feet being adopted. These are used for light gymnastics 
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and assembly purposes. ‘The roofs are generally flat, treated 
with tar concrete, which is pronounced by the School Architect 
Department to be very satisfactory. Buildings are all finished in 
- yellow pine in the natural wood. Large doors with panels of 
clear plate glass lead to class-rooms. 

The sanitary and heating plants are in every case placed out- 
side the main buildings. The latrine system, of ironwork, pain- 
ted in white enamel, is used, but it is below the standard 
required in Boston. ‘The ventilation is arranged upon what is 
known as the Waters System, and is claimed to be very satisfac- 
tory. Mr. Thomas J. Waters, who claims to have developed 
this system, is the chief engineer of the Chicago Board of Educa- 
tion, and this system (whether Mr. Waters’ or that of some one 
else) appears to be the basis of most of the more highly de- 
veloped systems of heating and ventilation. 

The repair system and department workshop is very fully 
developed. A large permanent force of skilled workmen is 
employed. A large building is fitted up with wood-working and 
other machinery for the use of the department, and all repairs 
are made by men regularly in the employ of the Board, and all 
furniture, except school furniture, is built by them. 

They have one architect who designs all their buildings and 
superintends all their repairs. The present incumbent is an 
architect practising his profession in the city, and is under con- 
tract to devote but three hours a day of his time to the school 
work. For this he receives a salary of six thousand dollars. 

In Chicago, as in some other places, the Board is obliged under 
the existing law, to award separate contracts for each kind of 
work done, so that in building some schoolhouses eighteen or 
twenty different contracts are awarded. The practical result of 
this system of dividing the work up into a large number of small 
contracts seems to be that work is probably done for ten per 
cent. less than it would be if let out in one or perhaps two con- 
tracts. The admitted disadvantages of the system are that there 
are so many sets of mechanics that they are constantly interfer- 
ing with each other and claiming allowances for delays caused by 
other contractors, so that it is absolutely impossible to get a 
building finished within the time limit, or to enforce any penalty 
for a breach of the time limit clause. It was also freely stated 
that buildings erected under this system are not nearly so well 
constructed as where the entire responsibility rests upon one or 
two contractors. It was the opinion in Chicago, at least, that 
the early demands for repairs upon buildings erected in this way 
would more than offset the saving made in the original cost. 

A simple but useful plan of foot-warmers is used in the play- 
rooms. ‘These are made by running a steam pipe under a low 
seat built against the wall and protected by a wire grating. 

St. Louis.—We were advised to visit St. Louis, it being re- 
ported that special attention had been paid recently to schoolhouse 
construction, and that very satisfactory results were obtained. 
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We had an extended interview with Mr. William B. Ittner, 
School Architect and Superintendent of Repairs, a very compe- 
tent man, who gives all his time to the work of the Board of 
Edueation; and upon the recommendation of the department 
visited the Wyman, Eugene Field, and John Marshall schools, 
(all grammar buildings), and also examined a portable building. 
The three grammar schools were of the latest construction and 
said to be typical. They are fireproof throughout, except the 
roofs, which are of mill construction. 

The corridors are very wide and are used for gymnastic and 
assembly purposes. No assembly halls are provided, although 
some principals with whom we talked thought it would be of 
great assistance to them if they could have assembly halls. 
Maple floors are used in halls and school-rooms. A marble base- 
board and a narrow marble border are used in all corridors. The 
stairs are of iron, the treads being made of concrete with a 
wearing surface of asphalt held in place by a lip carried up from 
the risers. The heating and ventilation is a modification or de- 
velopment of the ‘‘ Waters System,” although it is spoken of here 
as the ‘‘ Buffalo Blower System.” 

All interior finish is oak. Rooms are in general lighted from 
the left. Anterooms are provided as on the Chicago plan. In 
this city a system of swing doors to all school-rooms has been 
adopted. These doors are built single with a large plate glass 
panel in the upper part, and are covered with dark green leather. 
All the principals talked with were greatly pleased with these. 
doors, which were claimed to be practically noiseless. The walls 
are painted in oil. A definite color scheme is adopted, and 
simple ornamentation used. In the sanitaries the Mott fixtures 
are used in the teachers’ room and a modified system of latrines 
for the children. All buildings are built of brick, laid in cement 
mortar, with a very wide joint. 

Slate is used for blackboards. A space of about ten inches 
high is left running the entire length above the boards with a 
grooved moulding at the top and bottom to allow the placing of 
cards and other educational and decorative features, something 
after the plan of advertisements in our street cars. These were 
pronounced to be very useful. In all class-rooms a teachers’ 
wardrobe and bookcase were built into the wall. 

As in Chicago, a Repair and Construction Department is 
maintained, and portable schoolhouses are built by them, so far 
as carpenter work is concerned, for about nine hundred dollars. 
We examined these schools with much interest, as these are 
supposed to be the original schools from which our own system 
has been adopted. It is only necessary to say that, owing to 
the climatic conditions in that city, it is possible to build them 
much lighter than we can in Boston. The inside finish is much 
cheaper. We were greatly interested to find that a concern 
which offered under a bid to supply our portable buildings with 
furnaces at an expense of one hundred and fifty-five dollars each 
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have provided the same identical thing for the Board of Educa- 
tion in St. Louis for the sum of ninety dollars apiece, and were 
well satisfied to sell them at that price. 

Toledo. — At Toledo we called at the office of the Board of 
Education and met Mr. William Burge, Superintendent of Build- 
ings, and under his guidance visited the Glenwood School, in 
process of erection, also the Central High and three grammar 
schools (one new and two older). The buildings are not fire- 
proof. 

Special attention is paid to left hand lighting, the exterior 
wall being left absolutely blank, which is necessary to carry out 
this plan. 

Slate blackboards are used on three sides of the rooms. 
Floors are of maple, stairs of oak, and finish usually of Georgia 
pine. Anterooms are entered from school-rooms. No assembly 
halls are provided except in high schools. All buildings have 
very wide corridors, which are used for gymnastic and assembly 
purposes. The stairs are wide enough for the children to march 
down in a column of fours, and this plan of marching is used 
constantly. School buildings are heated exclusively by hot air 
furnaces, although blowers are used in some cases to force up the 
hot air. An automatic system is used for registering in the 
janitor’s rooms the temperature of the school-rooms. The janitor 
is thus enabled to regulate the temperature in each school-room 
directly from the furnaces. <A modified latrine system is used in 
all sanitaries. Teachers’ rooms are provided, as they are in 
almost all places visited. 

Cleveland. — In Cleveland we met Mr. Frank S. Barnum, the 
superintendent and architect of school buildings. In this city 
they are building fireproof schoolhouses. They have studied 
the matter of school-room lighting and have come to the con- 
clusion that exclusive left-hand lighting is not desirable. ‘They 
have adopted slate blackboards in all the schools. 

We visited the East High School, a large building, extremely 
plain as to appointments, with rock asphalt floors in the halls 
and landings and rock asphalt treads on the stairs. The build- 
ings are wainscoted with salt-glazed brick. This is of a dark 
brownish color, but has the advantage of being comparatively 
inexpensive and not showing marks. In the Wade Park School 
we noticed that they have adopted maple for the flooring. In 
Cleveland the heating apparatus is within the building. A fan 
system of heating is used and also an exhaust fan system for 
ventilation. 

In substantially all their buildings they have put the stairways 
in projections on either end of the building, so that the exits are 
in stairways enclosed in brick walls and with a single opening into 
the building on each floor. White pine is used .for the finish. 
The latrine system is used. The playgrounds are not paved. 
In this city they have adopted a portable schoolhouse on Boston 
lines, but with much lighter framing. They were costing at the 
time we were there about $1,300 for carpenter work.

Buffalo. —In Buffalo we were unable to see the Superintend- 
ent of Schools, but met Mr. Upton, the Superintendent of 
Manual Training, and with him visited the Grammar School No. 


43, one of their latest and typical school buildings. It is built of 


red brick without trimmings, of fireproof construction through- 
- out, iron stairs with slate treads, and has stamped steel ceilings. 
The floors are of maple and the standing finish of pine painted. 
The corridors and rooms are wainscoted with brick. The light- 
ing is all from the left. The clothing is kept in ventilated cases, 
bailt in the corridors, having rolling steel doors. The sanitaries. 
are located on each floor, individual closets being used. The 
fan system of heating and ventilating has been adopted. 

Rochester. — In Rochester we visited the Mechanics’ Institute,. 
and examined with great care the Eastman building, a gift from 
Mr. Eastman of camera fame, and particularly worthy of study 
as being a building erected for a specific purpose and without any 
lack of money. ‘The material used in the construction is red 
brick for walls and partitions, with steel beams and trusses for 
floors and roof. ‘The space between the beams is filled with 
hollow tile covered with cement, which has been given a fine finish 
for floors in halls and laboratories, and has been covered with a 
hardwood lining throughout the remainder of the building. Doors, 
casings, and other necessary wood-work are of Georgia pine or 
quartered oak. ‘There is no plaster on any of the walls, and they 
are painted in lead and oil. 

Externally, the building is absolutely devoid of any archi- 
tectural feature whatsoever, the walls being absolutely plain and 
unbroken save for the windows and window sills, which project 
very slightly, and the cornice, which is simply an extension of 
the wall, and which projects perhaps two or three inches over the 
main face of the wall, and has a plain stone capping. 

A fan system of heating and ventilating has been adopted, and 
is claimed to be so perfect that the entire quantity of air in the 
building can be changed every ten minutes. A novel feature in 
connection with the heating system was the ‘‘ intake room,” 
through which all the supply of fresh air comes from out of doors. 
One side of this room, through which all the air must pass before 
going into the heating system, is occupied by a screen made of 
gray coke, some eight or ten inches thick, held in place by copper 
wire nettings, with a perforated water-pipe extending along the 
top of this screen, so that when the system is in operation a 
constant stream of water is kept running down over the coke 
screen. ‘This serves not only to clear the air of dust and other 
impurities, but has a very marked effect in lowering the tempera- 
ture of the air in warm weather. 
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APPENDIX VIII. 
REPORT ON SCHOOL DESKS AND CHAIRS. 


Up to near the middle of the last century school furniture had 
been improved only along lines of convenience and mechanical 
perfection with little regard to hygienic needs. Since then there 
has been lagging progress, but even to-day much of the furniture 
in use is, hygienically, little in advance of the primitive fittings 
of the ‘* little red school-house.” 

Reform in this country, save for rough adjustment of heights, 
dates back practically to the publication of an article by Barnard 
in 1842,? abroad, Fahrner of Ztirich? twenty years later was the 
first to begin really effective study of the problem. 

Two years later v. Meyer of Ztirich worked out the anatomical 
and physiological problems involved.* From him date the usual 
classifications of sitting positions and the problem of back support. 

Cohn, writing from the early sixties onward, contributed to 
the discussion the eye specialist’s point of view. 

Staffel in 1884 again studied the question, as also Schenk in 
1886, from the orthopedist’s standpoint, and Lorenz followed in 
1888 with his ‘‘Die heutige Schulbankfrage.” These men, as 
also Schulthess in a more recent article, concerned themselves 
largely with the problem of back-rests as affecting the develop- 
ment of lateral curvature. 

Meanwhile, commissions were appointed to study the problems 
involved. As early as 1873 the Ministry of Culture and Instruc- 
tion in Saxony published a most intelligent set of regulations * 
for school furniture. The Frankfort commission’s report in 1885, 
those of the Prague and Viennese commissions in the late eighties 
all contained scale tables, and the Viennese committee formulated 
(as conditions for a prize contest) a set of specifications which 
practically holds good to-day. ; 

During all this time of investigation models by dozens were 
being devised,° most of them ingenious rather than scientific, some 
theoretically sound but not practicable, very few representing 
intelligent advance. 

The actual questions to be considered fall naturally into three 
groups : . 

(a.) The urgency of attending to proper fitting. 

(6.) The problems in physiological mechanics to be solved. 

(c.) The mechanical construction of apparatus to meet the 
requirements.

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(a.) With the first part of the subject we need concern our- 
selves but little, for the evils of bad furniture are now fully 
admitted. It is well established that defective furniture is a 
potent factor in causing the round shoulders, spinal curvatures 
and short-sighted eyes that are still so commonly to be found 
developing in school children. 

Illustrations of the way in which ill-fitting seats and desks 
favor distorted attitudes may be found in the plates of Dr. 


Seudder’s article—School Document No. 9—in the sketches from . 


Dr. Burnham’s photographs published by Bobrick in 1892, and in 
all the books on school hygiene. Some of the commoner results 
in attitude are shown in the sketches which accompany this 
report. 

(6.) The problems in physiological mechanics. 

In sitting, the weight is borne more or less nearly painh coda on 
the seat-bones. If we lean forward the muscles of the back and 
buttocks must take such strain as is not borne by the arms. If 
we lean backward the back of the seat supports a part of the 
weight; leaning backward with the belly muscles supporting the 
trunk is possible only for a very short time without some support 
to the back. 

In the forward position the spine in profile shows almost iney- 
itably an increased convexity; if the forward bending is still 


more, the convexity in- creases and the head 
tends to droop; the weight is partly sup- 
ported by the arms, and a twist of the spine is 
nearly inevitable. ‘The = —- lower the desk the more 
the distortion (see fig- ures 3 and 4) ; increased 
distance of the desk from the seat acts in 


nearly the same way as lowering the desk. 
In the backward position the 


back takes curves varying ac- 

cording to its points of sup- 

me ae } port, as here shown. In the bal- 
anced sitting position the curves 

of the back should be like this : 


(see also figure 5); but the tendency under fatigue 
is toward this: 

The most usual position assumed in reading is one 
of slight leaning back ; here it is Obvious that a support 
is needed low down to pre- serve the normal hollowing 
at the loins; in practice a support higher up is also 


needed for comfortable sitting. 

In writing the tendency is to assume the forward position ; 
if there is much forward leaning no back-rest has any influence on 
the curves. If a nearly balanced position is assumed for writing 
the upper back-rest is not needed; the lower still preserves the 
arch of the lower back (see figure 7). The preservation of 
this curve in sitting is important, for it is the arching of the 
back that not only tends to round the shoulders, but is also an 
important factor in favoring spinal curvatures.

Up to this point, then, we see the need of a chair-back that 
shall support the back low down, whether the pupil sits upright 
or leans back. This support should be somewhere between the 
hip bone (pelvis) and the ‘‘ small of the back.” Higher up, but 
not above the lower end of the shoulder 
blades, there should be another support, 
further back than corresponds to the 
balanced sitting position, but not very far 
back of this point. Some of the earlier 
writers ? advocate a low support only, but 
the upper support is needed. Others? 
recommend a sharp backward tilt of the 
whole seat, including the back support. 
This is all right in regard to back sup- 
port, but it is not convenient without 
greater slope of the desk than is prac- 

., ticable. The regulations for Saxony call 
nae pide: for a slope of oie in twelve back an the 
vertical line; the more modern expression 
of this is a low support 4 to 1 inch in front of the base of the 
seat-back, a higher support about 14 inches behind, that is, 2 
to 24 inches behind the lower one. It is advisable to have 
both—at all events the lower one—adjustable for height. To 
minimize twisting sideways in the seat the upper, and preferably 
also the lower, support should be 
somewhat concave from side to 
side. 

As to the seat proper, there 
: should be depth enough to fur- 
nish a bearing to the buttocks 
and to a large part of the under 
surface of the thighs *— this in 
the interest of comfort and of 
stability. The measurement 
usually agreed on is two-thirds 
the length of the thigh; too 
great depth is no disadvantage 
unless the front edge strikes the 

back of the knee. 

The width of the seat should 
be at least that of the buttocks — 
not much more than this, how- 
ever; too much width tends to Figure 2. Attitude with too high a desk. 
‘* slouchy ” attitudes. 

The seat should slope slightly down and back— enough to 
furnish some security against the scholar’s sliding forward when 
he leans back — not enough to cause an appreciable tilting of the

The height of the seat from the floor should be such that, with 
the knees at a right angle, the whole 
foot may rest on the floor; any error 
had better be in the direction of a 
slightly lower seat; pressure on nerves.

The desk should be of such height + 
that the lower edge (in writing) lets 
the forearm rest on it naturally with 
the elbow at or near theside.

eee akin theoretically desirable slope for read- 
ing is at least 30°. This, however, is not practicable for 
writing, and is at best inconveniently steep to put things on, so a 
compromise is the usual solution. The Vienna Commission says 
15°, Eulenberg and Bach say 17°, others 1 in 6 or 1 in 8, all 
practically equivalent. 

With this slope and the desk-height as above, we have about 
the proper distance of the eyes 
from their work, 12 inches to 35 
em. (14 inches). 

The width of the desk is imma- 
terial so long as it is conveniently 
wide; 22 to 24 inches is usual. 

The depth is not of prime im- 
portance; there should be room 
enough to work, and the ink-well 
should not be unattainable. 

As to the distance from the 
seat to the desk, the vertical writ- 
ing system calls for such a space 
as shall let the hand come down 
nearly to the edge of the desk 
without the elbow striking the 
back support, namely, a distance 
from seat-back to desk-edge equal Figure 4. Forward bending from too 
to the length from wrist to elbow. mpi ne 
This brings the desk-edge pretty close to the body in comfortable 
writing position. 

This arrangement makes it possible to write freely and easily 
with the body pretty evenly balanced, or even leaning backward

and vessels behind the knee may result. 
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slightly. With the desk-edge so close the pupil is rather cramped 
and in poor position for reading. The compromise usually made 
is to have the desk a few inches further forward; this is well for 
reading, but for writing this requires a forward sitting position 
(see figure 6), which is undesirable because (a) the back loses its 
support, (4) the supporting of weight on the arm tends to rotated 
postures, twists of the spine, (¢) the posture tends to round 
shoulders, (@) the posture tends to bring the eyes too close. 

For these reasons it is desirable to be able to have an adjust- 
ment to give a writing and a reading distance of desk from chair 
to suit the occasion. 

This adjustment should have a range of at least four or five 
inches. In the avoidance of vicious attitudes this adjustment is 
of the utmost importance, and a surprising amount has been 
written in regard to positive, negative and nil ‘‘ distance.”? With 
the ‘‘ distance’? adjustable we have plenty of room to move 
about, an easy supported position for reading, and, for writing, a 
good position with a minimum tendency to lean forward or twist, 
and with a support to the lower back that works against distortion. 
With no single position can all these things be attained. 

(c.) Mechanical devices. 

The foregoing specifications as to what a desk should do are 
to-day pretty well agreed on in theory. ‘To fulfil one or many 
of them a vast number of desks, desk chairs, etc., have been 
devised, approved, and warmly advocated. Most of these are 
lost — others fantastic or useless — few worth noting as a record 
of more or less successful progress. 

It must be remembered that much of the work done has been 
German, and that while we have worked with iron construction 
and individual desks, the German started his devices working 
up from wooden school benches. ‘The wooden bench in one or 
another form is still strong in Germany, and much work has 
been wasted in an attempt to accommodate individuals of vary- 
ing size by adjusting parts of a two-seated desk. Again, the 
benches make standing-up a problem, and much ingenuity has 
been spent in allowing for the possibility of standing and for an 
easy entrance and exit. 

Parow, Cohn, Erismann and others devised folding desk-tops 
for this purpose, and Sandberg a seat that snaps out of the way 
like a theatre chair, while the much quoted ‘* Columbus’’ desk 
of Ramminger and Stetter has an ingenious automatic seat that 
folds up, roof fashion, in a gable. In Beyer’s model the 
seat slides back, in v. Esch’s it swings around on a vertical

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There is a whole series of 
wooden or iron ‘‘Pendelsitze”’ * 
in which the seat swings back 
on a low pivot. 

In this country the indi- 
vidual desk and chair, even 
as ordinarily made, fully solve 
the standing problem, and we 
are relieved from considering 
the large mass of literature 
recording the European solu- 
tions. 

As to height of seat and 
desk, the modern arrangement 
for adjustment in a vertical 
plane, held by set-screws or 
clamps, entirely supersedes all 
previous arrangements.

Of these (a) is the simplest 
and sufficient, for accuracy 
enough in the height of the 
upper rest is ensured by vary- 
ing sizes. 

Adjustment of the seat-back 
for slope is found in some of 
the French models, and in the 
Miller chair (figure 8), which 
also has a spring attachment. 
It does not appear that these 
adjustments are necessary, nor

Schenk’s desk allows for height 
adjustment ingeniously, but 
unfortunately the top slides 
not only down but sharply 
backward at the same time. 
Manchain of Geneva devised 
an adjustment by swinging 
the top down or up, but un- 
fortunately this changes slope 
as well, regardless of need for 
such change. 

Foot-rests as an equivalent 
for adjustment of height of 
seat need only be condemned 
as an undesirable makeshift. 

Height adjustment of the 
back-rest has been provided 
for by (a) a sliding lower rest

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of the modified Miller chair obviously desirable. The slope of 
the seat is much the same in all modern chairs. In the Miller 
model a change of slope with change of position is ingeniously 
provided for by difference in length of legs of the supports on 
which the chair swings forward and back. 

In depth and breadth of seat all recent models conform suffi- 
ciently to the rules laid down above. 

As to slope of the desk, everything 
from 45 degrees to 0 degrees is recom- 
mended,—the rules that find more 
general acceptance call for a slope of 
about 15 degrees. ‘The desks on the 
market have nearer a 10-degree slope 
as a rule. A higher slope than 15 
degrees would be better for reading, 
but, simple as the problem is, no desk 
seems to have been constructed to 
change this slope as the desk-top slides 
back. The Parow desk provided for 
folding back a section for a reading 
rest, and some of the modern desks 
provide for a change of level by inde- 
pendent adjustment, but none of them 
combine a change of slope with the 
change of distance from reading to 
writing position. 

Adjustment of distance is perhaps the most important single 
adjustment to be provided for. We have seen that a ‘‘ positive” 
or at least a ‘‘ nil” distance is a necessity for comfortable sitting 
and reading, and that a °* negative ” distance is of prime neces- 
sity in proper writing. 

The methods for attaining this variable distance are: 

(a.) Folding desk top, 

Parow. 
(6.) Sliding desk top, 
Kunze, 
Schenk, 
Chandler. 
(c.) Desk top on parallelogram supports, 
Schlimp. 
(d.) Seat swinging on vertical pin, 
v. Esch. 
(e.) Seat swinging on parallelogram supports, 
Hippauf, 
Miller. 

Only 6, c, and e are to be seriously considered; the end 
desired can be perfectly attained by c or by e — practically per- 
fectly by 0.2, The choice must be entirely on the basis of con-

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venience and mechanical perfection. As things stand I know of 
no models in the market save of class 0. 

In conclusion, the absolutely necessary requirements for ad- 
justable furniture are: 

(1.) Adjustment for height — vertically — of chair. 

(2.) Adjustment for height — vertically — of desk. 

(3.) A back rest of proper inclination with an adequate sup- 
port for the lower back. 

(4.) A proper depth of seat. 

(5.) A proper slope of seat. 

(6.) An adjustment of desk or chair for plus or minus dis- 
tance. (See foot-note to page 93.) 

In regard to special apparatus there is little to be said. The most 
perfectly worked-out scheme is the modified Miller chair, which 
provides a seat which has a rocking back-rest, with a spring and 
an adjustment as to slope. The back swings forward near to a 
vertical plane, as the seat swings forward to the minus distance, 
while the seat loses its slope. It is a question if there is any 
advantage in so close an adjustment to position, and I am not 
prepared to say that this chair, perfect as it seems, is any better | 
for actual use than some of the models — Chandler, Heusinger, 
Ideal, or what not, — that accommodate for distance change with a 
sliding desk-top. 

As to the installation of the furniture, the desk and chair 
should be so set as to allow for three or four inches of minus 
distance, if both plus and minus distance are allowed for. 

As to adjustment, there are obvious disadvantages to adjust- 
ment by scale tables. Preferable would be: 

(1.) Adjustment of seat height (measure to under side of 
bent knee; set seat a trifle lower). 

(2.) Difference (height from seat to elbow; set desk [at 
minus distance adjustment] a trifle higher than this calls for). 

(3.) Set lower back-rest to bear about the last loin vertebra, 
just below middle of the ‘* small of the back.”

Section 1 of chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876 provides 
that the Sealer of Weights and Measures shall annually give 
public notice, by advertisement, or by posting notices in one 
or more public places, to all inhabitants or persons having a 
usual place of business therein, who use scales, weights or 
measures, for the purpose of selling any goods, wares, mer- 
chandise, or other commodities, or for public weighing, to 
bring in their scales, weights and measures, to be adjusted 
and sealed. 

The same section also provides that “in those cities and 
towns where a salary is paid to the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures no fee shall be charged for such service.” 

In compliance with the provisions of the foregoing section, 
it is customary for the sealer to notify annually, in May, all 
such persons as are referred to by the statutes, by publish- 
ing the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to 
this office their scales, weights and measures, to be tested 
and sealed. 

Section 2 of chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876, amended by 
section 2 of chapter 151 of the Acts of 1877, provides that 
at any time after said notice the said Sealer of Weights and 
Measures shall go to the houses, stores, and shops of persons 
mentioned in the foregoing section, who have neglected to 
comply with the notice given thereunder, and having entered 
the same, with the assent of the occupants, shall adjust and 
seal their scales, weights and measures, and shall be entitled 
to receive for said service the compensation set forth in chap- 
ter 51, section 14, of the General Statutes. 

The customary notice having been published, after a rea- 
sonable time the deputy sealers were instructed to visit the 
places where scales, weights and measures were in use; and 
having informed the owners thereof that it was optional with 
them whether their scales, etc., should be tested at this

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office or at their places of business, and in the former case 
no charge would be made for such services, proceeded there- 
after, with their consent, to test and seal the same.

The sealing of milk and cream jars is growing rapidly in 
number from year to year, and fast becoming a heavy tax 
upon the resources of the office in the way of increased 
demand on the office force, and in lack of sufficient storage 
and working room. 

The department needs, and could easily utilize, twice the 
room it now has at its disposal, and then have no more than 
is actually needed for the proper dispatch of the business of 
this branch of the work, which has grown in the last three 
years from 111,206 jars to 685,208 for the present year, 
7,822 having been condemned as small. 

The room used for this purpose is but 20x32 feet in area, 
and we are often obliged to set cases of jars temporarily out- 
side the building in order to obtain needed room in which to 
put new consignments. We have thus far been able to keep 
pace with the demands of the dealers by calling in from time 
to time from their several routes the men engaged upon the 
outside, and putting them at work in the office. This is 
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detrimental in no small degree to the volume of outside work 
and the receipts resulting therefrom. 

If fees were collected for testing and sealing milk and 
cream jars done in the office on the same basis: as that 
charged for work done on the outside the revenue from this 
source the present year would amount to $20,500.

WATER WorKS FUND. 


Established by order of the City Council, passed Sep- 
tember 16, 1898, it formed no part of the resources of the 
Sinking Funds for payment of City of Boston debt, but by 
authority of the above order, contained amounts received 
from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for taking of 
portion of the water works of the City of Boston for 
- Metropolitan water purposes. The amounts received from 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and the income derived 
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from the same, were paid to the City Treasurer by authority 
of orders of the City Council September 16, 1898, and 
November 5, 1900. The Fund was used to cancel debt 
and the income to meet the sum assessed on the City of 
Boston by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for Metro- 
politan water purposes. 

The account of this fund has now been closed, and the 
entire transactions in regard to the same are as follows:

In closing, I beg to say that the examination of this 
department has been very thorough, and everything has been 
found to be in excellent shape. ‘The accounts are kept ina 
systematic manner, and there is every indication that the 
utmost care is exercised in the administration of these 
affairs. . 

I cannot omit this opportunity of stating that the system 
of thus providing by annual payments to the Sinking-Funds 
to meet the indebtedness of the City appears to be as near 
perfection as we may hope to come, and the citizens of 
Boston are to be congratulated upon its establishment. It 
commences to provide the means for the payment of a debt 
as soon as the debt is created, by thus annually storing up 
the money which eventually extinguishes the debt. It may 
perhaps be thought by some to necessitate a good deal of 
labor and care to manage such a department, which is 
equivalent to a city savings bank; but how the same result 
could be better obtained I fail to see. 

I have received the most courteous attention from the 
Treasurer and bookkeeper, the latter having always been 
ready to facilitate my efforts in connection with the exami- 
nation, at any and all times.

Sir, —In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, the 
annual report of the Soldiers’ Relief Department for the year 
ending January 31, 1908, is herewith respectfully submitted. 


DUTIES. 


The powers and duties of this department are chiefly 
defined in chapter 79 of the Revised Laws, by authority of 
which payments of State Aid, Military Aid, and Soldiers’ 
Relief are made to qualified veterans of the Civil and Spanish 
wars, and, in certain cases, to the wives, widows, children, 
fathers, and mothers of living and dead veterans, and to the 
army nurses, also for the burial of veterans. and their depend- 
ents. The Legislature of 1902, by the passage of chapters 
250 and 251, extended to army nurses who served in the 
Civil War not less than three months, the benefits of the State 
Aid, Soldiers’ Relief, and Burial laws, the last law being also 
amended to include veterans of the Spanish War, by chapter 
292 of the Acts of 1902. 
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The following table shows the number and disposition of 
applications during the past year, together with the totals 
of the year preceding for the purpose of comparison :

Each application is entered on its appropriate blank, the 
necessities of the applicant investigated and the legal eligi- 
bility decided, whereupon, if found qualified, the case is 
recommended to the Committee on State Aid of the Board 
of Aldermen, which meets the first or second Friday of each 
month for the purpose of hearing applicants and granting 
allowances of Soldiers’ Relief, under section 18, chapter 79, 
Revised Laws, in which it has sole power, and of exercising 
its concurrent power with the State Aid Commissioner in 
the granting of State and Military Aid, under sections 3 and 
9 of the same chapter. 

The Committee on State Aid for the year 1902 consisted 
of Aldermen Michael W. Norris (Chairman), Frederick W. 
Farwell, and John L. Kelly, and it is a pleasure to testify to 
the courtesy which they invariably displayed to the officials 
of this department, and to the tenderness and sympathy 
which marked their bearing towards the many applicants who 
appeared before them. 

Section 17 of chapter 79 of the Revised Laws requires 
that beneficiaries shall be visited from time to time by agents 
of this department, for the purpose of keeping informed of 
any change in their condition, in order that aid may be 
discontinued should they no longer stand in need thereof. 
There have been 876 visits made under this section during the 
year, as compared with 433 visits during the year previous. 


STATE AID. 


Sections 3 to 8 of chapter 79 of the Revised Laws contain 
all the provisions for the payment of this form of aid, which 
had its inception in chapter 222 of the Acts of 1861, enacted 
May 23 of that year. Under this law by far the largest

This law dates in its various forms from 1879, being 
originally chapter 252 of the Acts of that year. It is 
intended for the relief of such Massachusetts soldiers of 
the Civil or Spanish Wars as are not adequately provided 
for under the State Aid law, and is divided into four classes, 
Vives 

First Class—Indigent persons having no pensions or State 
aid, but having a legal settlement in the city or town 
aiding them. , 

Second Class. —Indigent persons whose pensions and 
State aid are inadequate for their relief, and who have a 
legal settlement in the city or town aiding them. 

Third Class. — Indigent persons having no pension or 
State aid, or legal settlement, but who are actual residents 
of the town or city aiding them, and of the State for the 
preceding three years. 

Fourth Class. — Indigent persons having no legal settle- 
ment, whose pension and State aid are inadequate for 
their support, and who are actual residents of the town 
or city aiding them, and of the State for the preceding 
three years. 

One-half of the amount paid to persons of the first or 
second class, and the whole amount paid to persons of the 
third or fourth class, is reimbursed by the Commonwealth. 

As the benefits of this law are extended to soldiers only, 
the number relieved is comparatively small, as is shown in 
the following table:

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SOLDIERS’ RELIEF. 


This form of relief to veterans of the Civil War and their 
dependents originated in 1888 by the passage of chapter 438 
of that year. It has undergone various changes since then, 
and is now known as sections 18 and 19 of chapter 79 of 
the Revised Laws. 

Assistance under this law is rendered entirely at the 
expense of the city, and is given only to those who, having 


a legal settlement in Boston, base their claims upon the ser- 


vice of honorably discharged Civil War soldiers, who had a 
legal settlement in Massachusetts.

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It has been the endeavor of the department throughout 
the year to persuade beneficiaries and applicants having no 
permanent homes or needing hospital treatment to enter 
the excellent soldiers’ homes provided by the Nation and 
State. In this direction we met with some success, having 
secured the admission of thirty-nine veterans to the Massa- 
chusetts Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea and twenty-six to the 
National Soldiers’ Homes in Togus, Me., and other places. 
Work along these lines is important to the State and city, 
as it relieves them from further payments of aid, and to 
veterans, as it insures them comfortable quarters, food in 
plenty, and hospital treatment by skilled physicians and 
trained nurses. We have been ably assisted in this work 
by the Institutions Registration Department, whose ambu- 
lance has been at our service whenever needed. 

Our officials improve every opportunity to help the veter- 
ans and their dependents in other ways, frequently going to 
their homes and executing pension vouchers for those who 
are too feeble to call at this office. 

The following financial statement shows that the net cost 
to the city for the maintenance of the department, and for 
the support of its legally settled soldiers and their depend- 
ents, is $92,457.54.

Sir, — We have the honor to submit the following report 
of the work of this Department for the year ending January 
0 dy: 

The Board of Aldermen, on May 5, 1902, confirmed your 
Honor’s appointment of Mr. Laurence Minot to serve as 
Statistics Trustee for the five years ending April 80, 1907. 
Mr. Minot, who was one of the original members of the 
Board, succeeds himself, having been appointed by Mayor 
Quincy to serve for five years from May 1, 1897. Mr. Minot 
has been Chairman of the Board since its organization. 

Our office force consists of a secretary, chief clerk, editorial 
clerk, stenographer, and office boy. Mr. Edward H. Davis, 
who had rendered satisfactory service as statistical clerk since 
November 16, 1900, severed his connection with this Depart- 
ment on September 15, 1902, having resigned in order to 
enter Columbia University as a special student. 
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SPECIAL. PUBLICATIONS No. 5d. 


Special Publications No. 5, which was in press at the time 
of our last report, has been issued. This Publication pre- 
sents in summary form an exhibit of the receipts and expen- 
ditures of the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk for 
the thirty years, 1870-1871 to 1899-1900, inclusive, with 
the special purpose of showing the actual available annual 
income of the city and the expenditures defrayed therefrom. 
Brighton and West Roxbury were annexed in 1874, so that 
for twenty-five years out of the thirty the present boundaries 
of the city have obtained. ‘Throughout the first sixteen 
years of the period the fiscal year began on May 1 and ended 
on April 30. The fiscal year 1891-1892 began on May 1, 
1891, and ended on January 31, 1892. Since 1892 the 
fiscal year has begun February 1 and ended on January 31. 
In 1885 the $9.00 tax lmit was established by statute. In 
1900 it was raised to $10.50 by Act of the Legislature. The 
thirty years are accordingly divisible into: (1) a period of 
fifteen years, 1870-1884, in which there was no special 
tax limit for Boston, and (2) an equal period, 1885-1889, 
-in which the tax limit was $9.00 per $1,000 on the average 
assessed valuation for the preceding five years. In 1885 the 
Boston debt limit was also established by statute. 

The Publication comprises fifteen tables, covering sixty- 
five pages, besides three inserts and an index. Jor the most 
part the tables, besides showing the facts for each year, give 
aggregates and averages for each five and fifteen-year 
period. ‘The tables fall naturally into two, groups, viz.: 
I. to X., and XI. to XV. In the first group, actual (avail- 
able) income, and expenditures out of it, constitute the main 
topic ; while in the second group the relations of actual 
income and expenditures of each year to the total financial 
operations of the year are shown. ‘The first table in each 
group is a general exhibit, whose components are subjected 
to analysis (first of a general and then of a more special 
character) in the remaining tables of the series.

Total Receipts (Expenditures), together with Balances at 
the beginning and end of the year, are given under the 
heads of: (1) Ordinary, (2) Extraordinary, (3) Trust 
Funds, and (4) Bookkeeping Items. The sum of Ordinary 
and Extraordinary Receipts (Expenditures) in Table XI. 
are set forth in Table I. as Actual Income (Expenditures). 

Each subdivision of Table XI. is separately treated in the 
form of an expanded, balanced statement of Receipts and 
Expenditures, Table XII. being devoted to Ordinary, XIII. 
to Extraordinary, XIV. to Trust ee and XV. to Book- 
keeping Items. 
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Reference to the analytical tables of the first series dis- 
closes the principal items which enter into the significant 
totals given in the second series. For example, the Grand

Summary Tables, 1901 ; Foreign-born Population in Massa- 
chusetts Cities of 25,000 Inhabitants, 1900. 


The Appendix of this Bulletin contains: (1) Summary 
tables for the year 1901, which relate, among other subjects, 
to causes of death by sex, according to the Bertillon 
Nomenclature, with a comparative table for 1901 and 1900, 
and the movement of population in the Penal Institutions 
and the institutions for Paupers, Children and the Insane ; 
and (2) three tables relating to the foreign-born population 
of Massachusetts cities having a population of over 25,000. 
These tables were compiled from data contained in the 
Twelfth Census of the United States, 1900, Vol. I. The 
first table affords a comparison as respects the composition of 
the foreign-born quota of the population between these 
twenty cities with that in Massachusetts, in the North Atlan- 
tic States and in the whole United States. In Massachusetts 
the Irish form the largest proportion of the foreign-born 
population, viz., 29.53 per cent, with the Canadian-English 
(18.76) and Canadian-French (15.88) next in order. The 
second table gives the composition of the foreign-born 
population in each of the twenty Massachusetts cities 
in terms of the percentage of each nationality to the 
total number of foreign-born in that city. Thus in Boston 
35.08 per cent. of the foreign-born were born in Ireland, 
24.03 in Canada of English stock, 7.61 in Russia, 6.97 in 
Italy, 6.68 in England, and only 5.84 in Germany. In eight 
of the twenty Massachusetts cities enumerated in the table 
the Irish are the predominant factor, in seven cities the 
Canadian-French, and in five cities the Canadian-English. 
The places in which the persons of a given nationality bear 
the largest proportion to the total foreign-born are as follows : 
The Irish in Newton, the Canadian-English in Gloucester, 
the Canadian-French in Fall River, the English in Fall 
River, the Russians in Chelsea, the Swedes in Brockton, the 
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Germans in Lawrence, the Italians in Boston, the Scotch in 
Holyoke, and the Russian-Poles in Brockton. 

The third table gives the absolute numbers on which the 
proportional numbers contained in Table 2 are based. 


Bulletin No. 1, Volume IV., January, 1902. 


Foreign-born Population in the Fifteen Principal Cities of the 
United States, 1900 ; Native-born and Foreign-born Popu- 
lation of Boston, 1900, according to Place of Birth. 


The four tables here given analyze the foreign-born popu- 
lation of the fifteen largest cities of the United States, and 
the population of Boston, native-born and foreign-born, 
according to place of birth. They were compiled from 
the United States Census, 1900, Vol. I. The first table 
gives the percentage of each nationality to the total foreign- 
born in the fifteen principal cities of the United States. 
The Germans form the largest proportion of the foreign-born 
in twelve of the fifteen cities, the Irish in the other three, 
namely, Boston (35.6 per cent.), Philadelphia (33.3 per 
cent.),and Washington (30.9 per cent.). To the first table is 
added a further table giving the proportion of foreign-born to 
the total population in these cities. The foreign-born con- 
stitute 35.1 per cent. of the total population of Boston. Of 
the fifteen cities, New York alone surpasses Boston in this 
respect with 37.0 per cent. of foreign-born population. 

The second table gives the native-born population of Bos- 
ton according to state or territory of birth, by color and 
parent nativity. Of the total native-born enumerated in 
Boston, 78.4 per cent. were born in Massachusetts, as against 
78.6 per cent. shown by the State Census of 1895. The Cen- 
sus of 1895 distinguished the number born in Boston, which 
was 65.0 per cent. of the total native-born ; assuming the same 
proportion in 1900 would give the number of those born in 
Boston ag 236,446. Of those born outside the Common- 
wealth, the largest numbers were natives of the New England 
states or of New York. A noticeably large number of the 
colored population were born in Virginia and North 
Carolina. ; 

The third table shows for the City of Boston, in 1900, the 
number of persons of each nationality, the number of males 
21 years of age and over, and the number of males over 21 
years of age who are aliens. The percentage of aliens is 
largest in the case of the Japanese (66), Italians (64), and 
Chinese (61); and smallest in the case of the Germans (15) 
and Irish (17). The percentage of males over 21 years of 
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age to the total population in 1900 was 31.4; of native-born 
males over 21 years of age to the total native-born population, 
25.7; and of foreign-born males over 21 years of age to the 
total foreign-born population, 41.9. The percentage of males 
over 21 years of age of each nationality to the total number 
of persons of that nationality is also given, the highest being 
that of the Chinese, 96 per cent., and the lowest that of the 
Canadian-English, 36 per cent. 

The fourth table shows the foreign-born population of 
- Boston according to the number of years they have been in 
the United States, presenting these facts according to sex, and 
giving in addition the number of males over 21 years of age 
and the number of males over 21 who are aliens. Of those 
who have been in the United States for less than one year, 71 
per cent. were aliens; of those who had been in the United 
States for 20 twenty years and over, 12 per cent. were aliens. 


Bulletin Nos. 2 and 3, Volume IV., March 1902. 


Parentage of the Population of Massachusetts Cities of 25,000 
Inhabitants and Over, 1900. 


Three tables are presented. Table 1 compares the com- 
position of the population of the United States, the North 
Atlantic: States, Massachusetts, and the twenty principal 
cities of Massachusetts in respect to parentage. The ratio 
of those of foreign parentage to the total population is shown 
for the total persons of foreign parentage, those having both 
parents foreign-born, and those having one parent native-born. 
For those having both parents foreign-born, absolute and 
proportional numbers, by country of birth, are given. 

Of the population of the United States, 34.34 per cent. are 
of foreign parentage; of the North Atlantic States, 51.09 per 
cent.; of Massachusetts, 62.26 per cent.; of the twenty prin- 
cipal cities in Massachusetts, 69.48 per cent.; and of the 
other Massachusetts cities and towns, 52.14 per cent. 

Table 2 gives the percentage of each nationality to total 
persons having both parents foreign-born for each of the 
twenty principal cities of Massachusetts. Of the total num- 
ber of persons having both parents foreign-born in Boston in 
1900, the largest proportion, namely, 44.27 per cent., were 
born in Ireland. In fifteen of the other nineteen cities, 
Ireland has the highest representation. In Fall River, Fitch- 
burg, and New Bedford, the largest proportion, viz., 86.28 
per cent., 32.97, per cent., and 30.40 per cent., respectively, 
of the total persons having both parents foreign-born, were 
born in Canada, of French stock; while in Gloucester, the 
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largest proportion, 42.20 per cent., were born in Canada, of 
English stock. 

Table 3 gives the absolute numbers concerning foreign 
parentage in Massachusetts cities of 25,000 inhabitants and 
over. 


Bulletin No. 4, Volume IV., April, 1902. 


Population, Valuation, Tax Rate, and Indebtedness of 
Massachusetts Cities, 1901. 


This table is similar to a table bearing a corresponding 
title, giving facts for the year 1898, published in Volume L., 
first issue; another giving facts for the year 1899 in the first 
issue of Volume II.; and a third in No. 6, Volume IIL., for 
1900. 

The table is supplemented by tabulated statements of the 
relative rank of the cities and their change from 1900. It 
appears that Boston in 1901, with. the largest population, 
valuation, and net debt, had a lower tax-rate than any other 
city except Springfield; having the largest net debt, it never- 
theless had a smaller per capita debt than Newton by $51.06, 
Newton ranking first and Boston second as regards net debt 
per capita, while twenty-four cities had a larger percentage 
of net debt to assessed valuation, the per cent. for. Boston 
being 4.20, against 6.54 for Cambridge, 5.36 for Worcester, 
7.99 for Newton, and 8.31 for North Adams. 

It may be noted that in nine of the thirty-three cities of the 
Commonwealth the tax-rate in 1901 was greater, in seventeen 
less, than in 1900, while in seven it was the same. Waltham 
showed: the largest increase, viz., $2.60, and Boston and 
Springfield the least, viz., $0.20. The largest decrease was 
$1.80 in Melrose, and the smallest, $0.10, in Somerville and 
Everett. 


Bulletin No. 5, Volume LV., May, 1902. 


District Local Option on Ldquor Licenses in the City of 
Boston. 


This article contains a statistical study of the local option 
districts proposed in Chapter 485 of the Acts of 1902 of the 
Massachusetts Legislature, the Act being entitled: “ An Act 
to Extend to the Several Districts of the City of Boston the 
Right of Local Option as to the Granting of Licenses for 
the Sale of Intoxicating Liquors.” The proposed law pro- 
vided for the establishment of eight territorial districts in 
the City of Boston, each to have the right of local option 
within its own boundaries. In accordance with the terms of 
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the Act, it was submitted to the voters of Boston at the 
State election, November 4, 1902, and failed of acceptance. 
An analysis of the vote is given in Bulletin No. 9, Volume 
IV. See page 16. In addition to the text of the Act, the 
article contains two general tables, numbered I. and IL, 
two summary tables relating to the proposed districts, and a 
table showing the fees charged for licenses and the number 
of licenses granted, and the income derived therefrom by 
years in the ten years 1892-1901. 

Table I. shows the composition of the eight proposed dis- 
tricts by the wards and precincts comprised in each; the 
population of the districts at the United States Census of 1900; 
the number of assessed polls, registered voters and names 
checked, together with the vote on the question of license, 
at the Municipal election of 1901; besides the number and 
distribution of licensed places in June, 1902, and the total 
number possible in each district in case the law became 
operative. 

The main facts given in Table I. are further set forth 
_ graphically in a two-page diagram, while the text contains a 
summary table derived from Table I., showing the per cent. 
in each district to the whole city of: (1) population, (2) 
registered voters, (38) names checked, (4) total vote on the 
question of Br uee licenses, (5) the number of licensed 
places in June, 1902, and (6) the number possible under the 
proposed law. Another statement based on the returns of 
the Municipal election of 1901, shows by districts: (1) the 
per cent. of registered voters to population, (2) the per cent. 
of actual to registered voters, and (3) the per cent. of 
registered voters who voted on license in 1901. 

Table II. gives the vote of the city “ Yes” or “ No” in the 
proposed districts, on the question of lcense, in each of the 
five years 1897-1901. From this table it appears that on 
but two occasions did any of the eight districts vote “No,” 
viz., Dorchester in 1898, and Brighton in 1901. 

The proposed law, had it been accepted by the people, 
would have rendered it possible to cut down the relative 
number of licensed places in five districts, viz., in Boston 
proper, by 4.4 per cent. ; East Boston, 0.1 ; Charlestown, 2.5 ; 
South Boston, 1.2; and Roxbury, 1.9 per cent. ; while in the 
remaining districts, if license were adopted,: the possible 
number of licensed places could be increased 7.1 per cent. in 
Dorchester, 2.2 in West Roxbury, and 0.8 in Brighton. 

Owing to the public interest in the question raised by the 
proposed local option law, the edition of Bulletin No. 5 
was speedily exhausted ; accordingly, we reprinted the article 
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in Bulletin No. 6. Had our appropriation permitted the 
requisite expenditure we could have distributed many 
thousand reprints of the article; as it was, we only felt 
justified in publishing 500 reprints of the diagram presenting 
in graphical form the salient facts set forth in Table I. 


Bulletin No. 6, Volume IV., June, 1902. 
(1.) Uniformity in Municipal Financial Reports. 


(2.) District Local Option on Liquor Licenses in the City of 
Boston. (eprint.) 


The second article in this Bulletin is a reprint in full of the 
Appendix article in No. 5, described in the foregoing para- 
graphs. 

The article on ‘“‘ Uniformity in Municipal Financial Re- 
ports” embraces seven tables relating to the “ Receipts and 
Expenditures of the City of Boston and County of Suffolk 
for the Fiscal Year 1900-01, grouped according to the ¢ Uni- 
form System’ of the National Municipal League.” Three of 
the principal tables were presented in print at the meeting of 
the National Municipal League held in Boston in May, 1902, 
as a part of the report of the League’s:committee on Uniform 
Municipal Accounting and Statistics, which report was pre- 
pared by the secretary of this Department in his capacity of 
chairman of said committee. The remaining tables were 
prepared subsequently, and are printed in the Bulletin tor the 
first time. 

These tables were prepared to illustrate the character of 
the schedules recommended by the League’s committee, and 
as a contribution by this Department towards promoting the 
efforts of the League to secure reasonable uniformity ot pre- 
sentation in publications relating to municipal financial opera- 
tions. As noted in our last report (see page 12, City Docu- 
ment No. 389, 1902) the distinctive characteristic of the 
«Uniform System” of the National Municipal League, viz., 
the grouping of departmental receipts and expenditures under 
general heads, e.g., General Government, Public Safety, 
according to the nature of the service rendered, is directly in 
the line of recommendations urged by us in our first report 
for 1897. Certain other methods of classifying and stating 
receipts and expenditures, as finally adopted by us in our 
Special Publications, are more or less closely followed in the 
tentative schedules recommended by the National Municipal 
League. 
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Table I. presents a consolidated statement of Receipts and 
Expenditures, 1900-1901, classified under the heads of Ordi- 
nary, Extraordinary, Trust Funds and Bookkeeping items 
(temporary accounts). On one side Total, Balance brought 
over, and Receipts for the year are separately stated, as on the 
other side are Expenditures, Balance carried over and Total 
Expenditures. 

In Table II. the four classes of receipts for the City of 
Boston and the County of Suffolk, respectively, are analyzed — 
by sources, e.g., loans, taxes, licenses, fees, etc. Table III. 
presents. a summary view for both city and county of the 
four classes of receipts and expenditures, under ten heads, 
e.g.. General Government, Public Safety, Public Works, 
etc. 

Table IV. gives an analysis of departmental receipts and 
expenditures by classes, z.e., ordinary, extraordinary, etce., 
following the general group-heads given in the summary 
contained in Table III. Thus the classified receipts and 
expenditures under “J. General Government,” are set forth 
under nine sub-titles, e.g., 1. Mayor, 2. Legislative, 3. Law, 
4, Finance, ete., the receipts and expenditures for the several 
departments being separately stated, e. g., under “4. Finance,” 
ordinary, extraordinary, and trust fund receipts and expendi- 
tures are shown under six different titles, e. g., Assessing 
Department, Collecting Department, Treasury Department, 
Auditing Department, etc. Table V. is an exhibit of the 
receipts and expenditures in respect to income and capital 
respectively of the Trust Funds, and Table VI. presents an 
analysis of Bookkeeping Items, e. g., Temporary Tax Loans, 
Refunds, National Bank Tax, etc. Table VII. is a budgetary 
statement of the financial operations of the several depart- 
ments, based on the appropriation and tax orders for the 
year, of which it is in effect an expanded resumé. At the 
same time it serves as an-alphabetical index to the receipts 
and expenditures, and the resulting surplus or deficit, of the 
departments which are elsewhere grouped, as in Tables III. 
and IV., under general heads. It will be seen that, as in our 
own Special Publications, these tables begin with a ‘ consoli- 
dated statement,” where items are resolved into a- more 
detailed “summary statement,’ which is in turn subjected to 
what may be termed primary analysis, and still again to a 
further secondary analysis, which discloses the receipts and 
expenditures of the separate departments, included in a sub- 
group. . 

An extra edition of this Bulletin was published, so that we 
were enabled to send a copy of it to every member of the 
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National Municipal League. This number of the Bulletin is 
now out of print. 


Bulletin No. 7, Volume IV., July, 1902. 


Foreign Commerce of the Principal’ Ports of the United 
States, 1893-1902. 


The general table here presented has been compiled from 
the reports of United States Bureau of Statistics of the 
Treasury Department. It is designed to show the foreign 
commerce of the seven principal ports of the United States 
— New York, Boston, New Orleans, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
San Francisco and Galveston — during the ten years ending 
June 80, 1902, and is in continuation of a similar table 
covering the period 1890-1899, compiled from the same 
source, and printed in the Bulletin for November, 1899 
Boy o., No. 11). 

New York continues to hold its position as the most 
important port of the country. Boston, in each of the ten 
years, 1893-1902, stood second to New York with regard to 
the value of total trade. In respect to imports alone, Boston 
was second to New York throughout the decade, except in 
the year 1894, when Philadelphia ranked second in this 
respect. With regard to exports, Boston ranked second in 
1893, 1894, 1895, 1896, and 1899; New Orleans in 1897, 
1900, 1901, and 1902, and Baltimore in 1898. But for the 
ten years Boston’s exports exceeded in value those of New 
Orleans and of Baltimore. 

Another table shows the percentage of increase or decrease 
over the preceding year in the value of the total trade, im- 
ports, and exports of the United States and of Boston. The 
largest per cent. of increase in the total trade of Boston in 
any one year was 14.85 in 1896; the largest decrease being 
18.53 in 1894. In respect to imports the largest increase 
was 38.58 in 1900, and the largest decrease was 42.92 in 
1898, while with regard to exports, the largest increase 
amounted to 21.93 in 1901, and the largest decrease to 28.74 
in 1902. 

Bulletin No. 8, Volume LV., August, 1902. 
Receipts of Coal at Boston, 1897-1902. 

Six tables contained in this article have been compiled 
from the reports and records of the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce. Three of these tables show for the five years, 1897— 
1901: (1) the receipts of coal in Boston by source; (2) the 
net receipts for local consumption, and (3) the receipts by 
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port of shipment. The other three tables show for the nine 
months ending September, 1902: (4) the monthly receipts 
of coal at Boston from all sources ; (0) the monthly receipts 
by source, and (6) the monthly receipts by port of shipment. 

Comparison of the monthly coal receipts of 1902 with 
those of 1901 shows that for the first nine months of the 
year 1902 receipts of anthracite coal were 917,791 tons less, 
while receipts of bituminous were 118,456 tons more than in 
the previous year, making a net deficiency of 799,335 tons. 
Taking into consideration the fact that the average annual 
increase in coal receipts is in round numbers, 280,000 tons 
per year, or 210,000 tons for nine months, it follows that the 
coal receipts for the first nine months of 1902 were in round 
numbers, 1,000,000 tons short of the usual receipts. : 

The fluctuation in the retail price of coal, by kinds and 
grades, in Boston in 1900, 1901, and the first nine months 
in 1902, are set forth in a special table.

Vote on Proposed Law for District Local Option on Liquor 
Licenses in the City of Boston, State Hlection, 1902. 


In this article is presented a general table, compiled from 
the official returns made ‘to the Election Department, which 
shows the precinct vote in Boston at the State election, 
November 4, 1902, on the question, “Shall an Act by the 
General Court in the year 1902 (Chapter 485), entitled ‘An 
Act to extend to the several districts of the City of Boston 
the right of Local Option as to the granting of licenses for 
the sale of intoxicating lquors’ be accepted?” The vote 
by precincts is arranged and totalized in accordance with the 
composition of each of the eight proposed local option 
districts. For the city at large, out of a total vote of 
81,724, 35,810 citizens voted “Yes” and 45,914 voted 
“No,” giving a plurality of 10,104 against the acceptance of 
the Act. 

The details given in the general table are also combined 
in a recapitulated table, which shows that out of 111,487 
registered voters, 81,724, or 73.30 per cent., voted on the 
question of Local Option, against 87,415 votes, or 78.41 per 
cent., cast in the city for all candidates for Governor. A 
total of 8,418 voters, or 7.55 per cent. of the number 
registered, cast blank or defective ballots on the Option 
referendum, against 2,729 blanks, or 2.45 per cent., cast for 
Governor. .

Of the eight proposed districts, only Dorchester, Brighton 
and West Roxbury voted in favor of the proposed law. 
Nineteen wards voted against and six in favor of the 
acceptance of the Act. 

It appears from another table, showing the percentage of 
registered voters voting on the several referenda submitted 
to the voters of Boston from 1890-1902, that the percentage 
of registered voters who voted on accepting the Act, viz., 
73.380, was larger than the vote on any other question, except 
on the question of relaying the street railway tracks in Tre- 
mont street in 1899, when 75.653 per cent. voted. The mean 
vote on license for the period 1890-1901 was 65.92 per 
cent., against 73.30 on the acceptance of the proposed local 
option law. 


Bulletin No. 10, Volume IV., October, 1902. 
School Census, 1902. 


This article contains two principal tables, viz., (1.), show- 
ing by wards the results of the School Census in Septem- 
ber, 1902, and CII.) the distribution and annual increase or 
decrease by wards of the school population in the five years, 
1897-1902. To facilitate comparison of the results of the 
School Census of 1902 with those of previous years, summary 
statements are introduced which show the total number of 
persons between 5 and 15 years of age in the city; also the 
number in public schools, in private schools, and the number 
not attending school; and the annual gain or loss in each 
class in each year, 1897-1901, with averages for the five years. 
In 1902 the increase of persons 5-15 years of age in the 
city, from Be was 1,601, against an average annual 
increase of 2,944 in the five years, 1897-1901, while there 
was a decrease of 725 of this same class in the public 
schools, against an annual average increase of 2,695 for the 
previous five years. 

Inspection of Table I. shows that: (1), of 94,882, the 
total number of persons 5—15 years of age in the city, 71,532, 
or 75.39 per cent., were in the public schools; 15,601, or 
16.44 per cent., in private schools; and 7,749, or 8.17 per 
cent., were not in any school; (2), 21,817, or 22.47 per 
cent., were 5 and 6 years of age; 64,647, or 68.13 per cent., 
were from 7-13 years old; and 8, 918, or 9.40 per cent., were 
14 years of age. 
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Bulletin No. 11, Volume IV., November 1902. 
Municipal Election Statistics, 1902. 


Two general tables, presented in this Bulletin, have refer- 
ence particularly to referenda submitted to the voters of 
Boston at the Municipal election on December 9, 1902. In 
Table I. is given, by wards and precincts, the vote on the 
acceptance of an Act of the Legislature (Chap. 534, Acts 
of 1902) providing for the construction of a subway in 
Washington street. In a total vote of 58,485, 42,254, or 
72.28 per cent., voted in favor of the acceptance of the Act, 
every precinct in the city but one giving a majority in the 
affirmative. Table II. shows, by wards and precincts, the 
vote on the question of lcensing the sale of intoxicating 
liquors. Of a total vote on this question of 59,614, 38,371, 
or 64.37 per cent. voted “ Yes,” every ward and all but seven 
precincts voting in the affirmative. 

There is also given a summary statement showing by 
wards: (1) the number of registered voters (amen) for the 
Municipal election; (2) the number and percentage of the 
registered voters whose names were checked as having voted ; 
(3) the percentage of registered voters who voted on the 
subway and license questions; and (4) the percentage of 
registered voters who cast blank or defective ballots on 
those questions. 

Of a total city registration of 111,817 men, 66,583, or 
only 59.37 per cent., voted, as against 80.85 per cent. of the 
* registered voters who voted at the State election of 1902, 
and as against an average of 77.85 per cent. of the registered 
male voters who voted at Municipal elections in the preced- 
ing ten-year period 1892-1901. Of the 18,445 women who 
registered, 11,819, or 64.08 per cent., had their names 
checked as having voted for School Committee, against an 
average of 74.21 per cent. for the preceding ten years. The 
unusual falling off in attendance at the polls was undoubtedly 
due to the severely cold weather, and to the absence of a 
Mayoralty contest. 


MUNICIPAL REGISTER. 


This Department, in accordance with a vote of the Joint 
Committee of the City Council on Rules and Orders, has 
been intrusted with the work of compiling the copy for the 
Municipal Register of 1902, and seeing it through the press. 
Our efforts to secure an early issuance of the Register were 
frustrated, in a measure, by untoward delays encountered in

printing. At our suggestion, the Joint Committee on Rules 
and Orders again authorized the publication of a document 
edition of the Register in addition to the usual edition bound 
in cloth. | 

The Register for 1902, which conforms to the make-up 
adopted in 1899, contains 315 pages, including an index of 
eight and one-half pages, against 302 pages, including index, 
in 1901. ‘his increase in the number of pages is owing to 
the insertion of new tables relating to: (1) Population of 
Boston by Wards, classified according to Nativity and Sex, 
(2) Statistics, 1892-1901, of the Port of Boston, (8) List of 
Members of Congress from Massachusetts, and the composi- 
tion of Congressional Districts in which Boston hes, (4) List 
of Foreign Consuls in Boston, and incidental increase due to 
expansion of the index, etc. 


COMMUNICATION TO THE MAYoR. 


The following communication was sent to your Honor in 
connection with the estimates for the expenses of the Depart- 
ment for the year 1908-1904: 


To His Honor the Mayor of Boston : 


Sir, — The Siatistics Department was created about.six years ago, 
with the expectation that it would meet a growing demand of the 
public for trustworthy information concerning city affairs. Asis the 
case with all new enterprises, the difficulties were underestimated, 
and disappointment has been felt in some quarters at the compara- 
tively small results obtained. ‘The purpose of this communication is 
to apprise you of the present status of the undertaking, and of the 
_ fact that after six years of preliminary study we find ourselves in a 
position to do the work which this Department was created to do, if 
the city government and the public will back us up. 

In a general way we outline below the work already accomplished, 
the difficulties which have been encountered, the work which should 
now be undertaken, and the obstacles which must be removed if we 
are to undertake it. 


Work Already Accomplished. 


Two distinct lines of inquiry have been followed by the Depart- 
ment — one having to do with financial statistics, or the receipt 
and expenditurdé of public money; the other having to do with social 
or economic statistics, relating to health, population, elections, educa- 
tion, commerce, and other conditions and relations of the social and 
economic body. In both branches of inquiry the Department has 
sought to establish a high standard of accuracy in order that 
its published results might be accepted without question as a 
reliable basis of discussion and of further investigation. It has also 
endeavored to establish a high standard of uniformity in methods of 
compilation and of statement. By its strict adherence to these 
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two fundamentals — accuracy and, uniformity — the Department has 
greatly restricted the field of its operations, but has laid a sure and 
safe foundation for future work. 


Social and Economic Statistics. 


Statistics of this nature are like the cowboy’s revolver. They are 
not always wanted, but when they are wanted they are wanted ina 
hurry. The importance of collecting them beforehand cannot be 
exaggerated. 

The Department has for four years published a monthly Bulletin 
containing such statistics as are readily available, and each number 
has contained in the Appendix special tables relating to topics of 
current interest and discussion. While the major part of the regu- 
lar tables are of value only to a limited constituency, they contain a 
constantly increasing mass of facts, which are drawn upon from 
time to time as the basis of special investigations. 

We have reason to think that the death rates in Boston are 
unusually and perhaps unnecessarily high, but the vital statistics as 
at present reported do not serve as a certain means of guidance for 
the abatement of conditions which menace the public health. The 
statistics of births, deaths, and marriages have been greatly improved 
by the present City Registrar, but even more detailed information is 
desirable and returns to the Registrar should be more promptly 
made by physicians and clergymen to the end that monthly figures 
may be obtainable. Duplication of work by the City Registrar and 
Health Department should be avoided. 

The published figures of the United States Census concerning 
Boston relate chiefly to the city as a whole. It cannot reasonably be 
expected that the Federal authorities should publish them in 
greater detail, but arrangements can probably be made for the publi- 
cation of these returns by wards and precincts at the city’s expense. 
Such publication would add greatly to our means of safeguarding 
the public health and welfare. <A similar arrangement should be 
made with respect to the State Census. The importance of this 
work is well illustrated by the fact, probably little known, that more 
than one-fourth of the deaths in Boston occur in institutions. 


Financial Statistics. 


This Department has subjected to a searching analysis the receipts 
and expenditures of the city from 1870 to 1900, and has tabulated 
these in such a manner as to permit of comparing one year with 
another. These tables have been in part published. They are in 
great measure summary tables. They are not ‘interesting read- 
ing,’’ but they furnish an index or key to the reports of the forty- 
three departments, in which more detailed figures are published. 
They are an indispensable preliminary to the further study of our 
municipal finances. Their form has been commended and substan- 
tially adopted by the National Municipal League, which is seeking 
by legislation to secure uniform municipal accounts based on the 
principles already adopted by us. Such legislation has already been 
obtained in Ohio, and the need of it in Massachusetts has been 
referred to by the Governor in his inaugural address. To prepare 
these tables it has been necessary to thread an intricate maze and 
to piece together a Chinese puzzle. Changes of legislation, con- 
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solidations and divisions of departments, varying functions and 
methods of the several departments, innumerable transfers from 
one appropriation to another, changing methods of bookkeeping, the 
hundreds of cases in which expenditures for one and the same 
purpose have already been made from five or six wholly separate 
appropriations, have all been scrutinized with care, to the end that 
the two requirements of accuracy and uniformity might be complied 
with. Some idea of the difficulties of the task and of its importance 
may be formed from the fact that of $130,000,000 expended for 
extraordinary purposes in the 30 years from 1870 to 1900, $65,000,000, 
or one-half was expended for ‘‘ streets, sewers, bridges and ferries,”’ 
yet this Department in two years, and confining its investigations 
to only five years out of thirty, 1s unable to find out for what streets 
or for what sewers this money has been expended. Add to this 
that the above figures represent only Extraordinary Expenditures, 
and that Ordinary Expenditures for the above purposes and for 
Street Lighting during the same period amounted to more than 
$78 ,000 ,000 and the importance of a complete record and systematic 
digest of such vast expenditures at once appears. 


Work which should be Undertaken. 


It is a universally accepted fact that no large undertaking can be 
safely conducted, without an intimate daily knowledge of the busi- 
ness in all its details. This knowledge is necessary not only as a 
means of testing the efficiency of employés in all grades, of checking 
and supervising all items of cost, and of forming a sound judgment 
in the daily conduct of the business, but as a means of determining 
those broad questions of policy which are the foundation and the 
essence of all successful business. 

The officials of the city and the public need as thorough and 
accurate knowledge of the city’s business, and of all facts bearing 
on that business, as the managers of a private undertaking would 
have, and this knowledge should be readily accessible. 

This Department ought to publish annually a clear and detailed 
statement of the city’s assets and liabilities, giving a clear descrip- 
tion of each asset, the original cost of it, the betterments outstand- 
ing or collected and applicable to reduce the cost, the original debt 
corresponding to each asset, the sinking-funds applicable to payment 
of that debt, the amount of debt paid and unpaid at the date of the 
statement, and an estimated valuation of each asset, with reasons 
for that valuation and for any change in the valuation from year to 

ear. 
i This Department ought to publish annually a statement of the 
amount of money spent on each street for sewers, water pipes, con- 
struction or repairs, together with the amount of betterments due 
or paid, the number of times and the purposes for which the street 
has been dug up and other similar information, including the effect 
of street construction on taxable values. Plans by.the Board of 
Survey show that in residential districts about 22 per cent. of the total 
land area is required for streets. Tables should be prepared show- 
ing the ratio of streets already constructed to the total amount of 
streets which will eventually be required in a given district, so that 
it may be known what stage of development each district has 
reached, and what further improvements must be contemplated and 
provided for. The same information should be had as to schools, 
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engine houses, water supply, playgrounds and all other municipal 
equipment. 

A resolution was recently introduced in the Board of Aldermen 
calling for the establishment of a municipal electric lighting plant. 
The honorable member introducing the order had personally 
obtained by correspondence much information on the subject of 
municipal lighting. He ought not to have been put to this trouble 
and expense. 

The most manifest absurdity of our present lack of system is the 
fact, well known to everyone who has been connected with the 
legislative branch of the City Government, that figures and estimates 
for use in the consideration of legislation and debate can only be 
obtained by a member at the expense of personal investigation and 
time, and when obtained are ordinarily challenged as being incorrect, 
unsound or unfair. 

We believe that the Department of Statistics should be in close 
touch with the legislative branches of the City Government, and so 
organized that any member of the Board of Aldermen or Common 
Council could have prepared for him in clear and authoritative 
form any figures or estimates that he may require in his packer 
or committee work. 

The accounts of some of the city departments as now kept are 
inadequate, unscientific and out of date. A thorough reorgani- 
zation and the establishment of a modern and comprehensive and 
uniform system would be of inestimable value to every head of a 
department in the conduct of his work. It should be as easy for a 
city to compare the cost of equipment and operation with other 
cities as is the case with railroads and manufacturing companies. 
Such comparisons are the fundamental basis of progress and 
improvement. 

This Department ought to obtain and publish tables showing the 
comparative cost and results of the same work in this and other 
cities. Such information would be not only of great value but of 
great interest to the public. To do it thoroughly and well the statis- 
tics relating to Boston must first be got into shape. We must 
thoroughly understand our own business before we attempt to com- 
pare it with that of other cities. We must next establish a proper 
basis of comparison. Varying conditions of population, methods of 
work and bookkeeping, geographical situation and service rendered 
the public must be taken into consideration. And, finally, we must 
obtain the same information as to costs and results in other cities 
that we have as to costs and results in Boston, making sure that the 
figures are compiled on the same basis. The published reports of 
other cities cannot be accepted as they stand. Even should we be 
content with knowing the per capita cost of work in other cities, 
leaving other considerations aside, the published estimates of popu- 
lation are so unreliable as to make such comparisons far from accu- 
rate, the percentage of error in some cases being 23 per cent. 

This Department stands ready to undertake the work outlined, and 
to do it in a thorough and reliable manner, if it is given the chance. 
Boston has taken the lead in establishing a Bureau of Statistics. It 
should take the lead in making that Bureau effective and valuable. 
To do the work properly three things are essential. 

First — A corps of trained investigators, a corps large enough to 
get at the heart of the matter, and produce results within a reason- 
able time. 
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Second—An annual appropriation of fifty thousand dollars 
($50,000) to provide for such a corps. 

Third — An ordinance requiring every head of a department to 
furnish from his records or accounts such information, in such form 
and at such times as the Statistics Department, with the approval of 
the Mayor, may require. 

It rests with your Honor, with the City Council, and ultimately 
with the public, to decide whether this work shall be done. 

That it ought to be done is the unanimous opinion of this Board.

We have in preparation: (1) Special Publications No. 9 
which will bring our studies of Receipts and Expenditures of 
Ordinary Revenue down to 1902-1903, making it possible, in 
connection with preceding studies of the same sort, to compare 
the annual estimates, appropriations, and actuai expenditures 
of ordinary revenue by departments, for the eleven years 1892- 
1902; (2) a Special Publication showing Extraordinary Re- 
ceipts and Expenditures for the five years 1898-1902, being a 
continuation of Special Publications No. 6,which related to the 
same class of accounts for the five years 1893-1897; (38) a 
sketch, with dates, of the financial history of the Metropoli- 
tan undertakings of the Commonwealth for the special pur- 
pose of determining Boston’s share of the cost of the same; 
(4) a compilation of the most significant statistics relating 
to Boston, as set forth in the Twelfth Census of the United 
States. 

The distribution of the public documents of the city 
among individuals, libraries, and to the executive departments 
of other cities, and the securing of municipal and govern- 
mental reports and publications in return, continues to form 
a considerable and important part of our work. 

During the year 715 persons or institutions have received 
regularly one or more of our publications (exclusive of their 
regular distribution among the departments of the city). 
_ There are included in the foregoing statement 97 cities and 
36 statistical offices. Thanks to the facilities afforded us by 
the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, our exchange of 
documents and publications with foreign cities, etc., has been 
effected with a minimum of expense and trouble. We have 
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forwarded to our correspondents, through the Smithsonian 
Institution, 970 packages, besides numerous documents and 
communications sent direct by mail or express.

Sir, — In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, the 
annual report of the operations and expenses of the Street 
Department for the year 1902 is herewith respectfully sub- 
mitted. | 


ORGANIZATION. 


The work of the department during the past year has 
been carried on under the same organization that was effected 
when the consolidated department was created in 1891, and 
as amended in 1895, the several divisions of the depart- 
ment being as follows: 


Central Office. Paving Division. 

Bostonand Cambridge | Sanitary Division. 
Bridges. Sewer Division. 

Bridge Division. Street-Cleaning Division. 

Ferry Division. Street-Watering Division. 


Each of the above divisions, with the exception of the 
Central Office and the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, is in 
charge of a Deputy Superintendent. 
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The Boston and Cambridge bridges are managed by two 
commissioners, the Superintendent of Streets being the com- 
missioner for the City of Boston, the other commissioner 
being appointed by the Mayor of the City of Cambridge. — 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The money assigned for Street Department work for the 
past year was made available under the following appropria- 
tions: 

First. — Maintenance: From income of the city raised by 
taxes. Previous to the commencement of the financial year, 
February 1, the department estimates of the amounts neces- 
sary for the proper maintenance of the various divisions are 
submitted to His Honor the Mayor, who makes such recom- 
mendation as he may deem proper to the City Council. 
The maintenance appropriations, as passed by the City Coun- 
cil, were as follows:

Fourth. — In 1891 an Act was passed by the Legislature, 
and amended in 1897, entitled “ An Act Relating to the 
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Location, Laying-out and Construction of Highways in the 
City of Boston.” (Chapter 323, Acts of 1891, and amend- 
ments.) Loans under this Act previous to 1901 were out- 
side the debt limit, but by chapter 199 of the Acts of 1901 
the city was empowered to borrow the money inside the debt 
limit. From this fund new streets, assessable on the abutting 
property, are built. The amount expended the past year was:

Fifth. —In 1895 an Act was passed by the Legislature, 
and amended in 1898, entitled « An Act to provide for the 
Laying-out and Construction of Certain Highways in the 
City of Boston” (commonly known as the Boulevard Act). 
(Chapter 334 of 1895; chapter 236 of 1898.) Loans under 
this Act are outside the debt limit. The amount expended 
this year was as follows:

Stath.— In 1895 an Act was passed by the Legislature 
entitled “An Act relative to the establishment of a New 
Ferry Landing in the City of Boston.” (Chapter 435.) 
Under this Act the loan is outside the debt limit. The 
amount expended this year was $10,639.71. 

Seventh. — In 1897 an Act was passed by the Legislature, 
entitled “« An Act Relative to the Sewerage Works of the 
‘City of Boston.” (Chapter 426.) Under this Act the loan 
is outside the debt limit. From this fund ‘Sewerage 
Works” are built. 


The amount expended the past year was . $1,145,141 25 


Highth. —In 1900 an Act was passed by the Legislature 
and accepted by the City Council entitled “An Act Rela- 
tive to Laying-Out and Constructing Highways in the City 
of Boston.” (Chapter 478.) Under this Act the loan is 
inside the debt limit. From this appropriation all street and 
sewerage works construction in highways laid out previous 
to July 17, 1900, may be built.

From the moneys provided, as shown’ in the preceding 
schedule, the maintenance force of the department has been 
permanently and constantly employed during the ‘year, and 
large amounts of work have been performed by contract, as 
required by the provisions of many of the Acts providing 
loans for expenditure by this department. 

Specific features of the work are referred to under the 
headings which follow, and the work of the divisions is fully 
shown in the appendices attached to this report. 


aa 
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DUMPs. 


The problem calling for immediate attention by this 
department to-day is that of suitable dumps, and, as the four 
largest divisions, Paving, Sanitary, Sewer, and Street-Clean- 
ing, are very materially affected, both as to the prosecution 
of work and the increase in expenditures caused by the 
scarcity of dumps, too much cannot be said on this point. 
Work on down-town streets is badly handicapped on account 
of the long hauls necessary to dispose of surplus excavations, 
both in the Paving and Sewer Divisions, as in some cases 
the surplus must be carted to East Boston, South Boston, 
and even Cambridge, thereby entailing a great expense. 

_ In the Sanitary Division, the collections north of Massa- 
chusetts avenue are hauled partly to the dumping scow at 
Fort Hill Wharf, and those of Charlestown and part of the 
North and West Ends to Cambridge, where a charge for 
dumping is made aggregating something like $2,000 per year. 

The Street-Cleaning Division finds it very difficult to dis- 
pose of street sweepings, as there are practically no available 
dumping places. 

A remedy for this condition of affairs would be the plac- 
ing of a dumping scow at the foot of Charles’ River avenue, 
and another at the South End yard, Albany street. 

If a suitable site for a Street Department yard for the two 
last named divisions could be procured and a plant estab- 
lished, the cost of collection and disposal of ashes, street 
dirt and offal in the Dorchester district could be mate- 
rially reduced and much better service rendered the district. 
A dumping wharf and scow should be located in East Boston 
and Dorchester, in order to deliver the offal of these districts 
to the New England Sanitary Product Company, under con- 
tract with the city, for the final disposition of the offal of 
these districts. 


SNOW. 


I desire to call your attention to the necessity of providing 
a separate appropriation for the removal of snow. 

This work cannot be classed as a part of the maintenance 
work of this department ; it is rather a special task, and the 
cost of performing it is dependent entirely on the weather. 

The cost the past year was something like $175,000, and 
was paid for from the maintenance appropriations of the 
Paving and Street-Cleaning Divisions. 

An appropriation could wisely be made for this work, and 
the unexpended balance transferred to any other purpose at 
the end of the year. 
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BITUMINOUS MACADAM. 


About 9,600 square yards of this surfacing have been laid 
both on level streets and streets with steeper grades, and has, 
so far, given excellent satisfaction. It is less slippery than 
asphalt, is easily cleaned and kept clean, and has been peti- 
tioned for by many owners and occupants of houses inj the 
residential streets. penton 

Team owners and drivers prefer it to asphalt, and on 
grades varying from 1 to 12 per cent., where it has been laid, 
no fault has been found. 


STREET OPENINGS. 


The department has taken a decided stand against granting 
permits to open for any purpose newly paved or re-surfaced 
streets, and, except in cases of the most urgent necessity, no 
permits have been granted, and then only on condition that the 
work be replaced by a competent contractor under bond with 
this department, the expense of the work being borne by the 
party making the opening. ‘This course, properly pursued, I 
believe, will lead to a better condition of our street surfaces, 
and will add much to the looks and much-sought-for cleanly 
condition of our thoroughfares. 


STREET LITTER. 


The carelessness of the general public adds much to the 
labor of keeping our streets in presentable condition, and if 
the ordinances governing the throwing of paper, ete., into 
our streets and-public alleys could be enforced to the extent 
of prosecuting habitual offenders, the people at large would 
be awakened to a sense of their duty. : 

The passing of handbills, pamphlets, etc., by itinerant 
venders has been practically stopped, and if the throwing into 
the streets of newspapers and fruit parings and sweepings of 
store dirt and house dirt, could be remedied, the good effect 
would be immediately appreciated by all. 


BosTON AND CAMBRIDGE BRIDGES. 


To my fellow commissioner, Mr. W. J. Marvin of Cam- 
bridge, has fallen the greater part of the work of supervising 
the conduct of these bridges, and too much credit cannot be 
given him for his economical administration and attention to 
the duties imposed by statute.

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BRIDGE DIVISION.

The Shawmut-avenue bridge, over the Boston & Albany 
and New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroads, should be 
entirely rebuilt at as early a date as possible, in the opinion 
of the City Engineer. Further repairs are useless, and, as 
this is one of the main thoroughfares leading south from the 
heart of the down-town district, the necessity of the work be- 
comes apparent. As mentioned in the report of the previous 
years, the Congress-street and Mt. Washington avenue bridges 
should be widened, on account of the great increase in ship- 
ping in the South bay. A petition is being circulated among 
the wharf owners requesting the national government to 
take steps to compel the city to rebuild Congress street and 
to rebuild or abolish Mt. Washington-avenue bridge. 

Much work in the way of repairs, replacing rolling stock, 
etc., 1s necessary to bring this division to the standard of 
efficiency demanded by the travelling public, and increase in 


the maintenance appropriations has been asked for, which, if 


granted, will allow the department to proceed with this work. 


FERRY DIVISION. . 


Hapenditures.

Upon assuming control of the department this division was 
thoroughly inspected by me, with a view to improving the 
conditions of the service, of which many complaints had 


been made. 


Experts carefully examined the plant and reported at 
length, and work was commenced along the lines laid down 
by them. 

The boats, buildings, piers, etc., were overhauled, repaired, 
and painted, and the service so much improved as to cause 
general commendation from the travelling public. 

Much remains to be done, and, with the installing of the 
various shops at the ferries, repairs can be made by the 
division force promptly and with little inconvenience to 
travel. 
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* PAVING, DIVISION.

The paving of down-town streets has been carried on as 
far as the appropriation would admit, and pitch joints substi- 
tuted for cement grout on account of the many complaints 
as to the slipperiness of the latter form of joint. Seven 
ledges have been in operation during the year, and many 
macadam streets have been built and resurfaced. 

Work has progressed on Columbia road and Bennington 
street, and Blue Hill avenue has been built to Mattapan. 

The South End Wharf Paving No. 2 will be rebuilt the 
,coming: year, and Rutherford avenue, Devens and Bow 
streets will be finished. Many of the suburban streets have 
been resurfaced, and the force of the division has codperated 
with that of the Street-Cleaning Division in the scraping 
of gutters, ete. 


SANITARY DIVISION. 


Hxpenditures.

$675,319.64. $50,000. 


The cost of collecting and removing house dirt, ashes, and 
offal is greatly increased by the lack of suitable dumping 
places. Attention has been previously called to this condi- 
tion, and steps must be taken to remedy the trouble at once. 

The system of collecting and removing offal and ashes 
by contract should be abolished, and, to this end, yards 
should be established by this division in Dora West 
Roxbury, and Brighton. 

The service under the contract system is onaa eee 
and the residents of these districts are demanding a change. 


STREET-CLEANING DIVISION. 
Expenditures.

The push-cart patrol system should be extended as much 


as possible and provision made for the replacing of the roll- 
ing stock and horses of this division. 
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As is well known, when this division was organized in ~ 
1891 the carts, harnesses, horses, tools, etc., were furnished 
from the Sanitary Division, and sufficient money has never 
been provided to replace any of this worn-out stock. 

In the preceding pages the attention of the public has been 
called to the littering of the streets by the throwing of 
papers, fruit parings, etc., and the remedy suggested, the 
codperation of our citizens, would result in more sightly 
looking street surfaces. 


STREET-WATERING DIVISION. 
Hapenditures.

The most noticeable feature in the work of this division 
‘has been the increase in the number of miles of streets 
watered and the decrease in the appropriations for doing the 
work, and in order to properly water all public streets 
money should be provided in proportion to the number of 
miles of new streets constructed annually. —

Superintendent of Streets, Boston: 


DEAR SiR, —I respectfully submit herewith the annual 
report of the expenditures, income, and operations of the 
Bridge Division of the Street Department for the financial 
year ending January 31, 1908. 

The total number of bridges is 153, not including culverts. 
Eight of these, namely, Harvard, Canal, Prison Point, West 
Boston, Essex street, Cambridge, Western avenue to Cam- 
bridge, and North Harvard street, all connecting Boston and 
Cambridge, are in charge of two commissioners, one of whom 
is appointed by the Mayor of the City of Boston, and the 
other by the Mayor of the City of Cambridge. 

One hundred and thirteen bridges are supported wholly or 
in part by the City of Boston, 28 of these being tide-water 
bridges provided with a draw. Forty bridges are supported 
wholly by railroad corporations. 

There are 13 important tide-water bridges, namely, Mt. 
Washington avenue, operated by hand-power; Malden, 
Charlestown, Summer street, Chelsea north, Dover street, 
Federal street and Meridian street, operated by electricity ; 
Warren, Broadway, Congress street, L street and Chelsea 
south, operated by steam-power. 

The force employed on the tide-water bridges are all work- 
ang on an 8-hour basis, which necessitated the employment 
of 9 men on each of the i2 bridges, and 12 men on the 
Charlestown bridge, making a total force of 120 men 
employed on the 18 principal draw-bridges. This makes an 
increase of 20 men, entailing an additional expense of approx- 
imately $16,000. 

The different inland bridges have been repaired at various 
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times, and have all been kept in a safe condition for public 
travel, all reported defects being promptly remedied. 

The Shawmut-avenue bridge, over the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad, Providence Division, and the 
Boston and Albany Railroad, should be rebuilt. The City 
Engineer has called the attention of this department to the 
dangerous condition of this bridge.. Several times during 
the past three years needed repairs have been made in order 
to make it safe for travel. Early in 1902 it was found 
necessary to remove the iron parapets, and after this had 
been done on one side of the bridge a thorough examination 
was made by the City Engineer, who reported that the bridge 
needed rebuilding in the interest of public safety, and 
requested that it be made safe, temporarily, for public travel. 
This has been done, and an appropriation should be provided 
_to rebuild this bridge, as further repairs would be a useless 
expenditure of money.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE FERRY DIVISION. 


NorTH Ferry, EAst Boston, February 1, 1908. 


Mr. JAMES DONOVAN, 
Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR SiR, —I herewith submit the annual report of the 
expenditures, income, and operation of the Ferry Division, 
for the financial year ending January 31, 1903, also the 
amount of property in the care of the division and the con- 
dition of the same. ; 

Upon assuming charge of this division, an investigation 
was made of the condition of the boats, piers, and buildings 
by a commission of three disinterested men, who reported 
that the whole plant needed a general overhauling and reno- 
vation, especially the machinery on the boats, and in addition 
to their recommendations it was found that there were many 
other matters that needed attention, which have been attended 
tO 

Two new shafts have been put in the “ General Hancock,” 
her main deck calked, the dynamo and electric lights taken 
out of the “‘ Revere” and transferred to her. 

The “D. D. Kelly” was put on the railway and her hull 
patched and cleaned and main deck calked. 

The main deck of the “ Hugh O’Brien” was calked. 

The “ Revere” was put on the railway and her hull patched 
and cleaned and rudders straightened. 

The “ Governor Russell” was put on the railway and four 
new propeller blades put on. 
The “Noddle Island” and “General Summer” were put 
on the railway and their hulls calked and metalled for the 

first time. Both main decks were also calked. 

In addition to the above work, the machinery and wood- 
work of all the boats except the “ Revere” were thoroughly 
overhauled and repaired and painted from the hull up. 
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The coal-pocket at South Ferry, East Boston side, was 
seriously damaged by fire in September, 1901, and cost to 
repair in 1902 about $2,000. Proper ventilation has been 
put into this pocket now, and the chances of it taking fire 
again have been greatly reduced. 

In the future a first-class grade of coal should be purchased, 
as experience teaches that the better the coal the less liability 
there is of spontaneous combustion and better results for 
steam purposes. If the price of coal should advance very 
considerably during the coming year on account of strikes it 
will hamper this division greatly, as we use about 12,000 tons 
during the year, which must be paid from the maintenance 
fund. 

Speaking of the increase in expenditures, it is well to add 
that the cost of supplies (other than coal) has advanced 
almost one-third in the past few years, and on account of the 
many improved facilities, running extra boats, etc., a large 
amount of extra supplies has necessarily been used. 

Steam heating fixtures have been extended so as to practi- 
cally abolish the use of stoves in the division, something long 
looked for, as heat from stoves for our extensive ferry plant, 
besides being very dangerous to life and property, was 
extremely unsatisfactory, and the cause of much complaint 
from the citizens. | 

Considerable complaint was made at the beginning of the 
year on account of the unclean condition of the head-houses 
and boats, and an extra force was put at work to remedy the 
trouble. . 

The working force (all the employees of the division) have 
been placed on an eight-hour basis, to comply with the law. 

Because of these reasons the regular force of the division 
had to be increased, and a careful examination of the work of 
this division will show more work done during the past year 
than ever before, and the plant in good working condition, 
with the exception of the middle‘pier at the North Ferry, 
East Boston side, which should be replaced as soon as 
possible during the year, as it 1s now in a dangerous 
condition, and the three piers at the South Ferry, Boston 
side, which should be replaced by new ones at once, and the 
head-house should be moved to one side, as at the other 
landings. 

The increase in receipts over 1901 was $6,310.26, and 
there were over 500,000 more passengers carried than in the 
preceding year.

THE PAVING DIVISION. 


Room 44, Ciry Haut, Boston, February 1, 1903. 
Hon. JAMES DONOVAN, Superintendent of Streets : 


DEAR Sir,—I respectfully submit the annual report of 
the expenditures and income of the Paving Division of the 
Street Department for the financial year ending January 31, 
1903, showing the nature of the work, the number and 
variety of permits issued, and the details of expenditures 
involved in paving, macadamizing, regulating, and construct- 
ing various streets. 

The Paving Division has charge of the following work: 

The maintenance and rebuilding of street surfaces and 
sidewalks. 

The placing of street signs. 

The numbering of buildings. 

The issuing of permits to open or to occupy the streets, or 
for such other purposes as may be required under the ordi- 
nances. 

The removal of snow and ice from the streets and gutters. 

The cleaning of streets in the outlying sections of the 
city not covered by the Street Cleaning Division. 

The division is in charge of a Deputy Superintendent, 
with a clerical force under the direction of a chief clerk, and 
an engineering force under the direction of a chief engineer. 


DOWN-TOWN STREETS. 


Broad street, between State and Central streets, was paved 
with large granite blocks, on a six (6) inch American 
concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints. The paving and 
regulating was done under contract by H. Gore & Company. 
Former pavement granite blocks on gravel base. 
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Bath street, Post Office square to Post Office square, was 
paved with large granite blocks, on a six (6) inch American 
cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints. The 
paving and regulating was done under contract by John E. 
Burns & Company. Former pavement, granite blocks on 
gravel base. 

Bedford street, between Washington and Chauncy streets, 
was paved with large granite blocks, on a six (6) inch 
American cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints.

‘Former pavement, granite blocks on 
gravel base. 

Bedford street, from Summer street across Kingston street, 
was paved with large granite blocks, on a six (6) inch 
American cement concrete base. The paving and regulating 
was done under contract by Patrick McGovern. Former 
pavement, granite blocks on concrete base. ‘The old base was 
considerably cut and patched by corporations, and was in 
such a poor condition that a new base was laid. 

Cornhill, between Washington and Court streets, was 
paved with large yranite blocks, on a six (6) inch American 
cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints, including 
the area within the tracks, which was paid for by the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company. The paving and regulating 
was done under contract by P. H. Bradley. Former pave- 
ment, granite blocks on gravel base. 

Devonshire street, between Summer street and Winthrop 
square, was paved with large granite blocks, on a six (6) inch 
American cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints. 
The paving and regulating was done under contract by James 
E. Bunting. Former pavement, granite blocks on gravel 
base. 

Dover street, between Washington and Tremont streets, 
was paved with large granite blocks, on a six (6) inch 
American cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints, 
including the area within the tracks, which was paid for by 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company. ‘The paving and 
regulating was done under contract by Benjamin M. Cram. 
Former pavement, granite blocks on gravel base. 

Elm street, from Hanover street to Washington street and 
Washington street to Dock square, was paved with large 
granite blocks, on a six (6) inch American cement concrete 
base, with pitch and pebble joints. The paving and regulat- 
ing was done under contract by P. H. Bradley. Former 
pavement, granite blocks on gravel base. 

Essex street, Washington street to Harrison avenue, was 
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paved with large granite blocks, on a six (6) inch American 
cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints, including 
the area within the tracks, which was paid for by the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company. ‘The work was done under con- 
tract by John E. Burns & Company. Former pavement, 
granite blocks on gravel base. 

Essex street, between Atlantic avenue and South street, was 
paved with large granite blocks, on a six (6) inch American 
cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints. ‘The 
work was done under contract by John E. Burns & Com- 
pany.

Essex street, from South street across Lincoln street, was 
paved with large granite blocks, on a six (6) inch American 
cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints. The 
paving and regulating was done under contract by Benjamin.

Franklin avenue, Court street to Cornhill, was paved with 
large granite blocks, on a gravel base, with Portland cement 
grout joints. The paving and regulating was done under 
contract by Benjamin M. Cram. Former pavement, flagging 
on gravel base. 

Friend street, between Causeway and Merrimac streets, 
was paved with large granite blocks, on a six (6) inch 
American concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints.

Lincoln street, between Summer and Essex streets, was 
paved with large granite blocks, on a six (6) inch American 
cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints. The 
paving and regulating was done under contract by Patrick 
McGovern. Former pavement, granite blocks on gravel 
base. 

Merrimac street, between Haymarket square and Causeway 
street, was paved with large granite blocks, on a six (6) inch 
American cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints, 
including the area within the tracks, which was paid for by 
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the Boston Elevated Railway Company. The paving and 
regulating was done under contract by William J. Rafferty. 
Former pavement, granite blocks on gravel base. In connec- 
. tion with the paving and regulating of Merrimac street, parts 
of Prospect street, Merrimac and Lancaster streets were relaid 
and the edgestones and sidewalks regulated by William J. 
Rafferty. 

Portland street, between Hanover and Causeway streets, 
was paved with large granite blocks, on a six (6) inch Ameri- 
can cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints, 
including the area within the tracks, which was paid for by 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company. The paving and 
regulating was done under contract by Dennis Kiley. Jormer 
pavement, granite blocks on gravel base. 

South street, Summer street across Essex street, was paved 
with large granite blocks, on a six (6) inch American cement 
concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints, including the area 
within the tracks, which was paid for by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company.

ASPHALT STREETS. 


The repairs made on all asphalt streets not under guar- 
antee have been measured, and the patches located and 
plotted. Cuts made in asphalt streets, by corporations and 
those having rights in the streets, whether under guaranty 
or not, have also been located and plotted; these patches are 
made by the company which originally laid the surface at the 
expense of the party making the cut. Streets under guar- 
anty are inspected and the companies notified when repairs 
are necessary.

BITUMINOUS MACADAM. 


A new form of pavement has been introduced during the 
year known as Warren’s bituminous macadam. It consists 
of a foundation of crushed stone about four inches in depth, 
rolled in the same manner as ordinary macadam, over this is 
spread layers of bituminous cement for the purpose of hold- 
ing the foundation and uniting it with the wearing surface. 
The wearing surface consists of about two inches of stone, 
which vary in size from one inch to a fine powder, carefully 
proportioned in order to give as great a compactness as pos- 
sible, and the least number of voids; heated and thoroughly 
mixed with bituminous cement, and rolled by a heavy steam 
road-roller. 

The advantages claimed for this pavement are that it is 
suitable for all grades, as it affords an excellent foothold for 
horses, is noiseless and free from mud and dust, and is not 
affected by the moisture in the atmosphere. ‘The streets sur- 
faced with bituminous macadam are: 


Hancock street, Mt. Vernon street to Cambridge street. 
Bowdoin street, Ashburton place to Cambridge street. 
Massachusetts avenue, Harvard bridge across Beacon street. 
Belvidere street, Massachusetts avenue to Falmouth street.

Gore & Co. 

Malden street, between Uae Aietn street and Harrison 
avenue, was paved with Trinidad Lake asphalt on a six (6) 
inch American cement concrete base by the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company. ‘The edgestones and sidewalks were regu- 
lated and the old macadam roadway excavated by the Street 
Department.

Parnell street, between Lenox and Sawyer streets, was

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ican cement concrete base by the Barber Asphalt Paving 
Company. The edgestones and sidewalks were regulated 
and the old macadam roadway excavated by R. 8S. Barrett. 

Parmenter street, between Hanover and Salem streets, was 
resurfaced with Trinidad Lake asphalt, on a six (6) inch 
American cement concrete base by the Barber Asphalt Pav- 
ing Company. ‘The old asphalt surface was removed by the 
contractors. 

Union Park street, between Washington street and Harri- 
son avenue, was paved with Trinidad Lake asphalt, on a six 
(6) inch American cement concrete base, by the Barber 
Asphalt Paving Company. The edgestones and sidewalks 
were regulated and the old macadam Rona Way excavated by 
the Street Department. 

Water street, between Congress, and Kilby streets, was 
resurfaced with Trinidad Lake asphalt, on the old concrete 
base, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The old 
asphalt surface was removed, and the old concrete base dug 
out and replaced where necessary, by the contractors. 


BiruMINoUS MACADAM. 


Belvidere street, from Massachusetts avenue to Dalton 
street, was paved with bituminous macadam by the 
Warren Brothers Company. ‘The edgestones and sidewalks 
were regulated and the macadam roadway excavated by 
the contractors. 

Bowdoin street, between Ashburton place and Cambridge 
street, was paved with bituminous macadam\by the Warren 
Brothers Company. The edgestones and sidewalks were 
regulated by D. J. IGley, and the old macadam roadway 
excavated by the Warren Brothers Company. 

Haneock street, between Mt. Vernon and Derne streets, 
was paved with bituminous macadam by the Warren 
Brothers Company. The edgestones and sidewalks were 
regulated and the old macadam roadway excavated by the 
Street Department. 

Hancock street, from Cambridge street across Derne street, 
was paved with bituminous macadam by the Warren 
Brothers Company. ‘The edgestones and brick sidewalks 
were regulated by D. J. Kiley, and the old macadam roadway 
excavated by the Street Department. 

Massachusetts avenue, from Harvard bridge across Beacon 
street, was paved with bituminous macadam by the Warren 
Brothers Company, except the track area and brows, which 
were paved with large granite blocks, on a concrete base, with 
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pitch and pebble joints. The edgestones, sidewalks and 
block paving and the old macadam roadway excavated by 
J. J. Coughlan. 

Tremont street, between Phillips and St. Alphonsus 
streets, was paved with bituminous macadam by the Warren 
Brothers Company, except the track area and brows, which 
were paved with large granite blocks, on a concrete base, with 
pitch and pebble joints. The edgestones and sidewalks were 
regulated and block paving laid by H. Gore & Co. The old 
macadam roadway was excavated by the Street Department. 


ASSESSMENT STREBRTS. 


The following streets have been constructed or are in 
process of construction under chapter 323 of the Acts of 
1891 and Acts in amendment thereof or in addition thereto: 

Alford street, between the Mystic river and Everett line, 
is about 2,101 feet long and was relocated and widened 
August 21,1899. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Jeremiah J. Sullivan, July 28, 
1902. Work under this contract was begun August 4, 1902, 
and completed October 31, 1902. It is a granite block 
pavement, laid on gravel base, with gravel joints and brick 
sidewalks. The edgestones, flagging and paving blocks were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor; the 
bricks for the sidewalks were delivered on the lne of the 
work by the city. 

Bennington street, from Central square to the Revere 
town line, was relocated and widened to 100 feet in width, 
June 27, 1899. 

The contract for constructing the surface of the section 
between Moore and Saratoga streets was awarded to James 
Doherty, October 25,1902. Work under this contract was. 
commenced October 29, and suspended December 28, 1902. 

The contract for the section between Saratoga street and 
the Revere town line will be awarded when the season opens 
in the spring of 1908. 

Bird street, from Columbia road to Hancock street, is 
about 341 feet long and was extended November 6, 1899. 
The contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to John F. Cullen, October 28, 1902. Work under 
this contract was begun November 22, 1902, and suspended 
December 24, 1902. It is to be a 6-inch macadam roadway 
and sidewalks. 

Bynner street, between Day and Creighton streets, is 3831 
feet long, and was laid out January 3, 1902. The contract 
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for constructing the surface of this street was awarded to 
Thomas J. Shea, October 28, 1902. Work under this con- 
tract was begun December 8,-1902, and suspended December 
24, 1902. It is to be a 6- inch macadam’ roadway and side- 
walks. 

Blue Hill avenue, from Walk Hill street to River street, 
Mattapan, was relocated at a width of 120 feet, November 5, 
1894. It consists of two roadways, with a car reservation 
between, and 15-foot sidewalks, five feet of which being loam 
spaces and ten feet gravel walks. The roadways are con- 
structed with an 8-inch telford base and four inches of 
macadam surface; the gutters at the edgestones are three (3) 
feet wide and at the reservation four (4) feet dish. The 
contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to James Doherty, July 23,1901, and suspended January 11, 
1902; work was resumed May 1, 1902, and completed Octo- 
ber 2, 1902. The telford-macadam crushed stone for side- 
walks and gutter blocks were delivered on the line of the 
work by the city. The edgestones were furnished by the- 
city and hauled by the contractor ; the flagging for crosswalks 
was furnished by the contractor. 

Brackett street, from Washington street to Faneuil street, 
is about 577 feet long, and was laid out October 31, 1901. 
The contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to J. H. Sullivan, pou AEY, ee 1902. Work under 
this contract was begun September 22, 1902, and completed 
October 27, 1902. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway with 
crushed stone sidewalks. The crushed stone, edgestones and 
flagging were furnished by the city and hauled by the con- 
tractor; the gutter blocks were delivered on the line of the 
work by the city. 

Brookline avenue, between the Longwood entrance to the 
Back Bay Fens and the Riverway, is about 3,100 feet long, 
and was relocated October 13, 1899. The contract for con- 
structing the surface of this street was awarded to John C. 
Coleman & Son, December 26, 1901. Work under this con- 
tract was begun August 28, 1902, and is still in progress. 
It is a 6-inch macadam roadway with crushed stone sidewalks. 

Brooks street, between Holton and North Beacon streets, 
is 1,140 feet long, and was relocated and extended December 
17,1897. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to John F. McBride and Jesse Moulton, 
July 2,1901. Work under this contract was begun July 11, 
1901, and suspended December 14, 1901; work was resumed 
March 31, 1902, and completed July 11,1902. It consists 
of a main roadway which is depressed to go under the Boston 
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& Albany Railroad and of two upper roads leading to the 
Faneuil station of the Boston & Albany Railroad. The 
construction is 6-inch macadam with crushed stone side- 
walks. The edgestones and crushed stone were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor; the gutter blocks 
were delivered on the line of the work by the city; the 
flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 

Carter street, from Cambridge street to Roland street, is 
about 175 feet long, and was laid out as a public street Oc- 
tober 11, 1901. The contract for surfacing this street was 
awarded to P. Brennan & Co., August 5, 1902. Work 
under this contract was begun August 18, 1902, and com- 
pleted September 11,1902. Itis a 6-inch macadam roadway 
with brick sidewalks. The edgestones, crushed stone, gutter 
blocks and bricks were furnished on the line of the work by 
the city. 

Columbia road, from Blue Hill avenue to Marine Park, was 
relocated and laid out in 1897. The portion between Blue 
Hill avenue and Buttonwood street has been completed. It 
is a telford macadam construction, consisting of two (2) 
roadways, one for pleasure driving and the other for ordinary 
traffic with a twenty-five (25) feet reservation between for 
surface cars.

The contract for constructing. the surface of this street was 
awarded to Timothy F. Bradley, August 2, 1902. Work 
under this contract was begun October 29, 1902, and sus- 
pended January 3, 1908. It is to be a 6-inch macadam 
roadway with crushed stone sidewalks. 

Dakota street, between Washington and Greenbrier streets, 
is about 438 feet long, and was laid out November 13, 1901. 
The contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to Jobn E. Gill, August 1, 1902, and completed 
September 29, 1902. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway, with > 
crushed stone sidewalks. The edgestones and crushed stone 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor;

the flagging and gutter blocks were delivered on the line of 
the work by the city. 

Darling street, between Hillside and Calumet streets, is | 
about 438 feet long, and was laid out October 30, 1901. The 
contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to IT. H. Connolly, July 81, 1902. Work under 
this contract was begun August 25, 1902, and completed 
November 17,1902. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway with 
brick sidewalks. The edgestones, crushed stone, and flagging 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor ; 
the gutter blocks and paving blocks were delivered on the 
line of the work by the city. 

E street, between Summer and Fargo streets, is about 2938 
feet long, and was laid out December 16, 1901. The con- 
tract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to The Hub Construction and Supply Company, October 7, 
1902. Work under this contract was begun October 14, 
1902, and completed December 4, 1902. 

Fairfax street, between Carruth and Beaumont streets. 
The contract for constructing the artificial stone walks was 
awarded to Simpson Bros. Corporation, May 8,1902. Work 
under this contract was begun May 8, 1902, and completed 
June 6, 1902. 

Fayston street, between Blue Hill avenue and Mascoma 
street, is about 1,280 feet long, and was laid out October 28, 
1901. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded Philip Doherty, December 80, 1901. 
Work under this contract was begun August 11, 1902, and 
completed October 1, 1902. It isa6-inch macadam roadway, 
and brick sidewalks on part of the street. There was an 
artificial stone sidewalk laid by the abutters previous to the 
acceptance of the street by the city, which was found all right 
for grade and was not disturbed. The edgestones and 
crushed stone were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor; the bricks were delivered on the line of the work 
by the city; flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the 
contractor. 

Gibson street, between Dorchester avenue and Adams 
street, is about 1,097 feet long and was relocated November 
20,1899. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to William J. Barry, August 6, 1902. 
Work under this contract was begun August 14, 1902, and 
completed November 18, 1902. It is a 6-inch macadam 
roadway with crushed stone sidewalks. The edgestones and 
crushed stones were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor; the gutter blocks and flagging were delivered on 
_ the line of the work by the city. 
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Hamilton street, between Columbia road and Mt. Everett 
street, is 428 feet long and was relocated July 10, 1901. 
The contract for surfacing this street was awarded to Thomas 
J. Shea, August 15, 1902. Work under this contract was 
begun September 17, 1902, and completed November 14, 
1902. Itis a 6-inch macadam roadway with crushed stone 
sidewalks. The edgestones, flagging and crushed stone were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor; the 
gutter blocks were delivered on the line of the work by the 
city. 

Hinckley street, between Pleasant and Bakersfield streets, 
is 406 feet long and was laid out September 24, 1901. The 
contract for surfacing this street was awarded to John E. 
Gill, October 21,1902. Work under this contract was begun 
November 3, 1902, and suspended December 11, 1902. 

Mead street, between Russell and Bunker Hill streets, is 
192 feet long and was laid out June 21,1901. The contract 
for surfacing this street was awarded to Jeremiah J. Sullivan, 
Octobet 21, 1902. Work under this contract was begun — 
October 29, 1902, and completed December 4, 1902. The 
materials used in the construction of this street were 
delivered on the line of the work by the city. 

Milton street, between Lauriat avenue and Norfolk street, 
is 825 feet long and was relocated November 1, 1901. The ~ 
contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to Thomas Burke, August 1, 1902. Work under 
this contract was begun September 8, 1902, and completed 
November 28, 1902. It is 6-inch macadam roadway with 
crushed stone sidewalks. ‘The edgestones and crushed stone 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor; the 
flagging and gutter blocks were furnished by the city on the 
line of the work. 

Moseley street, between Columbia road and Crescent 
avenue, is 1,096 feet long and was laid out August 26, 1899. 
The contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to J. B. O'Rourke, October 9, 1901. Work under 
this contract was begun October 23, 1901, and suspended 
December 2, 1901; resumed May 7, 1902, and completed 
June 27, 1902. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway with 
crushed stone sidewalks. ‘The edgestones crushed stone and 
gutter blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor; the flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the 
contractor. 

Moultrie street, between Allston and Washington streets, 
is 1,328 feet long and was laid out October 1, 1901. The 
contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
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awarded to Philip Doherty, August 1, 1902. Work under 
this contract was begun October 2, 1902, and completed 
November 17, 1902. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway. The 
edgestones and crushed stone were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor; the flagging and gutter blocks 
were delivered on the line of the work by the city. 

The sidewalks on that part of the street, between Allston 
and Seaborn streets, had been previously constructed of 
artificial stone and the sidewalks of the remaining part will 
be constructed in the same manner in the coming spring. 

Morrill street, between Pleasant and Bakersfield streets, is 
406 feet long and was laid out September 24,1901. The 
contract’ for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to John E. Gill, October 21,1902.

Work 
under this contract was begun September 10, 1902, and 
completed October 15, 1902. The edgestones, bricks, 
flagcing and paving blocks were furnished on the line of the 
work by the city. 

The contract for constructing the asphalt surface of this 
street was awarded to the Boston Asphalt Company, October 
6, 1902. Work under this contract was begun September 
10, 1902, and completed October 15, 1902. 

Oak Square avenue, between Washington and Faneuil 
streets, is 945 feet long and was laid out October 29, 1901. 
The contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to William J. Barry, January 3, 1902. Work 
under this contract was begun July 12, 1902, and completed 
August 18, 1902. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway; the 
sidewalks were to be constructed of crushed stone, but on 
petition of the abutters, were changed to artificial stone. 
The edgestones were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The gutter blocks were delivered on the line of 
the work by the city. The flagging and crushed stone were 
furnished by the contractor. 

The artificial stone sidewalks were laid by Simpson Bros. 
Corporation. 
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Oakwood street, between Norfolk and Torrey streets, is 
645 feet long, and was laid out September 26,1901. The 
contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to Daniel E. Lynch, August 25, 1902. Work 
under this contract was begun October 21, 1902, and’ 
suspended December 10, 1902. It is a 6-inch macadam 
roadway with crushed stone sidewalks. .The edgestones, 
flagging and crushed stone were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the Contractor; the gutter blocks were furnished 
on the line of the work by the city. This street is practically 
completed; there may be a few days’ work required in the 
spring to repair. 

Public alley 422, between Commonwealth avenue and 
Marlborough streets, from Arlington to Berkeley streets, is 
631 feet long and was laid out January 15, 1900. ‘The 
contract for excavating this alley was awarded to the Barnes, 
Ruffin Company, August 31,1901. Work under this con- 
tract was begun August 1, 1902, and completed August 
30, 1902. , 

The contract for constructing the asphalt surface in this 
alley was awarded to The Barber Asphalt Paving Company, 
August 29, 1901. Work under this contract was begun 
September 1, 1902, and completed September 18, 1902. 
The asphalt construction consists of 14 inches of wearing 
surface and 12 inches of concrete binder on a 6-inch Ameri- 
can concrete base, laid under a ten (10) years’ guarantee.

The contract for excavating and regulating this alley was 
awarded to The Barnes, Ruffin Company, August 31, 1901. 
Work under this contract was begun November 8, 1901, and | 
suspended December 7, 1901; resumed March 28, 1902, and 
completed April 3, 1902. 
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The contract for constructing the asphalt surface’ was 
awarded to The Barber Asphalt Paving Company, August 
29, 1901. Work under this contract was begun April 8, 
1902, and completed April 22, 1902. The asphalt surface 
of this alley is laid under a ten (10) years’ guarantee. 

Publie alley £44, between Newbury and Boylston streets, 
from Hereford street. westerly, is 552 feet long, and was laid 
out October 18, 1899. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this alley was awarded to James E. Bunting, 
August 19, 1902. Work under this contract was begun 
August 26, 1902, and completed September 17, 1902. It is 
paved with large granite blocks on gravel base, with pitch 
and pebble joints and brick sidewalks. The granite paving 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor; 
the bricks were delivered on the line of the work by the city. 

Public alley 502, between Rutland and Concord squares, 
parallel therewith and between Columbus avenue and Tremont 
street, is 475 feet long, and was laid out August 26, 1901. 
The contract for constructing the surface of this alley was 
awarded to Benjamin M. Cram, November 18, 1902. Work 
under this contract was begun November 19, 1902, and sus- 
pended December 51, 1902. 

Public alley 706, from Newland street, between West Con- 
cord and Worcester streets, is 566 feet long, and was laid 
out September 11, 1901. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this alley was awarded to Thomas F. Welch, 
November 19,1901. The work under this contract was begun 
November 26, 1901. and completed May 12,1902. Itisa 
granite block pavement on gravel base, with grout joints and 
brick sidewalks. As about all the yards are below the level 
of the sidewalks, concrete walls were built at the back of the | 
sidewalks extending two feet below the level of the yards. 

Public alley 901, from Hemenway street to Hemenway 
street, is 803 feet long, and was laid out March 23, 1899. 
The contract for excavating and regulating was awarded to 
H. Gore & Co., September 17, 1902. Work under this 
contract was begun September 23, 1902, and completed 
November 14, 1902. ‘The contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this alley was awarded to The Boston Asphalt Com- 
pany, October 15, 1902.

were granted for the construction of artificial stone sidewalks, 
and an inspector was specially assigned to this work. 

All bonds, excepting those of corporations, are guaranteed 
by some one of the surety companies authorized to do business 
in the State of Massachusetts. 

There are in force 1,118 such bonds, and there have been 
692 bonds retired during the year. 

There have been 19,742 notices sent to the various fore- 
men during the year, directing them to repair defects in the 
public streets which had been reported by the police, inspec- 
tors and others; also, 4,808 notices to departments, corpora- 
tions and private parties to repair the streets where they had 
received permits for excavations, and the work of resur- 
facing had been improperly done, and to owners of estates 
where coal-holes or sidewalk lights were defective. 

By request of the Chief Engineer of the Paving Division 
there have been 603 notices sent to departments and corpora- 
tions calling for various changes in their structures on account 
of street improvements. In each case permits have been 
granted allowing them to do the work. 

Seven thousand three hundred und sixty-two notices have 
been sent to departments, corporations and owners of abutting 
estates on streets where improvements were about to be made. 


INSPECTORS. 


With the exception of those required at the office for 
emergency work, inspectors are located at the various yards, 
and report each day by~smail to this office regarding defects 
in the streets on their routes. Notices are sent to the proper 
parties directing that these reports be made, and the inspec- 
tor is notified to see that the repairs are properly attended 
to. 

Inspectors have been detailed to serve with and at the 
expense of corporations excavating in the streets, and make 
daily and weekly reports on the progress of the work. 

The change in emergency permits directed by the super- 
intendent of streets — viz., the addition of a coupon to be 
mailed to this office at once when the permit is given out 
to the workmen — went into effect on November 17, and the 
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results are very satisfactory, as it enables us to have a 
better knowledge of emergency openings than we have had 
heretofore. 

Permits have been granted to set 752 new telegraph and 
telephone poles during the year, and for the removal of 118. 


STREET NUMBERING. 


During the year five whole streets were numbered, 17 
whole streets renumbered, 524 parts of streets numbered, 
949 estates numbered, 332 estates on which numbers were 
changed, and 38,403 metallic figures were supplied. The 
appended table explains the work done by districts:

South Boston Stable. (Leased.) 


Stables and sheds, with accommodations for nineteen 
horses, located at 317 and 319 First street, South Boston. 


= Hast Boston Stable. (Leased.) 


Stables and shed, with accommodations for fifteen horses, 
located at 824 East Eagle street, and occupied jointly by 
Paving, Sewer, Street Cleaning, and Sanitary Divisions. 
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Charlestown Stable. 


With accommodations for twenty-five horses, situated on 
Rutherford avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet of land ; 
stable built in 1875, cost $5,083.07; sheds and outbuildings 
built in 1879. 


Brighton. 


Accommodation is provided by the Sewer Division at its 
stable on Western avenue for five horses of the Sanitary 
Division. 

Highland Stable. 


With accommodations for seventy-two horses on the old 
Almshouse lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 square 
feet. A part of this stable and adjoining lot is used by the 
Paving Division. There is on this lot a brick stable, built in 
1878, which cost $88,594.13. On this lot is an offal-shed, 
erected in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. This offal-shed, 
was abandoned on April 1, 1897, and in 1900 part of it was 
remodelled, and is now used as a carriage-house and wash- 
room. 


South City Stables, Shops ard Sheds. 


Situated on Albany street, opposite Newton street. The 
lot belonged to the city before being used for this purpose, 
and contains 90,780 square feet of land. 

The stables and buildings connected therewith are of brick. 
There are also on the premises five wooden sheds, used for 
storing wagons, etc. ‘The stable is two stories high, with 
French roof, and has accommodations for one hundred horses. 
Twenty-three horses are kept in sheds. ‘Total original cost, 
exclusive of land, $79,089.23. In 1899 a Veterinary hos- 
ital was built and equipped for the purpose of caring for 
sick and disabled horses. 

Connected with stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, paint 
and harnessmakers’ shops, in which wagons, carts, harnesses, 
etc., used by this and other departments, are constructed 
and kept in repair, also a horseshoeing shop for shoeing the 
horses of the department located in this section of the city. 


West Stables and Sheds. 


The stable is a brick building, a story and a half high, 128 
feet by 50 feet, located on North Grove street; built in 1860 
without buildings attached to same. It has accommodations 
for 90 horses in stables and sheds. The lot contains about 
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45,152 square feet. On May 11, 1896, a horseshoeing shop 
was established for the purpose of shoeing the horses of the 
department stabled in this section of the city. 


Fort Hill Wharf. 


Containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the 
Sanitary Division ; used as a dumping station for the city’s 
garbage and refuse, and as a mooring place for dumping boats 
and scows, which convey this material to sea and to the plant 
of the New England Sanitary Product Company. Cost of 
constructing platform and dredging dock, $6,219.33. There 
are three Barney dumping boats which are in continual use, 
and are towed to sea by the department tugboat « Cormorant.” 

A portion of this wharf is used by the Street Cleaning 
Division as a locker for patrol push-carts, etc., and a part is 
in use by the Paving Division. 


Packard’s Wharf. (Leased.) 


Situated at 464 Atlantic avenue; used as a berth for 
-dumping boats in connection with Fort Hill Wharf. Leased 
from the heirs of Henry C. Snow. 


Litchfield’s Wharf. (Leased.) 


Situated at 466 to 470 Atlantic avenue, containing about 
35,460 square feet. Leased from Jacob H. Hecht, March 1, 
1898, for a period of ten years. This wharf adjoins Fort 
Hill Wharf, and is occupied in part by the New England 
Sanitary Product Company as a berth for their scows, and 
also by the buildings of the City Refuse Utilization Company 
for the disposal of waste and rubbish. This property is now 
owned by the Middlesex Trust.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE SEWER DIVISION. 


' 80 TREMONT STREET, Boston, February 1, 1908. 


Mr. JAMES DONOVAN, 
Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir, —I respectfully submit report of the expendi- 
tures, income and operation of the Sewer Division for the 
financial year ending January 31, 1903, together with recom- 
mendations as to the future development of the sewer 
system. 

The work of the Sewer Division is as follows: 

The preparation of plans for sewerage works, the construc- 
tion and maintenance of all drainage works, including the 
investigation of complaints in regard to defective drainage, 
the granting of permits for sewer connections and the prepa- 
ration of plans for the assessment of the cost of construction ; 
also the examination of the plans of other corporations pro- 
posing to construct works in public streets, with reference to 
their probable interference with sewerage works, and approval 
of lines and grades of private streets with reference to the 
requirements of this division. 

In the last annual report the changes in the Boston sewer 
system which will be necessitated by the creation of the 
South Metropolitan District, and the building by the State of . 
the high level sewer, were fully discussed. 

These changes involve large additional expenses to the 
City of Boston in the building of branch intercepting sewers, 
and the conversion of the existing combined system into a 
separate system throughout the twenty-one square miles of 
the city’s territory which is now included in the South Met- 
ropolitan District. 

To meet these expenses the.following bill has been intro- 
duced by His Honor the Mayor: 
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(Chap. 383.) 
Aw Act RELATIVE TO SEPARATE SYSTEMS OF DRAINAGE. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. The owner of every estate abutting on a public 
way in which a drain, namely, a conduit for surface or storm 
water and such waters as shall be specified by the state board of 
health; and a sewer, namely, a conduit for all other waters and 
for sewage, all such other waters to be considered sewage, shall 
have been provided by a city or town, and the owner of any other 
estate, using any such drain or sewer, shall make or change the 
plumbing of his estate so that the waters shall be kept separate 
from the sewage; and shall, as directed by the officer having 
charge of the maintenance of sewers in such city or town, make 
connections for, and conduct, the waters into the drain and the 
sewage into the sewer. 

Secr. 2. The owner of every estate whose sewage is to be 
taken into any metropolitan sewer shall hereafter, in plumbing 
his estate, so arrange the plumbing as to keep the waters separate 
from the sewage, and shall, as directed by said officer, make 
connections for, and conduct, the waters into the drain and the 
sewage into the sewer; but where only one conduit shall have 
been provided in the street by the city or town, such owner shall, 
as directed by said officer, construct said connections into the 
street and connect them with the conduit so provided, and the 
city or town shall provide the other conduit and all necessary 
connections with either conduit. 

Secor. 3. Any city or town using any metropolitan sewer may, 
in any year, and shall in any year specified by the officer or board 
having charge of said sewers, expend one-twentieth of one 
per cent. of its taxable valuation, to be met by loan outside the 
debt limit, in the construction, in connection with said sewers, of 
branch intercepting sewers, connections of existing sewers with 
intercepting sewers, branch drains, sewers or drains in any street 
where one thereof only shall have been built, and the necessary 
connections aforesaid. 

Sect. 4. The supreme judicial court and the superior court 
shall have jurisdiction in equity to enforce the provisions of this 
act. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


This department will proceed during the coming year to 
carry out the provisions of this act, if passed, plans having 
already been made for that purpose. ‘The first work which 
will be done, in all probability, will be to build the high level 
branch intercepter, which will afford relief to the long- 
suffering Talbot avenue district, and also to separate storm 
water from the sewage in this same district. 
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These two meastres should effect a complete remedy for 
the evils which have so long existed in this district. 

A general statement of the most important work done by 
the division during the year, accompanied by recommen- 
dations as to the work required in the immediate future, is 
given in the succeeding pages, and is classified according to 
districts. 


SoutH Boston. 


There have been built in this district during the past 
year 556.75 linear feet of brick sewer, 277 linear feet of 
wooden sewer, 4,264.25 linear feet of pipe sewer, 495.75 
linear feet of brick surface drain, 2,448.36 linear feet of pipe 
surface drain, and 579 linear feet of house drain, making a 
total of 8,616.11 linear feet, or 1.63 miles. 

The principal works completed are: ‘ 

Columbia road, between Vale and G streets. Work was 
carried on throughout the entire year, and this portion, with 
the exception of the Vale-street outlet, can be said to be 
completed and ready for street surfacing. 

L-street outlet. This outlet takes the storm water from 
about forty acres in the vicinity of Broadway, K street, L 
street, and East First street, and when finished will abate 
the flooding of cellars, which was of such frequent occur- 
rence in this district. The old overflow which this replaces 
had become entirely blocked up, and had to be extended to 
the L-street bridge for an outlet. A departure was made 
here in building a 5-foot sewer in soft ground by using 
square timbers, cut in suchwise that when laid to line they 
formed a true circle 5 feet in diameter, thus forming a flexible 
and substantial sewer at comparatively small cost. 

West Seventh street, between B and D streets. This 
sewer was built to take the place of an old wooden sewer 
constructed here many years ago. The old sewer was found 
to be broken down and filled with gravel and other refuse to 
such an extent that it cut off the flow from about thirty-five 
acres of well built up territory, and left the street in dan- 
gerous condition for travel. 

East First street, between P and Q streets. This 5-foot 
overflow was built to take the storm water from the system 
of common sewers in the vicinity of P street, Second street, 
and ‘Third street, and has provided a means of overcoming 
the flooding of cellars which often occurred in this locality. 

Sewers have also been built in East First street, between 
H and Vicksburg streets; Old Harbor street, between Eighth 
and Ninth streets; East Ninth street, between L and K 
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streets; Foundry street; Mitchell street; East Ninth and 
Dunham streets, between Mercer and Old Harbor streets. 

Private parties have built a sewer in Midway street; and 
Bowen street, between E and F streets, and E street, be- 
tween Fargo street and Summer street extension, have been 
built “under the Act.” 

Considerable dredging has been done in South Boston 
during the year at the mouths of the B and Seventh streets 
overflow, the Kemp-street outlet, the N-street outlet, and the 
I-street outlet. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


D street, from Dorchester avenue to Seventh street. This 
sewer is too small, is very badly settled out of line and grade 
and greatly overcharged in time of storm, resulting in the 
flooding of many cellars in the immediate vicinity. It 
should be rebuilt at once, at a greater depth, of large size, and 
on pile foundations. 

F street, between West First and West Second streets. 
This is a very old single ring brick sewer, and has had to be 
repaired many times recently, owing to breaks having been 
found after the falling in of the street surface. 

A street, between West First and Congress streets. This 
is an old wooden and brick sewer, which has broken down in 
several places during the past year, cutting off the flow from 
the large warehouse district in the vicinity of A and Con- 
egress streets, resulting in considerable damage. ‘Temporary 
' repairs have been made from time to time, but an extensive 
system of new sewers and drains is essential before the sani- 
tary conditions here can be called satisfactory. 

Vale-street outlet. This outlet is a small wooden conduit, 
badly broken and filled up and should be replaced by a 
6-foot circular brick conduit from Columbia road to tide- 
water. | 

H-street outlet. This should be carried out to deeper 
water, and stone wing walls built to protect the same. 

K-street outlet. This should be extended out to deep 
water, and a system of wing walls constructed, as proposed 
for H street. 

N-street outlet. This outlet should be cleaned out from 
its mouth to the northerly line of Columbia road, as it rap- 
idly fills up with sand from the adjoining beach. 

Athens street, between D and F streets. This is a small 
wood and slate affair, about half filled with sludge, which is 
not easily accessible and emits a very bad odor. 
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Columbia road. There still remains to be constructed in 
the portion of Columbia road in South Boston a large 
amount of sewerage works. The part between I and Q 
streets has not been touched, with the exception of a small 
sewer between K and M streets. In the portion along Old 
Colony avenue, from Mount Vernon street to Vale street, 
nothing has been done, and work should be started here in 
the immediate future, as there is considerable sewerage and 
drainage work to be done before the road can be surfaced. 
The outlets for this portion of Columbia road can be built 
within the boundaries of the old location of the Old Colony 
railroad, and this work can be deferred until some future 
time, thus turning the road over to the Paving Division at 
the earliest practicable moment. 


EAST BOsTON. 


There have been built in this district during the past year 
2,001.03 linear feet pipe sewer, 534.23 linear feet brick sewer, 
172.76 linear feet 6-inch pipe house drain, and 2,171.94 linear 
feet pipe surface drain, making a total of 4,879. 96 linear 
feet, or 0.92 miles. 

The most of this was building house sewers an surface 
drains in Bennington-street boulevard, between Moore and 
Trumbull streets, building surface water drain in Saratoga 
street, from old culvert to Wordsworth street, to relieve 
flooding of cellars on Wordsworth street, and building sewer 
in Walley street and Farrington avenue. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


East Boston low level sewer. This will be an outlet for 
part of Bennington-street boulevard, and will provide for the 
drainage of the low lying part of Breed’s Island. It will 
also provide an outlet for Moore street intercepter when built. 
It will extend from the Metropolitan pumping station at Ad- 
dison and Chelsea streets to Belle Isle inlet. 

Moore street intercepter. This will intercept the sewage 
now emptying into Boston harbor at Moore and Coleridge 
streets and a part of Bennington street, and will connect 
with East Boston low level sewer at Trumbull and Kneeler 
streets. 

The building of the low level sewer and Bennington-street 
boulevard on the separate system will prevent the sewage 
from the whole of Breed’s Island from flowing into Boston 
harbor, and will necessitate the building of surface drains in 
Leyden, Gladstone, Walley, Farrington, Ford and Breed 
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streets, and outlet for house sewer in that part of Leyden 
street lying between Breed and Boardman streets. 

Chelsea and Bennington streets, between Eagle square and 
Putnam streets. Many complaints have been received dur-. 
ing the past four or five years regarding the flooding of cel- 
lars on these and adjacent streets in time of storm. The 
sewer here is inadequate in size and a supplementary sewer, 
of 24-inch pipe laid in the street and intercepting the catch- 
basins and house drains on one side between the outlet and 
Putnam street is very desirable. 

Curtis street, between Chelsea and Bremen streets. This 
sewer is in a leaky condition and the ground through which 
it runs is saturated with petroleum from the oil work in the 
vicinity. ‘This passes into the sewer and thence into the out- 
let in Chelsea street. The outlet is connected with the 
Metropolitan sewer in Chelsea street, near the Metropolitan 
pumping station. Owing to the danger of an explosion 
from the gas coming from the oil, the Metropolitan Sewer 
~ Commission has ordered this connection with their sewer to 
be sealed off, and the sewage runs out into Chelsea creek. 
Until the sewer in Curtis street is rebuilt the sewage will 
not be allowed to flow into the Metropolitan sewer. 

Montgomery avenue. ‘This is a side hill street, and to put 
a sewer in the street low enough to drain cellars which may 
be built on the low side would require the sewer to beat a 
depth of about 17 feet. A cheaper method, if there are no land 
damages, would be to put the sewer along the back line of 
the lots on the down-hill side of the street, and build a 
shallow sewer in the street for the houses on the high side. 
Neither of these sewers need to be more than 7 feet deep, 
and the one on the back hne of the lots would not average 
“more than 6.5 feet deep. The house of the petitioner, and 
all other houses at present on the street, are, with one excep- 
tion, on the down-hill side. If the owners are willing to 
release a right of way from the sewer, a sewer on the down- 
hill side to accommodate all existing houses on this side 
should be built. 

East Boston Parkway, from Bennington street to Boston, 
Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad. This has been petitioned 
for, and when built must be on the separate system. ‘There 
will be a house sewer on each side of the Parkway, with 
outlet down Frankfort and Prescott streets to Metropolitan 
sewer. 

Porter street overflow outlet, from Bremen street to Bos- 
ton, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad. This was an old wooden 
sewer originally built on piles. The wooden structure has 
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now almost disappeared, having been broken out by ice. 
There have been numerous complaints from time to time 
regarding sewage being deposited on the flats from this over- 
flow, but the only sewage coming from it is in time of storm, 
when the Metropolitan sewer is filled and the sewage from 
the Porter street sewer overflows. The sewage is then so. 
diluted by storm-water that it can cause but little nuisance. 
There seems to be no necessity for rebuilding this at present, 
nor until the flats through which it passes are filled in. 

In addition to the Moore street outlet for which there is 
at present no intercepter, there are two outlets on the north 
side of East Boston, viz., Glendon and Putnam streets out- 
lets, for which there is also no intercepter. The sewage 
from these two outlets empties into Chelsea creek. To 
intercept these outlets and connect them with the Metropoli- 
tan sewer at its nearest available point will require about 
2,700 linear feet of intercepting sewer, at an estimated cost 
of $20,000. This should be built. 


CHARLESTOWN. 


There have been built in this district 1,680.51 linear feet 
pipe sewers, 253.99 linear feet 6-inch pipe house drain, 
1,599.64 linear feet pipe surface drain, making a total of 
5,004.14 linear feet, or 0.67 miles. 

The most important of this was in the Beecham street dis- 
trict, so called, where the building of the new sewers for 
house sewage, and retaining as far as possible the old sewers 
for surface drains, turn the sewage into the Metropolitan 
sewer and keeps it from flowing into the Mystic river as 
heretofore. 

The sewer in Hamblin street in this district 1s in process 
of construction, and will be finished early in the year 1903. 
When this is completed all the sewage from the Beecham 
street district will be connected with the Metropolitan sewer. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Warren avenue connection with Metropolitan sewer. All 
other sewers in Charlestown have been connected with the 
Metropolitan sewer except the one emptying at Warren-ave- 
nue bridge, and one which outlets at foot of Hamblen street - 
into Mystic river. These two should be connected as soon 
as possible. The one at Warren avenue has been delayed in 
order not to interfere with traffic along the avenue. Some 
interference, however, is inevitable when the connection is 
made, and it is best to make it as soon as possible. 
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Hamblen street, between Arlington avenue and George 
street. ‘This and Warren avenue are the only two remaining 
outlets in Charlestown to be connected with the Metropol- 
itan sewer. The existing sewers in the vicinity of Hamblen 
street will be as far as possible preserved as storm water 
sewers and new house sewers built to carry the house 
sewage. | 


BRIGHTON. 


_ During the past year there have been built in this district 
8,620.05 linear feet pipe sewers, 315.82 linear feet 6-inch 
pipe house drain, 1,096.66 linear feet pipe surface drain, and 
1,828.27 linear feet brick surface drain, making a total of 
11,860.80 linear feet, or 2.25 miles. 

The most important of this was about 450 linear feet of 
6 feet by 7 feet brick conduit to carry Salt Creek brook. 
This brook is the outlet for all surface water in Common- 
wealth avenue, between Pleasant and Warren streets, and for 
a large territory in Brookline. 

About 350 linear feet of 11 feet by 9 feet brick conduit 
for Faneuil Valley brook, between Faneuil and Parsons 
streets; and also about 1,000 linear feet of 4-feet 6-inch 
circular brick conduit for the upper reaches of Faneuil Valley 
brook, between Lake street and Rogers park. ‘This com- 
pletes the Faneuil Valley brook conduit, between Parsons 
street and upper Lake-street culvert at Chandlers’ pond, 
except a gap across Rogers park, which will probably be 
built by the Park Commission; a gap across Lake street at 
the lower culvert, opposite Rogers park, and a gap of about 
800 feet between Oakland and Faneuil streets. 

_ The cost of completing this work, except across Rogers 
park, will be about $15,000. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Nonantum street, Washington street to Newton line, sur- 
face drain. ‘This is needed, as the street is in poor condition 
every spring when the snow melts and frost comes out of 
the ground. The surface drain will connect with the exist- 
ing conduit for Oak square branch of Faneuil Valley brook. 

Wallingford road, between Chestnut Hill avenue and 
existing sewer. This street is in a tract of land cut up by 
the Westminster Land Company. The land company built 
- sewers in several of the streets in this tract in 1901, and 
some three thousand feet of these sewers have no outlet. 
The outlet will be provided by building between the limits 
mentioned. 
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Aberdeen district, so called. The streets in this district 
are practically all sewered on the separate system, and the 
sewage passes into the Brookline system which is also 
designed to receive nothing but house sewage. Catch-basins 
are constantly called for in these streets, but in order to pro- 
vide outlets for them it will be necessary to build a system 
of surface drains emptying into Brookline surface drains. 
This is a matter of considerable importance. 

Faneuil Valley brook conduit. This conduit is practically 
completed from Lake street, at Chandler’s pond, to Parsons 
street, with the exception of the gaps previously mentioned. 
This conduit when completed will furnish outlets for surface 
drains in a large territory now being rapidly built up, and in 
which the sewerage system must at an early date be changed 
from the combined to the separate systems. 

Shepard brook. This brook has its head-waters near 
Shannon and Union streets, and has at various places been 
taken into sewers, and the original brook channel has been 
obliterated. The catch-basins in this drainage area also con- 
nect with the sewers instead of draining into the brook by 
surface drains, as would have been the case if the brook 
channel had not been filled in and destroyed. ‘The conse- 
quence is that sewers in this territory are overcharged at 
every rain-storm, and frequent complaints of flooding of cellars 
and streets are received. The course of this conduit will be 
from its connection with the Faneuil Valley conduit at North 
Beacon street, near Boston & Albany Railroad, across private 
land to Market street, in Market, Henshaw, Menlo, Wash- 
ington and Shepard streets, and private land to Shannon 
street. 

Conduit for easterly branch of Shepard brook from Mur- 
dock street down North Beacon street, Arthur, and Hichborn 
streets, and private land to Everett street, in Everett street, 
Lincoln, Erickson and Adams streets, to and across Franklin 
street, in Alcott and Mansfield streets, and Coolidge road, 
across North Harwood street, and in private land and across 
Western avenue to Charles river. This brook has been 
taken into sewers at various points, and the channel 
obliterated for practically the entire distance to North 
Harvard street. For part of the distance there are small 
pipe surface drains, but they are utterly inadequate in size. 
In other places the catch-basins connect with the sewers, 
which become surcharged at every rainfall of any magnitude. 
A petition signed by one hundred and eleven residents of 
this territory was sent in the latter part of 1901 and has 
been reported upon. 
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Everett street overflow. This overflow formerly con- 
nected directly with an arm of the Charles river, which was 
filled in, and the overflow almost entirely cut off by building 
the speedway on Charles river reservation by the Metropoli- 
tan Park Commission. 


Wrst ROXBURY. 


There have been built in this district 19,099.29 linear feet 
of pipe sewers, 1,509.58 linear feet 6-inch pipe house drains, 
5,177.30 linear feet pipe surface drains, 1,264.18 linear feet 
brick surface drains, 68 linear feet brick and concrete sur- 
face drains, 299.16 linear feet wood surface drains, 30 
linear feet brick culvert, and 72.00 linear feet brick and 
stone culvert, making a total of 27,519.46 linear feet, or 5.21 
miles. | 

The principal works completed are : 

A 6-foot by 5-foot 9-inch culvert under South street at 
Bussey brook. ‘This takes the place of the old stone culvert 
of utterly inadequate size, and will prevent the flooding of 
South street, which occurred at this point at every rain- 
storm of any magnitude. 

Brick and pipe surface drains, about: 2,000 feet long, in 
Boylston and Lamartine streets, between Stony brook and 
Cedar avenue. ‘This relieves the overcrowded condition of 
the sewers in this vicinity in time of storm, and was a relief 
long desired by residents of the neighborhood. 

Completing sewerage works in Walter street and beginning 
the improvement of Roslindale branch of Stony brook. This 
improvement is begun between Washington and Cohasset 
streets, and consists of an 8-foot circular concrete structure, 
which, it is to be hoped, will be extended in the near future 
up to the vicinity of Highland station. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Spring street, between Charles river and Gardner streets. 
A surface drain is needed in this street and has _ been 
petitioned for. The surface water is at present turned on to 
private land by chutes, and causes considerable trouble and 
damage. 

Intercepting sewer between end of Metropolitan sewer in 
Weld street and Arthur street. This is really a part of the 
Metropolitan system which will at some time be extended to 
the Brookline territory. Until it is built there will be no 
outlet for those parts of Westover, Maple, Willow and 
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Arthur streets lying between Weld street and this inter- 
cepter. Petitions have been received for these streets, but 
the Metropolitan Sewerage Commission has no intention at 
present of building the outlet. It should be built by the 
city, and when the time comes turned over to the Metropoli- 
tan sewer at its cost to the city, with interest added. 

Hemlock street, Washington street to Bellevue street. 
This will be the outlet for Washington street, between Hem- 
lock and Beech streets, and for the territory south of Wash- 
ington street to Kittridge street, Kittridge street, between _ 
Metropolitan avenue and Mayo street. ‘This will outlet 
down Kittridge street to Hemman-street extension, thence 
to Washington street, and down Hemlock street. 

Beech street, near Washington street, culvert. This has 
been requested several times, as the old culvert under the 
street is stopped up by the widening of Beech street. 

Linnet street surface drain, with outlet in La Grange and 
Maxfield streets to Spring-street brook. The building of 
this will relieve the property on Linnet and Landseer streets 
from flooding, which occurs at nearly every storm. 

Lee and Child streets, and private land to Carolina avenue. 
This is an old brook channel, which was taken, walled in and 
covered over many years ago, before West Roxbury was 
annexed to Boston. It is now too small in size to care for 
the water brought to it in time of storm, and is in poor 
condition. It frequently floods adjoining property in time 
of storm, and relief has been requested by the property 
owners. 

Roslindale branch of Stony brook improvement, from 
Cohasset street to Central station and from Central station 
to Highland station. This improvement is absolutely neces- 
sary, in order to prevent the flooding which occurs every 
spring on Belgrade avenue and in the vicinity of Highland 
station. As the streets in the neighborhood are built and 
the territory developed the floods are of more frequent 
occurrence; and during the spring of 1901 Belgrade 
avenue was impassable for even electric cars for a period of 
one or two hours on at least two occasions. Streets in the 
vicinity of Highland station are also flooded in heavy rains. 
It will be impossible to provide any outlet for surface water 
coming from the adjacent territory until this improvement 
takes place. Surface drains in Belgrade avenue cannot be 
built, nor the building of Railroad street, already ordered 
under chapter 325, etc., carried on for the same reason. 

Willam-street surface drain and brook conduit, between 
Stony brook and Forest Hills street. This conduit is neces- 
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sary, as the present outlet for the brook is a small pipe 
entirely inadequate in size, and frequent floodings occur 
along the line of the brook. 

Boylston street, between Stony brook and Washington 
street, surface drain. This drain is necessary to take surface 
water and a brook which formerly flowed through this terri- 
tory. The sewers in this area are overcrowded at every 
storm, and should be changed to the separate system as soon 
as possible. 

Chestnut avenue surface drain. This is very necessary 
in order to relieve the congested condition of the sewer in 
Boylston street. 

Arborway and Pond street, from culvert in Arborway to 
May street. This will relieve the flooding several times 
complained of in the vicinity of Pond and May streets. 

Surface drain in private land — Heathcote, Poplar and 
Hillside streets — to take brook now flowing into sewer in 
Poplar street, and relieve overcrowded condition of Poplar 
and Washington street sewers. 

Glen road and Washington street, between Forest Hills 
street and Stony brook. There is a culvert running across 
Glen road and to Forest Hills street. This was built before 
West Roxbury was annexed to Boston, and is now broken 
down and should be rebuilt, with outlet down Washington 
street to Stony brook. 

Improvement of Spring street brook, from Charles river 
to Baker street, including rebuilding of culvert under Baker 
street, which is necessary in order to provide an outlet for 
surface drainage in Baker street, between the brook and 
Spring street. 


_DorcHESTER. 


During ae past year there have been built in this district 
26,159.45 linear feet of pipe sewer, 5,834.07 linear feet 
brick surface drain, 15,562.28 linear feet pipe surface drain, 
4,375.40 linear feet 6-inch house drain — making a total of 
49,731.20 linear feet, or 9.42 miles. 

The principal works completed in North Dorchester are: 

Hancock street, from Columbia road to Winter street. 
Work progressed steadily during the year 1901 in this street 
and was finished this year. 

Freeport street brook, between Hancock and Trull streets, 
including the tributary streets — Howe, Rill and Trull 
streets — was finished during the present year. 

Freeport street brook, between tide-water and High street. 
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Work was begun at Dorchester avenue and finished as far as 
Pleasant street. 

Crescent avenue brook, between Shoreham street and Car- 
son street. This work was carried on throughout the year 
and is practically finished, with the exception of the connec- 
tion at the Old Colony Railroad, and when completed will 
provide an adequate outlet for the Crescent avenue district, 
which has been troubled in time of storm for many years. 

Solumbia road, between Dorchester avenue and the rail- 
road bridge Sewerage works in this portion of the road 
have been completed and the road turned over to the Paving 
Division for surfacing. 

Franklin field brook, between Franklin field and Harvard 
street. This (Franklin-field brook) conduit has been built 
to take the storm-water from the Harvard-street district and 
the brook which crosses Blue Hill avenue and private land 
to Harvard street, where it formerly flowed under the brick 
building at the corner of Talbot avenue and Harvard street. 

Harvard street surface drainage. <A start has been made 
on this system by the lowering of the sewer in Harvard 
street, from Blue Hill avenue to Vaughan street, and work 
should be resumed on this system in the immediate future, 
as complaints are constantly coming in from abutters on 
Harvard and adjoining streets. 

Tenean creek, between Geneva avenue and Marlowe 
street. This conduit was extended to Marlowe street to 
take the water from the brook at this location and drain the 
low land bounded by Geneva avenue, Park, Marlowe and 
Vinson streets. 

Marshfield street. This sewer was badly settled and the 
sewage backed up in the houses after nearly every storm. 

Cottage terrace. Same as Marshfield street. 

Sewers have also been constructed in Bullard street, Cor- 
nell street, Fox street, Geneva avenue, Ingleside street, 
Kineo street, Mascoma, Millett, Normandy, Stanwood and 
Spring streets, and in Wales place and Clapp street. 

Private parties have built sewers in Sumner terrace and 
Sudan street. 

Charlotte street, Dakota street, Fayston street, Wayland 
street, Hinckley street, Morrill street, Lindsey street, Vin- 
son street, St. Margaret street, and Hamilton street have been 
built “under the Act.” 

The work of the Sewer Division in South Dorchester, for 
the past year, has been centred in the construction of pipe 
sewers, which have been repeatedly called for in petitions 
and by requests from the Board of Health. Some of the 
_most important of these are as follows: 
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River street, between Washington and Idaho streets, 
thereby removing the cause of much pollution of the Nepon- 
set river, and giving sewerage facilities to a thickly settled 
area. ‘ 

The completion of the sewerage works in Avondale place, 
thereby doing away with a great number of cesspools which 
are a menace to the health of the community. 

The outlet in private land, between Highland avenue and 
Sheridan street, which will allow the building of sewers in 
Washington court, Minot place, and Sheridan court, has 
been completed, thereby abating a long standing nuisance. 

_ The completion of sewerage works in quite a number of 

streets under chapter 323 of the Acts of 1891, etc., the most 
important of which was in Blue Hill avenue, from Neponset 
river to Walk Hill street, thereby allowing the avenue to be 
graded, and providing an outlet for a number of adjoining 
streets. | 

In regard to the building of surface drains, the most im- 
portant work completed during the past year was the Canter- 
bury branch of Stony brook in Franklin field, between 
Talbot avenue and Lyons street, also a part of the Oakland 
Garden fork. This channel varies in size from 4 feet 6 inches 
to a 10 feet circular brick conduit, and, although started under 
the previous administration the most of the work was done 
during the past year. This improvement provides an ample 
outlet for all surface drains in this area, and allows of the 
removal of the unsightly open ditch in Franklin field. 

The improvement of the Davenport brook channel, between 
Van Winkle and Bailey streets, has been started, and is fast 
nearing completion, as far as the present order for the same. 
will permit. This channel will greatly relieve the sewers in 
the vicinity, and the flooding of cellars during and after 
every rainstorm will be abated 

On the Oakland brook, at Mattapan, a conduit has been 
built across River street, to take the place of an old stone 
affair, from which we were constantly receiving complaints, 
and a contract let for the extension of the same. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


For North Dorchester, Freeport street brook from tide- 
water to Dorchester avenue. Work should be begun on this 
outlet during the coming year, to afford an overflow for the 
system of storm drains already built in the upper regions of 
this territory. Many of the surface drains in this area have 
not been connected with the main conduit, owing to this 
outlet not having been constructed. A large amount of 
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work is necessary here on account of the crossing of the Dor- 
chester intercepting sewer and cutting off of the main trunk 
sewer in Dorchester avenue. 7 

Franklin field conduit... This should be extended from 
Harvard street up to the line of Blue Hill avenue to take 
the flow of this old watercourse, which now meanders 
through private land and is a source of much annoyance to 
the abutters, as considerable sewage finds its way into this 
brook owing to the overcrowded condition of the sewers in 
Blue Hill avenue. 

Harvard street district. Considerable surface drainage 
will have to be undertaken here, and work should be started 
immediately to relieve the Talbot avenue main trunk sewer, 
which has caused so much trouble by flooding and been the 
cause of numerous suits against the city for large amounts 
in recent years. ‘This work includes the building of brick 
drains in Harvard street, from Blue Hill avenue to Wales 
street, and small pipe surface drains in Vaughan street, 
Abbott street, Wales street, and Esmond street. 

The above streets are the ones which might affect the 
Harvard street sewer and cause flooding, but it will be neces- 
sary to construct a system of surface drains in the entire 
Talbot avenue drainage area before permanent relief can be 
atforded. 

Tenean creek, between Westville street and Holmes 
avenue. ‘This is made necessary by a large amount of sur- 
face water that is brought down from Hamilton street, 
Draper street, and other streets in this vicinity, which have 
no storm water outlet, overflowing private land and causing 
considerable damage to private estates. 

Normandy street. Surface drains should be extended 
from Devon street to the brook in private land beyond 
Geneva avenue to abate the nuisance which exists here 
nearly all the time. 

Tonawanda street surface drain. This drain should be 
lowered from a point in ‘Tonawanda street across private 
land, Lindsey street and Stratford street to Park street. 
This drain was built by private parties, and _ takes 
the storm water from a considerable area, but was laid with 
poor joints and has become nearly filled with sand. When 
rebuilt it should be laid at a lower grade. 

Faxon street surface drain. A drain should be built from 
the Oakland Garden fork of Canterbury branch of Stony 
brook along the New England Railroad, through Faxon 
street to Washington street, to take the storm water from 
Kulton street, Millett street, and other streets in this low 
territory which are flooded after nearly every heavy rain. 


/ 
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Dorchester brook sewer. A start should be made during 


the coming year on the separation of the system in the area 
drained by the Dorchester brook sewer, as the district 


through which this sewer flows has been built up so rapidly 
in the past few years that the old main trunk sewer is entirely 
unfit to take the drainage properly. 

Sewers should also be constructed in Roseclaire street, 


Greenhalge street, Bowdoin street, between Cottage Park 
and Olney street, Harvard street at Kilton street, Geneva 


avenue, between Willow and Normandy streets, Elder street 


-extension, Buttonwood court and private land between Moseley 
street and Columbia road; and a sewer should also be built 


in Willow court, between Boston court and the Dorchester 
brook overflow, with an outlet across private land into the 


common sewer in Massachusetts avenue. 


For South Dorchester. The most important work con- 
templated in this district is the building of the Dorchester 
intercepters to connect with the Metropolitan high level 


sewer, which is fast nearing completion. 


The largest and longest of these intercepters is the one 


starting at Hyde Park line and running through Mattapan, 


Dorchester Lower Mills, Ashmont, Meeting House Hill, and 
terminating at the crossing of Blue Hill avenue and More- 
land street, in Roxbury. A start should be made on this 
the coming year. | 

The next largest intercepter is the one starting from the 
Metropolitan high level sewer, near the corner of Ashland 


and Canterbury streets, crossing Walk Hall street, Morton 


street and Blue Hill avenue, and terminating at the corner 
of Norfolk street and Talbot avenue. This is in some 
respects more important than the first mentioned intercepter, 
as it will afford a sewer outlet for Morton street, will do 
away with the Callender and Lyons streets pumping station, 
and afford a new outlet for the rebuilding of the Talbot 
avenue sewer at a lower and more satisfactory grade. 

The next important work in this district should be the 
improvement of the several brook courses, from which we 
are constantly receiving complaints. ‘The first one to receive 
our attention should be the Davenport brook channel, espe- 
cially the part below Adams street and the portions in private 
land and Armandine street. This work has been repeatedly 
petitioned for, and is a much-needed improvement. 

The Oakland brook channel should be improved during 
the coming year between River street and the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad. 

On the Canterbury branch of Stony brook, between Cal- 
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lender and Harvard streets, a covered channel should be 
built, as the improvements we have already made on the 
upper part of this brook will have no satisfactory outlet 
until this channel is built. 

A system of surface drains to empty into Tenean creek 
conduit should be built in Adams, Ashmont and Wrentham 
streets, as this will do away with takings through private 
land in this vicinity. 

Sewers should also be built in Wells avenue, Samoset 
street, Sampson street and Everdean street and the outlet 
therefor. Petitions have also been received for sewers in 
numerous streets, the total cost of which will be about 
$50,000, many of these petitions being dated five or six years 
ago. 

ROXBURY. 


There have been built in this district during the past year 
1,594.24 linear feet brick sewer, 9,382.05 lnear feet pipe 
sewer, 1,058.20 linear feet brick surface drain, 2,631.76 
linear feet pipe surface drain, 49.55 linear feet wooden sur- 
face drain and 1,498.32 linear feet 8 and 6-inch pipe house 
drains, making a total of 16,214.10 linear feet, or 3.07 miles. 

The principal sewerage works completed in the district are: 

Massachusetts avenue, between Magazine street and the 
railroad bridge. It became necessary to build here a long 
line of surface drain to take the surface water from this and 
adjoining streets, owing to the building operations in the 
vicinity requiring the use of land which was formerly used 
as an outlet for this storm water. 

Burnham, Southampton and Atkinson ‘cae This sys- 
tem of sewers, designed to drain the so-called Swett-street 
district, provides drainage for the smallpox hospital, the 
Veterinary hospital and other buildings on Atkinson street, 
and was completed this year. 

Smith street. Surface drain in Smith, Whitney and Tre- 
mont streets. 

Heath street, surface drain. This drain will relieve the 
Heath-street sewer, which has made trouble between South 
Huntington avenue and Huntington avenue, where the sewer 
has little pitch, and, being at the foot of the hill, got more 
water from up the hill than it would carry. 

Halleck street and Caldwell street. This sewer was built 
to relieve the Iva Allen School, at the same time to carry on 
the work of rebuilding the Halleck-street sewer, which is in 
very poor condition. 

Parker street, between Heath street and Fisher avenue. 
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This sewer was very much needed to furnish an outlet for 
new catch-basins at Fisher avenue. It has been impossible 
to build catch-basins on this side of the hill, as there were no 
sewers to drain into. The rain falling on that side of the 
hill, not being intercepted by catch-basins, found its way 
down Parker street, washing out the streets and backing up 
sewers at the foot of the hill. This sewer will be the outlet 
for the Fisher-avenue sewer when the latter is built. 

Queensberry street sewer and Jersey-street sewer are being 
built. 

Sewers have also been built in Atherton street, Copley 
street, Farnham street, Proctor street, Renfrew street and 
Seaver street, and the. sewer in Humboldt avenue, all in 
ledge between Waumbeck and Harrishoff streets, has also 
been finished. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


- Ruggles street district. Ruggles street sewer, being the 
main outlet for the entire Bower and Sherman streets drain- 
age area, is overtaxed in time of storm to such an extent 
that the flooding of cellars is a common occurrence along the 
whole line of the street and adjacent streets, such as War- 
wick street, Haskins street, Westminster street, Auburn 
street, and Shawmutavenue. The “Separate System ” should 
be estabilished in this district during the coming year to 
furnish relief to a long list of suffering residents. 

Hammond street district. Sanitary (or unsanitary) con- 
ditions here have reached a stage where it is useless to pro- 
vide any half way measures of relief, and the ‘Separate 
System” is earnestly recommended for Hammond street, 
Sussex street, Greenwich street, Winsor street, Arnold street, 
Ball street, and the portion of Shawmut avenue tributary to 
Hammond street. 

Elmwood street overflow. This is needed as a relief for 
the overcrowed trunk sewer which flows through this street 
and overflows into Stony brook. 

Fenner street surface drain. This is badly needed as a 
continuation of the Ruthven street drainage system. ‘This 
system is completed between Humboldt avenue and Walnut 
avenue, at the corner of Cobden street, and should be carried 
down through private land and Fenner street to Washington 
street to relieve the flooding of cellars on Cobden street, 
which occurs after every heavy rain-storm. 

Willow park, between Westminster street and Shawmut 
avenue. ‘This sewer, having been built on soft ground, has 
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settled so badly that the house drains are nearly all dis- 
connected from the main sewer, and the cellars are flooded to 
such an extent that many of these buildings are rendered 
untenantable. Nothing can be done in this street, however, 
until a satisfactory sewer is constructed in Ruggles street, 
as before indicated. 

Bower and Sherman street districts. This district has 
long been the source of a great deal of trouble and complaint, 
owing to the old dilapidated and utterly inadequate system 
of sewers. Numerous complaints reach this office after every 
heavy rain-storm, but we are powerless to offer the residents 
any relief until an entirely new system of sewers is con- 
structed. Work can and should be started in this district 
during the coming year. 

Warren street, between Brunswick and Intervale street. 
This is a small 15-inch pipe sewer on the line of the Dor- 
chester trunk sewer, and connects a 2-foot by 8-foot brick 
sewer near Intervale street with a 24-inch by 30-inch sewer 
near Brunswick street. It is the cause, in time of storm, of 
backing up the entire system of sewers in the vicinity of 
Waumbeck, Crawford, and Howland streets. 

Warren street, between Moreland street and Rockville 
park. This sewer should be built of larger size and greater 
depth to accommodate the houses in this neighborhood, the 
sewage from which now has to be raised by pumps in the © 
possession of private parties. 

Cedar street, between Columbus avenue and Centre street. 
A surface drain should be built in this street to relieve the 
flooding which occurs after every heavy rain-storm, and take 
the water from the partial system of surface drains in the 
vicinity and deliver it to Stony brook channel in Columbus. 
avenue. 

A system of surface drains must also be provided for the 
district around Quincy street, Holborn, Gaston, Gannett, and 
Otisfield streets. 

Vila street district. This matter was mentioned in last 
year’s report, and although nothing has been done as yet 
there is a probability that sewers will be built in this district. 
the coming year. 

Fenway lands. Surface drains are still discharging on to 
the private land, as mentioned in last year’s report, but as 
sewers and drains in Jersey street are under consideration 
this may soon be remedied. 

Muddy river conduit. Nothing has been done to the old 
conduit. This matter was discussed in previous reports. 

Sewers should be built in the following streets: Fisher 
avenue, Halleck street (rebuilding). s 
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City PROPER. 


There have been built in this district during the past year 
3,122.01 linear feet of pipe sewer, 3,158.30 linear feet of 
brick sewer, 538.76 linear feet of pipe surface drain, 172 
linear feet of 8-inch pipe, and 28 linear feet of 6-inch pipe 
house drains, making a total of 7,619.07 linear feet, or 1.44 
miles. 


The principal works completed are: 


Traverse street, between Canal and Portland streets. The 
old wooden sewer was removed and‘a deeper brick sewer 
built, which connects the sewer in Portland street with the 
Canal street relief sewer. 

Kneeland street, between Atlantic avenue and South street. 
This sewer will drain out the low sewer between South street 
and Utica street. 

Cotting and Wall streets. This sewer has been needed 
for a long time, the old sewer causing much trouble. 

Sewers have been rebuilt in — 

Pleasant street, between Tremont and Carver streets. 

Thacher street, between Washington street north and 
Endicott street. 

Endicott street, between Thacher and Cooper streets. 

Elm street, between Washington street and Hanover 
street. 

Fleet street, between Commercial street and North street. 

North street, between Fleet street and Clark street, and 

Brighton street, between Chambers street and Milton 
street. 

State street. Sewers have been rebuilt by the Transit Com- 
- mission between India street and Washington street. The 
old sewer between Commercial and India streets has been 
rebuilt by this division. 

Hanover street. A sewer has been built between the 
Canal street relief sewer in Cross street and the siphon at 
Washington street. The siphon was built under the Wash- 
ington street subway by the Transit Commission and dis- 
charged into the Friend street sewer. On account of the 
grade of the Friend street sewer there was always seven feet 
of water in the down-stream manhole of the siphon. Hotels 
and restaurants connected with this system deliver large 
quantities of grease which collected in the siphon and made 
it necessary for this division to clean the siphon once each 
week. This has now been done away with, freeing the 
division from a constant expense and the danger of suits 
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which would surely be instituted against the city if the 
grease were allowed to collect and plug the sewer. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Church street district. This subject was discussed in last 
year’s report, but nothing has been done. 

State street. The Canal street relief sewer in Commercial 
street, where it crosses State street, has been settled and 
broken by the operation of driving the tunnel in State street. 
This should be repaired by the Transit Commission as soon 
as settlement has ceased. 

Norman street. The sewer is in the same condition as 
last year, but should be extended down the street until it | 
will drain into the Norman street sewer. 

Beverly street overflow. An overflow is needed on this 
system, as mentioned in previous reports. | 

Buckingham street. As mentioned in last year’s report 
the sewer in this street is badly settled. It can be rebuilt to 
drain cellars at grade 12, but to drain cellars on the street 
that are at grade 8.5 will make it necessary to spend more 
money than is desirable. 

Sewers should be rebuilt in Salem street, North street, and 
Hale street. 

In the City Proper and Roxbury during the past year there 
have been approved 115 plans for private corporations. 


MAIN DRAINAGE WORKS. 


This branch of the Sewer Division consists of the system 
of main and intercepting sewers which convey the sewage of 
the city to the discharge outlet at tide-water. Included 
under this heading are all the regulators, overflows, and tide- 
gates throughout the city, the pumping station, deposit and 
outfall sewers, and reservoirs at Moon island, also the care 
of the channels of Stony brook. 

Main and intercepting sewers. A list of the number of 
tide-gates, regulators, sumps, and overflows in different sec- 
tions of the city that are inspected and cleaned after every 
storm or excessive rise of sewage is appended. Also a state- 
ment of additions, renewals and repairs to same.

PUMPING STATION, CALF PASTURE. 


The following repairs and .alterations were made the past 
year: 

No. 1 and 2 pumps — Two new composition-faced valve 
frames were put in. 

Two new Bulkely condensers. 

New main steam pipe from old boilers. 

No. 3 and 4 pumps — Four new and improved slip joints 
have been put between horse-power cylinder and reheaters. 
Two mechanical lubricators have been put on this engine. 

The injection piping of No. 1 and 2 pumps is in course 
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of construction, and all wrought-iron pipe will soon be 
eplaced by castiron. | 

In the old gate-house four new cages or screens have been 
installed, also the main gate on the north side has been 
replaced by a new gate. 

Three new return tubular boilers, built by Kendall & Sons, 
have been set up and are now in operation. They are 
installed in a new boiler-house, built of concrete and 
expanded metal, which was constructed for the purpose. 
The boilers are now operating the Leavitt engines and all the 
auxiliary machinery at the plant. 

These are the boilers that in last year’s report it was sug- 
gested should be set up for the purpose of running the plant, 
while the old battery in the boiler-house was being replaced 
by anew one. A battery of six boilers, carrying a working 
pressure of 185 pounds, has been contracted for to replace 
the old ones, and are about ready for delivery. 

It having been decided to extend the main building on 
account of the installation of the new pump, a substantial 
foundation of piles, concrete, and stone has been put in on 
lines that will admit of completing the building as originally 
designed. The machine-shop has been removed from the 
engine-house to a temporary building erected for the pur- 
pose. This was necessary, as it occupied the place where 
the new pump is to be set up. All the foundations for the 
new pump are ready to receive it. The foundation for the 
outboard bearing is of stone and concrete on piles. 

A new iron railing has been built on the coal run to 
replace the wooden guards. 

All the outbuildings and fence have been painted, and a 
new tar and gravel roof put on the coal-sheds. A new drain 
pipe has been laid, connecting the stable with the sewer. A 
new automatic sewer gauge has been set up in the gate- 
house. New shaft, sprocket chains and gears have been put 
on sludge-carrying machine in the deposit sewer. 

The alterations and repairs necessary to receive the new 
boilers and new engine are now under way, and will have to 
be carried on until everything is completed and the boilers 
and engines are running. It will be necessary to put new 
well gates in this year and new gates on the discharge from 
the pumps. 

Mt. Vernon street, from Buttonwood street to the pump- 
ing station, should be macadamized and a substantial fence 
erected from the railroad to the station. The street is in a 
deplorable condition, and will continue to be so until it is 
ballasted. 
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LYONS STREET PUMPING STATION. 


The pumping station at Lyons street was thoroughly over- 
hauled the past season. The two belts have been renewed. 
Complete repairs have been made on the engine, including 
one new crank shaft, and all the pump bearings have been 
rebabbitted. The roof has been repaired around the smoke- 
stack, and the whole painted with fireproof paint. 


Moon ISLAND. 


The general, working of the system here has been very 
satisfactory. The contract for sea-wall, wharf extension, 
boat-house and grading was finished in the Spring. The 
gate-houses in general are in good condition, minor repairs 
having been made. ‘The stable is not only in bad condition, 
but dangerous. A new stable and storehouse was asked for 
in last year’s report, but nothing has been done towards con- 
structing it. The large barn in Squantum is also in an 
unsafe condition, although a large number of the post sup- 
ports have been renewed. ‘The public have been kept out of 
the structure for fear of an accident. 

A sanitary for the use of the public has. been built at 
Squantum. 

Repairs, such as the renewals of parts, changes from iron 
to composition, new stems, cross-heads, flanges, and bolts 
have been made to one-third of the gates in the long gate- 
house. ‘The repairs on the remaining two-thirds of these 
gates should be completed the coming year. 

A new line of water pipes, with hydrants, should be 
installed at the reservoir for washing the side walls. The 
old pipes have become useless, and the cleaning of the side 
walls cannot be done until the new pipes are laid. ‘The gates 
at the outlet gate-house, together with gearing, pinions, and 
regular gears, must be repaired and a number of parts 
renewed, and it would be advisable to change the present 
method of operating the gates and work them by compressed 
air. Immediate attention should be given to this matter, as 
the working parts are in a very bad condition. 

A connection from the Boston water main should be made 
at the connection chamber for flushing and cleaning purposes. 

The rip-rap on the west side of the embankment for one 
thousand feet should be relaid as the ballast has washed out 
and there is danger to some parts of the embankment. 

The roadway from Squantum to Moon Island is low, 
caused by settlement, washing from heavy rains, high winds, 
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etc., and should be raised. During the winter months this 
road is in bad condition, and it should be surfaced with 
ballast, crushed stone, or a good depth of gravel and rolled. 

The sea-wall or rip-rap should be extended. around the 
Moon Head at the top of the beach for protection to the hill 
which is gradually wearing away. 

The outlet gate-house needs pointing and some minor 
repairs. 

The average daily amount of sewage received at the 
reservoir, Moon Island, from the Pumping station from 
January 31, 1902, to February 1, 1903, was 88,480,680 
gallons. 


STONY BROOK. 


The work for this year commenced in Brookside avenue 
and in private land, and extends toa point forty-five feet 
south of Green street in private land. 

The size of the conduit is 153 feet by 17 feet to the north- 
erly line of Green street, and from this point it enlarges to 
15% feet by 20 feet, this latter size to be carried to Forest 
Hills. The dimensions have been increased owing to a 
flatter gradient. The Brookside avenue quicksand was 
encountered, which considerably increased the cost of con- 
struction and made the progress necessarily slow. This 
material was handled by driving 5-inch tongued and grooved 
sheeting with a pile driver. The trench was bulkheaded in 
40-foot sections to make a water-tight compartment, the 
sheeting was driven from 8 to 10 feet below grade and 
the quicksand excavated about 3 feet below the grade of the 
invert. A 6-inch underdrain was laid on the centre line, and 
lateral drains of gravel were put in from the sheeting to the 
centre. From 6 to 8:inches of gravel was spread over the 
whole bottom, and from 18 to 20 inches of concrete laid on 
top of this. The side walls of rubble masonry were carried 
up to within 2 feet of the crown of the arch. Though the 
use of 5-inch’sheeting was an expensive item, it was con- 
clusively proven that this method of confining the quicksand 
more than compensated for the outlay. In using this larger 
size sheeting a trench was carried within 10 feet of a 4-story 
brick building without the shghtest damage whatever. Fol- 
lowing the old method it would have been necessary to support 
these buildings, and estimates from those competent to do 
this work were so high that the method adopted has proven 
the most economical under the conditions. 

The first interruption of work occurred in February, and 
was caused by a heavy snow-storm, the men being put on the 
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street-cleaning force. ‘The second delay was caused by the 
severe rain-storm of March 1. ‘The flood was so great this 
day that it broke through a bulkhead into the trench, under- 
mined and damaged several buildings, and broke down the 
gas and water pipes; this was the most serious damage done 
in many years on this work. 

The next delay occurred, from May 8, until June 28, to 
determine the line ahead. 

The 153 foot by 17 foot, the 9 foot by 9 foot 6 inches, and 
15% foot by 20-foot conduits meet in Green street, forming 
a bell-mouth. In building the bell-mouth across Green street, 
this street, which is a main thoroughfare, had to be closed. It 
was necessary here to overcome a great many obstacles, — all 
traffic had to be conducted through private land and over a 
bridge thrown across the brook to Bartlett place. The 36-inch 
by 88-inch brick sewer had to be flumed around on the north- 
erly side of the street, and the water and gas pipes and the 
telephone conduits had to be carried on the same side. 

Several routes south of Green street have been investigated, 
but the most feasible is that which follows the line of the old 
brook, enters Keyes place, and thence to Washington street. 
Beyond Washington street to Forest Hills it now seems ad- 
visable to follow the old line of the brook, this line offering 
fewer chances for suits for damages than the route which 
follows Washington street. 

An appropriation sufficient to carry this work to Forest 
Hills should be immediately obtained. The foul odors 
arising from the brook bed, the demands of the district, and 
the increased cost of construction by small yearly appropria- 
tions, offer the best reasons why this channel should be com- 
pleted at once. If part of this work could be let out by 
contract it would be possible to finish it in one and one-half 
years.

ENTRANCE FEES, PERMITS AND ASSESSMENTS. 


Entrance fees to the amount of $5,515.62 have been col- 
lected from estates upon which no sewer assessment was ever 
paid, in accordance with chapter 388, section 10, of. the 
Revised Ordinances of 1898. 
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Bills for sewer assessments, amounting to $2,417.03, have 
been deposited for collection, representing those estates 
assessed under chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, and amend- 
ments thereto, which have been connected during the year 
with the sewers for which they were assessed. 

One thousand seven hundred and seventy (1,770) permits 
have been issued to lcensed drain-layers to make connections 
with the public sewers, and the work done under these per- 
mits has been inspected, and a record of the same made on 
the plans of this division, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of chapter 38, sections 6 and 10, of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1898. 

Eight hundred and eighty-two (882) permits have been 
issued to district foremen and contractors for construction 
and repairs of sewers and catch-basins. 

Plans for the assessment of estates benefited by sewer 
construction have been furnished the Street Commissioners, 
representing 31,286 feet of sewers, costing $182,537.07.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
STREET CLEANING DIVISION. 


921, 922, 923 TREMONT BUILDING, 
Bosron, February 1, 1903. 


Hon. JAMES DONOVAN, 
Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir, — Following is the report of the Street Clean- 
ing Division of the Street Department for the year ending 
January 31, 1908: 

I. XPENSE. 


The expenditures of the year show an increase over those 
of any previous year in the history of this division. This 
increase is not attributable, solely, to extraordinary expenses, 
but is almost the direct result of the natural expansion 
of the sweeping district this division is obliged to cover. 
To quote from the message of his Honor the Mayor, 
accompanying the current year’s appropriation bill, these 
expenses are “in the nature of fixed charges and do not per- 
mit of reductions without detriment to the public service” ; 
and, again, these “ fixed charges increase each year by a small 
percentage in proportion to the growth of the city.” 

Hence the annual appeal made by this division for a more 
liberal appropriation. 


EXTRAORDINARY EXPENSES. 


If there have been any unusual or unlooked for expenses 
during the year, prominent mention must be made of the 
stable in South Boston, which had been leased, about a month 
- previous to the incoming of the present administration, for a 
term of five years at a rental of $900 per year. ‘This, stable 
was found to be in a most dilapidated condition — unsafe, 
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unfit, unsanitary —and, although over $3,000 have been 
spent upon it to make it serve its purpose, it is still and will 
continue to be a souree of much expense to this division.- 
What may also be classed as an extraordinary expense is the 
high price we had to pay during the year for hay and 
grain. For this item alone it cost this division over $6,000 
more than for the previous year. 

The coal strike, whose resultant distressful features are 
still an occasion for calls upon our service, was an additional 
and unprovided for expenditure. Over $1,200 have been 
spent, carting coal to relieve the public distress; and this was 
done, of course, to the prejudice of the regular work of the 
division. This distress continues and the streets are neg- 
lected that we may relieve it, yet the public complains. In 
connection with the subject of extraordinary expenditure, it 
must be stated that the cost of the 


SNow WoRK 


of this division is out of all proportion to the provisions made 
for it. In fact, there has been no provision made for it; and 
it 1s earnestly recommended that, when the Committee on 
Appropriations is considering the needs of this division, 
a certain sum for snow work be appropriated or the amount 
allowed for general maintenance be materially increased. 


STABLES. 


Attention has been called in previous years to the cramped 
quarters allotted this division for its live and its rolling 
stock. Provision was made in the last loan bill for the im- 
provement of the West End and Charlestown stables. Some 
arrangement must soon be made to care for the horses, carts, 
and sweeping machines in Roxbury, where there is hardly 
room for an extra horse, and where the rolling stock is often 
exposed to rain and snow for lack of space to shelter it. 


STOCK. 


Many of the horses of this division are no longer able to 
do the work required of them, being old, diseased, or crippled. 
As a matter of record, about twenty of them have been offi- 
cially condemned and ordered to be shot, and, although the 
order for good reasons has not yet been carried into effect, it 
is only a question of a short time when it must be done. ‘The 
carts might be characterized in the same way, very many of 
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them not being worth the cost of repairing. A recommenda- 
tion was made last year to purchase a number of carts, but 
not a cart has been added to the stock. ‘They have been 
repaired over and over again, but it would be in the line of 
economy to replace them with new ones. The sweeping 
machines are in fair condition. 


PaPpeR LITTER. 


This continues to be the most vexing problem confronting 
this division, and it is simply repeating the experience and 
recommendation of previous years to state, that the remedy 
is outside the Street Department. There is certainly law 
enough to prevent this littering of the streets by store- 
keepers, tenants, and the general public. If the earnest 
and practical co-operation of the Police Department could 
be secured, this nuisance could and would be, at least, min- 
imized, if not entirely prevented. 


PuUSH-CART WoRK. 


In line with this subject of paper litter must be recognized 
the work of the patrol system or push-cart force. If this 
service were discontinued the work of our machine sweeping 
gangs would never satisfy the public. When the weather 
permits (nine months in the year or more) all the down-town 
districts, and much of the up-town sections of the city are 
machine-swept during the night; but, if this work were not’ 
followed up during the day by the push-cart men, these same 
streets, which were swept the night before, would present 
a very unsightly appearance, even in the early hours of 
the day. . | 

Too much credit cannot be given to this branch of the 
division; it has expanded from year to year, and it should 
continue to do so. Every deputy, recognizing its service, 
has recommended its extension, and it is herein advocated 
that it should be added to in proportion to the growth of at 
least the paved area of the city.

SLIPPERY PAVEMENTS. 


The work of sanding asphalt streets has been done under 
the supervision of the patrol system. The one sanding 
machine in use is not capable of sanding all the asphalt 
streets of the city, and, if it is the intention of this depart- 
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ment to furnish adequate service in this respect, the equip- 
ment should be added to and the force increased. 


DUMPS. 


Provision must soon be made for more dumping places. 
The low lands in most of the suburban districts are rap- 
idly fillmg up. Back Bay will soon be without a single 
dumping lot. The single scow at Fort Hill Wharf, to 
which all of the down-town sweepings are carted, is 
inadequate. | 

A suitable and available place for another scow would be 
at the city wharf on Albany street, and another at Charles 
River avenue bridge — a very convenient place for the North 
End, West End and Charlestown gangs. 


SIDEWALKS AROUND PUBLIC SQUARES. 


An attempt was made during the present winter to trans- 
fer the care of the sidewalks around public squares, particu- 
larly those of the Common and Puble Gardens, to the Public 
Grounds Department. [or some years this division had been 
burdened with the care and cost of keeping these sidewalks 
clear of snow and ice. Custom, or rather it seems because 
the other department had not the 'money to pay for the work, 
was the reason alleged for putting these sidewalks under the 
care of the Street Department. If the custom is to be pre- 
served, a special appropriation should be made to warrant 
it. The streets in the vicinity of these pubhe grounds are 
neglected in consequence of the time spent on the sidewalks. 

In any event it may be intimated that an arrangement 
might be made between the Public Grounds Department and 
this division that would be mutually satisfactory. It is not 
so under existing conditions. 


Pusiic ALLEYS. 


It is no exaggeration to state that, relatively, more com- 
plaints have come from the public alleys, particularly those 
in the Back Bay, than are heard or received from the abutters 
of our main thoroughfares and ordinary business or residential 
streets. The people who complain are often blamable in the 
matter, but they do, nevertheless, insist upon better service. 
These alleys are cleaned once a week. ‘To do them oftener 
will necessitate either a special gang of men or a considerable 
addition to the force of the Back Bay District. 
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New DISTRICTS. 


It was expected that there would be a sweeping gang of 
this division established early in the year in Dorchester, but 
the hope is still unrealized. The Paving Division, which 
does the street cleaning of this territory, has called upon our 
South End and South Boston gangs to go out there and 
sweep its main thoroughfares, as it has neither the men nor 
the equipment to do the work. Of course, South End and 
South Boston are meantime neglected. The same may be 
said of Brighton. The Baek Bay gang gives it a spring and 


fall cleaning, but always at the expense of its own district. 


Provision should be made at the earliest possible moment 
for the establishment of a permanent street cleaning force in 
the suburban districts, to the end that the residents may 
have the same service as those of the Back Bay district.

Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir, —I respectfully submit the annual report of 
the Street Watering Division of the Street Department for 
the financial year ending January 31, 1903. 

All public streets were watered at an expense of 
$160,147.25, paid for from the general tax levy. 

The season opened March 24, and continued until Novem- 
ber 30, but watering was done on February 12, 15 and 16. 
It was in the main a_wet season, although there were many. 
dry, windy days, difficult periods to keep dust down. 

The service gave general satisfaction to the citizens of 
every section of the city. The number of wettings given 
the streets daily were as follows: Four to six in the 
Back Bay District, four in the South End and City Proper, 
three and four on the main thoroughfares of the outlying 
sections and two on all others. The street mileage was 
increased five miles by new streets, and two additional carts 
were employed. 

Attention is directed to the figures which show the tre- 
mendous amount of fresh water used by the division. ‘Taken 
with the amount used by the Park, Fire and other depart- 
ments, it seems proper at this time to suggest the use of salt 
water for street watering purposes, as its superiority over 
fresh water for this work is well known. 

The sum of $160,000 is inadequate for a service which 
contemplates watering in the open weather of the winter 
months as well as in the strict watering season. Such a sum 
provides for no extension of the service beyond the present 
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limits, nor is it enough to properly water our streets under ordi- 
nary conditions. In fact, it is only possible under favorable 
weather conditions to water 465 miles of streets in the 
manner of the past for the sum appropriated. It may 
seem unnecessary to urge the matter so often, but 
interest in a service which has been specialized and improved 
until it has no equal of its kind anywhere cempels the 
reiteration. An increase in. the appropriation should be 
made to meet the requirements of the weather conditions 
during the entire year. 

The force employed was one deputy superintendent, one 
chief clerk, one clerk, one driver, and twenty-one bicycle 
tallymen. 

The division is indebted to Mr. J. W. Smith, local fore- 
cast official, for daily weather reports.

APPENDIX H. 


REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS FOR THE BOSTON 
AND CAMBRIDGE BRIDGES. 


CAMBRIDGE-STREET BRIDGE. 


The deck of bridge was repaired by putting down four-inch 
plank, and the bridge and draw sheathed with two-inch 
spruce plank. The fences on the bridge and draw, the draw- 
posts and the houses on the draw-piers have been painted. 

This work was done by the drawtenders. They also 
sweep bridge and piers and keep them free from snow and 
ice and do ordinary repairs. 

The drawtenders on this bridge also do the work on 
Western-avenue bridge. 


CANAL OR CRAIGIE BRIDGE.. 


On the Cambridge end of the bridge the sidewalk was re- — 
paired by putting in two-inch spruce plank and replacing the 
brick ; the house was shingled and repaired, and the paving 
on the roadway was repaired from the draw to the Cambridge 
end of the bridge. 

On the Boston side, down-stream, a new sidewalk was 
built for the whole length ; the old timbers and planking that 
were very much decayed were taken out and replaced by new 
hard-pine timber and hard-pine flooring ; the edgestones were 
reset and the walks paved with new brick. The roadway 
was repaired for the whole length. 

The guard on the Cambridge side to protect the bridge 
from damage by vessels colliding with it had to be rebuilt. 
Oak piles were driven and capped with hard-pine timbers 
and braced securely to piles connected with the bridge. The, 
draw-piers were repaired and the small house on the pier 
shingled. 

The draw is in very bad condition; it has been repaired as 
required with new hard-pine timbers and planking. The 
draw is old, and it should be thoroughly overhauled. There 
is more teaming over this bridge than over any other bridge 
in Boston, and it has to be watched very closely. A new 
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and wider bridge should be built to take the place of this old 
structure. 

The drawtenders employed sweep the sidewalks and keep 
them free from snow and ice in winter time, and do all ordi- 
nary repairs. 

ESSEX-STREET BRIDGE. 


Almost the entire surface of the roadway was sheathed, 
and four-inch spruce plank put in where necessary. The 
draw and sidewalk were repaired. 

The fences for the entire length of the bridge, and the 
houses on the draw-pier have been painted. This work was 
done by the drawtenders. ‘They also sweep the bridge once 
a week in summer and keep the sidewalks free from snow. 
and ice in winter, and do other ordinary repairs. 

A petition has been sent to the City Council by citizens 
living in the vicinity of this bridge asking that permission 
be granted the Boston Elevated Railway Company to put 
two tracks over the bridge to connect with the tracks on 
Commonwealth avenue in Boston, and no doubt it would be 
a great convenience to the public. To make the bridge safe 
for that purpose would require a large outlay, and whether 
it would be advisable at the present time to do this work or 
wait till the two cities are in condition to build an overhead 
bridge, wider than the present structure, is a question. It 
seems to me the time will soon come when the new overhead 
bridge will have to be built. The repairs necessary to make 
the present bridge safe for the cars to go over would cost in 
the vicinity of $17,000, and after making the repairs the 
bridge would be narrow, and not suitable for the traffic going 
over it. 


HARVARD BRIDGE. 


At the date of the last year’s report the paving of the 
roadway with wooden blocks had not been completed on 
account of the stormy weather and the lateness of the 
season, which made it necessary to wait till this year before 
completing the work. This spring the work was finished, 
and the pavement has proved to be a great improvement 
over the old plank surface. It is even, and the yearly renewal 
and constant patching of the surface is avoided. 

The deck of the draw should be reconstructed, as it is 
getting out of shape. 

The sidewalks for the entire length of the bridge should 
be replaced with hard-pine plank. The present asphalt side- 
walk is in very bad condition, it is badly broken and the 
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planking under it is decayed. It was patched last year to 
make it safe. 

The surface of the draw-pier is in poor condition, and 
ought to be replanked at once. We have repaired the cap- 
ping this year and made some repairs to piers to make them 
safe. 

The drawtenders’ house was painted outside and inside 
with.two coats of paint, the work being done by the draw- 
tenders. The men have also made quite a lot of other repairs. 

The iron fence should be painted this next near. 

The incandescent lights are satisfactery, and the effect of 
the illumination at night is far better than that of any of the 
bridges in the vicinity of Boston and Cambridge. The draw- 
tenders clean the electric light globes, see to keeping the 
sidewalks free from snow and ice in winter, and do all ordi- 
nary repairs. 

The traffic over the bridge is increasing every year. 

The expenditures by the City of Boston on account of 
wood block paving, etc., were as follows :

NortH HARVARD BRIDGE. 


The fence on the draw was repaired by putting on new 
rails; the bridge and draw were sheathed with two-inch 
spruce plank, and other repairs made. 

The fences for the entire length, the draw, draw-posts, 
and the houses on the piers were painted. ‘This work was 
done by the drawtenders.' They also do all ordinary repairs, 
sweeping bridge and draw, and cleaning snow and ice from 
bridge and _ piers. 


PRISON POINT BRIDGE: 


The iron girders under the draw were in bad condition, 
broken and twisted in such a way that it was impossible to 
repair them, and to put in new ones would have cost a large 
sum of money. It was not thought wise to expend much 
for repairs at the present time, as it is soon to be replaced. 
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To relieve the draw and to limit the weight going over it, 
the roadway was narrowed by building sidewalks two feet 
six inches wide. If this had not been done we should have 
had to close the bridge to travel. | 

Some of the timbers under the bridge supporting the 
roadway were so much decayed at the ends they had to be 
pieced out with new hard-pine timber, and other timbers had 
to be blocked up. Iron rods were put through the girders 
to keep them in place. This work was done from float 
staging under the bridge. Jour-inch plank were put on the 
bridge and draw, and all sheathed with two-inch spruce 
plank. 

The Boston & Maine Railroad Company are now driving 
piles to support a temporary bridge across the river and will 
build a draw to take the place of the old one. After crossing 
the river they will build a temporary overhead ‘street to 
Bridge street in Cambridge. ‘The railroad company are 
doing this so as not to stop travel while building the perma- 
nent overhead structure on the line of the present street 
leading from Cambridge to Charlestown, which, when 
completed, will be a great benefit to the public and do away 
with a most dangerous place, and prevent the present great 
delay while the street is closed by trains passing over it. 

In addition to the repairs mentioned above there has been 
a number of other repairs made to make the bridge and draw 
safe for travel. 

The drawtenders sweep the bridge and clean off snow and’ 
ice. 

WESTERN-AVENUE BRIDGE. 


On the Boston side, the deck of the bridge and draw was 
repaired with four-inch spruce plank and sheathed with two- 
inch spruce plank ; new flaps to draw were built, and the fence 
on the draw was repaired by putting in new rails. The 
capping and surface of the down-stream pier was so much 
decayed that it was deemed best to put in new timber and 
plank to protect it and make it secure. 

The fences, the draw-posts and the houses on the pier 
were painted. This work was done by the drawtenders. 

The drawtenders also do the cleaning and ordinary repair 
work. 


West Boston TEMPORARY BRIDGE. 
The traffic on this bridge is increasing, making it neces- 


sasy to replank it every year. The flaps of the draw were 
repaired and new hinges placed on them. ! 
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The drawtenders sweep the sidewalk in summer and keep 
it free from snow and ice in winter, and do all ordinary 
‘repairs. 

The new Cambridge bridge will be completed in about 
three years. When completed it will be the finest structure 
in the United States. 


IN GENERAL.

Str, —I herewith submit the following report of the work 
done for the Street Department during the year ending 
January 1, 1903: 


BROOKS STREET, WARD 20. 


The work of building the retaining walls on each side of 
the depressed portion of the street, under the contract with 
John. F. McBride and Jesse Moulton, dated July 2, 1901, 
was completed on May 20, 1902, ata cost of $24,444.17. 

The American Bridge Company, under its contract dated 
November 22, 1901, completed the steel work for the bridge 
over the depressed roadway at the ends of the side roadways 
in April, for which it was paid $2,800. 

The concrete and asphalt floor of this bridge was laid by 
the Boston Asphalt Company, under a contract dated April 
28, 1902, at a cost of $750. The work was completed on 
May 13. 

Railings were built on the bridge and retaining walls by 
W. A. Snow & Co., under a contract dated April 5, 1902, at 
a cost of $1,277. The work was finished on August 2. 


CARLETON STREET, RETAINING WALL. 


The work of building a retaining wall along the westerly 
side line of Carleton street, adjoining the tracks of the 
Providence Division of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad, between Yarmouth and West Newton streets, 
has been prosecuted during the year, and the entire wall was 
completed about October 10, 1902. 

The work was done under a contract with John Cashman, 
dated October 19, 1901. 

The portion of the wall as built between Yarmouth street 
and Berwick park has a pile and concrete foundation, the 
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exposed face of the foundation towards the railroad tracks 
being of granite. Above the foundation the wall is of brick 
masonry 12 inches thick, with pilasters 16 inches square 
every six feet. Where this wall supports any portion of the 
street it is backed up with Portland cement concrete. The 
foundation for the whole wall was designed and built of such 
dimensions that it will support a wall of sufficient thickness 
to maintain the street if it should ever be filled to the grade 
of the adjoining streets. The brick wall is capped with an 
artificial stone coping, and an artificial stone curb is built for 
the entire length of the wall. 

The portion of the wall between Berwick park and West 
Newton street is built of granite, and rests on a pile and 
concrete foundation. ‘The wall has a granite coping, the 
back of which serves for the street curb. The wall for its 
entire length has a wooden fence supported by iron standards 
set in the granite or artificial stone coping. 


CotumBIA RoAap BRIDGES OVER SHOREHAM STREET AND 
INORG SIN, 8 carn Me De ert hts 


The flooring and surfaces of the bridges have been built 
with the exception of the asphalt sidewalk on the bridge 
over the railroad; this is under contract and will be laid 
early in the summer. . 

The flooring of the bridge over Shoreham street consists of 
brick and concrete arches turned between steel beams. ‘This 
work was done by W. H. Ellis under a contract dated August 
13, 1902, and cost, including the artificial stone sidewalks, 
$2,700. The roadway of this bridge is paved with brick, and 
was done under a contract with W.H. Ellis at a cost of 
$2.45 per square yard. 

The flooring of the bridge over the railroad is of hard pine, 
and was laid by the Cahill Construction Company under a 
contract dated July 23, 1902, for the sum of $3,906. ‘This 
bridge was paved with brick by W. H. Ellis. 

The iron fences for both bridges were built by P. J. Dinn 
& Co. under a contract dated July 9,1902, at a cost of $848.

_ The filling done under the contract with Simon J. Donovan 
dated October 25, 1898, was completed May 27. The total 
amount of filling deposited was 136,348 cubic yards at 464 
cents per cubic yard. 
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MEAD STREET, CHARLESTOWN, ARTIFICIAL STONE

A flight of artificial stone steps was built in Mead street, 
between Russell street and Bunker Hill street. These steps 
start at a point about 67 feet east of Russell street at eleva- 
tion 57.50, and extend 94.5 feet to elevation 102.00 (a total 
rise of 44.5 feet) to a point about 115 feet west of Bunker 
Hill street. There are 7 flights of 10 steps each and 6 
platforms 5 feet wide. ‘The steps are 12 feet wide in the 
clear with buttresses 1.5 feet wide. An iron fence was built 
on each buttress with a hand rail in the centre of the steps. 
A wing wall was built on the northerly street line extending 
32.5 feet from the top; two end walls were built from the 
sides of the steps to the street lines, each 7.5 feet long. The 
contract for building these steps was awarded to the W. A. 
Murtfeldt Co. on June 7, 1902. Work under this contract 
was begun June 18, 1902, and completed October 22, 1902, 
at the contract price of $4,975.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF SMOKE INSPECTOR. 


64 PEMBERTON SQUARE, 
Boston, February 1, 1903. 


Hon. JAMES DONOVAN, 
Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir, —I herewith submit a report of the work per- 
formed by the office under my charge for your consideration. 
During the first half of the year, under normal conditions, 
the results of the labors of the employees of the office were 
satistactory to the public. I arrive at this conclusion owing 
to. the small number of complaints made. Absolute free- 
dom from the smoke nuisance is, of course, an impossibility, 
under the present law. From the constant observations of 
this office I can state that the laws under which we work 
are being observed generally. Wherever by observation or 
complaint, reason to find fault with the conditions in any. 
plant obtained, a personal interview with the owner, always 
resulted in a desire on his part to co-operate in the abate- 
ment of the nuisance. 

During the latter part of the year conditions arose in the 
coal supply which made it impossible to secure results as 
satisfactory as formerly prevailed. Complaints were numer- 
ous and a strict enforcement of the laws would be an impos- 
sibility, or an attempt in that direction a hardship or injustice. 
Efforts were accordingly directed to securing the best results 
under these conditions. We were constantly on the move, 
observing conditions, conferring with engineers and firemen, 
or offering suggestions, that the best results might be 
obtained. We are now entering upon another year with the 
conditions approaching the normal. The period over which 
we have just passed has been the means of informing the 
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public more fully as to the requirements and purposes of the 
law. The results clearly show the desirability of their 
enforcement.

Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str,— The Board of Street Commissioners present the 
following as the report of the Street Laying-Out Depart- 
ment, including a statement relating to public lands in their 
eare, for the year ending January 31, 1903. 

Under the orders for laying out, widening and extending 
streets passed by the Board during the year, land to the 
amount of about 95,824 square feet was taken for street 
purposes. Streets having a total mileage of 2.10 were 
made public ways. Under authority of the acts of the 
Legislature of 1891, for the assessment upon abutting prop- 
erty of the cost of laying out and constructing streets, there 
has been assessed upon fifty-five streets a total of $595,483.09, 
and for fifteen public alleys a total of $19,574.57. For 
benefits of sewerage works assessments to the amount of 
$106,972.11 have been made. ‘The total of benefits assessed 


for streets and sewerage works during the year is the sum

The Board has issued ninety orders of notice of intention 
to lay out, widen, relocate, extend and discontinue streets or 
parts of streets and public alleys, calling for public hearings. 
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It has considered forty-four petitions for street improve- 
ments. For the laying of sewers and surface drains there 
have been sixty-four petitions presented to the Board during 
the year. In the settlement of damages for takings of 
land, ete., for various changes in the city’s streets, 161 cases 
have been acted upon by the commissioners. Claims for 
damages for sewers and surface drains ordered have been 
settled to the number of forty-seven. Thirteen petitions for 
release of assessments have been received and the releases 
made by the Board under authority of the acts empowering 
it to release parts of estates from assessments for sewers 
and sidewalks upon payment of the proportional parts due 
upon the parcels released. 

Under the provisions of acts of the Legislature giving the 
Street Commissioners authority to take land for. and order 
the construction of sewerage works, orders have been passed 
for the improvement and relocation of various natural streams 
or water courses, and surface drainage has been supplied for 
territories needing it, as follows: At Dorchester — Freeport 
Street brook, between Dorchester avenue and Pleasant street ; 
Oakland brook, between River street and the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad. At Brighton — Faneuil 
Valley brook, from Lake street to Rogers park. At West 
Roxbury — Roslindale branch of Stony brook, from Cohasset 
street to Washington street; and Stony brook, Green street 
to Brookside avenue.

SURVEYING DIVISION. 


Early in the year, in response to an urgent demand for 
economy, the force comprising the Surveying Division of this 
department was reduced materially, and consequently the 
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result of its operations was not so large as in previous years. 
Its efficiency is still unimpaired, however, and a good 
standard was maintained, and the work has been carried on 
uninterruptedly throughout the entire year. 

During this time considerable field work was done, the 
results of which have been, or will be, utilized in the making 
of sectional plans for refiling, where changes have been 
allowed on petitions, under chapter 210 of the Acts of the 
Legislature of 1898, and also for the making of entirely 
new sectional plans. 

The changes made in the law relating to the laying out 
and construction of highways, under chapter 521 of the 
Acts of the Legislature of 1902, approved June 27, 1902, 
made it imperative that a large and unusual amount of sur- 
veying should be at once done, for the purpose of preparing 
plans for the laying out of streets and for plans to be made 
in connection with the assessment of betterments for the 
same. It therefore seemed advisable to anticipate the filing 
of the sections covering large areas, and make the surveys 
for the individual streets upon which there seemed to be a 
necessity for immediate improvement, and which could be 
utilized at once for this purpose, and later be embodied in 
the completed work for filing. 

The more extensive surveys of this nature were made in 
Dorchester, West Roxbury, and Brighton Districts. 

Early in the year instructions were given the division to 
direct its immediate attention to the preparation for the refil- 
ing of plans upon which petitions had been received, asking 
for changes under the law of 1898, where the original filing, 
which was of necessity in a degree anticipatory, did not 
seem to fulfil the present conditions, many of them which in 
the opinion of the Board seemed proper have been made, 
while others are in progress and about to be submitted. 

The work in detail is as follows: 


TRIANGULATION. 


Although no great amount of work in the field on tri- 
angulation was done during the year, there was office work 
in connection with it, on computations, in the completion of 
plans, and in the preparation of others, showing the system 
previously started and in progress. 

A number of points were occupied, and one among them 
which may be mentioned, considering that it was the most 
dangerous ever occupied by the department, is the terminal 
station in Dewey square, whose position, as well as that of 
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the stone monument at the intersection of Atlantic avenue 
and Summer street, was determined for use of another city 
department, in connection with the work on the Atlantic 
avenue extension bridge, over Fort Point channel to South 
Boston. It was necessary that the work should be done on 
Sundays, as the immense volume of sinoke, ever present in 
this vicinity, made it absolutely impossible to take observa- 
tions on ordinary days, while the traffic here, at this time, 
being so great that the measuring of line was also prohibitive. 
The following is a statement in detail of the plans made in 
connection with this branch of the work: 

Plan of all the triangulations made, showing positions, 
bearings, and distances, including all large traverses that 
would be of general value: size, 5 feet by 4 feet; scale, ->4,.- 
(In progress. ) 

Sixty-six plans on natural scale, showing cuts to and from 
triangulation points; size, 2 feet by 2 feet. (Completed.) 

Twenty plans on natural scale, showing cuts to and from 
triangulation points ; size, 2 feet by 2 feet. (In progress.) 


PrRANSS: 


The work on this plan was confined to a very small terri- 
tory, principally in one section, W 71, where work preparatory 
to filing was done. 

This territory is bounded approximately by the Shawmut 
Branch Railroad, Codman street, Dorchester avenue and 
Van Winkle street. The improvement consisted in the 
location of a 40-foot street (Carnac street) parallel with and 
about 200 feet distant from Van Winkle street; from this 
street, and distant from Magdala street about 165 feet, and 
practically parallel with it, is projected Calhoun street, 40 
feet in width; while about 155 feet, and parallel with this 
street, is Genoa street, both continuing to Codman street. 

This improvement is entirely a local one, and is in accord 
with the designs of the holders of the larger tracts, and 
necessitated the refiling of a section previously filed (W 90) 
on account of the elimination of one street (No. 348) the 
initial portion having been shown in this section. 


BEAN 'D: 


A small amount of work was done during the year on this 
plan, and consisted largely in the preparation of plans for 
refiling. 

A large tract of unimproved land, lying between Blue Hill 
avenue, Morton street, and Harvard street, on which provi- 
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sions had previously been made for its development with 
40-foot streets, changed owners, and the present possessors 
of the property desiring 50-foot streets rather than the 40-foot 
streets shown on the plan as filed, consequently petitioned 
the Board for such a change, which being granted the neces- 
sary work was undertaken and the plans were prepared and 
subsequently filed. The work, though not extensive, kept a 
small force employed several weeks. 

Other work of like character was done on this territory 
lying on the northerly side of Talbot avenue, along Franklin 
field, while on the southerly side of Franklin field consider- 
able office work was done relating to a change of grade of 
Stratton street, to enable it to better conform to the grade at 
which the park has been constructed ; on the easterly side of 
the field work in the same line was continued, which related 
particularly to Bernard street. 

Five hearings were given during the year, under authority 
of chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1898, on 
the following dates: June 18, 1902, July 25, 1902, Novem- 
ber 14, 1902, and two on December 5, 1902. 

The hearing given on June 18 was in connection with 
Plan 12, and was on territory shown on Sections X 34, X 48, 
X 52, X58, X69, X 70, XT1,X% 90, Y 80, Sis Yeszeee 
Y 99, Y 100 and Dd 2, and was in relation to a proposed 
widening of Harvard street to 60 feet, from Blue Hill avenue 
to the boundary lne, between Boston and Hyde Park. The 
plans showing these changes have not yet been filed. 

The hearing given on July 25 was on territory shown on 
Sections X 48, X 52, X 53, X 68 and X.69, and was im 
relation to the elimination of the 40-foot streets numbered 
928, 929, 931, 954, 1079 and 1081, and the substitution 
therefor of streets 50 feet in width, to be located parallel 
with and somewhat north of those shown on the filed plans;

Under this plan the only field work of any magnitude done 
during the year was in that part of it lying in South Boston, 
and was in relation to the territory adjacent to Dorchester 
street; the principal feature being the proposed widening of 
that street from West Eighth street to Dorchester avenue to 
a uniform width of 80 feet. At present Dorchester street, 
from Broadway to West Eighth street, is a spacious way 80 
feet wide, but beyond here it narrows until it approximates 
an average width of 50 feet. 

This street is second in importance in South Boston, lead- 
ing as it does directly from the heart of the peninsular to 
Dorchester and Roxbury and the towns beyond. With a 
portion of it left unimproved at this width, encumbered with 
two lines of car tracks, its value as a thoroughfare and 
traffic way will be materially reduced. ; 

The Board deemed it advisable to make it of uniform width 
of 80 feet from Broadway to Dorchester avenue, and surveys 
to that end were undertaken, carried to completion, and the 
plans arranged for the filing of the initial portion. 

These surveys, and a small amount of work done in the 
vicinity of Crescent avenue station, on the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad, constitute all the field work ; 
considerable office work was, however, done on computations 
and in preparation of plans.

In the early summer one or two parties were engaged upon 
surveys on a territory bounded approximately by Cambridge 
street; Gordon street, Gordon-street extension, Hichborn- 
street extension, Everett street and Braintree street; fixing 
lines of the streets, and locating new streets for which a new 
filing had been petitioned.

Work was carried on in the spring and early summer on 
territory just east of the West Roxbury Branch Railroad 
and adjacent to Brandon street and Belgrade avenue, the 
widening of which were the principal features of the work, 
the proposition being to widen these two streets to 70 
feet for the entire combined length, beginning at the junc- 
tion of Roberts. street and Corinth street; a 380-foot 
widening was shown upon the easterly side of Brandon 
street and continued to Dudley avenue; here Belgrade 
avenue begins, and the widening was continued upon it on 
the same side of the street, as far as Malcolm street.

The principal work on this plan was in connection with an 
improvement over a mile in length, which consisted of a 
proposed widening of Centre street from the 80-foot line, as 
shown on the plans which had been previously filed, to a 
width of 100 feet, from South street, near the Arboretum, to 
Spring street. 

Beginning at a point where the street leaves South street, 
at the corner of Church street, the widening is shown on the 
northerly side of the street, and continues on this side as far 
as the West Roxbury Parkway, where it divides, either side 
of the street contributing about equally until Willow street 
is reached; from Willow street to Maple street the widening 
is made practically entirely upon the southeasterly side, and 
here is the greatest amount designed to be taken, its maxi- 
mum width at a single point being about 55 feet; but it 
converges both northeasterly and southwesterly from this 
point, so that the average is probably about 40 feet. From 
Maple street as far as La Grange street the widening is 
shared by either side about equally; from La Grange street 
to Spring street the widening is made principally upon the 
northwesterly side of the street.

Quite extensive operations were carried on during the 
year on this plan, both in the vicinity of Hyde Park avenue 
and on the territory lying immediately west of Mt. Hope 
Cemetery, the principal part of it, however, being along 
the line of the former, which is practically a mile in length.

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The work laid out was principally in the vicinity of Centre 
street, near Lakeville place, and extended from the latter 
street northerly to Lochstead avenue and southerly to Pond 
street.

Lakeville place is 
provided with a widening’ on either side, making it 40 feet in 
all, and with an extension of it to that width to Jamaicaway.

PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT FUND. 


This fund has been created in accordance with the provisions of 
chapter 237 of the Acts of 1900. 

The fund is for the purpose of providing annuities to teachers who 
have retired from the service of the City of Boston after having 
taught a certain length of time in the day schools of the city, and 
who have contributed a certain sum to the fund. 

Eighteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer from the 
salaries of all teachers who entered the service of the city after the 
passage of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other 
teachers as have voluntarily elected to come within the provisions of 
the act. 

On January 31, 1903, fifteen hundred and sixty-six teachers were con- 
tributing to the fund at the rate of $18 per year.

EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT

FOR THE YEAR 1902-1903.

Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, —I submit herewith the eighth annual report of the 
Water Commissioner for the year ending January 31, 1903. 

The total receipts of the department for the year (includ- 
ing $200,000 credited from taxes) were $2,608,378.02, and 
the total expenditures were $2,546,608.90, the balance of 
$61,769.12 being carried over to the next year. 

The increase from sales of water over the previous year 
was $92,307.67. 

The amount expended for current expenses and exten- 
sions for the year was $742,973.08, being a decrease of 
$127,021.16 from the previous year. 

The Metropolitan Water Assessment was $1,274,105.31, 
an increase of $104,999.69 over that for last year. 

The net water debt on this date is $607,384.06, it having 
been decreased by the sum of $322,083.45 during the year, 
and there are now outstanding water loans to the amount of 
$9,501,000. 

The Water Sinking Fund being ample to take care of the 
present water debt, there was no sinking fund requirement 
for the year. 


bo 
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Owing to the many changes in and additions to various 
underground systems which are continually being made, the 
question of the safe maintenance of the water mains has 
become a serious problem, and the work of the department 
has thereby grown more difficult and expensive. Quite a 
number of changes in water mains of considerable extent 
were made necessary on account of subway construction in 
State street, and by the abolishment of grade crossings at 
Blue Hill avenue and Oakland street. The various kinds of 
pavement now generally in use, such as asphalt, pitch and 
pebble, and cement with concrete base, also tend largely to 
increase the expense of carrying on the department. 

The work of relaying mains too small for present demands 
made upon them for fire protection, and of replacing mains 
weakened by action of the soil in which they were laid, has 
received special attention, resulting in a very great improve- 
ment in the fire service of the city. Some of the notably 
weak places in the pipe system have already been strengthened, 
but much work of this kind still remains to be done to 
adequately meet the demands of the future. 

The demand for the high service is constantly increasing, 
and a number of extensions of high-service mains have been 
made in various parts of the city proper, necessitated by the 
installation of fire pipe systems in high buildings. 

A close inspection has been maintained in all cases where 
pipes have been exposed by the operations of corporations, 
contractors, etc., and constant care has been exercised to 
prevent the conduits and other underground fixtures of said 
corporations, etc., from being constructed in such a manner 
as to render the water pipes inaccessible or liable to damage 
from contact. ‘The construction of the new high-level sur- 
face drains in certain sections of the city has necessitated a 
great many changes in water pipes at considerable expense 
to allow of the uninterrupted passage of said drains. 

Many of the old-style Boston hydrants, obsolete in type 
and of insufficient capacity, have been abandoned and re- 
placed by the more modern post hydrants, of which 388 
have been established during the year. In the past the de 
partment has experienced much trouble from the indiscrim- 
inate use of hydrants by careless or mechanically ignorant 
persons outside of the Water or Fire Departments, such use 
almost invariably resulting in injury to the hydrants, thus 
impairing their use and causing delay in case of fire. This 


trouble has been remedied to a great extent by restricting 


the use of hydrants, outside of the Fire Department, to only 
those who could show a badge of authority from the Water 


? 
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Commissioner. The aid of the Police Department has been 


‘requested in the enforcement of this restriction. A force of 


men, were kept at work during the cold weather inspecting 
the hydrants daily for the purpose of keeping them in con- 


stant readiness for use in fire extinguishment. 


- A special force has been kept at work much of the time 


during the past year in blowing off the stagnant water from 


the various dead-ends throughout the city, this work being 


carried on mostly at night in order to avoid inconvenience to 


water-takers. These dead-ends were “blown off” 1,132 
times, or double the number of times for the year previous. 


The ends are being abolished as fast as practicable by con- 


necting them so as to make a circulation of water. 
In the relaying of mains, large quantities of old pipes 


accumulate, which, in most cases being of no further use, 
are carted to the yard, broken up and sold for old junk. 


The equitable and very satisfactory method of selling this 


junk at auction has been continued, and a further improve- 


ment made by the insertion of a clause in the terms of sale 


‘specifying that no allowance will be made for dirt, and that 


the junk must be bought and paid for just as it is at the time 
of sale. ‘This method has proved very successful, inasmuch 


‘as it eliminates a much-vexed question which was always a 
source of trouble. 


In cases where it becomes necessary to shut off water while 
making connections of mains, etc., in the business sections 


of the city, the work is, as far as practicable, done after 


working hours, so as to avoid as far as possible the interrup- 


‘tion of business. 


To avoid the spread of disease among horses the watering 
troughs throughout the city have been regularly emptied, 


and their interiors burned with a torch, thus destroying any 
germs that may have been deposited or developed therein. 


The shops at the Albany-street yard have been kept run- 
ning throughout the year in the manufacture of gates, 
hydrants, cocks and other fittings necessary to the main- 
tenance of the works. 

Reports of the Superintendents of the Income and Distri-. 
bution Divisions showing details of work performed, also 
report of the Engineer, will be found herewith annexed.

In addition to the foregoing : 


Main pipes, in danger of collapse through the operations of 
various contractors and corporations, were watched night and 
day. This refers especially to along the line of the Metropolitan 
sewer in West Roxbury, where blasting was done to a consider- 
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able extent, and in State street, city, where the East Boston 
tunnel is in course of construction. This latter work necessitated 
extensive changes in the arrangement of our pipes, all of which 
were carried out without accident or hitch, although under the 
most unfavorable conditions. 

The pipes in the harbor were watched and, when necessary, 
protected from the incursions of tide water. 

Test holes were dug along the line of the 80-inch low-service 
main in Tremont street, between Dover and Ruggles streets, to 
enable the Engineering Department to determine the condition of 
the pipe. } 

The syphon pipes at the different bridges were emptied during 
the cold weather and refilled as soon as weather conditions would 
permit. 

Inspectors were constantly employed looking after the interests 
of the Water Department where corporations and contractors 
were at work. Conduits and other underground fixtures are being 
laid in the already overcrowded streets of the city, and it is 
always a great temptation to those in charge of this work to either 
lay their conduit over our main or else so near to it as to make it 
impossible to reach it to make repairs. This is a serious matter, 
and nothing short of eternal vigilance on our part serves to pro- 
tect us.

Painted 1,118 miscellaneous hydrant castings. 

Made 12,392 repairs on tools, mostly picks, bars, and chisels. Aggre- 
gate cost of same, $1,690.88. 

Performed 941 odd jobs of varying extent about the Albany-street 
yard, maintaining and improving the property of the department. 
Aggregate cost of same, $907.74. 

Performed 87 odd jobs of varying extent in and about the various 
reservoirs and district yards of the department. Aggregate cost of 
same, $711.68. 

Made 270 tools for various purposes. Aggregate cost, $600.66. 

Made patterns for hydrants, gates, caps, etc. Aggregate cost, $564.16. 

Made 47 test-bars of composition for expert tests of tensile strength. 

Performed work of miscellaneous character for the Income Division 
and Engineering Department amounting to a total cost of $55.05.

Str, — I herewith submit the following report for the past 
year of the work done and records kept: 

Some of the most important work done is as follows: 

The 40-inch low service main in Brookline avenue was 
originally laid in 1859, and for about 1,800 feet where imbed- 
ded in soft marsh mud, it had become corroded so as to be dan- 
gerously weak. For a distance of 1,570 feet southerly from 
Butler street it has been relaid; the new location is in clean 
earth, entirely above the mud. It is intended to finish the 
work during the coming year. 

The 30-inch high service main in Washington street, 
Dorchester, was extended from Talbot avenue to Burt street, 
a distance of 1,515 feet, connection being made with the 
local distribution system at Rockwell street. About 1,000 feet 
of 80-inch low service main was laid in Southampton street 
where the grade of the street was raised over the tracks of 
the N.Y., N.H. & H. R.R., and a short length of 80-inch 
low service main was laid in Southampton street across the 
second waterway west of the N.Y., N.H. & H. R.R., replac- 
ing a 24-inch spiral steel pipe which had failed. 

A 16-inch low service main was laid in Bedford street 
from Summer to Washington street. 

A 16-inch low service main was laid in Harrison avenue 
from Northampton to Dudley street, replacing a 6-inch 
main. 

A 16-inch low service main was laid in Dorchester avenue 
from Second to A street, replacing a 6-inch main. 

A 16-inch low service main was laid in Columbia road 
from Douglass to Vale street, completing the 16-inch line 
on the southerly side of South Boston. 

Changes in and additions to various underground systems 
are continually being made, and the question of the safe 


maintenance of our water mains under difficulties igs ever 
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present; much time has been spent during the year on 
account of work of this kind. Some of the larger changes 
in water mains were made necessary in the case of subway 
- __ construction on State street and the grade crossings at Blue 


Hill avenue and Oakland street. 
Since 1896 a consistent policy has been followed of relay- 


ing mains too small for present demands made upon them 
for fire protection, and mains whose strength have been 


impaired by the soil in which they were laid; the result has 


been that a very great improvement in the fire service of the 


city has been made. ‘The notably weak places in the system 
have already been strengthened, but much work of this kind 


‘still remains to be done to adequately meet the demands of 


the immediate future. 

The following statement shows the relaying which has 
been done since 1896 in the City Proper and South End, 
exclusive of a large amount of work in other portions of the

A break occurred in the 80-inch main on Tremont street 
at West Newton, under conditions shown in cut opposite. 
The following are the results of tests made to determine the 
holding power of caps on ends of pipe; the caps and spigot 
ends used were of standard B.W.W. design, except in the 
cases mentioned where pipes were used without beads: the 
lead joints were 2 inches by 4 inch (unless otherwise stated), 
and were made to correspond as closely as possible to the 
actual practice of the Water Department. Pressure was 
supphed by a small hand force-pump.

A test was made to determine the strength of the new 
style of 12-inch gate which was designed in this office, and is 
manufactured in the machine shop of the Water Department. 
The composition plug (made of 40 parts copper, 34 parts tin, 
13 parts zine, ¢ part lead) was first tested by bolting a “ test 
ing” head or cap to one bell of the gate, seating the plug 
and applying pressure to the space between cap and plug; 
the elastic limit of the composition was reached at a pres- 


_ sure between 525 and 550 pounds per square inch; at 725 


pounds per square inch a leak developed in the body of the 
gate and the test was discontinued. The deflection at 
centre of plug was measured for each 25 pounds increase 
of pressure. The high pressure noticeably dished or curved 
the centre web of plug but no crack developed. 

The cast-iron shell was tested with the plug open and 
with testing heads on each bell securely tied together by 
steel rods; the deflection of the shell for each 25 pounds 
increase of pressure was measured on each side separately at 
the centre of the flanges between body and bonnet of gate. 
At a pressure of 775 pounds per square inch a crack devel- 
oped in the flange of the body, but did not extend into the 
body proper; at 850 pounds per square inch three cracks 
developed in the flanges and two in the body of gate, at the 
same time one entire side of the bonnet was blown out, flying 
across the room with considerable force, the water falling to 
the floor quietly. The deflections of the iron shell were 
uniform until fracture occurred. Previous to applying 
the high pressure water was allowed to run freely through the 
stuffing-box in order to expel the air, and once during 
the test it was necessary to tighten up the stuffing-box in 
order to prevent leakage. 

There are decided indications of danger from electrolytic 
action in the vicinity of the new power house of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company on Commercial street and, also, 
in the vicinity of their other power stations. However, dur- 
ing the past year, the only damage by electrolysis which has 
been discovered has been to a few service pipes. The elec- 
trical surveys that have been made have not shown the con- 
ditions to be more alarming than for the past few years. A 
large number of observations and tests of the condition of 
old mains have failed to discover any evidence of serious 


damage. In view of the fact that serious damage has been 


done during the past year on the Metropolitan System and 
to pipes in surrounding towns, it is surprising that more evi- 
dence of damage from electrolysis has not been,found.

Hon. Parrick A. CoLLins, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — In compliance with chapter 8, section 24, Revised 
Ordinances of 1898, I herewith submit the annual report of 
the Wire Department, showing the appropriation, expendi- 
ture, also work performed from February 1, 1902, to 
February 1, 1903. 

Acting under the powers given to the Commissioner in 
section 1, chapter 454, Acts of 1894, and with the kind 
co-operation of the Street and Park Departments, the law 
relating to the use of guy wires in and over streets in this 
city has been enforced. ‘The supervision of the installation 
of same has been performed by this department. The 
installing of this class of wires is important, as the lives of 
people are endangered by their use, and it is necessary to see 
that they are so installed that they will not come in contact 
with any wires. ‘The persons using them have been very 
courteous in complying with the rule. 

The laying out of the prescribed two (2) miles of streets, 
under chapter 249, Acts of 1898, in which the overhead 
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wires shall be placed under ground, is a matter of import- 
ance not only to the companies interested but to the public 
as well. 

Careful consideration was given to the matter of selecting 
for the underground district for 19038 one that would relieve 
the streets of a large number of poles and overhead wires, and 
at the same time take into consideration not only the present 
but future needs for underground construction. 

The following are the prescribed streets, namely : 

That portion of Broadway, from the easterly side of Dor- 
chester avenue to the easterly side of Dorchester street, a 
distance of four thousand eighty (4,080) feet; Dorchester 
street, from the south side of Broadway to Andrews square, 
a distance of thirty-six hundred forty (8,640) feet; Dudley 
‘street, from the west side of Washington street to the west-— 
erly side of Hampden street, a distance of twenty-nine hun- 
dred sixty (2,960) feet; a total distance of ten thousand six 
hundred eighty (10,680) feet, exceeding the amount (two 
(2) miles) prescribed in chapter 249, Acts of 1898, by one 
hundred twenty (120) feet. 

In the report will be found a map showing the streets pre- 
scribed, number of poles and wires to be removed, and 
ownership of same. 

The fact that the Edison Electric Illuminating Company 
is about to enlarge their plant at City Point, South Boston, 
preparatory to furnishing, in addition to increased service in 
city, current for districts and towns outside of the city 
limits, companies supplying which have been recently absorbed 
by the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, was given due 
weight in deciding this matter. ~ 

Broadway, the main street in the district, will be relieved 
of overhead wires and objectionable poles, and is the natural 
artery through to Washington street, city proper. Dor- 
chester street, from its topographical location, is the natural 
outlet or channel for distribution feeders, etc., running south 
from the station, and its selection not only causes the 
removal of many poles and wires, but prohibits the addition 
of others thereto. The selection of Dudley street was with 
the view of extending existing underground systems. 

The work of the department has increased during the past 
year, showing that the public are increasing the use of elec- 
tricity for light, heat, power, and other purposes. In order to 
provide against the loss of life and property it is necessary 
that wiring be thoroughly inspected during its installation. 

A significant fact is that during the past year no interior 
fire has heen found to have been due to electric wiring which 
had been installed under the supervision of this department.

The companies are extending their overhead wires in 
suburban districts of this city, and, in some instances, com- 
panies are placing their wires underground outside of the 
prescribed streets. 

The business relations existing between the companies and 
this department are very harmonious. 

The laboratory work has increased over former year, and 
the found value of tests made is inestimable not only to this 
department, but to the makers of electrical appliances. In 
many cases, after tests had been made and results submitted, 
changes have been made which have proved satisfactory to 
all interested. 

The employees of the department have worked to the end 
that the public might receive the best of service. At this time, 
I desire to publicly thank former Commissioner William H. 
Lott for the kind assistance rendered at the time of my 
inception into office. 

Details of department work, etc., will be found under 
their respective headings.

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EXTERIOR DIVISION. 


The streets from which poles, fixtures, overhead wires, 
etc., were ordered to be removed or placed underground 
during the year 1902 were Washington street from 
Northampton street to Dudley street, and Tremont street from 
Dover street to Cottage place. The distance on Tremont 
street is three thousand two hundred fifty-five (3,255) feet, 
and the distance on Washington street is seven thousand 
three hundred fifty-one (7,351) feet, making a total of ten 
thousand six hundred six (10,606) feet, exceeding the 
amount (2 miles) prescribed by law, by forty-six (46) 
feet. 

On Tremont street there were sixty-five (60) poles; two 
hundred seventy-nine thousand three hundred ninety-three 
(279,393) feet of wire being over the street. On Washing- 
ton street there were eighteen (18) poles; seventy-one 
thousand five hundred ninety-five (71,595) feet of wire being 
over the street. These wires were owned by the Boston 
Fire Department, Police Department, New England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company of Massachusetts, Western 
Union Telegraph Company, Edison Electric Uluminating 
Company of Boston, Postal Telegraph-Cable Company, 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, and a number of private 
lines. Much of this wire has already been removed and the 
balance will soon disappear, as well as the poles now standing 
on the streets. 


The practice of this department being represented, when 


pole locations are selected by the different companies, has 
been followed, and the total number of inspections of this 
kind during the past year amounts to thirteen hundred fifty 


(1,350), being the number of new locations selected by the’ 


different companies. . 

A large part of the defective and dangerous poles, princi- 
pally hard pine, reported to the owners by this department, 
has been removed and substantial chestnut poles substituted. 
Changes in locations, removals, renewals, etc., have been 
carefully watched and a record kept of same. As in 
previous years, many poles and much overhead wire has been 
removed from the streets outside of the prescribed district, 
as its usefulness was gone when underground connections 
were completed. | 

The total number of poles standing on the streets of the 
city, not including iron trolley poles, is fourteen thousand 
seven hundred forty seven (14,747).

In the report will be found a plan showing poles and 
wires on and over the streets in the prescribed district for 
the year 1903, also photographs of portions of Broadway and 
Dorchester street in said district, and photograph showing 
style of the new overhead distribution system recently intro- 
duced by the New England Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany of Massachusetts, intended for use, principally, in the 
residential sections of the city. 

It had been the custom of some building contractors in 
the past, after receiving permission from the Board of 
Aldermen, to proceed at once to erect posts in the street and 
attach derrick guy wires thereto. In many of the streets 
where this has been done it was necessary to take the guy- 
wires over trolley and other high potential wires, and as a 
result, in some cases, workmen have been more or less 
injured by shocks due to contact of guy wires with charged 
electric wires, as the companies owning such wires had no 
knowledge of the intentions of the contractors and conse- 
quently competent and experienced linemen were not present 
when the work was done. _ 

The practice which this department caused to be insti- 
tuted, and which is being followed at the present time, is 
for an inspector of this department to call on the contractor, 
to learn where he proposes to erect the posts and to deter- 
mine what wires, if any, are liable to be disturbed. The 
company owning the wires are then notified and arrange- 
ments are made so that the interested parties will have a 
representative present to assist in handling the guys, or 
remove their wires as the case may be. Where this practice 
has been followed I fail to learn that any one has been injured. 

By order of the Board of Aldermen, all proposed arc-light- 
post locations must be submitted to the Commissioner of 
Wires for his opinion on the same. ‘This was deemed advis- 
able, owing to the fact that lamp-posts have been set, in a 
number of cases, in close proximity to high potential and 
other wires, and have been a source of more or less inconve- 
nience and annoyance to the companies owning the wires, as 
well as a source of danger to linemen and lamp-trimmers. 

The New England Telephone and Telegraph Company of 
Massachusetts are using a new form of aerial construction, 


for service distribution in residential sections, that seems to 
be a decided improvement on existing methods. It consists 


of one strong supporting wire attached to poles or buildings, 
and equipped with rings, through which insulated pairs of 
wires are drawn as wanted, making, in effect, a cable of insu- 


lated wires, instead of open wires on cross-arms, which 
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removes, in a considerable measure, the objectionable appear- 
ance of many single wires and cross-arms, reduces the liabil- 
ity of accidents by wires breaking, due to snow and sleet 
storms and other causes, and the danger from contact with high- 
tensioned wires, toa minimum. It also makes it possible to 
use smaller poles and to distribute in residential sections 
without injury to and without the necessity of climbing or 
trimming the trees to clear the wires, as the wires may be 
drawn into this aerial conduit by a line left in the conduit for 
that purpose, or by drawing in an additional pair with an 
existing pair. During the past year this system has been 
quite extensively introduced in the public alleys in the Back 
Bay district. 

As a whole, this kind of construction seems to be durable, 
and is clean and neat in appearance. 


RELOCATION OF UNDERGROUND STRUCTURES IN STATE 
STREET, IN CONNECTION WITH THE CONSTRUC— 
TION OF THE EAST Boston ‘TUNNEL. 


The roof of the East Boston tunnel, as it is being con- 
structed in State street, between Merchants’ row and Dey- 
onshire street, lies so close to the surface of the street as to 
make necessary a complete change in the arrangement and 
location of the underground objects lying therein, <A refer- 
ence to the plan in the annual report of this department for 
the year 1900 shows the congested condition below the sur- 
face of the street, especially at the intersection of Congress — 
and Devonshire streets, it being filled from curb to curb with 
a network of pipes and electrical conduits, at a depth varying 
from one to twelve feet below the surface, and so interlaced 
as to render it impossible to raise one pipe without having 
previously ‘relocated several others. 

There are a large number of electric wires below the sur- 
face of this street, for use in connection with the various 
telephone and signalling systems, city departments being 
represented, in addition to the Edison company, with its 
usual quota of solid tube system lines radiating at every 
conceivable angle from the various catch-boxes. When the 
several companies were informed that they would be obliged 
to relocate their pipes and ducts they quite generally asked 
for locations for increased sizes, knowing that it would be 
practically impossible to make any changes after the final 
arrangements had been completed. ‘The conditions to be 
met were, —-to maintain uninterrupted service, to increase 
the sizes, and at the same time decrease the area occupied and ~

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to keep the pipes and conduits out of the way of the tunnel 
and of each other. ‘The general design which was adopted is 
shown by the accompanying cross-section plan and photo- 
graph, and contains a few new features. The high and low 
tension conduits are separated and lie over the concrete sewer 
on either side of the tunnel, the gas and water pipes lie on 
brackets built on the sloping roof, and, at street intersections, 
pipe crossings are provided in the tunnel roof for cross lines. 
The ducts are of vitrified clay, in concrete, and have been 
carefully laid to line and grade. 

On the north side of State street there is only one line of 
high-tension conduits, that of the Edison Electric [lluminat- 
ing Company, and no difficulty was found in entering the 
manholes ; but on the south side the low-tension conduits 
lie one above the other, separated by three inches of concrete, 
and considerable ingenuity had to be exercised at street 
crossings and at manholes where each conduit swings out of 
the main line into its own manhole. ‘These conduits were 
kept below the general level of the present pipes and con-_ 
duits, as far as was possible, and manholes were left uncom- 
pleted until the old pipes over them could be taken out from 
service and removed. Where it was absolutely necessary, 
pipes were relocated to allow room for the main conduit to 
pass, and, in some cases, portions of the conduits interfering 
with new ones were removed and the old cables looped up 
out of the way. 

On September 4, 1902, the Transit Commission, by its 
vote, ordered the removal of the structures in State street, 
and the new locations were assigned. ‘The various electrical 
companies believed that it was to their advantage to combine 
in the work of relocation, and accordingly made contracts 
with one firm of tunnel contractors to complete the main 
conduit lines, and much confusion has been thereby avoided. 
Work has been carried on day and night, and the surface of 
the street, during the day, has been planked over so as not 
to interrupt travel. 

Work has not as yet been completed.

the old conduits. Besides these, about sixty-nine (69) dif- 
ferent streets have been opened for the purpose of building 
new conduits in the rest of the city and suburbs, not 
included in these two districts.

INTERIOR DIVISION. 


The work of this division is constantly increasing owing 
to the more general use of electricity for light, heat, and 
power purposes. Additional work has also resulted from the 
enforcement of the requirements of section 1, chapter 268 
of the Acts of 1898, which provides that “ Every corporation 
or person proposing to place wires designed to carry a current 
of electricity within a building shall give notice thereof to the 
Commissioner of Wires of said city before commencing 
the work; and shall not turn the current on to wires that 
are to be used for electric lighting, heating, or power until 
permission to do so has been given by said commissioner,” 
and which previous to August 1, 1901, had not been enforced, 
in so far as the latter portion, referring to the turning of 
current on wires, etc., is concerned, owing to the limited 
number of inspectors in the Interior Division and the exces- 
sive amount of work which they had to attend to. 

The enforcing of these requirements was made practicable 
at that time as a result of the addition of five (5) deputy 
inspectors to the force of the Interior Division. Owing to 
the lack of a sufficient appropriation this year it became neces- 
sary to retrench, and consequently last November five 
deputy inspectors were suspended from this division, partially 
crippling same. 

In justice to the citizens who had electrical work installed, 
to the companies to furnish current for same, also in the ful- 
fillment of our duties as called for in the Acts under whose 
authority the Commissioner of Wires operates, it became 
necessary to devote almost entirely the energies of the 
remaining force of the Interior Division to the supervision of 
new work. Exceptions were, however, made in the cases of 
theatres, halls, large stores, etc., where a serious fire, in addi- 
tion to property loss, would very likely mean a loss of human 
life. While it has been impossible to give old work the 
attention which it needs, it is to be regretted that such is the 
case, as it is the old work, much of which was installed with- 
out inspection and some of which has deteriorated from age 
and other causes since it was installed, that constitutes the 
greatest menace to safety. 

As in the past, temporary wiring for electrical effects, both 
inside and on the outside of buildings, has received special 
attention. Weekly inspections have been made of such work 
at the various theatres, and many times permission to use 
wiring and electrical apparatus has been refused as its con- 
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dition was such that its use would constitute a menace to the 
theatre and the people in same. There are few travelling 
theatrical combinations at the present time which do not 
carry more or less wiring and apparatus for use in obtaining 
electrical effects in their productions, and there is no electri- 
cal work that as a rule demands a more careful inspection. 
Prompt attention has been given to all reports of fires and 
accidents due or supposed to have been due to electrical 
causes; and fires for which two or more alarms have been 
given have been responded to by members of the department. 


During the year there has been no fire caused by wiring 


approved by this division. 

The record of accidents to persons shows a very gratifying 
decrease in number from that of the year previous, there 
having been but fifteen accidents, two of which were fatal; 
while during the year just previous, twenty-seven accidents 
occurred, six of which resulted fatally. The victim of one 
of the fatal accidents which occurred during the past year 
was at work at the time of accident on wires of the company 
by whom he was employed. ‘The other victim (a boy) was 
lying on a roof and reached out and grasped a wire of a two 
thousand volt alternating circuit, his other hand being in 
contact with the grounded metal flashing of roof. Of the 


victims of the remaining accidents, thirteen in number, nine 


were employees of the companies pon whose systems they 
were at work at time accidents occurred, one was an operator 
of a moving picture machine and was injured as a result of 
the defective operation of said machine, and three were 
injured as a result of shocks of electricity due to steel guy- 
wire for derrick which they were at work on coming in 
contact with a wire of a primary alternating circuit. 

During the year heavy currents of electricity have entered 
four buildings over pipes, melting holes in some of the pipes, 
but causing no fires. As a result of break-down in insulation 
of transformers, primary current entered three buildings over 
the secondary wiring in same, causing fires in each of the 
buildings, but fortunately fires were slight owing to their 
prompt discovery. 

Fires known to have been due to electricity were, with few 
exceptions, insignificant in character. There have been, how- 
ever, three fires, the combined insurance loss of which was 
three thousand fifty-seven ($38,057) dollars. The combined 
insurance loss of the balance of fires known to have been due 
to electricity was a trifle over eight hundred (800) dollars. 
The total number of fires in the interior of buildings, known 
to have been due to electricity, is eighteen or a decrease of

four from the year previous when there were twenty-two 
fires due to that cause. 

The laboratory of the department has proved its value 
many times during the past year; with its aid appliances 
designed for use in the distribution of electrical energy have 
been tested, and results of test have enabled us to give intelli- 
gent decisions as to whether said appliances were or were 
not suitable for the purposes for which they were designed, 
and to say whether their use in this city would be approved. 

In company with representatives of various other electrical 
inspection departments, both municipal and insurance, of the 
country, many questions of national importance have been 
acted upon.

During the year there were twenty (20) new plants 
installed and there were eighteen (18) old plants the opera- 
tion of which was discontinued, current being taken from 
outside services for incandescents, motors, etc., previously 
fed by the plants, an inspection of installations first being 
made. With few exceptions the plants, the operations of 
which were discontinued, are in condition to resume operation 
at short notice if it is so desired.

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DESCRIPTION OF PHOTOGRAPHS. 


Plates Nos. 1 and 2 show portions of Broadway, South 
Boston, in the 1903 district, from which all poles and wires 
have been ordered removed before December 81, 1903. 

Plate No. 3 shows Dorchester street from Dorchester 
avenue, or Andrews square, giving some idea of the poles 
and wires that must be removed before December 31, 1908, 
as Dorchester street from Andrews square to Broadway is in 
the 1903 district. 

Plate No. 4 is a photograph taken during the construc- 
tion of the conduits for the low tension companies on State 
street, on the route of the East Boston tunnel, and gives an 
idea of the small space left in which to lay ducts to provide 
for all the low tension wires, after the walls of the tunnel 
were in place. 

Plate No. 5 is a photograph of one pf the public alleys 
in the Back Bay, showing the new construction used by the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Company in this and 
other sections of the city, for distribution purposes. This 
system is described in detail in another part of this report.
